THE  SIXFEENTH   BIENNIAL  CONGRESS. 

EVERY  CHAPTER   WILL   BE   REPRESENTED.— MANY    ALUMNI  WILL 
ATTEND. — ARRANGEMENTS   PERFECT. 

NEVER  in  our  fraternity  history  have  the  prospects  for  a  suc- 
cessful Congress  been  as  bright  as  at  present.  Every  bit 
of  machinery,  at  the  command  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  to 
bring  about  the  unquestioned  success  of  this  biennial  meeting, 
has  been  set  in  motion  and  has  been  found  to  work  smoothly  and 
effectively.  But  he  has  not  confined  himself  to  the  mere  per- 
functory performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  on  this  occasion. 
With  even  more  tnan  his  accustomed  energy,  he  has  set  out  with 
the  determination  that  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  shall  be  an  unparalleled  success,  and  in  his  efforts 
he  has  been  ably  seconded  by  our  brothers  of  New  Orleans,  under 
whose  immediate  auspicies  the  Congress  will  be  held.  Personal 
letters  have  been  written  to  alumni,  and  circular  letters  have 
been  scattered  broadcast.  Best  of  all  the  responses  have  been 
most  enthusiastic  and  cordial,  and  the  present  indications  are 
that  all  Congress  records  will  be  beaten  by  fifty  or  one  hundred 
per  cent. 

Never  before  have  as  perfect  preliminary  arrangements  been 
made  for  a  Congress.  There  was  some  hitch  in  the  transporta- 
tion arrangements  at  Cleveland,  owing  to  some  misunderstand- 
ing as  to  the  certificate  plan  of  securing  reduced  rates  from  tne 
railroads.  There  will  be  nothing  of  the  kind  at  New  Orleans,  for 
the  arrangements  as  here  presented  are  clear  enough  for  the 
most  stupid  to  comprehend,  and  no  sympathy  will  be  wasted  on 
any  brother   who  makes  a  mistake   this  time.     The  plan  is   as 
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follows,  as  set  out  in  the  circular  of    ''Conditions  of  Excursion 
Rates  on  the  Certificate  Plan:" 

"Each  person  desiring  to  avail  himself  of  the  reduced  rate 
must  procure  a  first-class  ticket  (either  limited  or  unlimited)  to 
the  place  of  meeting,  at  the  regular  tariff  rate  and  at  the  same 
time  procure  from  the  ticket  agent  a  certificate  of  the  standard 
form,  or  a  receipt,  if  the  agent  has  no  certificate.  If  through 
ticket  cannot  be  secured  at  the  starting  point,  the  person  should 
purchase  to  the  most  convenient  point  at  which  such  ticket  can 
be  obtained  and  there  re-purchase  through  to  the  place  of  meet- 
ing, procuring  a  standard  certificate  (or  receipt)  from  each  agent  from 
whom  a  ticket  is  purchased. 

* 'Tickets  for  the  return  journey  will  be  sold  at  one-third  the 
first-class  tariff  only  to  persons  holding  certificates  of  the  standard 
form  duly  signed  by  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  the  meeting  and  signed 
by  the  special  agent  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

"No  certificate  will  be  honored  that  was  procured  more  than 
three  days  (Sunday  not  included)  before  the  meeting  assembles, 
(except  that  when  meetings  are  held  at  distant  points  to  which 
the  authorized  transit  limit  is  more  than  three  days,  the  author- 
ized transit  limit  will  govern),  nor  more  than  two  days  (Sunday 
not  included)  after  the  first  day  of  the  meeting.  No  certificate 
will  be  honored  for  return  ticket  unless  presented  during  the 
time  that  the  meeting  is  in  session  or  within  three  days  (Sunday 
not  included)  after  adjournment. 

''Tickets  for  return  journey  will  be  limited  to  continuous 
passage  on  first  train  after  purchase. 

"Certificates  will  not  be  honored  by  conductors:  they  must  be 
presented  to  ticket  agents. 

"Neither  the  certificates  nor  tickets  furnished  for  this  occa- 
sion are  transferable,  and  if  presented  by  any  other  person  than 
the  original  purchaser,  they  will  not  be  honored  but  will  be 
forfeited." 

We  believe  every  delegate  and  every  alumnus  is  sufficiently 
versed  in  the  ways  of  the  world  to  understand  the  importance 
of  following  these  directions  very  carefully.     They  should  be  read 
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and  fully  considered,  before  a  ticket  is  bought.  The  system  of 
railroad  management  of  large  corporations  is  not  elastic,  but  is 
full  of  what  is  characterized  as  ''red  tape".  Agents  are  satisfac- 
tory to  managers  in  proportion  to  their  fidelity  in  following  in- 
structions to  the  letter.  You  may  think  you  could  improve  on 
the  system,  but  you  will  not  be  able  to  get  any  change  through 
this  year,  and  you  certainly  cannot  accomplish  anything  by  sug- 
gestions to  your  ticket  agent.  We  believe  the  plan  is  clearly  set 
forth  above,  by  which  a  saving  can  be  effected  of  two-thirds  of  the 
regular  return  fare.  The  fare  to  New  Orleans  must,  of  course,  be 
paid  in  full.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  certificate  of  payment 
of  full  fare  to  New  Orleans  should  be  obtained  from  the  ticket 
agent.  Two  j^ears  ago  it  happened  that  all  agents  did  not  have 
the  standard  form  of  certificate.  In  such  cases  a  receipt  should 
be  taken  for  payment  of  full  fare.  Any  brother  who  does  not  fully 
understand  the  arrangement  should  consult  his  ticket  agent  or  write 
the  Worthy  Grand  Chief. 

The  following  associations  have  allowed  the  certificate  plan 
of  ticket  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Congress,  New  Orleans,  La.,  Dec. 
28,  29,  30,  1898;  Baltimore  &  Ohio  railroad;  Central  railroad  of

&  Western  railroad;  Erie  railroad;  Grand  Trunk  railway;  Lehigh 
Valley  railroad;  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad; 
New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railway;  Pennsylvania  railroad; 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  railroad;  West  Shore  railroad.  The 
territory  of  the  Trunk  Line  Association  includes  the  territory 
west  of  New  England,  traversed  by  the  companies  represented  in 
the  committee,  and  east  of  and  including  Toronto,  Suspension 
Bridge,  Niagara  Palls,  Tonawanda,  Black  Rock,  Buffalo,  East 
Buffalo  Junction,  Dunkirk,  Salamanac,  Erie,  Pittsburg,  Bellaire, 
Wheeling,  Parkersburg  and  Charleston,  W.  Va. 

Brothers  living  in  New  England  cannot  get  their  certificates 
until  they  apply  to  ticket  office  in  New  York— All  brothers  north 
of  Washington  should  buy  tickets  if  possible  over  Pennsylvania 
railroad  to  Washington,  over  Southern  railroad  to  Atlanta, thence 
via  Montgomery  &  Mobile,  Ala.,  to   New  Orleans.     Be  in  Wash- 
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ington  in  time  to  take  the  11.15  a.  m.  train  (Southern  railroad) 
Dec.  26th,  1898.

New 
York  brothers  will  start  at  midnight  Dec.  25th,  and  arrive  at 
Washington  7:40  a.  m.,  Dec.  26th.  The  train  will  arrive  at 
Charlottesville,  the  seat  of  Va.  Delta,  at  2:15  P.  M.,  of  the  same 
day,  leaving  Lynchburg  at  3:55  p.  M.,  Danville,  at  6:07  P.  M., 
Greensboro,  7:26  P.  M. ,  Salisbury  at  8:45  P.  M. ,  Charlotte,  at 
10:15  P.  M.,  Spartanburg,  12:26  P.  M.,  and  arriving  at  Atlanta  at 
12:26  A.  M.,  Dec.  27th,  and  leaving  that  city  at  5:10  a.  m.  ,  leaving 
Opelika  at  8:50  a.  m.,  Montgomery,  at  10:31  A.  M.,  Mobile,  at 
3:45  P.  M.,  and  arriving  at  New  Orleans  at  8:10  p.  m.,  Dec.  27th. 
Undoubtedly,  this  train  will  carry  a  large  number  of  delegates 
and    aiumni,  and  it  will   be  pleasant  and  convenient  for  every 
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brother  who  possibly  can  to  travel  on  this  special  train.     Fuller 
information  may  be  obtained  from  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief. 

Similar  arrangements  will,  doubtless,  be  made  among 
brothers  travelling  to  Congress  from  other  sections  of  the  coun- 
try, but  they  have  not  yet  been  perfected. 

The  headquarters  of  Congress  will  be  at  the  new  St.  Charles 
hotel,  one  of  the  finest  hotels  in  the  country,  and  amply  large 
enough  to  accommodate  all  visiting  brothers,  who  will  be  made 
a  special  rate  of  a  reduction  of  twenty-five  per  cent.  It  seems 
now  quite  likely  that  New  Orleans  will  be  full  of  visitors  in  the 
holiday  season,  as  several  other  conventions  are  scheduled  for 
the  same  time  as  ours.  It  behooves  all  brothers,  therefore,to  se- 
cure their  accommodations  in  advance. 

As  we  have  already  said,  our  New  Orleans  brothers  have 
been  making  herculean  efforts  to  make  a  supreme  success  of  the 
16th  Biennial  Congress.  They  have  raised  by  subscription  the 
sum  of  1650,  and  they  have  made  most  elaborate  preparations  for 
the  entertainment  of  their  visitors.  Among  other  things,  it  is 
possible  that  a  steamboat  ride  may  be  taken  on  the  Mississippi 
to  some  sugar  plantation,  so  that  northern  brothers  may  behold 
the  very  interesting  sight  of  a  plantation  in  lull  operation.  But 
the  following  circular  letter  will  more  fully  explain  what  has 
been  done  and  will  be  done  to  make  Congress  a  success: 

"The  16th  Biennial  Congress  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  will  con- 
vene in  New  Orleans,  December  28th, 29th,  and  30th  as  you  know. 

"It  was  a  hard  struggle  on  the  part  of  our  energetic  delegate 
at  the  Cleveland  Congress  two  years  ago  to  secure  the  next  meet- 
ing for  our  city,  the  objection  being  its  isolation  as  compared  to 
other  competitive  cities.  However,  the  attractiveness  of  New 
Orleans  and  its  reputation  for  unequaled  hospitality  triumphed, 
and  Bro.  Maginnis,  who  has  just  returned  from  Washington 
where  he  went  for  the  express  purpose  of  seeing  our  W.  G.  C. 
Glazebrook  to  discuss  details  for  the  coming  Congress,  reports 
great  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  various  chapters  throughout 
the  country. 

"We  have  raised  a  neat  sum,   but  there   have  been  a  number 
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of  Brothers  who  have  not  yet  been  approached  for  subscriptions 
as  we  knew  there  would  be  nothing  lost  by  waiting  and  that  all 
that  was  necessary  was  to  make  requests  and  subscriptions  would 
be  forthcoming. 

''Twenty  individual  subscriptions  of  |25  each  and  several  of 
150  have  already  been  received  and  various  others  of  fl5  and  f20. 
We  mention  these  figures  to  let  you  see  what  others  are  doing 
and  we  hope  you  will  respond  as  liberally  as  you  can. 

''The  Committee's  program  for  entertainment  will  be  a 
Smoker  on  the  night  of  the  2bth,  welcoming  ceremonies  to  visit- 
ing delegates  on  the  afternoon  of  the  29th  at  the  Athenaeum,  ball 
at  same  hall  that  evening  and  banquet  on  the  30th.  A  trip  on  the 
river  has  also  been  planned  as  these  excursions  are  always  so 
very  enjoyable  to  visitors  from  the  interior  and  northern  sections 
of  the  country,  especially  to  those  who  have  never  been  to  New 
Orleans. 

"It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  200  Alpha  Taus  in  New 
Orleans  at  the  end  of  December  and  we  must  do  all  in  our  power 
to  insure  an  absolutely  successful  and  enjoyable  Congress. 

"This  year  has  been  a  most  successful  one  for  our  Chapter; 
we  have  already  taken  in  three  freshmen,  more  than  any  of  our 
worthy  rivals,  we  will  take  in  another  on  Thursday  night,  Nov. 
17th,  at  our  rooms,  206  St.  Charles  street.  The  initiation  will  be 
very  enjoyable  we  hope,  but  by  far  the  most  important  part  of 
the  work  will  be  the  reports  of  the  different  Committees  on  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  coming  Congress. 

"The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  our  visitors  will  be  with 
us  and  it  is  necessary  that  all  local  Alpha  Taus  should  get  to- 
gether and  prepare  for  their  entertainment.  It  is  especially  de- 
sired that  both  active  and  Alumni  A.  T.  O's  be  present  at  this 
meeting. 

"The  various  Committees  have  been  at  work  and  will  make 
their  reports  as  stated  above,  but  it  is  possible  that  some  details 
may  have  been  overlooked  and  therefore  probably  some  sugges- 
tions may  be  made  by  the  different  Brothers  that  will  be  of  assis- 
tance to  the  Committees. 
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"The  Brothers  have  been  ^liberal  in  their  contributions,  as 
was  expected,  and  we  are  convinced  that  this  Congress  will  be 
the  grandest  in  every  respect  that  has  ever  been  held."  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  fraternity.  We  must  not  leave  anything  undone  to 
contribute  to  this  end." 

The  circular  is  signed  by  the  W.  M.,  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon, 
which  chapter  has  been  co-operating  most  effectively  with  ihe 
New  Orleans  Alumni  Association,  which  latter  organization  has 
benefitted  by  the  splendid  energy  and  executive  ability  of  Bro. 
W.  T.  Maginnis,  who  will  be  well  remembered  as  having  repre- 
sented La.  Beta  Epsilon  at  the  Nashville  Congress  in  1892. 

Bro.  Maginnis  was  particularly  fortunate  in  being  able  to  se- 
cure the  Athenaeum  for  the  public  exercises,  as  well  as  for  the 
ball,  for  which  preparations  have  beeo  made  on  a  splendid  scale, 
leaving  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  one  of  the  finest  fraternity  affairs 
ever  held.  There  have  also  been  arrangements  made  for  a 
"Smoker,"  which  it  is  hoped  will  even  equal  in  enjoyability  that 
famous  one  of  1894  in  Washington. 

In  fact,  every  detail  of  arrangements  at  every  point  has  been 
fully  considered  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  the  New  Orleans 
Alumni  Association  and  any  brother  who  is  in  doubt  on  any  point 
has  only  to  write  Bro.  Glazebrook  for  prompt  and  full  infor- 
mation. 

One  of  the  novel  features  of  the  public  exercises  will  be  the 
delivery  of  the  poem  by  the  regular  Congress  poet,  Bro.  A.  I. 
Bacheller,  of  N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron,  now  an  editorial  writer  on 
the  New  York  World. 

We  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  the  Sixteenth  Biennial 
Congress  will  be  the  finest  thing  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  our 
fraternity,  and  that  any  brother  who  neglects  an  opportunity  to 
go  will  have  occasion  for  a  lifetime's  regret. 
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COLLEGES,  college  fraternities  and  all  kinds  of  organizations 
are  now  busy  compiling  statistics  in  regard  to  the  American- 
Spanish  war,  for  the  record  is  indeed  a  glorious  one.  It  is  al- 
ways difficult,  and  sometimes  impracticable  to  obtain  complete 
data  of  this  description,  but  a  strong  effort  has  been  made  by  the 
Palm  to  obtain  the  names  and  an  account  of  the  services  of  all 
Apha  Taus  engaged  in  any  way  in  the  war.  As  time  goes  on,  no 
doubt,  the  records  will  be  supplemented,  and  we  shall  be  very 
grateful  indeed  to  any  brother  who  will  point  out  any  omission 
or  mistake  in  the  list  of  our  heros  here  presented,  or  give  us 
any  additional  information  of  value.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
first  name  on  our  list  is  that  of  him,  our  founder,  who  is  always 
first  in  our  hearts.

The  above  statistics  will  prove  a  valuable  part  of  our  fra- 
ternity annals,  and  we  regret  very  much  that  they  must  be  so  in- 
completely presented  here.  As  rapidly  as  new  information  of 
this  kind  is  obtained  it  will  appear  in  the  Palm. 
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[In  No.  14  of  Pearson's  War  Pictures,  published  at  114  Fifth 
avenue,  New  York,  will  be  found  a  striking  picture  of  our  founder, 
Bro.  Glazebrook,  accompanied  by  these  descriptive  words:  '^'The 
finest  horseman  in  the  service.  The  Rev.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook, 
Chaplain  of  the  3rd  New  Jersey  Regiment,  has  the  reputation  of 
being  the  most  finished  horseman  in  the  service,  He  is  extremely 
popular,  both  with  the  officers  and  men.  At  the  time  of  the  out- 
break of  the  war  his  regiment  was  quartered  at  Pompton  Lake, 
having  charge  there  of  the  government  mills  for  the  manufacture 
of  smokeless  powder.  It  was  here  that  a  terrific  explosion  oc- 
curred on  July  12th,  nine  of  the  largest  and  most  important  build- 
ings in  the  big  plant  being  demolished  and  nine  men  injured. 
Owing  to  the  accident  the  work  on  the  big  smokeless  order  of  the 
government  was  thrown  back  at  leasi  two  months.  The  soldiers' 
encampment  is  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  works,  but  they 
have  established  a  couple  of  guard  houses  and  the  entire  plant  is 
enclosed  by  a  set  of  boundary  posts.  Every  part  of  the  circuit 
has  been  carefully  patrolled;  not  for  a  minute,  day  or  night,  was 
the  plant  left  unguarded.  When  the  explosion  occurred  every 
soldier  on  guard  was  thrown  to  the  ground.  The  rifles  of  three 
of  the  soldiers  were  blown  from  their  hands.  The  noise  of  the 
explosion  roused  the  whole  camp,  and  officers  and  soldiers  did  all 
in  their  power  to  rescue  an4  help.the  injured  ones.  Conspicuous 
for  his  courage  and  tremendous  energy  in  attempting  to  prevent 
the  fire  from  spreading  was  Chaplain  Glazebrook".]

JOSEPH  K.  ALSTON. 

(7XEATH  has  been  reaping  a  rich  harvest  among  the  brothers 
Ly  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  during  the  last  fen 
months,  as  will  appear  from  the  present  number  of  the  Palm, 
where  it  Is  most  fitting  that  a  final  tribute  should  be  paid  to  those 
who  will  join  in  our  fraternity  meetings  and  give  the  fraternity 
grip  no  more.  Among  those  who  have  left  us  since  the  last 
number  of  the  fraternity  magazine  was  published,  none  was  per- 
haps better  known  among  college  men  of  his  time  or  better  loved 
than  Bro.  Joseph  K.  Alston,  of  old  Va.  Alpha  chapter. 

Bro.  Alston's  death  occurred  on  the  early  morning  of  Oct. 
21st,  last,  at  Yorkville,  S.  C,  as  will  appear  from  the  following 
sketch,  which  formed  the  leading  articles  of  the  State,  one  of  the 
most  prominent  of  South  Carolina  newspapers: 

"The  State  said  the  day  after  Col.  Alston's  appointment  as 
colonel  of  the  First  regiment: 

"Col.  Joseph  K.  Alston's  scores  of  friends  were  delighted 
yesterday  when  they  heard  of  his  appointment.  A  military  man 
had  this  to  say  of  him: 

*'  'A  life  time  study  and  a  superb  collegiate  and  military  ed- 
ucation has  made  Mr.  Alston  the  most  available  man  in  South 
Carolina  for  high  war-time  responsibility. 

"  'The  governor  has  never  made  a  more  fitting  appointment. 
Joseph  K.  Alston  has  every  qualification  for  a  regimental  com- 
manding officer,  and  1  predict  that  he  will  soon  be  first  in  the 
hearts  of  every  member  of  his  command.  He  is  a  strict  disci- 
plinarian and  will  command  a  regiment  whose  tactics  and  morale 
and  esprit  de  corps  will  be  second  to  none  in  the  army  of  Cuban 
occupation." 

"Joseph  Kirkland  Alston  was  born  November  6,  1860,  in 
Fairfield  county,  S.  C,  near  Monticello.  He  was  the  only  child 
of  William  F.  Alston  and  Susannah  Cook,  daughter  of  Gen. 
Phillip    Cook,  C.  S.  A.     His  nearest  kinsman  is  a  half-brother^ 
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now  living  in  Greenville,  S.  C,  William  P.  Alston.  His  father 
died  in  1869, his  mother  in  1870, leaving  him  with  his  half-brother, 
who  became  a  father  to  him  and  has  always  been  his  truest 
friend.  Col.  Thomas  Woodward  of  Rockton  was  his  guardian 
and  many  of  his  younger  days  were  spent  with  him.  On  both 
sides  he  is  descended  of  revolutionary  ancestors,  celebrated  on 
the  field  of  battle  for  gallantry,  valor  and  discretion.  In  every 
conflict  in  which  his  State  and  nation  have  been  engaged  his  fore- 
fathers bore  a  distinguished  part,  and  South  Carolina  sends  to 
Cuba — if  there  the  regiment  goes — as  her  chief  officer  a  man  na- 
tive and  to  the  manner  born. 

"Col.  Alston  loved  his  flag  under  which  he  is  to  fight  and  the 
troops  he  is  to  lead. 

"His  training  and  education  have  been  military  almost  en- 
tirely. The  first  school  he  attended  was  Porter's  in  Charleston. 
He  went  from  there  to  the  preparatory  department  of  Sewanee 
university.  The  next  two  were  at  Col.  Coward's  at  King's  moun- 
tain and  the  Carolina  Military  institute  at  Charlotte.  At  this 
place  he  was  a  corporal,  and  among  his  classmates  were  Senator 
John  L.  McLaurin  and  the  Hon.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.  Prom  the 
Carolina  Military  institute  he  went  to  the  Virginia  Military  insti- 
tute, generally  known  in  those  days  as  the  West  Point  of  the 
south.  The  military  education  furnished  by  this  institution  is 
not  inferior  to  West  Point.  The  curriculum  is  high,  the  mem- 
bers numerous  and  the  discipline  as  strict  as  any  military  school 
in  the  country.  Col.  Alston  commenced  here  as  a  private  and 
rose  gradually  during  his  four  years'  course  through  every  grade 
of  office,  graduating  as  senior  captain,  the  recognized  head  and 
leader  of  the  student  body. 

"Among  his  classmates,  1882,  is  the  present  leader  of  the 
Alabama  troops. 

"Col.  Alston's  first  choice  of  profession  was  the  army,  but  at 
the  time  of  his  graduation,  although  promised  it,  he  failed  to  get 
a  second  lieutenancy.  His  next  choice  was  the  law  and  after  a 
residence  of  two  years  on  his  plantation  he  read  law  under  Henry 
Gaillard,  Esq.,  of  Winnsboro,  and  was  duly  admitted  to  the  bar

"He  then  moved  to  Columbia  and  for  two  years  further  pur- 
sued his  studies  as  law  clerk  in  the  office  of  Judge  Samuel  W. 
Melton,  who  at  that  time  had  one  of  the  largest  practices  ever 
held  in  this  State.  The  firm  of  Alston  &  Patton  was  then  es- 
tablished and  has  ever  since  existed  and  flourished,  commanding 
today  a  most  lucrative  practice. 

* 'Col  .Alston  immediately  upon  his  return  from  school  enlisted 
in  the  Gordon  Light  infantry  as  private  and  was  shortly  after- 
wards made  sergeant.  Immediately  upon  his  coming  to  Colum- 
bia he  was  elected  junior  second  lieutenant  of  the  Richland  Vol- 
unteers. At  that  time  Mr.  L.  D.  Childs  was  captain,  Charles 
Newnham  first  lieutenant  and  Henry  Thompson  second  lieuten- 
ant. In  1888  he  was  elected  first  lieutenant,  1889  was  regimental 
adjutant,  1890  captain  of  the  Volunteers,  1897  major  and  in  1898 
colonel  commanding  troops  from  South  Carolina  in  the  United 
States  volunteer  army. 

"In  1888  he  was  happily  married  to  Miss  Belle  McCaw,  of 
Yorkville,  a  great-granddaughter  of  William  and  Martha  Brat- 
ton  of  Revolutionary  fame.  She  has  been  the  guiding  star  of  his 
useful  life,  that  priceless  pearl,  a  worthy  wife,  and  a  worthy  de- 
scendant of  the  noble  womanhood  of  South  Carolina.  When  a 
discussion  was  had  in  her  presence  as  to  the  propriety  of  South 
Carolina  furnishing  troops  for  the  Cuban  cause,  she  spoke  for  it, 
and  said:  'I  heartily  approve  Joe's  action,  and  if  necessary  will 
accompany  him  to  Cuba.'  " 

The  same  paper  also  contains  a  communication  from  one  who 
speaks  of  Bro.  Alston  as  a  soldier  as  follows: 

"Grit,  common  sense,  and  broadness  of  mind  were  the  three 
characteristics  of  Col.  Alston  as  a  soldier  in  the  field.  He  never 
gave  a  command  or  issued  an  order  for  the  sole  purpose  of  mak- 
ing himself  popular,  but  his  first  object  was  the  good  of  the  regi- 
ment. Some  of  the  men  at  first  disliked  him  because  of  his  rigid 
discipline  and  strict  adherence  to  military  law,  but  they  now  see 
that  Col.  Alston  had  within  him  the  elements  of  greatness. " 

Bro.  Alston's   death  was  due  to  heart  trouble,  and   occurred 
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while  he  was  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  as  colonel  of  the 
first  regiment  of  his  state. 

Bro.  Alston  was  well  known  among  the  members  of  the  Al- 
pha Tau  Omega  fraternity  and  one  of  them,  Bro.  T.  D  Bratton, 
of  Tenn.  Omega,  now  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  at 
Spartanburg,  S.  C,  voices  their  feeling  toward  him  as  follows: 

"Many  Alpha  Tau  brothers  will  remember  the  bright,  witty 
correspondent  of  the  V.  M.  I.  chapter  of  some  sixteen  or  more 
years  ago,  whose  letters  were  read,  I  will  venture  to  say,  by 
every  reader  of  the  Palm,  whether  anything  else  was  read  or 
not.  Alston's  friends  will  long  mourn  his  loss  with  a  most  real 
sense  of  grief.     He  was  true  in  every  relation  of  life." 

No  better  tributes  than  these  could  be  asked  by  any  man, and 
we  believe  that  every  Alpha  Tau  will  join  most  sincerely  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  intimate  friends  and  family  of  our  deceased 
brother. 


WALTER  H.  PAGE, 
A  Prominent  Boston  Alumnus,  Editor  Atlantic  Monthly. 
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EVER  since  chapters  have  existed  in  New  England,  the  dele- 
gates to  biennial  congresses  of  our  fraternity  have  been  com- 
pelled to  take  very  long  trips  to  attend  those  highly  enjoyable 
and  profitable  occasions.  Nashville,  1892,  proved  to  be  a  long 
ways  from  the  brothers  in  the  northeast,  Washington,  in  1894, 
was  a  little  more  convenient,  and  Cleveland,  in  1896,  was  also  a 
pretty  long  jaunt  for  the  brothers  from  Maine,  Vermont,  Massa- 
chusetts and  Rhode  Island,  and  now  they  are  compelled  to  make 
a  still  longer  trip,  almost  to  the  very  southwestern  borders  of 
the  fraternity,  at  New  Orleans.  Not  that  they  will  not  take 
great  enjoyment  in  the  trip  and  in  meeting  the  brothers  of  New 
Orleans  and  taking  part  in  the  very  pleasant  affairs  which  have 
been  arranged  during  the  session  of  Congress,  but  it  is  a  very 
expensive  trip,  which  will  also  require  considerable  time.  The 
New  England  brothers  merely  think  that,  "Turn-about  is  fair 
play." 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  have  asked  some  space  in  the 
Palm  to  present  our  claims  for  the  next  Congress,  so  that  they 
may  receive  the  careful  attention  which  they  might  not  receive, 
if  presented  to  Congress  orally,  when  perhaps  there  might  be 
considerable  pressure  for  time  and  some  of  the  delegates  might 
merely  vote  with  the  best  speaker.  Let  us,  therefore,  present 
some  facts  for  the  careful  consideration  of  the  readers  of  the 
Palm. 

In  the  first  place  Boston  lies  in  a  section  which  has  never  yet 
been  honored  with  a  Congress,  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fratern- 
ity. The  nearest  approach  has  been  Philadelphia,  many  years 
ago.  The  city  would,  therefore,  possess  the  charm  of  novelty  to 
most  of  the  delegates.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  becoming  well- 
known  in  New  England  because  its  chapters  there  are  develop- 
ing rapidly,  but  it  is  wellknown  that  nothing  can  give  a  fraterni- 
ty such  good   advertising   in   any  section   of  the   country   as   a 
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national  convention.  If  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Congress  would 
only  come  to  Boston,  it  would  give  us  a  prestige  and  standing 
which  could  not  be  otherwise  bestowed. 

In  the  second  place,  there  is  no  city  in  the  United  States  that 
can  offer  so  much  to  visitors  in  the  way  of  instructive  entertain- 
ment as  Boston.  It  is  the  historical  center  of  our  country  and 
contains  the  most  sacred  monuments  of  the  patriotism  of  our 
forefathers,  and  it  lies  in  the  midst  of  historical  surroundings. 
It  is  but  a  short  ride  to  Cambridge,  the  seatof  Harvard  Universi- 
ty, founded  in  1636,  hallowed  with  the  memory  of  Samuel  and 
John  Adams,  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  James  Russell  Lowell,  Em- 
erson, Longfellow  and  others  who  have  formed  such  a  large  part 
of  our  national  history  and  literature.  There  too  are  the  famous 
memorial  hall,  and  the  many  interesting  college  buildings.  In 
fact,  Cambridge  in  itself,  is  worthy  of  a  pilgrimage  from  the  ends 
of  our  country.  Then  too,  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, where  we  once  had  a  Chapter  established,  is  worthy  of 
attention,  and  Mass.  Gamma  Beta's  home,  Tufts  College,  which 
all  the  brothers  would  be  glad  to  visit,  is  only  a  short  distance 
from  the  centre  of  the  city. 

The  Boston  Library  alone  would  repay  Our  Texas  or  Nebras- 
ka brothers  for  their  trip  to  Boston  in  1900.  It  is  beyond  de- 
scription, but  no  visitor  fails  to  be  profoundly  impressed  with  its 
beauty,  convenience  and  symmetry,  and  in  the  same  square 
(Copley)  stands  the  very  interesting  Art  Museum  with  many  his- 
torical surroundings.  Boston  now  is  proud  of  its  great  sub  way 
traffic,  and  this  is  indeed  an  interesting  feature  of  the  city,  but 
we  venture  to  say  that  the  thoughts  of  the  delegates  to  Congress 
will  linger  most  fondly  on  the  Old  North  Church,  from  whose 
belfry  hung  the  lantern  that  lighted  Paul  Revere  on  his  famous 
ride,  on  the  Old  State  House,  full  of  old  relics  and  old  associa- 
tions of  the  early  days  of  New  England, on  Panueil  Hall, on  the  old 
King's  Chapel  and  the  Park  Street  burying  ground,  where  lie  the 
remains  of  many  Revolutionary  heroes,  and  many  other  points  of 
interest  of  which  every  schoolboy  has  read  time  and  again,  not 
omitting  the  world-famous  Bunker  Hill  liionument. 
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And  then  no  city  can  show  such  beautiful  suburbs  as  Boston. 
They  are  ideal  spots  of  beauty,  such  as  the  Newtons  and  Brook- 
line,  and  places  of  greatest  historical  interest,  such  as  Concord 
and  Lexington,  while  Salem  and  Plymouth  Rock  are  not  far 
away.  The  catalogue  of  attractions  could  be  made  much  longer, 
without  exhausting  a  list  which  should  be  attractive  to  every 
Alpha  Tau.  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  no  city  in  this  country 
can  equal  Boston  in  these  respects. 

•  In  the  third  place,  Boston  people  always  celebrate  Christmas 
and  New  Years  in  the  good  old  fashioned  way,  and  when  the 
Congress  of  1900  convenes  it  can  find  no  more  hospitable  and  at- 
tractive holiday  place  than  "The  Hub." 

In  the  fourth  place,  Boston  has  demonstrated  beyond  ques- 
tion, year  after  year,  its  ability  to  take  care  of  the  largest  con- 
ventions. It  has  unexcelled  facilities  at  the  hotels,  and  is  con- 
veniently accessible  by  transportation  routes  from  any  part  of 
the  country.  There  need  be  no  hesitation  on  either  of  these  ac- 
counts. 

In  the  fifth  place,  Boston  is  near  to  some  of  the  strongest 
Chapters  in  the  fraternity.  They  are  Me.  Beta  Upsilon,  Me. 
Gamma  Alpha,  Mass.  Gamma  Beta,  R.  I.  Gamma  Delta,  Vt.  Beta 
Zeta,  N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron  and  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta,  all  of  whose 
members  would  be  glad  to  contribute  to  the  success  of  the  occa- 
sion, as  would  the  strong  Boston  and  New  York  Alumni  Associa- 
tions. 

It  is  well  known  that  Boston  is  the  great  centre  of  art,  music 
and  culture  of  the  country.  We  have  not  many  older  brothers 
among  us,  but  the  brothers  who  are  active  are  gradually  getting 
to  the  front,in  spite  of  the  ultra- conservative  business  sentiment,, 
which  prevails  here.  Perhaps  our  most  prominent  alumnus  is 
Bro.  Walter  H.  Page,  of  old  N.  C.  Xi,  who  was  for  years  a  dis- 
tinguished New  York  journalist,  being  associated  with  the  New 
York  World  and  the  Forum,  of  which  latter  he  was  for  a  long 
time  editor.  Not  very  long  ago,  he  saw  the  error  of  his  ways, 
and  moved  from  New  York  to  Boston,  where  he  is  now  editor  of 
the  Atlantic  Monthly.     He   needs  no  introduction  to  Alpha  Taus,

We  have  many  other  brothers  who  would  be  worthy  of  mention 
in  this  connection,  but  we  will  not  trespass  too  much  on  the 
space  of  the  Palm,  but  will  only  say  that  the  visiting  brothers 
will  be  received  by  as  loyal  and  enthusiastic  a  band  of  brothers, if 
they  come  to  Boston  in  1900,  as  they  could  find  anywhere  in  this 
country.

JOHN  M.  THOMPSON. 

IN  the  midst  of  the  rush  and  turmoil  of  the  life  of  a  great  city, 
it  is  always  a  pleasure  to  note  that  college  men  retain  a  warm 
and  active  interest  in  the  associations  of  their  youth.  Particu- 
larly is  this  true  of  school,  college  and  fraternity  associations. 
Men  often  get  closer  to  one  another  in  the  crowded  life  of  a  me 
tropolis  than  in  freer  country  life.  Whether  this  bit  of  philoso- 
phizing is  universally  true  we  will  not  venture  to  say.  We  do, 
however,  know  that  where  our  alumni  associations  are  estab- 
lished in  great  cities,  brothers  often  enjoy  almost  as  much  their 
fraternity  associations  as  they  did  when  they  were  undergradu- 
ates and  active  members  of  a  chapter  organization. 

In  the  city  of  New  York,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  a  Ictrge,  en- 
thusiastic and  rapidly  growing  Alumni  Asssociation,  and  we 
believe  that  every  one  familiar  with  its  history  will  admit  that  its 
present  prosperous  condition  is  due  to  the  devotion  and  active 
efforts  of  its  president,  Bro.  John  Means  Thompson,  an  initiate 
of  District  of  Columbia  Qpsilon,  at  Columbia  University,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  which  was  short  lived,  but  gave  the  fraternity  a 
number  of  very  good  men.  He  comes  from  a  family  of  Alpha 
Taus,  as  both  his  father  and  great-uncle  were  members  of  S.  C. 
Alpha  Phi.  Bro.  Thompson  has  been  a  prominent  real  estate 
man  in  New  York  City  for  several  years  past.  When  a  state  of 
war  declared  to  exist  between  this  country  and  Spain,  he  was  an 
early  volunteer,  and  went  to  the  front  as  2nd  lieutenant  of  the 
71st  (N.  Y.)  Regiment,  U.  S.  V.  He  was  all  through  the  Santi- 
ago campaign  with  his  regiment,  and  for  his  distinguished  ser- 
vices, was  promoted  to  the  first  lieutenancy  of  his  company  (K), 
while  at  the  front.  Since  his  return  he  has  been  very  ill,  but  is 
now  slowly  recovering. 

The  following  clipping  from  a  New  York  society  paper  will 
show  Bro.  Thompson's  excellent  social  and  business  standing  in 
the  metropolis: 

'  'In  the   Southern   Society  of  New  York,  of  which   he   is  a 
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member,  as  well  as  in  social  and  professional  circles,  few  men 
are  held  in  higher  esteem  than  John  M.  Thompson,  who  was 
born  at  the  old  family  homestead  at  Columbia,  S.  C,  June  14, 
1864,  and  was  educated  at  Columbian  University,  Washington,  D. 
C. 

"He  came  to  New  York  in  1892  and  engaged  in  the  real 
estate  business  and  is  one  of  the  members  of  the  New  York  Real 
Estate  Exchange.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Colonial  Club  and 
president  of  the  New  York  Alumni  Association  of  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Greek  Letter  Fraternity.  He  has  been  identified  with 
many  of  the  important  transfers  of  prominent  parcels  of  real 
estate,  which  have  recently  taken  place;  amongst  them  being  the 
Hotel  Royal  site  facing  Bryant  Park,  and  the  S.  E.  corner  of 
Elm  and  Leonard  streets,  which  was  recently  purchased  by  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  as  a  site  for  their  printing 
house.  Mr. Thompson  can  trace  his  distinguished  ancestrj^  back  to 
the  pioneer  of  the  family  who  settled  in  Virginia  early  in  the 
seventeenth  century,  and  afterwards  removed  to  South  Carolina, 
with  which  state  the  family  has  been  prominently  identified.  His 
great- grandfather,  Chancellor  Thompson,  sat  on  the  bench  for 
many  years,  and  his  grand  uncle,  Waddy  Thompson,  (a  charter 
member  of  S.C.  Alpha  Phi),  served  as  a  congressman  for  four  terms 
and  was  afterwards  minister  to  Mexico.  Captain  James  Williams, 
his  great  great  grandfather,  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  War  of 
the  Revolution,  serving  with  the  Virginia  Continental  Line.  His 
father,  Hugh  S.  Thompson  (a  member  of  S.  C.  Alpha  Phi),  was 
twice  chosen  as  governor  of  South  Carolina  and  was  assistant 
secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  Cleveland's  first  administra- 
tion." 
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DEATH  OF  BRO.   (REV.)  JOHN  GASS  (TENN.   OMEGA  78). 

E  gather  from  The  Southern  Churchman  of  Sept.  8th  the 
following  in  regard  to  the  sudden  death  of  this  beloved 
brother. 

The  Rev.  John  Gass,  rector  of  St.  Luke's  church,  Atlanta^ 
died  Friday  morning.  Aug.  26,  at  Pendleton,  S.  P..,  where  he  had 
gone  on  a  visit.  Death  was  due  to  appendicitis,  and  ended  a  brief 
illness. 

Mr.  Gass  was  born  in  Greenville,  S.  C,  in  January,  1858. 
He  .was  educated  at  the  University  of  the  South,  in  Sewanee, 
Tenn.,  going  after  he  had  graduated  there  to  Berkeley  Divinity 
School,  Middleton,  Conn.,  for  his  theological  training.  He  was 
ordained  to  the  diaconate  in  Christ  church,  Greenville,  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  D.  D.,  Oct.  20,  1882,  and  was  advanced 
to  the  priesthood  on  July  13,  1884,  at  Sewanee  under  the  hands 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Todd  Quintard. 

Mr.  Gass  was  rector  of  churches  in  Winnsboro,  S.  C.^ 
Charleston,  S.  C,  and  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  which  last  he  resigned 
to  take  charge  of  St.  Luke's,  Atlanta,  1st  of  June. 

The  funeral  was  conducted  on  Sunday  afternoon,  Aug.  28th, 
at  Christ  church,  Greenville,  S.  C,  by  the  Rev.  Byron  Holley, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Bratton,  of  Spartanburg;  the  Rev. 
John  D.  McCuUough,  D.  D.,  of  Wahalla:  the  Rev.  James  G.  Glass,, 
of  Summerville,  and  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Capers,  of  Anderson.  The 
interment  was  in  the  Christ  church  cemetery. 

The  following  resolutions  of  respect  were  adopted  by  the 
vestry  of  Christ  church,  Greenville,  upon  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
John  Gass: 

The  Rev.  John  Gass  departed  this  life  on  the  26th  day  of 
August,  1898.  He  was  born  and  reared  amongst  us  and  lived  as 
a  member  of  this  parish  until  after  reaching  manhood  and  assum- 
ing the  duties  of  his  high  office.  As  a  boy,  his  kindly  and  genial 
nature  endeared  him  to  all  of  his  associates  and  commended  him 
to  his  elders;  as  a  man,  he  fulfilled  all  the  promises  of  youth;  and 
as  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  and  priest  of  the  church,  he  drew  to- 
wards him  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  Genial  in  nature, 
charitable  toward  his  fellow-men,  broad-minded  in  considering 
the  views  of  others,  his  was  a  character  which   impressed   itself 
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upon  all.  To  few  men  in  so  short  a  life,  and  in  a  ministry  of 
comparatively  so  few  years,  it  has  fallen  to  influence  by  charac- 
ter and  precept  the  lives  of  more  of  his  fellow  men.  He  was 
called  during  his  short  ministry  to  several  charges,  some  being 
the  most  important  in  our  church,  and  died  as  rector  of  a  large 
and  representative  congregation  in  a  neighboring  diocese.  By 
every  congregation  which  he  served  he  was  beloved;  at  his  de- 
parture from  the  several  charges  he  had  he  received  testimoni- 
als of  every  description,  displaying  the  love,  affection  and  high 
respect  with  which  he  was  held,  not  only  by  the  congregation 
which  he  served,  but  by  all  Christian  people  of  the  community; 
called  to  this  church  in  the  first  years  of  his  ministry, he  deolined 
the  call,  though  greatly  against  his  expressed  wishes  and  against 
the  earnest  desires  and  requests  of  this  body  and  of  this  parish, 
owing  to  a  high  sense  of  duty.  This  vestry  feels  that  in  his 
death  each  member  has  lost  a  personal  friend  and  examplar  of 
the  highest  manhood  and  character;  the  church,  one  of  its  purest 
priests  and  ablest  expounders;  the  state,  one  of  its  highest  citi- 
zens; his  family,  a  devoted  son,  husband  and  father.     Beit 

Resolved,  therefore,  by  the  vestry  of  Christ  church,  Green- 
ville, that  this  body  put  on  record  its  high  estimation  of  the  Rev. 
John  Gass  as  friend,  citizen  and  priest;  that  his  death,  coming 
at  the  threshold  of  a  career  which  bid  fair  to  be  of  the  greatest 
promise,  is  a  calamity  to  the  whole  Church  of  Christ. 

Resolved  further.  That  copies  of  this  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion be  given  to  the  Greenville  News,  Southern  Churchnan,  The 
Diocese,  and  The  ChiircJuna^i  for  publication. 

Resolved,  further,  That  copies  thereof  be  sent  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  family  of  the  Rev.  John  Gass  with  assurances  of  our 
sympathy  with  them  in  this  their  great  grief. 

Resolved,  further,  That  a  page  of  the  minutes  of  this  body 
be  inscribed  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gass  and  to  contain  these 
resolutions. 


RUBJE  LEIGHTON   GALLOWAY. 

A  gloom  rests  over  the  home  of  Texas  Gamma  Epsilon.  Our 
brother  and  companion,  Rubie  Leighton  Galloway,  has  passed 
from  earth  and  its  scenes  forever.  On  September  6,  1898,  the 
Angel  of  Death  came  with  swift  wings  and  bore  him  to  his  home 
above.  His  coming  was  not  dreaded,  but  he  was  met,  as  Rubie 
had  always  met   the  issues  of  life,  with  courage,  with   fortitude, 
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and  with  a  quiet  confidence  in  Him  who  careth  for  the  sparrows 
and  suffereth  not  His  children  made  in  His  own  image  and  like- 
ness to  fall  without  His  knowledge.  His  last  moments  were  spent 
not  in  complaining,  but  in  endeavoring  to  soothe  and  quiet  his 
anxious  father  and  mother,  who  found  in  him  their  only  true 
hope  and  joy. 

Brother  Galloway  was  the  only  son  of  Judge  and  Mrs.  Clif- 
ford L.  Galloway,  and  was  born  in  Longview,  Texas,  Oct.  4,  1877. 
In  1880,  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  Bonham,  Texas,  where 
he  attended  public  and  private  schools,  and  by  his  honest,  faith- 
ful work  won  the  admiration  of  his  instructors,  and  showed  rare 
promise  of  developing  into  a  true  noble  man.  In  order  to  secure 
for  his  children  the  educational  advantages  offered  by  the  schools 
of  this  city.  Judge  Galloway  moved  to  Sherman  in  July,  1895, 
and  in  September  of  the  same  year  Ruble  entered  Austm  College. 
Here  he  won  the  esteem  of  his  fellows.  As  soon  as  his  worth  was 
learned  and  appreciated  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Fraternity.  It  was  the  writer's  privilege  to  ad- 
minister to  him  the  sacred  and  binding  oaths  of  our  order,  and 
from  frequent  conversations  with  him  in  regard  to  our  principles, 
he  feels  warranted  in  saying  that  Brother  Galloway  had  received 
them  into  his  heart  and  life.  The  ideal  of  manhood  toward  which 
he  strove,  than  which  there  is  none  higher,  was  that  inculcated 
by  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  He  did  not  complete  his  course  at  Austin 
College,  but  in  the  Spring  of  1897,  he  entered  his  father's  office, 
where  he  began  the  study  of  law.  He  was  very  attentive  to  his 
studies,  and  only  a  short  time  before  his  death  he  was  admitted 
to  the  bar. 

Because  of  our  short-sighted  vision  we  cannot  see  and  under- 
stand why  this  young  man,  just  entering  upon  the  threshold  of 
life,  with  flattering  prospects  for  a  successful  and  useful  career, 
should  be  taken  from  us.  He  had  always  been  the  comfort  and 
strength  of  his  parents,  who  only  a  year  since  were  called  upon 
to  pass  through  "deep  waters"  when  their  gifted  daughter  passed 
away.  With  true  Christian  fortitude  Brother  Galloway  bore  this 
severe  trial,  and  in  nothing  were  the  true  genuine  elements  of  his 
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character  shown  to  greater  advantage  than  in  the  way  he  com- 
forted and  encouraged  his  parents  during  this  trying  hour.  No 
one  who  saw  him  in  this  sphere  of  life  could  have  for  him  but  the 
profoundest  regard.  God  liveth  in  Heaven  and  doth  His  pleasure 
among  the  children  of  men.

We,  the  members  and  Alumni  of  Beta  Epsilon  Chapter  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  hearing  with  profound  regret  of  the  death  of 
Gordon  L.  Sneed,  a  member  of  this  fraternity,  and  for  several 
years  an  aftiliate  of  Tulane  Chapter,  have  assembled  to  express 
our  deep  grief  at  his  loss  and  our  high  appreciation  of  his  merits. 

Whilst  others  can  praise  his  character  and  his  mind,  it  is  the 
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peculiar  province  of  his  college  fraternity  to  testify  to  the  good 
ness  and   the   greatness  of   his   heart.     In  him  were  found  those 
qualities  as  a  man   and   those   virtues  as  a  Christian  that  it  is  the 
cardinal  principles  of  our  fraternity  to  inculcate.

This  is  one  of  the  great  years  of  our  fraternity  history,  for 
it  is  Congress  year.  It  is  the  year  when  the  chapters  will  be 
drawn  very  near  together  by  the  meeting  of  their  delegates,  and 
the  fraternity  will  seem  more  than  ever  "one  and  inseparable." 
It  is  fortunate  indeed  that  in  our  history  chapter  interests  have 
never  seriously  conflicted  with  those  of  the  general  fraternity. 
The  general  organization  makes  our  order  3,  fraternity,  instead  of 
a  number  of  detached  and  independent  clubs.  It  is  the  tie  which 
makes  one  of  many.  The  Biennial  Congress  is  one  of  the  most 
potent  forces  which  keep  the  fraternity  system  in  harmony.  It 
is  gratifying  to  know  that  every  single  one  of  our  chapters  will 
have  an  active  delegate  at  New  Orleans.  There  will  be  a  large 
number  of  alumni  too,  and,  altogether,  it  will  be  the  greatest 
gathering  of  our  fraternity  ever  assembled.  Every  Alpha  Tau 
who  can  should  go.  By  not  doing  so,  he  will  deprive  himself  of 
a  most  enjoyable,  profitable  and  interesting  experienca.  Take 
our  advice  and  go  if  you  possibly  can.  You  will  find  full  par- 
ticulars elsewhere  in  this  number. 

*  *  *  *  * 

We  want  to  get  all  the  chapters  started  right,  and  so  we  want 
to  say  a  few  words  in  this  first  number  of  the  Palm  for  the  col- 
lege year,  about  certain  duties  assumed  by  every  member  of  the 
fraternity.  They  are  not  many  or  burdensome,  but.in  a  fraterni- 
ty way,  they  are  very  important.  In  the  first  place  every  initiate 
should  take  interest  in  the  regular  meetings  of  his  chapter.  They 
are  usually  held  on  convenient  nights,  and  only  the  most  impor- 
tant matters  should  be  permitted  to  keep  a  brother  from  a  meet- 
ing, and  when  you  go  to  a  meeting,  take  an  active  part  in  it,  in 
its  business  affairs,  proposed  initiates  and  in  its  relation  to  the 
general  fraternity.  If  you  are  an  officer,  see  that  your  duties  are 
conscientiously  performed.  It  will  do  you  good,  and  the  effect 
on  your  chapter  will  be  most  pleasing.  See  that  all  communica- 
tions fram  the  Grand  officers  receive  prompt   and   proper  atten- 
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tion.  It  is  quite  a  task  to  communicate  with  forty-two  different 
chapters  and  a  compliance  with  the  above  suggestions  will  mater- 
ially lighten  the  labor.  The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  the  W.  G. 
K.  E.  and  W.  G.  K.  A.  have  frequent  occasion  to  communicate- 
with  chapters.  They  do  so  only  when  there  is  an  urgent  reason 
for  this, not  for  mere  pastime,  and  this  should  always  be  borne  in 
mind. 

As  to  the  Palm,  the  duty  of  of  each  active  member  is  well- 
known.  In  the  first  place,  he  must  subscribe  and  pay  for  the 
magazine.  This  rule  is  imperative  and  must  be  enforced.  In  the 
second  place,he  should  see  to  it  that  all  fraternity  news  of  impor- 
tance and  interest  is  sent  to  the  editor.  It  is,  of  course,  the  duty 
of  the  correspondent  to  attend  to  these  matters,  but  responsibil- 
ity can  not  be  entirely  shifted  to  his  shoulders.  It  is  the  duty  of 
every  Itrother  to  see  that  the  correspondent  does  his  dutij.  The  chap- 
ter should  constitute  itself  a  committee  of  the  whole  in  this  re- 
spect- If  a  correspondent  does  not  send  in  all  the  news,  he  should 
be  asked  to  resign. 

We  have  never  made  a  study  of  handwriting  or  manuscript 
with  a  reference  to  character,  but  we  are  convinced  from  the 
specimens  that  reach  the  Palm  that  we  have  had  some  brothers 
as  correspondents  who  would  do  no  credit  to  any  fraternity. 
Their  writing  is  illegible,  they  do  not  punctuate  or  spell  properly, 
and,,  altogether,  their  work  is  slovenly.  The  majority  of  our 
correspondents  are  careful  and  prompt  and  follow  the  directions 
published  in  each  number.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  deal  with  the 
latter.  Our  labor  is  greatly  increased  and  much  valuable  time  is 
lost,  owing  to  the  carelessness  of  the  former.  We  have  often 
been  tempted  to  photograph  and  publish  some  of  these  objec- 
tionable letters,  as  it  would  be  the  only  fitting  punishment.  But 
we  hope  this  will  not  be  necessary. 

The  great  improvement  noticeable  in  correspondence  of  the 
last  few  years,  will,  we  hope,  continue.  It  would  be  humiliating 
indeed  if  college  men  w^ere  unable  to  do  such  simple  work  prop- 
erly. Let  every  brother  see  that  his  chapter  does  not  fail  in  any 
of  these  respects. 
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This  number  seems  almost  a  memorial  number,  so  many 
■deaths  are  chronicled  in  its  pages,  including  brothers  of  long- 
standing and  those  who  have  worn  the  Maltese  Cross  but  a  short 
while.  It  comprises  the  record  of  about  six  months  and  is  a  sad 
one  indeed.  One  of  the  purposes  of  the  Palm  is  to  preserve  these 
records,  and  we  are  always  very  glad  to  give  space  for  these  final 
tributes  to  our  worthy  brothers.  Brother  Alston  was  perhaps 
the  best  known  of  our  alumni,  whose  deaths  are  now  chronicled, 
while  Bro.  Kerr  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  delegates  to  our 
last  Congress,  and  will  be  well  and  favorably  remembered  by  all 
brothers  who  were  there.  All  were  worthy,  and  in  death  distinc- 
tion is  nofc  to  be  made.  They  command  our  memory  because  they 
were  loyal  AljjJia  Taus.  We  trust  that  future  members  may  be 
much  freer  than  this  from  the  inevitable  gloom  cast  by  death. 
*  *  *  *  -x- 

No  department  of  our  fraternity  demands  more  conscientious 
attention   than   that   of  the  W.  G.  K.  A.,  and  the  fraternity  has 
been  very  fortunate  indeed  in  having  in  this  position  so  devoted 
an  officer  as  Bro.  Green,  who  has  not   alone   done  splendid  work 
in  keeping  the  usual  records  of  his  term  of  office  m  good  shape, 
but   has   also   carefully   gone   over  those  of  his  predecessors  in 
office  and  devoted  a  large  amount  of  time  to  the  fraternity  -cata- 
logue.    He  never  wearies  of  inciting  the  W.  K.  A.  of  each  of  our 
chapters  to  the  same   spirit   of   devotion   and  enthusiasm  which 
characterizes   his   own  efforts.     His  last  circular  letter  is  a  note- 
worthy instance  in  which  he  takes  the  position  that  the  office  of 
W.  K.  A.  is  next  in  importance  to  that  of  the  W.   M.   and  urges 
prompt  and  faithful   performance   of   the   duties  of   the   office. 
Some  of  the  suggestions  made  will  commend  themselves  to  all 
fraternity  workers.     After  advising  each  chapter  to  procure  and 
maintain  an  "official  record  roll  book,"  in  which  the  name  of  each 
initiate  shall  be  correctly  enrolled,  together  with  a  brief  history 
of  the  establisment  of  the    chapter,  Bro.    Green  goes  on  to  say: 
*'You  should  see  that  your  chapter  is. provided  with  a  well  bound 
scrap  book  in  which  to  keep  a  record  of  all  honors  and  items  of 
interest  concerning  its  members,  such  as  newspaper  articles,  mar- 
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riage  notices  or  invitations,  death  notices,  changes  of  occupation^ 
etc.,  etc.;  in  brief,  everything  which  pertains  to  the  personal  his- 
tory of  the  chapter.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  chapter  to  keep  a  copy 
of  each  edition  of  the  Palm,  and  to  have  every  volume  bound. 
Let  me  insist  that  your  chapter  purchase  a  copy  of  the  A.  T.  O. 
catalogue,  if  you  have  not  done  so,  and  that  you  check  the  roll 
of  your  chapter  and  carefully  make  all  necessary  changes  or 
corrections.'^  Bro.  Green  also  strongly  urges  proper  preparations 
for  Congress  and  the  bringing  down  to  date  of  all  chapter  records 
for  the  fraternity  catalogue: 

We  sincerely  trust  that  the  suggestions  and  admonitions  of 
this  circular  letter  will  receive  proper  attention  from  all  chapters, 
as  it  is  a  matter  of  much  importance,  and  Bro.  Green  fully  de- 
serves the  support  he  asks. 

*  *  *  *  * 

The  fraternity  begins  the  present  college  year  under  most 
favorable  auspices.  The  number  of  active  members  is  fully  five 
hundred,  and  the  number  of  initiates,  as  appears  from  an  article 
in  this  number,  is  lunusually  large,  indicative  of  great  activity 
and  energy  in  all  of  the  chapters.  Since  the  last  Congress  there 
has  been  evident  a  steady  and  sturdy  development,  which  has 
made  the  fraternity's  future  appear  unusually  bright.  The  re- 
turns this  fall  indicate  that  the  admonitions  of  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  are  bearing  fruit,  and  it  is  true  that  fraternity  affairs  have 
never  received  as  prompt  and  enthusiastic  consideration  from  the 
active  chapters  as  at  the  present  time.  We  trust  that  the  energy 
which  has  been  developed  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year 
will  not  prove  spasmodic,  but  will  continue,  unabated,  until  next 
commencement.  Every  frater  who  labors  to  this  end  may  have 
the  feeling  of  satisfaction  that  will  come  with  the  prosperity  of 
his  fraternity,  and   will  also   realize  that  this  will  redound  to  his 

own  benefit  as  an  Alpha  Tau.

We  are  glad  to  know  that  there  will  be  a  large  number  of  chap- 
ter banners  at  New  Orleans,  and  we  trust  that  the  number  missing 
will  be  very  few  indeed.     It  is   no  part  of  the  regular  parapher- 
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nalia,  but  it  will  prove  a  very  attractive  feature  of  Congress.  A 
banner  which  has  been  to  many  congresses  will  become  a  treasured 
part  of  the  chapter's  possessions  and  will  grow  to  have  a  more 
and  more  important  place  in  chapter  functions.  Nothing  elaborate 
is  needed,  although  chapter  pride  will  dictate  something  first- 
class.  The  fraternity  colors  must  be  used,  together  with  some- 
thing to  distinguish   the  chapter.     There  is  still  time  to  get  one,. 

if  you  haven't  any. 

***** 

It  is  the  experience  of  all  compilers  of  fraternity  catalogues- 
that  after  a  labor  of  months  and  years,  when  their  book  is  finally 
published,  it  is  already  unreliable.  In  a  few  weeks  or  months 
many  changes  of  residence  occur  among  such  a  constituency  as 
that  of  a  college  fraternity.  Educated  men  are  much  more  apt  to 
move  their  residences  than  their  more  ignorant  brothers.  This 
being  the  case,  it  is  very  important  that  efforts  should  be,con- 
stantly  under  way  to  keep  our  fraternity  records  as  nearly  up  to 
date  as  possible.  In  this  connection  we  desire  to  call  attention  to 
the  splendid  work  which  has  been  done  by  Bro.  L.  L.  Linder,  of 
Ga.  Alpha  Beta  Chapter.  He  has  endeavored  to  trace  all  the 
alumni  of  his  chapter,  and  in  so  doing  has  written  many  letters, 
which  have  resulted  in  stirring  up  the  dormant  enthusiasm  of 
some  of  the  older  brothers,  and  the  letters  he  has  received  make 
very  interesting  reading  indeed,  for  they  are  all  full  of  enthusiasm 
for  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Because  we  think  Bro.  Linder's  example 
well  worthy  of  general  imitation,  we  give  herewith  a  copy  of  a  cir- 
cular letter  which  he  sent  out,  and  wish  that  in  each  state  some 
loyal  brother  would  do  a  similar  work.     The  letter  is  as  follows:

As  chairman  of  the  oleo  investigating 
committee  he  declined  to  put  in  a  bill  for  car  fare,  on  the  ground 
that  he  did  not  incur  any  such  expense.  His  example  was  fol- 
lowed by  Hampton  W.  Rice,  of  Bucks,  and  other  members  of  the 
house.  Mr.  Hosack  paved  the  way  for  the  other  members  who 
repudiated  their  expense  bills,  and  his  friends  think  this  will 
make  him  strong  with  the  reform  element  in  the  next  house. 
Although  allied  with  Senators  Magee  and  Flinn,  he  stands  well 
with  the  friends  of  Senator  Quay,  and  if  he  consents  to  be  a  can- 
didate many  of  them  will  vote  for  him."

The  services  were  interesting  and  were  very  much  enjoyed  by 
a  large  audience,  there  being  no  services  in  any  other  church  in 
the  town.  After  the  benediction,  all  of  the  members  of  the 
church,  with  others  from  the  Methodist  and  Baptist  churches, 
came  forward  and  welcomed  the  pastor  in  the  most  cordial  man- 
ner. Mr.  Green  has  been  laboring  in  this  field  for  the  past  nine 
months,  as  stated  supply,  and  now  begins  the  regular  pastoral 
work  under  the  most  favorable  and  encouraging  circumstances.

Texas  Alumni  Ass'n. — On  September  29,  1898,  the  Associa- 
tion sent  out  a  strong  call  to  its  members  to  attend  the  annual 
fall  meeting  at  the  Dallas  Fair,  on  Oct.  15th  last,  being  the  third 
affair  of  its  kind.  Special  stress  was  laid  on  the  necessity  of 
making  fitting  preparations  for  the  16th  Biennial  Congress, 
which  all  Texas   brothers  were  urged  to  attend.     The  circular 
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was  signed  by  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  R.  E.  Saner,  of  Tenn.  Beta  Pi,  and 
W.  S.,  J.  P.  McCord,  Teix.  Gamma  Epsilon. 

Va.  Alpha. — Bro.  Samuel  Houston  Letcher,  familiarly 
known  to  the  older  members  of  the  fraternity  and  his  classmates 
at  old  Virginia  Military  Institute  as  "Old  Hous,"  has  been  ap- 
pointed Judge  of  the  Thirteenth  Judicial  Circuit  of  Virginia. 
The  Virginia  Po-s^  comments  upon  the  appointment  as  follows: 

"Lexington,  Va.,  Aug  22. — A  message  was  received  here  this 
afternoon  from  Gov.  J.  Hoge  Tyler  announcing  the  appointment 
of  State  Senator  S.  Houston  Letcher  as  the  successor  to  the  late 
Judge  William.  McLaughlin,  Judge  of  the  Thirteenth  Judicial 
Circuit.  The  community  is  much  gratified  by  the  selection.  Col. 
Letcher  is  the  eldest  son  of  War  Gov.  John  Letcher.  He  grad- 
uated from  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  in  the  class  of  1869. 
He  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Newmarket  with  the  cadets,  and 
was  in  Maryland  and  the  valley  with  Gen.  Early.  At  the  close 
of  the  war  he  was  a  member  of  Gen.  Robert  Preston's  staff.  He 
practiced  law  with  his  father  until  the  latter's  death.  He  is  at 
present  State  Senator  from  this  district.  For  the  past  fourteen 
years  he  has  been  President  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute." 

The  Richmond  (Va.)  Dispatch  of  Aug.  23, 1898,  also  speaks  of 
the  appointment  as  follows: 

"Gov.  Tyler  yesterday  telegraphed  Private  Secretary  Owen 
to  have  made  out  at  once  a  commission  for  Senator  S.  H.  Letcher, 
of  Rockbridge  county,  as  Judge  of  the  Thirteenth  Judicial  Cir- 
cuit, to  succeed  the  late  Judge  William  McLaughlin. 

"The  appointment  occasioned  some  surprise,  as  it  was  not 
known  that  Senator  Letcher  was  a  candidate.  The  fact  that  this 
appointment  was  made  so  soon  after  the  death  of  Judge  McLaugh 
lin  also  occasioned  surprise.  It  was  thought  a  strong  fight  would 
be  made  for  various  candidates,  and  that  Governor  Tyler  would 
have  to  hear  from  delegations  pressing  the  claims  of  different 
aspirants.  It  was  thought  by  many  that  Hon.  Charles  P.  Jones, 
ex-State  Senator  from  the  disirict  includeed  within  the  Thir- 
teenth Circuit,  would  be  appointed.  Still,  everbody  recognizes 
the  eminent  fitness  of  Senator  Letcher  for  the  position.  He  is  a 
lawyer  of  ability,  and  has  an  excellent  reputation  as  a  man  of 
sound  judgment  and  great  conservatism. 

"Senator  Letcher  is  the  eldest  son  of  the  late  Governor  John 
Letcher,  and  is   an   almunus  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute. 
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He  entered  the  army  when  only  a  boy  in  1863,  and  participated  in 
the  celebrated  battle  of  Newmarket,  which  gave  undying  glory 
to  the  Institute,  and  to  all  who  took  part  in  that  memorable 
charge.  He  returned  to  the  Institute  with  the  corps,  but  after 
the  buildings  were  burned  by  General  Hunter  in  1864,  he  served 
with  General  Early  in  the  Valley,  and  later  in  the  trenches  around 
Richmond.  He  was  afterwards  appointed  lieutenant  in  the  Con- 
federate army,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war  with  General 
Robert  Preston  in  Southwestern  Virginia. 

"After  the  surrender  of  General  Lee  he  re-entered  the  Insti- 
tute, and  graduated  in  1869.  He  subsequently  studied  law,  and 
has  been  practicing  at  Lexington  ever  since.  His  standing  at 
the  bar  is  second  to  no  man's,  and  he  is  regarded  as  a  man  of  fine 
attainments. 

"The  appointment  of  Mr.  Letcher  leaves  a  vacancy  in  the 
position  of  president  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Virginia 
Military  Institute,  as  w^ell  as  that  of  Senator  from  the  Seventh 
District." 

Bro.  Letcher  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1865  at  the  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute,  and  one  of  the  earliest  initiates  of  our  fra- 
ternity. iVs  appears  from  the  above  clippings,  he  was  a  son  of 
famous  "Honest  John"  Letcher,  the  great  war  governor  of  Vir- 
ginia and  famous  ante-bellum  Congressman.  He  is  the  second 
Alpha  Tau  who,  in  the  last  few  months,  has  been  promoted  to  a 
circuit  judgeship  in  Virginia,  Bro.  John  E.  Mason,  of  Va.  Rho, 
having  lately  received  that  high  honor  also.  No  chapter  in  the 
order  has  furnished  more  devoted  members  or  more  distinguished 
men  than  has  Bro.  Letcher's,  which  was  killed  some  years  ago 
by  stringent  anti-fraternity  laws.  For  many  years  its  influence 
was  felt  throughout  the  fraternity,  whose  chief  officers  were  sel- 
ected from  its  membership  time  and  again,  and  even  after  its  cor- 
porate existence  ended,  its  alumni  were  ever  found  in  the  front 
rank  of  the  fraternity.  As  an  alumnus  has  said,  apropos  of  Bro. 
Letcher's  nomination:  "We  often  wish  that  our  younger  mem- 
bers could  know  what  manner  of  men  those  were  who  constituted 
the  old  Virginia  Alpha  from  1865  to  1880,  for  they,  in  greater 
part,  probably,  than  any  others,  shaped  the  destiny  of  our 
glorious  brotherhood.  They  were,  without  exception,  the  creme 
de  la  creme  of  the  best  southern  young  manhood.     We  do  not  say 
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the  race  has  become  extinct,  but  we  do  believe  their  equals  can. 
not  easily  be  found." 

Bro.  John  G,  James,  one  of  the  first  members  of  Va.  Alpha, 
is  now  located  at  Oakwoods,  Tex. 

Va.  Beta. — Bro.  (Rev.)  J.  S.  Van  Meter  has  lately  been 
called  from  Missouri  as  the  new  evangelist  of  the  Arkansas  Pres- 
bytery. The  Arkansas  Gazette  of  Feb.  6,  1898,  has  a  long  article 
on  Bro.  Van  Meter  and  his  successful  work,  which  we  regret  can 
not  be  quoted  here  at  length  on  account  of  lack  of  space.  It  is 
taken  from  the  Richmond  (Mo.)

TENN.  OMEGA  AT  SEWANEE. 

(This  article  should  have  appeared  in  the  beginning  of  this  book    but  was 

overlooked  by  printer.) 

To  her  sister  chapters  and  to  all  those  interested  in  her  suc- 
cess Omega  Chapter  of  A.  T.  O.  wishes  to  submit  a  report  of 
work  done  during  this  present  year,  which  has  certainly  been 
one  of  the  most  eventful  and  one  of  the  happiest  in  her  history. 

Returning  to  the  Mountain  after  a  three  months  vacation 
from  December  18  to  March  18,  the  brothers  at  once  got  to  work. 
Bro.  Cotesworth  Pinckney  especially  must  be  commended  for 
the  active  interest  and  prompt  initiative  which  he  manifested 
from  the  very  outset,  and  it  is  in  great  measure  to  his  many 
efforts  that  we  owe  the  year's  unnparalleled  success. 

An  addition  was  made  three  years  ago  to  the  stone  chapter 
house,  and  it  was  now  decided  to  finish  this  up  and  furnish  it  as 
a  billiard  room.  Bro.  Wiggins,  Vice-Chancellor,  at  once  mani- 
fested an  active  interest,  and  Bro.

We  owe  the  happy  effect  of  the  fire  place  seen  in  the 
accompanying  cut,  to  a  suggestion  from  Bro.  F.  Richmond  Kim- 
brough,  who  for  the  last  three  years  has  been  an  art  student 
in  New  York  City,  and  is  now  studying  and  travelling  in  Europe. 
Bro.  Kimbrough  came  into  our  midst  at  an  opportune  moment, 
and  under  his  energetic  supervision  the  rooms,  old  and  new,  soon 
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assumed  their  present  appearance  of  artistic  charm  and  harmony. 
All  was  finished  just  at  Commencement  time,  and  as  a  fitting  be- 
ginning of  the  new  regime  the  house  was  thrown  open  for  the 
inspection  of  all  and  a  beautiful  reception  given  to  which  some 
three  hundred  invitations  were  issued.  That  night  the  house 
and  the  grounds  presented  a  charming  appearance,  the  lawn  lit 
up  with  Chinese  lanterns  and  covered  with  chairs  and  tables,  at 
which  a  Nashville  caterer  had  been  engaged  to  serve  refresh- 
ments. The  house  was  a  blaze  of  light,  and  was  beautifully  dec- 
orated with  flowers.  A.  band  had  also  procured  and  after  the 
reception  the  German  was  danced,  led  by  Bro.  Pinckney. 

As  a  fitting  continuation  of  this  new  regime  the  house  has 
been  kept  open  ever  since  in  club  style.  A  servant  was  em- 
ployed, papers  and  magazines  subscribed  for  and  all  the  usual 
club  fixtures  and  conveniences  supplied  so  that  the  chapter 
house  has  become  a  meeting  place  for  the  brothers,  where  they 
may  pass  the  time  very  pleasantly.

'*A  banquet  was   tendered  to  Julius  E.  Dewey  of  Co.  H.  1st 
Vermont   Vol.,   Saturday  evening,   by  the  members  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  fraternity,  of  which  Mr.  Dewey  is  a  member,  at  their 
rooms  in  the  Equitable  building,  on  Church  street.     The  banquet 
was  given  to  Mr.  Dewey  in  honor  of  his  membership,  and  in  rec- 
ognition of  his  relationship  to  his  uncle,  the  hero  of  Manila,  Ad- 
miral  George   Dewey.     Preparations  had   been    made   to    have 
present  all  of  the  representatives  of  the   several  college  fraterni- 
ties who  are  enlisted   in   the   regiment,  but  the  illness  of   a  large 
number  prevented   this   from  being  done,  and  the   banquet  was 
confined  to  the  fraternity.     Friends  of  the  members  were  invited, 
and   as   Mr.  Dewey,  who  was  the  color-bearer  of   the  regiment, 
entered  the  hall,  a  chorus   sang  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner"  and 
he  responded  in   a  few  well  chosen  words.

go  far  back  that  the  mind  of  no  Alpha  Tau  runs  to  the  con- 
trary, each  successive  Congress  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity  has  been  regularly  pronounced  in  the  Palm  to  have 
been  "the  most  successful  Congress  in  the  history  of  the  fra- 
ternity." From  this  frequent  use,  however,  the  phrase  has  not 
lost  its  significance,  but,  rather,  as  the  years  have  rolled  on,  it 
has  gathered  a  fuller  meaning,  because  in  each  instance  it  has 
been  true.  At  the  same  time,  it  involves  no  invidious  compari- 
sons, because  each  successive  Congress  is  the  expression  of  two 
years  of  additional  growth  and  progress,  and  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity  means  something  more  to-day  than  it  did 
yesterday.  And  yet  no  brother  who  was  in  attendance  at  the 
Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  failed  to  carry  away  with  him 
memories  and  impressions  that  convinced  him  that  he  had  been 
a  part  of  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and  profitable  events  in  fra- 
ternity history.  No  criticism  has  yet  come  to  our  ears,  and  save 
for  one  dark  shadow,  for  which  no  earthly  power  was  responsi- 
ble, but  which  manifested  the  interference  of  a  mysterious 
divine  Providence,  every  feature  and  circumstance  of  the  bien- 
nial reunion  was  extremely  enjoyable.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
death  of  Bro.  McCranie  in  two  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  ban- 
quet on  the  night  of  the  next  to  the  last  day  of  the  year,  not  one 
regret  would  arise  in  connection  with  our  last  Congress. 

Never  before  have  so  many  Alpha  Taus  been  gathered  to- 
gether as  in  the  Crescent  City  on  December  28,  29  and  30,  1898. 
They  came  from  points  within  a  radius  of  more  than  1500  miles 
from  the    city    of   New   Orleans,    and   it   was   remarkable  that 
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all  of  them  were  filled  brimful  with  the  same  enthusiasm  for 
Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Several  days  before  the  formal  opening  of 
Congress  they  began  to  drop  in  at  the  St.  Charles  Hotel,  the 
first  officer  to  arrive  being  the  Chairman  of  the  High  Council, 
and  a  right  royal  welcome  Bro.  Shives  received.  But  the  largest 
delegation  of  all  was  that  which,  beginning  far  away  in  Maine, 
picked  up  brothers  from  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey,  until  it  finally  reached 
the  city  of  AVashington,  where  were  found  waiting  the  largest 
delegation  from  any  single  point.  The  untiring  energy  and 
splendid  enthusiasm  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  had  proved  con- 
tagious, and  the  body  of  delegates  was  swelled  even  beyond  ex- 
pectation. The  following  account  of  the  trip  from  Washington 
to  New  Orleans  has  been  kindly  furnished  by  Bro.  Glazebrook: 

"You  have  asked  me  to  give  you  in  a  few  words  an  account 
of  the  trip  of  the  Congressional  train  to  our  Sixteenth  Congress. 
Pursuant  with  the  arrangements  made  by  our  W.  G.  C,  we  met 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  Monday,  December  26,  in  time  for  the 
train  leaving  via  the  Southern  R.  R.  at  11:45.  Here  we  found 
that  special  rates  had  been  secured,  which  entitled  us  to  the 
round  trip  to  New  Orleans  from  Washington  at  one  fare.  We 
were  then  shown  to  our  private  car,  which  was  placed  immediate- 
ly in  front  of  the  private  car  Baltimore,  belonging  to  our  loyal 
and  enthusiastic  sister,  Mrs.  John  K.  Cowen,  of  Baltimore,  be- 
sides her  sister,  Mrs.  Gaines,  of  Canton,  N.  Y.  Mrs.  Cowen  had 
as  her  guests  the  W.  G.  C.  and  Mrs.  Glazebrook,  and  four 
brothers  of  the  N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron  chapter. 

"With  a  "hip!  hurrah!"  we  started  on  our  long  trip  to  the 
Crescent  City  and  at  this  time  it  was  found  that,  besides  the 
party  on  the  car  Baltimore,  our  founder.  Rev.  Otis  A.  Glaze- 
brook, of  Elizabeth,  N.  J. ,  was  on  hand,  and  it  will  be  of  interest 
to  note  others  present  at  this  time:  Bros.  Geo.  H.  Lamar,  of 
Ala.  Alpha  Epsilon;  Thos.  Ruffin,  Worthy  Grand  Scribe,  of  N.  C. 
Alpha  Delta;  G.  D.  Ellsworth,  of  N.  C.  Xi;  J.  G.  Harris,  of  Tenn. 
Beta  Pi,  besides  the  W.  G.  C,  were  on  hand  to  represent  the 
D.  C.  Alumni  Association.  Bros.  Harvey  H.  Bishop,  of  Me. 
Gamma  Alpha;  George  W.  Hersey,  of  Me.  Beta  Upsilon;  Robert 
M.  Morton,  of  Vt.  Beta  Zeta;  O.  W.  Sedgwick,  of  R.  I.  Gamma 
Delta,  and  W.  C.  West,  of  Mass.  Gamma  Beta,  completed  a  solid 
delegation  from  New  England.     N.  Y.  Beta  Theta  was  repre- 
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sented  at  this  time  by  Bros.  Glen  B.  Harrington  and  J.  E.  Rutz- 
ler  and  our  other  N.  Y.  Chapter,  Alpha  Omicron,  by  Bro.  Henry 
M.  Conkey  and  the  four  brothers  in  Mrs.  Cowen's  party.  Bros. 
P.  D.  Hoover,  of  Pa.  Alpha  Tau  and  formerly  Pa.  Alpha  Upsi- 
lon;  L.  W.  Fritch,  of  Pa.  Alpha  Iota,  and  Ira  Wise,  of  Allen- 
town  Alumni  Association,  represented  Pennsylvania.  A  careful 
survey  at  the  time  showed  every  chapter  north  of  Washington, 
with  the  exception  of  Pa.  Alpha  Upsilon,  specially  represented 
on  the  train. 

"Much  disappointment  was  evidenced  at  the  non-appear- 
ance of  Bros.  Bacheller  and  N.  Wiley  Thomas.  The  former 
was  only  deterred  by  the  extreme  illness  of  his  wife  and  Bro. 
Thomas,  earnest  and  as  loyal  as  when  he  was  in  the  highest 
office  of  our  fraternity,  was  unable  to  go,  on  account  of  his  col- 
lege duties. 

"It  was  a  glorious  morning  and,  as  we  crossed  the  Potomac, 
we  realized  that  we  were  near  the  old  city  of  Alexandria,  where 
perhaps  Keith  Norton,  Leonard  Marbury  and  Gardner  Booth,  all 
chree  loyal  brothers,  might  join  us.  Unfortunately,  being  very 
busy  men,  they  were  unable  to  go.  Valises  were  soon  opened 
and  the  different  chapter  flags  were  brought  forth.  After  being 
admired,  they  were  used  in  decorating  the  windows  of  our  car. 
Before  long,  looking  west,  we  could  see  the  beautiful  Blue  Ridge 
stretching  far  in  the  distance.  This  and  the  mass  of  red  clay  re- 
minded us  that  we  were  nearing  Albemarle  Co.,  where  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  was  located  so  beautifully  by  its  founder, 
Thos.  Jefferson,  within  sight  of  his  home,  Monticello. 

"As  soon  as  the  train  halted,  we  were  all  on  the  platform, 
as  we  knew  full  well  that  Bro.  Jas.  B.  Green  would  be  on  hand; 
it  was  not  long  before  this  loyal  and  dear  brother  was  in  our 
midst  and  heartily  joined  in  a  yell  for  old  Alpha  Tau. 

'  'The  ride  from  Charlottesville  to  Lynchburg  was  greatly  en- 
joyed by  all,  this  being  practically  the  nearest  point  to  the 
mountains  reached  on  our  route.  With  much  pride  we  could 
point,  as  we  drew  near  Lynchburg,  towards  Lexington,  the 
beautiful  town  in  the  heart  of  the  Blue  Ridge  situated  only  a 
few  miles  away.  The  next  query  was  as  to  the  river  we  were 
crossing  and  we  of  the  old  state  took  much  pleasure  in  pointing 
out  the  old  tow  path,  the  most  direct  communication  between 
Richmond  and  Lexington  in  the  days  of  '65  which  was,  no  doubt, 
resorted  to  by  Glazebrook,  Marshall  and .  Ross,  when  on  their 
way  back  to  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  to  establish  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity. 
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At  Lynchburg"  we  were  joined  by  the  Va.    Beta  delegate,  Bro. 
S.  G.  Hamner. 

'  'During  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  an  informal  reception  was 
held  in  the  drawing  room  of  Mrs.  Cowen's  car,  when  all  the 
brothers  aboard  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  three  sisters 
who  were  accompanying  us  on  our  long  trip. 

"The  next  point  of  interest  to  Alpha  Taus  was  Greensboro, 
N.  C,  which  was  reached  at  7:30  P.  M.  With  a  hip,  hurrah!  we 
greeted  dear  old  Dave  White  and  three  other  loyal  brothers 
from  the  North  state.  The  balance  of  the  evening  was  spent  in 
listening  to  anecdotes  and  old,  old  stories  told  by  Glazebrook, 
Green  and  White,  the  veterans  of  many  Congresses. 

"At  5:20  the  next  morning  we  were  aroused  from  our  peace- 
ful slumbers  by  a  volumnious  'Hip,  hurrah,  hip  hurrah,  three 
cheers  for  Alpha  Tau!'  which  came  from  the  Ga.  Beta  Iota 
Chapter  and  other  delegates  who  had  assembled  in  Atlanta.  At 
breakfast  we  realized  that  we  had  been  joined  by  ten  other  dele- 
gates. When  Montgomery  was  reached  a  count  was  taken  and  it 
was  found  that  there  were  forty-live  in  our  party,  including  dele- 
gates from  every  chapter  of  the  South,  New  England  and  the 
Middle  Atlantic  states,  with  the  exception  of  Pa.  Alpha  Upsilon. 

'  Tn  a  few  moments,  a  cheer  went  up  and  we  recognized  on  a 
train  from  Chicago  Bro.  Ehle,  his  charming  wife,  Bro.  Tolliver, 
W.  G.  K.  E.,  Bro.  T.  B.  Forgey,  of  Tenn.  Lambda,  and  Bro. 
E.  R.  Morrison,  of  Neb.  Gamma  Theta  Chapter. 

'  'From  Mobile  to  New  Orleans,  the  brothers  having  become 
thoroughly  acquainted,  joined  in  song,  and  the  time  was  rapidly 
passed  and  they  were  interrupted  only  by  the  brakesman  calling 
out,  'all  out  for  New  Orleans. '  With  flags  flying  we  all  alighted 
and  were  met  by  a  large  delegation  waiting  for  us. 

"The  trip  was  a  delightful  one  and  I  afti  sure  every  brother, 
who  took  advantage  of  the  Congressional  train  from  Washington 
to  New  Orleans,  was  more  than  satisfied  with  the  arrangements 
as  made." 

It  was  indeed,  a  hearty  reception  which  the  delegates  found 
at  New  Orleans.  From  the  very  first,  they  were  given  the  im- 
pression that  the  Alpha  Taus  were  about  the  most  influential 
people  in  the  city,  and  this  was  only  strengthened  as  Congress 
pi'ogressed.  The  visiting  ladies  and  their  escorts  were  sent  to 
the  St.  Charles  in  carriages  and  the  remaining  brothers  formed 
in  line  and  marched  to   the  hotel,   occasionally  giving  the  fra- 
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ternity  yell.  The  spacious  corridors  were  soon  thronged  with 
wearers  of  the  Maltese  Cross,  who  immediately  proceeded  to  re- 
new acquaintances  and  form  new  ones.  In  a  short  time  the  hotel 
register  looked  like  an  autograph  catalogue  of  Alpha  Taus,  and 
the  local  brothers  were  active  and  diligent  in  their  efforts  to  see 
that  each  visiting  brother  was  well  cared  for.  It  was  soon  dem- 
onstrated that  the  headquarters  were  well  chosen,  and  that  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  made  no  mistake  when,  at  Cleveland,  in 
1896,  he  cast  the  ballot  which  decided  where  the  Sixteenth  Bien- 
nial Congress  should  be  held. 


FIRST  SESSION  OF  CONGRESS. 

It  seemed  as  if  our  New  Orleans  brothers  were  not  only  able 
to  command  all  the  resources  .of  their  city  for  the  entertainment 
and  comfort  of  Congress,  but  that  they  had  also,  in  some  mys- 
terious way,  obtained  special  indulgence  on  the  part  of  the 
weather  department,  for  the  three  days  during  which  Congress 
was  in  session  were  most  pleasant  and  enjoyable,  and  the  first 
Congress  day  was  especially  so.  Most  of  the  brothers  retired 
early  after  their  long  trip,  and  they  were,  therefore,  ready  for  the 
first  business  session,  which  occurred  on  the  morning  of  Dec. 
28th.  Promptly  at  10:30,  they  assembled  in  one  of  the  parlors 
of  the  New  St.  Charles  hotel,  and  the  preliminary  steps  were  at 
once  taken  to  organize  the  delegates  and  lay  out  their  work  in  a 
systematic  manner. 

Bro.  Charles  L.  Eshleman,  of  La  Beta  Epsilon,  was  appointed 
Worthly  Grand  Usher  and  Bro.  Bates  M.  Allen,  of  Tex.  Gamma 
Eta,  was  appointed  Worthy  Grand  Sentinel,  and  Bro.  R.  E. 
L.  Saner,  of  Tenn.  Beta  Pi,  nov\^  of  Dallas,  Tex.,  was  appointed 
Worthy  Grand  Chaplain,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  ab- 
sence of  Bro.  Vincent,  who  found  it  impracticable  to  be  present. 
Bro.  George  M.  Hosack,  Worthy  Grand  Chancellor,  had  also 
found  it  out  of  the  question  to  attend,  owing  to  demands  on  his 
time  in  the  Pennsylvania  state  legislature,  and  Bro.  N.  Wiley 
Thomas  was  unable  to  leave  his  work  at  Girard  College. 

With  the  above  exceptions,  all   of   the  Grand  Officers   were

present,  and  the  impressive  opening  services  were  rendered  in 
the  regalia  of  N.  C.  Alpha  Eta  chapter  furnished  by  Bro.  White 
of  the  High  Council  and  donated  by  him  to  the  General  Fraternity 
on  behalf  of  his  extinct  chapter,  whose  excellence  was  demon- 
strated by  the  beautiful  regalia  it  had  once  possessed. 

Another  beautiful  gift  to  the  fraternity  was  presented  by  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  in  the  shape  of  a  gavel,  donatedby  Ind.  Gamma 
Gamma  Chapter,  and  bearing  the  fraternity  initials  in  gold.  A  card 
attached  bore  the  incription:  '-The  wood  from  which  this  gavel 
was  made  was  taken  from  a  tree  near  the  spot  where  General 
Anthony  Wayne  signed  the  treaty  with  the  Indians,  and  the 
gavel  was  made  and. carved  for  the  fraternity  by  Brother  H.  C. 
Schwable."  The  dark  wood  bore  a  high  polish,  and  in  every 
way  was  a  splendid  gift,  and  hearty  votes  of  thanks  were  given 
by  Congress  to  Ind.  Gamma  Gamma  and  Bros.  White  and 
Schwable. 

Congress  was,  therefore,  well  equipped  for  business  when 
the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  proceeded  to  announce  the  list  of  its 
committees,  which  were  judiciously  chosen  from  the  chapters 
represented,  while  each  committee  was  made  up  not  only  of  new 
delegates,  but  was  also  rendered  conservative  and  experienced 
by  the  presence  of  some  veteran  brother  of  other  Congresses. 
The  list  was  as  follows:

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  also  appointed  Bro.  Watts  Leverich, 
of  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  Assistant  Worthy  Grand  Scribe,  and  upon 
motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  Fifteenth  Biennial 
Congress  was  dispensed  with,  as  they  had  been  fully  published 
in  the  Palm. 

Arrangements  in  regard  to  the  congressional  banquet  were 
then  made  and  the  delegates  were  duly  impressed  with  their 
duty  to  attend  same,  as  part  of  the  regular  Congress  exercises. 

Bro.  Edward  Rightor,  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  on  behalf  of  his 
chapter,  presented  to  the  Congress  invitations  from  the  Young 
Men's  Gymnastic  Club,  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association, 
the  New  Orleans  Press  Club,  the  Choctaw  Club  and  the  Southern 
Athletic  Club,  extending  their  privileges  to  the  visiting  dele- 
gates, and,  on  motion,  these  were  duly  acknowledged  by  the 
Worthy  Grand  Scribe.  An  invitation  was  also  received  by  Con- 
gress from  the  chapter  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  at  New  Or- 
leans, inviting  it  to  a  reception,  and  the  Worthy  Grand  Scribe 
was  instructed  to  express  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  Con 
gress  for  the  courtesy  and  to  express  regret  that  it  was  unable 
to  accept,  owing  to  the  fact  that  arrangements  had  already  been 
made  for  all  the  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  delegates. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Butler,  of  La.  Bata  Epsilon,  the  Worthy 
Grand  Scribe  was  instructed   to  send   greetings   to   the   Sigma 
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Alpha  Epsilon  Fraternity,  in  session  at  Nashville,  and  to  the 
Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity,  in  session  at  Chattanooga,  and,  on 
motion  of  Bro.  R.  E.  L.  Saner,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and 
Grand  Scribe  sent  a  telegram  of  greeting,  love  and  good  wishes 
to  Bro.  Erskine  M.  Ross,  of  Los  Angeles,  Cal.  A  letter  of  wel- 
come from  Beta  Xi  Chapter  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  Fraternity  also 
received  proper  acknowledgment. 

Congress  then  took  a  short  recess,  and  thereafter  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  made  its  report  through  Chairman  White, 
showing  the  following  accredited  delegates  present:  Ala.

Formal  errors  in  the  credentials  of  several  delegates  were 
excused  by  vote  of  Congress,  but  a  question  was  raised  by  the 
committee's  report  as  to  the  credentials  of  three  brothers  who 
were  alumni  of  the  chapters  which  they  represented,  but  were 
not  members  of  the  active  chapter.  By  vote  of  Congress, 
these  delegates  were  admitted,  but  on  condition  that  their  ad- 
mission should  not  be  held  to  affect  the  question  of  fining  their 
chapters  for  failure  to  send  a  delegate  from  the  active  member- 
ship. 

The  committee's  report,  which  was  adopted  after  the  above 
action  by  Congress,  showed  delegates  present  from  thirty-nine 
of  the  present  forty-one  active  chapters,  while  eight  Alumni 
Associations  were  also  represented,  and  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief 
expressed  it  as  his  opinion  that  this  was  an  almost  unparalleled 
record  for  a  fraternity  convention. 


REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY   GRAND    CHIEF. 

After  the  organization  of  Congress,  the  only  important 
feature  of  the  first  morning  session  of  Congress  was  the  reading 
of  the  splendid  report  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  which  was  en- 
tirely worthy  of  the  very  careful  consideration  which  it  re- 
ceived. 

It  first  enumerated  the  fraternity  property  in  the  possession 
of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and  then  proceeded  to  consider  the 
work  accomplished.  Under  this  heading  it  was  shown  that  at  the 
time  of  the  last  Congress  there  were  forty-two  active  chapters 
and  fifteen  alumni  associations  in  the  fraternity.  Since  that 
time  the  chapters  of  Cal.  Beta  Psi,  Pa.  Alpha  Rho  and  S.  C. 
Beta  Phi  were  withdrawn  in  the  pursuance  of  a  conservative 
policy,  the  withdrawals  being  due  to  internal  dissen  tions,  lack  of 
fraternity  material  and  hostile  legislation,  respectively.  In  the 
same  period  two  new  chapters  have  been  established  at  Uni- 
versity of  Texas  and  University  of  Nebraska,  and  the  chapter  at 
Charleston,  S.  C,  has  been  revived. 
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Reference  was  then  made  to  the  enthusiasm  characterizing 
all  the  active  chapters,  and  it  was  stated  that  no  fraternity  can 
boast  of  many  thoroughly  active  chapters  as  ours.  Several 
petitions  for  new  charters  have  not  been  deemed  worthy  of  con- 
sideration. 

The  beneficial  results  of  personal  visits  by  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  and  other  officials  to  chapters  has  been  demonstrated  since 
last  Congress,  as  in  only  one  instance  was  such  a  visit  without 
apparent  benefit.  The  report  also  showed  that  an  immense 
amount  of  correspondence  had  been  carried  on  by  the  Grand 
Officers,  but  the  increased  expenditure  on  this  account  could  not 
have  been  made  to  better  advantage. 

Speaking  of  the  catalogue  the  report  said:  "I  shall  not  at- 
tempt to  give  you  an  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  accomplished 
by  this  committee,  but  I  will  merely  say  that  the  preparation, 
publishing  and  issuing  of  this  book  was  completed  in  six  months 
and  that  the  promise  made  by  your  committee  at  the  last  Con- 
gress was  carried  out  to  the  letter.  The  work  was  not  only 
done,  but  has  been  entirely  paid  for,  without,  at  any  time,  inter- 
fering with  the  work  of  the  fraternity."  The  necessity  of  con- 
tinuing this  work  was  very  apparent. 

The  report  then  went  on  to  direct  attention  to  the  matter  of 
honorary  membership,  fraternity  extension,  the  song  book,  rib- 
bon societies  and  the  province  system. 

As  to  the  last  topic,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
labor  of  the  Grand  Officers  had  been  greatly  increased  by  the 
growth  of  the  fraternity,  and  it  was  necessary  that  some  means 
of  relief  should  be  devised,  and  many  advantages  of  the  provin- 
cial system  were  pointed  out,  and  the  formation  of  five  provinces 
was  recommended. 

The  report  closed  with  expressions  of  devotion  to  the  fra- 
ternity's interests  and  thanks  for  the  assistance  which  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  had  received  in  the  conduct  of  his  most  im- 
portant and  onerous  duties.  It  was  received  with  the  heartiest 
applause  and  fraternity  cheers.  The  report  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,    and  after  announcement  that 
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Congress  would  hold  sessions   from  10  A.  M.    to  12:30  and  from 
2  P.  M.  to  5,  the  first  morning  session  adjourned. 


FIRST  AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

After  luncheon  Congress  assembled  at  5  P.  M.,  and  the  first 
order  of  business  was  an  informal  report  on  the  Palm,  with  rec- 
ommendations as  to  the  proper  supx)ort  of  the  magazine.  This 
was  followed  by  the  report  of  the  W.  G.  K.  E.  Needless  to  say, 
Bro.  Tolliver's  report  was  entirely  satisfactory,  as  has  been  the 
case  ever  since  he  has  filled  his  present  office,  and  showed  care- 
ful preparation  and  the  most  scrupulous  book-keeping,  and  the 
balance  shown  was  extremely  gratifying,  considering  the  unusu- 
ally large  expenses  shown  by  the  report,  which  was  received 
with  hearty  support  and  the  Fraternity  yell.  It  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  calling  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  fact  that  only  three  chapters  were  in 
arrears  to  the  W.  G.  K  E.,  and  that  in  their  cases  arrangements 
would  be  promptly  made  for  settlement. 

The  report  of  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  followed  and  showed  very 
careful  preparation.  The  total  number  of  initiates  since  January 
1,  1897  was  shown  as  480.  The  largest  number  was  initiated  by 
Me.  Beta  Upsilon,  being  20,  while  Tenn.  Beta  Tau  had  reported 
only  four  initiates.  The  index  of  the  Official  Kegister  was  com- 
pleted at  small  expense,  correspondence  has  been  systematillcay 
carried  on  and  all  letters  properly  filed  and  indexed.  Much  diffi- 
culty has  been  experienced  in  getting  replies  to  official  communi- 
cations. Chapters  are  negligent  in  reporting  deaths  to  the  W. 
G.  K.  A.,  and  the  Palm  must  be  mainly  relied  on.  A  system  of 
checks  between  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  and  W.  G.  C.  has  shown  that 
many  initiations  have  never  been  properly  reported  to  the  former 
officer,  but  these  omission  have  been  supplied.  The  report  con- 
cluded with  some  recommendations  as  to  amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution owing  to  the  creation  of  the  new  office  of  Fraternity 
Architect,  and  showed  that  the  Fraternity  records  are  now  in  the 
very  best  condition  possible. 

The  Teport  of  the  Worthy  High  Chancellor  was   not   made 
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owing  to  Bro.  Hosack's  absence,  and  much  of  the  session  was 
taken  up  with  the  reading  of  the  excellent  chapter  reports,  which 
appear  elsewhere  in  this  number. 

After  the  reading  of  a  telegram  from  the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsi- 
lon  Fraternity  in  session  at  Nashville,  which  was:  "Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  Fraternity,  in  its  fortieth  convention  assembled, 
sends  fraternal  greetings  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega;  and  a  wish  that 
our  relations  may  always  be  cordial  and  fraternal,"  Congress 
adjourned  for  the  day. 


THE  SMOKER. 

So  great  a  success  was  the  smoker  at  the  Washington  Con- 
gress in  1894,  that  no  Congress  has  since  been  considered  com- 
plete without  one,  and  while  the  genial  and  inimitable  Stofer  has 
been  missed  at  each  biennial  entertainment  of  this  kind,  each  has 
been  distinguished  by  an  air  of  good  fellowship  and  cameraderie 
which  every  college  man,  undergraduate  and  alumnus,  enjoys  so 
much. 

The  Congress  delegates  had  been  informed  at  the  afternoon 
session  that  they  would  be  guided  through  the  devious  and 
mysterious  byways  of  the  Crescent  City  to  the  appointed  place 
of  meeting,  by  reliable  guides,  and,  in  order  that  no  one  might 
be  lost,  all  met  at  the  appointed  hour  in  the  rotunda  of  the  St. 
Charles,  and,  in  irregular  marching  order  proceeded  to  the  scene 
of  the  evening's  entertainment.  No  one  was  lost,  although  there 
were  a  few  stragglers. 

The  smoker  was  held  at  8  o'clock  at  the  Fourth  Battalion 
Armory,  or  rather  in  its  locker-room,  as  the  great  main  drill-hall 
was  much  too  large  for  comfort,  which  was  found  in  the  smaller 
quarters,  where  a  bright,  crackling  fire  spread  a  most  genial 
warmth  about,  overcoming  the  slight  chill  in  the  evening  air.  The 
attendance  was  large  and  every  one  was  made  to  feel  very  much 
at  home,  with  corn-cob  pipes,  tobacco,  sandwiches  and  other  re- 
freshments such  as  college  men  enjoy. 

The  entertainment  was  impromptu  and  informal,  but  highly 
■enjoyable.     A  negro   string  band  of   five   pieces  performed  old 
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plantation  melodies  and  dances,  and  gave  a  decidedly  Southern 
atmosphere  to  the  occasion;  but  most  of  the  entertainment  was 
contributed  by  the  local  brothers  and  some  of  the  visiting  dele- 
gates, while  all  present  joined  in  the  lively  college  yells  of  Tu- 
lane,  Vanderbilt,  Cornell,  Pennsylvania,  Georgia,  Texas  and 
others,  and  various  Alpha  Tau  yells  were  given  with  a  vim,  the 
grand  officers  and  alumni  joining  as  enthusiastically  as  the  under- 
graduates. 

When  everybody  felt  acquainted  and  in  proper  mood  to  ap- 
preciate original  talent,  Bro.  James  B.  Green,  after  much  general 
solicitation,  arose  and  sang  an  original  song  entitled  '  'Four  Years 
an  Alpha  Tau"  which  was  much  appreciated  by  all  present,  as 
they  showed  by  hearty  applause.  We  have  endeavored  to  obtain 
the  words  for  publication,  but  Bro.  Green's  well  known  modesty 
has  made  this  impossible.  We  understand  that  he  will,  however, 
waive  all  copyright  privileges  in  favor  of  the  Song  Book  Com- 
mittee. 

Bro.  Ginder  Abbott,  of  New  Orleans,  contributed  the  next 
number.  He  was  introduced  by  Bro.  Rightor  and  told  a  cat  story 
in  an  inimitable  manner.  Needless  to  say,  it  was  an  exciting 
tale,  and  revived  old  memories  of  Bro.  Gervais  Lombard,  who 
advanced  to  the  front  and  performed  a  violent  cat  (masculine) 
duet  with  the  manner  of  a  connoiseur. 

A  plantation  song  was  then  given  by  a  member  of  the  orches- 
tra which  provoked  an  encore,  and  brought  Bro.  Hersey,  of 
Maine,  to  the  front  with  a  ragtime  song,  which  Bro.  Hersey  gave 
to  perfection. 

Again  the  colored  orchestra  contributed  a  song,  and  then 
Bro.  Fall,  of  Mich.  Beta  Omicron,  did  some  clever  club- swinging. 
The  regular  kind  were  not  at  hand  and  Bro.  Fall  arose  to  the 
emergency  and  made  use  of  some  glass  ones,  which  looked  as 
though  they  might  have  been  formerly  used  in  a  brewery. 

Classic  music  was  then  demanded,  and  the  impromptu  Lever- 
ich-Bell  Quartette,  consisting  of  Bros.  W.  A.  Bell,  "William  R. 
Leverich,  Henry  Leverich,  and  Watts  K.  Leverich,  tripped  mod- 
estly to  the  front.     Their  effort  was  received  with  .great  favor 
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and  there  were  insistent  calls  for  an  encore,  but  unfortunately, 
the  repertoire  of  the  quartette  was  not  equal  to  the  repeated 
demands  for  more.  The  songs  were  given  excellently  well,  and 
regret  was  expressed  that  the  quartette  had  not  appeared  at  the 
public  exercises. 

More  coon  songs  and  dances  were  given  by  the  orchestra  and 
Bro.  Chauncey  Stone,  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  then  entertained  the 
brothers  with  some  well  rendered  vocal  selections,  and  then  Bro. 
Fall,  the  Leverich-Bell  Quartette  and  Bro.  Stone  combined 
forces  in  "Old  Kentucky  Home,"  with  pleasing  effect. 

Robert  Abbott,  an  alien  brother  of  Ginder  Abbott,  then  pre- 
sented several  dialect  pieces,  for  which  he  has  gained  a  reputa- 
tion. The  first  represented  an  obese  German  taking  to  his  baby, 
and  the  second  told  how  Joshua  Perkins  and  wife  hunted  a  mouse. 
Both  were  exceedingly  funny,  and  met  with  hearty  applause. 

Bro.  Fall  then  took  his  place  at  the  piano  and  all  present 
joined  in  singing  "My  Country,  Tis  of  Thee."  It  was  then  near- 
ly midnight,  and  after  a  few  more  college  and  fraternity  yells,  on 
invitation  of  Bro.  Rightor,  most  of  the  brothers  repaired  to  the 
Southern  Athletic  Club,  famous  in  athletic  annals  of  the  South, 
and  were  entertained  with  some  boxing  bouts,  some  graceful  club- 
swinging  by  Bro.  Fall,  a  selection  by  Bro.  Willie  Memminger,  of 
"The  Heart  of  Maryland"  company,  Mr.  Robert  Abbott  and 
others. 


SECOND   MORNING  SESSION. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Thursday  morning  session,  after  the 
regular  exercises  telegrams  from  Founder  Ross,  Bros.  Luke  Sea- 
wall, F.  P.  Stras  and  Syl.  Stokes,  expressive  of  regret  at  being 
unable  to  be  present  at  Congress,  were  read  by  the  Worthy  Grand 
Scribe.  The  telegram  from  Bro.  Ross  read:  "I  cordially  return 
fraternal  greeting.  Viva  Alpha  Tau  Omega!  Happiness  and 
prosperity  to  all  brothers.  Erskine  M.  Ross,"  and  was  received 
with  a  hearty  A.  T.  O.  greeting. 

A  letter  from  the  Worthy  Grand  Chaplain  was  read  by  the 
Worthy   Grand  Scribe.     It  expressed  Bro.  Vincent's   sincere  re- 
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gret  at  his  inability  to  attend  Congress,  wishes  for  the  success  of 
the  fraternity  and  his  desire  not  to  be  elected  again  to  a  grand 
office,  owing  to  his  inability  to  perform  the  duties  of  office  as  he 
conceived  they  should  be  performed. 

Brother  Rightor  presented  an  invitation  to  Congress  to  at- 
tend a  reception  to  be  given  the  National  Educational  Conven- 
tion in  the  afternoon,  receipt  of  which  was  acknowledged  with 
an  expression  of  regret  that,  owing  to  previous  arrangements,  it 
would  be  impossible  to  attend. 

Additional  chapter  reports  were  presented,  all  showing  the 
chapters  in  question  to  be  in  excellent  condition. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  then  took  the  floor  to  present  the 
report  of  the  catalogue  committee,  which  was  extremely  gratify- 
ing to  Congress,  and  evoked  the  most  hearty  applause  from  all 
present.  It  showed  that  only  70  copies  were  retained  by  chap- 
ters without  having  made  payment,  and  that  225  copies  had  been 
purchased  by  chapters  and  81  by  alumni.  The  number  of  copies 
published  was  750  and  about  300  still  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
committee.  The  work  was  completed  by  Feb.  15th  1896,  and 
was  completely  paid  for  by  one  year  from  that  date.  Other  sta- 
tistics were  presented  in  the  report,  but  most  interest  was  taken 
in  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief's  account  of  how,  when  the  book  was 
finally  published,  he  was  thrown  into  a  state  of  the  greatest 
anxiety  by  the  report  that  the  publishing  house  where  it  was 
printed  was  on  fire,  and  it  seemed  probable  that  all  the  work, 
including  original  data,  was  lost.  What  was  his  relief  when  a 
delivery  wagon  finally  arrived  with  the  completed  book,  which 
had  been  started  before  the  calamity  happened. 

On  motion,  a  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  by 
Congress  to  the  Catalogue  Committee  and  the  resolutions  were 
ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  Congress. 

Brother  Ginder  Abbott  suggested  the  advisability  of  the  dis- 
play of  their  names  by  the  visiting  brothers  at  the  Congress  ball, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  New  Orleans  belles,  and  the  suggestion  was 
considered  worthy  of  adoption. 

Bro.    Hugh  Martin  moved  that  a  committe   be  appointed  to 
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deliver  a  floral  emblem  for  the  fraternity  to  Bro.  Willie  Mem- 
m.inger,  who  was  playing  with  the  Heart  of  Maryland  Company 
at  one  of  the  New  Orleans  theaters,  and  the  motion  was  en- 
thusiastically carried  and  Bro.  Hugh  Martin,  Edward  Rightor, 
W.  B.  Thompson,  H.  M.  Conkey,  and  P.  H.  Hanes  were  appointed 
as  such  committee  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and  they  were  in- 
structed to  convey  to  Bro.  Memminger  the  love  and  best  wishes 
of  the  members  of  Congress. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  R.  E.  L.  Saner,  a  resolution,  seconded  by 
Bro.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  was  carried,  appropriating  a  sum  of 
money  for  a  memorial  tablet  to  be  erected  in  the  hall  of  La.  Beta 
Epsilon  and  to  be  fittingly  inscribed  in  memory  of  our  heroic 
brother  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Lovell,  who  died  a  martyr  to  his  profes- 
sion in  New  Orleans  in  1897,  during  the  yellow  fever  epidemic. 
The  committee  appointed  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  consisted 
of  Bros.  John  B.  Elliott,  William  T.  Maginnis  and  James  P. 
Butler. 

Bro.  Glen  B.  Harrington  then  read  the  report  of  N.  Y.  Beta 
Theta  on  the  song-book.  It  referred  to  the  report  made  by  the 
same  committee  in  1896  at  Cleveland,  and  called  attention  to  the 
the  fact  that  no  appropriation  had  been  made  for  publication,  and, 
therefore,  it  was  only  possible  to  do  preparatory  work;  but  the 
committee  presented  a  plan  for  publication  with  full  estimates. 
The  work  was  thoroughly  done  and  the  report  met  with  a  very 
favorable  reception  from  Congress  as  a  very  practical  presentation 
of  the  scheme.  It  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Ways  and 
Means. 

Next  came  the  report  of  the  High  Council,  read  by  Bro. 
Shives.  It  showed  that  two  meetings  had  been  held  since  the 
last  Congress;  one  in  Washington  in  April,  1898,  and  the  other  in 
New  Orleans  during  the  session  of  Congress.  At  both  meetings 
the  affairs  of  the  fraternity  were  found  to  be  in  excellent  con- 
dition. 

The  Chairman  of  the  High  Council  spoke  of  his  attendance 
since  1896  at  State  Conclaves  in  Ohio  and  Michigan,  and  also  his 
•nitiation   of   the  charter  members  of  Neb.  Gamma  Theta,  and 
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visits  to  Ills.  Gamma  Zeta,  Ind.  Gamma  Gamma,  Mich.  Beta 
Kappa,  O.  Beta  Eta,  O.  Alpha  Psi,  O.  Alpha  Nu  and  O.  Beta  Mu, 
and  referred  to  the  fraternity's  debt  to  the  catalogue  committee, 
the  Grand  Officers  and  the  editor  of  the  Palm,  and  also  to  the 
excellent  condition  of  the  fraternity  generally.  The  report  met 
with  the  heartiest  applause,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Delinquencies  followed,  and 
was  very  thorough-going  and  conscientious  in  its  recommenda- 
tions. It  recommended  the  imposition  on  three  chapters  of  the 
penalty  provided  for  nonrepresentation  at  Congress  on  the  part 
of  a  chapter,  and  also  in  the  same  manner  the  fining  of  three 
chapters  each  represented  by  an  alumnus,  and  called  attention  to 
the  inexcusable  circumstances  connected  with  these  delinquencies. 
Naturally  enough,  the  report  excited  considerable  discussion, 
and  a  motion  was  made  to  refer  it  to  a  special  committee,  but  this 
was  lost,  and  a  motion  was  introduced  by  Bro.  Ehle  expressing 
hearty  commendation  of  the  committee's  report,  and  moving  its 
adoption,  except  as  to  the  recommendations  to  fine  chapters  rep- 
resented by  alumni.  Considerable  debate  followed,  and  the  read- 
ing of  the  call  of  Congress  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  the 
resolution  on  this  subject  adopted  by  Congress  in  1894  was  called 
for.  Bros.  Butler,  White,  O.  A.  Glazebrook,  James  B.  Green, 
Shives,  Ehle,  Phillips  and  others  debated  pro  and  con,  and  so 
much  was  the  sentiment  divided  that  upon  the  call  of  the  motion 

K   it  was   necessary  to  call   the   roll   of  delegates,  and  it  was  then 

^fc  found  that  the  motion  of  Bro.  Ehle   was  carried  by  a  very  nar- 

^Rrow  margin,  the  vote  standing  21  to  16. 

^H  Just  as  this  matter  was  ended  our  distinguished  brothers 
William  C.  Fitts,  of  Alabama,  and  Theodore  S.  Wilkinson,  of 
Louisiana,  entered  the  hall,  and  were  introduced  to  the  delegates, 
who  received  them  with  hearty  applause,  and  they  took  seats  of 
honor  with  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  upon  the  rostrum. 

After  the  transaction  of  some   important  business.  Congress 
adjourned  until  the  following  morning. 
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THE  PUBLIC  EXERCISES. 

In  1896  the  Congress  picture  was  taken  at  the  foot  of  the 
Perry  monument  in  Cleveland,  O.,  and  in  1898,  at  the  foot  of  Lee's 
monument  in  New  Orleans.  The  usual  difficulties  were  ex- 
perienced in  getting  everybody  to  look  smiling  at  the  same  time, 
and  trials  were  made  in  both  sunshine  and  shade.  The  group 
was  an  unusually  large  one,  but  finally  the  photographer  was 
satisfied  that  he  had  done  all  that  was  possible  and  the  group 
disbanded. 

The  delay  at  the  monument  postponed  the  public  exercises 
somewhat,  but  the  brothers  soon  arrived  at  the  Athenaeum,  under 
the  guidance  of  Bros.  Maginnis,  Bell  and  other  local  brothers. 
Everything  was  found  in  readiness  at  the  beautiful  new  building. 
The  hall  was  remarkably  well  suited  for  the  occasion,  and  as  the 
brothers  marched  in,  two  by  two,  in  long  file,  they  beheld  most 
beautiful  decorations,  which  will  be  described  in  connection  with 
the  ball,  and  the  brothers  also  caught  their  first  glimpses  of  our 
fair  sisters,  many  of  whom,  with  other  friends  of  the  fraternity, 
graced  the  occasion. 

The  grand  officers  and  those  who  were  to  take  part  in  the 
public  exercises  took  their  seats  upon  the  stage,  and  after  some 
appropriate  music  by  the  excellent  quartette,  which  played  ap- 
propriate selections  throughout  the  exercises,  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  introduced  the  first  speaker,  our  distinguished  Bro.,  the 
Hon.  Theodore  S.  Wilkinson,  of  New  Orleans,  of  Va.  Beta,  1867, 
who  delivered  the  "Address  of  Welcome,"  which  was  an  innova- 
tion, as  this  address  had  previously  been  delivered  by  some 
-official  of  the  city  visited. 

Bro.  Wilkinson's  address  was  a  most  excellent  one,  and  com- 
manded the  careful  attention  of  his  hearers  by  the  splendid 
presence  of  the  speaker  and  the  evidences  of  his  deep  interest  in 
a  fraternity  to  which  he  had  belonged  so  many  years.  The  ad- 
dress was  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF   WELCOME. 

'  'Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  Fellow-members  of  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity — In  complying  with  the  request  on  the  part  of 
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the  brethren  here  to  express  to  you  some  brief  words  of  welcome, 
I  assure  you  that  it  is  a  special  pleasure  to  us  all  to  greet  you  and 
to  tender  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  our  city.  I  greet  you  also  with 
a  special  personal  pleasure,  when  I  recall  the  happy  hours,  the 
loved  friends  and  precious  memories  that  date  back  from  the 
time  when  I  became  a  member  of  the  Beta  Chapter  of  our  order 
on  a  certain  December  evening  just  thirty  years  ago. 

"It  is  my  privilege  also,  and  a  precious  one,  indeed,  to  wel- 
come one  of  the  founders  of  our  order,  the  loved  and  honored 
Rev.  Dr.  Glazebrook,  of  whom,  in  looking  upon  this  gathering, 
it  may  well  be  said  that  the  good  that  some  men  do  need  not 
always  wait  to  'live  after  them. ' 

'  'Our  order  was  few  in  numbers  on  that  December  evening 
thirty  years  ago,  but  the  standard  that  it  set  in  the  beginning- 
was  a  lofty  one.  And  this  standard  has  not  been  lowered  since 
its  first  chapter  was  founded  in  the  cultured  village  where  Stone- 
wall Jackson  was  brought  to  rest,  and  where  Lee  passed  his  last 
days  and  laid  down  a  life  in  which  transcendent  military  genius 
and  sweet  and  loving  gentleness  met  and  mingled. 

"In  Lexington,  Va.,  more  than  one  in  this  audience  saw  the 
early  beginning,  the  dawning  of  that  brilliant  career  which  every 
chapter  having  its  representatives  here  has  ever  striven  to  ad- 
vance and  maintain,  and  so  successful  have  these  efforts  been 
that  the  order  may  well  be  said  to  be  now  at  the  zenith  of  its  use- 
fulness and  its  fair  fame. 

"What  a  record,  fellow-members,  has  there  been  of  public 
events  in  that  last  thirty  years.  The  war  just  over,  its  problems 
yet  unsolved.  In  their  solution,  our  liberties,  our  civilization, 
our  republican  institutions  themselves,  seemed  at  one  time  at 
stake. 

"To  the  individuals  who  constituted  that  little  band,  the 
record  of  that  thirty  years  would  tell  a  story  of  roseate  hope, 
often  turned  to  despair — of  visions  of  success  which,  like  the 
beauteous  mirage  of  the  desert,  changed  to  bitter  disappoint- 
ment as  we  journeyed  on.  But  the  hopes  were  not  all  disap- 
pointed in  the  passage  of  those  years,  for,  if  we  glance  down  the 
long  roster  of  our  order,  we  will  find  that  worthy  ambition  has 
been  gratified,  success  achieved  and  honor  won  in  every  calling 
in  life. 

"You   are   welcome   here,  fellow-members,   no  matter  what 
your  political  faith  may  be;  welcome  whether  or  not  you  believe 
in  the  expansion  of  our  currency  or   our  territory;  you  are   wel 
come   even   if   some  of   you,  setting   aside   the   lamp  of  past  ex- 
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perience,  would  advocate  going  to  the  far  East  to  add  a  few  million 
savages  and  illiterate  citizens  to  our  population  and  our  respon- 
sibilities. 

'  'You  have  doubtless  been  made  welcome  at  many  a  fireside 
in  our  city.  I  trust  that  you  will  go  upon  the  great  river  called 
appropriately  an  inland  sea,  and  view  its  placid  current,  now  un- 
vexed  by  flood  or  storm;  or  if  you  could  go  that  far  you  would  be 
welcome  amid  the  orange  groves  where  hang  the  yellow  fruit  the 
Grecian  poet  called  the  golden  apples  of  the  Hesperides.  You 
will  be  welcome,  too,  in  the  country  beyond  the  busy  streets  if 
our  younger  brethren  can  only  tear  themselves  away  from  such 
radiant  loveliness  as  every  loyal  Orleanian  claims  can  be  found 
nowhere  else  on  earth  than  here;  or  if,  young  gentlemen,  you  can 
persuade  some  of  the  fair  exponents  of  that  loveliness  to  go  along, 
you  and  they  will  be  welcome  in  the  fields  where  the  sugar  cane 
now  hangs  its  sere  and  yellow  leaf;  or  where  the  great  factories 
of  our  chief  industry  transmute  in  a  few  hours,  as  if  by  magic, 
the  vegetable  juices  of  a  plant  into  the  sparkling  crystals  of  a 
manufactured  product. 

"Fellow-members,  I  had  almost  forgotten  that  brevity  should 
be  the  soul  of  welcoming  addresses  as  it  is  well  said  to  be  that 
of  wit.  Although  a  member  of  our  fraternity  for  thirty  years  I 
never  delivered  a  welcoming  address  before.  I  am  something 
like  the  boy  who  was  being  examined  for  admission  into  a  public 
institution  by  a  board  of  which  I  was  a  member,  and  was  asked 
what  was  the  square  root  of  one.  His  answer  was:  'I  never  did 
sums  like  that  before. ' 

"There  are  some  of  our  orothers  absent  who  will  nevermore 
give  or  receive  a  welcome  here. 

"One  of  these  absent  ones  wore  my  fraternity  badge  when  I 
saw  him  last.  (You  will  observe  the  familiar  Maltese  Cross  is  ab- 
sent from  my  breast  on  this  occasion.) 

"This  brother  Alpha  Tau,  whom  I  admired  very  much,  was 
in  my  office  many  months  ago,  admiring  a  badge  that  was  lying 
on  my  desk.  I  pinned  it  on  his  breast  and  insisted,  against  his 
protest,  on  his  keeping  it.  I  saw  him  only  once  afterward.  War's 
wild  notes  had  sounded  and  he  was  one  of  the  first  to  go  to  the 
front.  While  others  faced  the  deadly  Mauser  bullets  at  El  Caney, 
he,  with  no  less  courage  and  patriotism,  encountered  an  attack  of 
typhoid,  and  the  little  badge,  with  its  cross  and  its  stars,  lies  in 
the  grave  with  the  silent  form  of  our  dead  hero — Brother  Lieut. 
'Bertie'  Sneed." 

After  the  applause  which  followed  Bro.  Wilkinson's  address 
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had  subsided,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  took  occasion  to  thank  the 
Pi  Beta   Phi   sorority  for  a  beautiful  floral  gift  to  the  fraternity. 


RESPONSE  BY  BRO.  LYLE. 

Hon.  Edward  Lyle,  of  Roanoke,  was  then  introduced  and  re- 
sponded to  the  address  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  Congress.  Bro. 
Lyle  was  entirely  equal  to  the  occasion,  and  we  regret  that  the 
reporter  was  so  charmed  with  his  inimitable  manner  that  she 
failed  to  report  the  address,  as  had  been  arranged.  Bro.  Lyle's 
eloquence  painted  in  the  most  glowing  colors  the  delight  which 
the  visiting  brothers  had  experienced  in  New  Orleans,  and  ex- 
tended fitting  thanks  for  the  many  courtesies  which  they  had  re- 
ceived. He  did  not  fail  to  devote  particular  attention  to  the 
beautiful  sisters  who  had  already  won  many  a  delegate's  heart. 

He  said  he  was  glad  to  be  present,  as  were  all  the  delegates, 
and  all  had  found  the  city  delightful,  and  congratulated  them- 
selves that  New  Orleans  had  been  selected  as  the  place  of  meet- 
ing. The  promises  made  on  behalf  of  the  New  Orleans  chapter 
and  alumni  two  years  ago  had  been  fully  redeemed,  and  the  en- 
tertainment provided  had  been  excellent.  The  visiting  brothers 
came  from  all  parts  of  the  Union,  from  a  broad,  free  empire,  and 
their  gathering  together  was  significant,  educational  and  uplift- 
ing, particularly  so,  because  in  the  metropolis  of  the  Southland, 
with  its  lovely  southern  skies,  beautiful  women  and  sweet- smell- 
ing flowers.  All  these  things  were  calculated  to  strike  at  the 
root  of  sectional  prejudice.  The  brothers  had  been  the  recipients 
of  a  warm-hearted  hospitality,  for  which  they  were  deeply  grate- 
ful. He  said  that  they  had  fallen  in  love  with  their  New  Orleans 
sisters,  and  with  the  city,  which  they  had  already  come  to  dream 
of  as  an  ever-running  chain  of  cordiality  and  good-fellowship. 

Bro.  Lyle's  remarks  were  happy,  witty  and  graceful,  and  he 
evidently  won  his  audience,  as  the  applause  which  followed  his 
address  clearly  demonstrated. 

The  next  feature  of  the  program  was  the  poem,  and  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  explained  that,  up  to  the  last  moment  Bro. 
Addison  I.  Bacheller,  N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron,  1882,  had  expected  to 
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be  present  to  read  it,  and  had  made  arrangements  with  the  New 
York  World,  his  employer,  with  this  particular  end  in  view,  but 
at  the  last  moment  he  found  that  he  could  not  leave  his  home, 
owing  to  the  very  critical  illness  of  his  wife.  It  was  his  request 
that  the  poem  should  be  read  by  the  founder  of  the  fraternity, 
and  the  Rev.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  D.  D.,  was  next  introduced,  and 
in  a  forceful,  sympathetic  manner,  read  the  following: 


CONGRESS  POEM. 

Lo !  the  young  men,  they  are  coming — 'tis  the  army  of  the  st^-ong. 
Who,  O  who,  shall  stand  before  them  lest  his  cause  be  free  of  wrong? 
Kings  shall  worry  at  their  coming,  hosts  of  error  shall  retreat — 
Ye  shall  see  oppression  tremble  at  the  thunder  of  their  feet. 

Now  in  castle,  town  and  kingdom,  the  revealing  sunlight  falls, 
Mark  ye,  honor,  truth  and  justice  are  more  strong  than  ancient  walls. 
V      They  that  rule  the  earth  must  ponder  on  the  things  they  do  and  say. 
For  to-morrow  all  the  world  shall  know  the  record  of  to-day. 

And  the  thoughts  of  men  are  flashed  afar  on  wings  of  lightning  borne. 
Lo!  they  leap  the  seas  and  continents  of  ancient  terrors  shorn. 
And  the  growing  man  has  dwarfed  the  world  Avith  that  his  work  has  done, 
Till  its  sides  are  as  a  measured  field — a  thousand  leagues  as  one. 

Fulmen  tides  of  thought  and  feeling  going  out  and  coming  in, 
Shortened  ways  of  friendly  commerce  soon  shall  make  the  world  akin. 
Aye,  and  they  shall  walk  with  bloody  feet  that  see  injustice  done ; 
Till  inspired  to  mighty  brotherhood,  God's  people  are  as  one. 

Men  shall  beg  for  righteous  peril,  men  shall  die  in  distant  lands ; 
They  shall  near  death-dealing  fortresses  to  take  them  with  their  hands. 
They  shall  die  for  other  races,  they  shall  fall  in  bloody  shoals, 
Holy  wrath  of  God  Almighty  shall  be  burning  in  their  souls. 

Hail  the  young  men  that  are  coming !  hear  the  drum-beat  of  the  world ! 
See  the  badges  of  fraternity!  the  battle  banners  furled! 
Lo !  where  father,  facing  father,  gripped  and  swung  the  reeking  sword, 
Bon  and  son  are  come  as  brothers  in  this  army  of  the  Lord. 

In  our  symbol  are  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  law,  / 

That  shall  bind  all  men  together  as  in  bonds  of  Alpha  Tau. 
Face  the  light  and  be  ye  faithful — ye  shall  have  no  other  need — 
And  the  host  of  all  humanity  shall  follow  where  you  lead. 

And  when  your  quickened  soul  shall  rise 
To  stand  before  the  searching  eyes 
Of  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost, 
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Ye  shall  hear  a  cry  in  the  waiting  host, 
And  heaven  shall  ring  with  the  mighty  plea  : 
"Oh,  God,  he  was  like  a  brother  to  me!" 

It  is  apparent  that  this  is  far  above  the  average  of  ocassional 
poems,  and  the  audience  evidenced  their  hearty  appreciation  of 
this  fact,  and  it  was  a  source  of  regret  to  all  present  that  the 
author  was  so  unfortunately  detained  at  home. 

Next  came  the  Congress  Oration,  and  again  was  a  splendid 
standard  of  excellence  established,  for  if  ever  there  was  a  true 
orator  at  a  fraternity  convention,  and  if  there  ever  was  an  oration 
which  raised  an  audience  far  above  the  narrow  and  selfish  views 
of  life,  that  orator  was  the  Hon.  William  C.  Fitts,  ex-attorney 
general  of  Alabama,  and  that  oration  follows: 


CONGRESS    ORATION. 

"The  compiler  of  statistics  delights  to  tell  us  that  the  aver- 
age life  of  man  is  33  years. 

This  celebration  of  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  of  our 
beloved  fraternity  reminds  us  that  the  brotherhood  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  has  rounded  the  full  cycle  of  a  generation  of  mankind — 
old  enough  to  have  a  history,  young  enough  to  look  forward  to 
the  rising  sun  of  a  bright  and  glorious  future.  To  cherish  the 
one  while  buckling  on  the  full  armor  of  manly  resolve  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  other,  are  equally  the  mandates  of  this 
precious  occasion. 

"The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  has  passed  the  period  of 
experiment  and  promise.  This  is  a  national  institution.  It 
breathes  its  life  blood  into  the  heart  of  humanity.  From  the 
elms  of  New  England  to  the  broad  savannahs  of  the  South,  from 
California  to  the  ancient  lawn  that  Jefferson  outlined,  from 
Sewanee's  mountain  top  down  to  where  the  mighty  Mississippi 
murmurs  that  chant  which  the  choir  of  lakes  is  always  sending 
to  the  gulf,  the  same  great  influence  prevails,  the  influence  of  a 
solemn,  yet  buoyant  brotherhood  of  young-men,  the  one  influence 
which  can  and  must  inove  the  world.  The  glory  of  a  young  man 
is  strength.  The  strength  of  youth  standing  upright  in  the  love 
and  fear  of  God  and  love  unfearing  for  his  fellowman  is  the 
sheet  anchor  of  all  our  hopes,  the  ark  of  the  covenant  for  our 
country's  good. 

"  'You  young  men  shall  see  visions.'  Visions  of  beauty  and 
progress.      As   is   the   vision,    so  will   the   character  be.      The 
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measure  of  the  vision  is  the  measure  of  the  man.  And  the  'glory 
of  a  young  man  is  his  strength, '  the  strength  of  character,  not 
the  might  of  unbending  will  or  the  sinews  of  unbridled  muscle. 
In  the  solid  masonry  of  a  fixed  and  certain  faith,  in  the  bright 
promise  of  a  clear  Christian  hope,  in  the  benign  benediction  of 
•  kindly  love,  this  generous  brotherhood  seeks  to  build  the  char-  ^ 
acters  of  young  men.  Mankind  is  governed  by  the  average  man.  ' 
The  average  standard  of  manhood  has  been,  is  now  being,  and 
,  will  continue  to  be,  raised  and  elevated  by  the  beautiful  ritual 
and  ennobling  principles  of  the  A.  T.  O.  Fraternity.  The  words 
that  a,  mother  speaks  to  her  children  in  the  privacy  of  home  are 
not  heard  by  the  world,  but  as  in  whispering  galleries  they  are 
clearly  heard  at  the  end  of  posterity.  So  of  the  manly  teachings 
of  the  Maltese  Cross.  The  vows  of  friendship,  the  faith 
plighted,  the  hope  inspired,  the  love  begotten  in  the  quiet 
cloister  rooms  of  our  college  chapter  houses,  are  working  great 
and  sure  results.  A  brother  lifted,  a  man  sustained,  a  serene 
sympathy  expressed,  because  of  the  badge  we  wear.  These  go 
on,  and  the  world  observes  them  not,  but  humanity  is  lifted  up 
and  man  has  been  on  the  mountain  top,  a  little  lower  than  the 
angels. 

"The  influence  of  this  fraternity  is  greatly  deepened,  - 
strengthened  and  widened  by  the  fact  that  each  year  it  sends  out 
fresh  streams  of  college-bred  men  into  this  work-a-day  world. 
I  do  not  mean  by  this  that  only  the  college  man  is  useful  in 
society  and  to  his  fellowman.  Far  from  it.  But  he  has  the  ad- 
vantage. He  starts  a  full  length  ahead  of  his  less  fortunate 
rival;  and  the  many  striking  instances  of  success  among  the  so- 
called  'self-made, '  come  from  heroic  attempts  to  reach  up  to  the 
standard  the  University  has  established. 

"The  danger  from  the  self-made  man  is  that  he  has  not 
widened  because  of  systematic  study,  or  grown  in  charity  be- 
cause of  campus  fellowship.  He  is  likely  to  fix  his  yearning  eye 
upon  a  star,  kindle  the  heart  with  ambition,  take  success  as 
the  be  all  and  the  end  all  of  human  happiness  and  running  a 
swift,  hard  race  toward  a  goal  he  feels  almost  denied  him — he  is 
likely  to  trample  upon  his  fellows  in  the  attempt  to  over-take 
the  objects  of  his  desire. 

"The  lump  that  must  leaven  the  world  is  the  University 
man,  prepared,  patient,  with  close  friendships  established.  He 
can  bide  his  time,  and  when  the  occasion  comes  he  will  be  equal 
to  the  occasion.  What  the  world  calls  laeroism  is  largely  the  re- 
sult of  training — the  outcome  of  habits  of  study,  with  mind  and 
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hand  drilled  to  work  with  promptness  and  to  sure  and  safe  con- 
clusions. Hobson  sinking  the  Merrimac  in  the  mouth  of  the 
Cuban  channel  was  really  the  naval  constructor  measuring  dis- 
tances, calculating  the  power  of  explosives  with  a  trained  mind 
and  the  master's  hand.  No  upstart  primed  with  heroic  enthusi- 
asm was  entrusted  with  such  enterprise.  The  trained  expert 
was  ready  for  the  opportunity.  The  man  and  the  opportunity 
met.  The  world  fell  down  and  worshiped.  The  same  sun  that 
beheld  him  a  prisoner  in  a  Spanish  castle  proclaimed  him  a  hero 
throughout  the  United  States. 

'  'Admiral  Dewey  standing  on  the  bridge  of  his  flagship,  see- 
ing that  the  work  he  had  come  to  do  was  sure  of  accomplishment, 
signaled  his  fleet  to  retire  to  the  east  side  of  the  bay  behind  the 
merchantmen,  for  breakfast,  thus  illustrating  the  calm  compo- 
sure of  the  well  prepared  man.  And  Schley  wasted  never  a  shot, 
but  stood  quietly  on  the  deck  of  the  Brooklyn  until  the  short 
range  he  desired  was  obtained  and  thus  his  task  was  almost  ac- 
complished before  he  seemed  to  begin. 

'  'This  one  fact  has  always  puzzled  me,  that  we  should  think 
it  possible  to  be  successful  without  making  the  preparation  or 
taking  the  precautions  by  which  alone  success  can  be  assured. 
Our  expectation  to  end  well  without  beginning  well  is  as  amaz- 
ing as  would  be  the  attempt  of  a  man  to  play  on  a  delicate  musi- 
cal instrument  without  knowing  how  to  use  that  instrument. 
It  is  harder  to  live  nobly  than  we  think,  for  exalted  living  is  an 
art  based  on  certain  inexorable  principles,  and  these  principles 
must  be  carefully  studied  before  we  can  hope  to  achieve  our  pur- 
pose. No  man  can  tell  where  harm  is  hidden  or  at  what  moment 
misfortune  may  make  a  rush  at  him.  Temptations,  trials,  sor- 
rows, bereavements — these  are  sure  to  attack  us  at  some  time  or 
other.  No  man  ever  lived  and  died  //  i  thout  encountering  them 
and  having  his  utmost  strength  put  to  the  test  in  the  conflict. 

"If,  like  a  true  soldier,  you  take  account  of  this  fact  and 
prepare  to  meet  it  you  will  give  a  good  account  of  yourself  what- 
ever may  happen.  But  if  you  live  in  a  slipshod  way  without 
those  convictions  which  give  birth  to  courage,  and  without  that 
faith  which  is  the  only  thing  under  the  stars  that  can  sustain 
you  in  moments  of  danger,  you  are  like  a  soldier  whose  cart- 
ridges have  become  wet  and  whose  sword  has  rusted  in  its 
scabbard. 

'  'There  is  nothing  more  important  than  to  have  a  lofty  pur- 
pose, to  know  why  you  have  it  and  to  be  sure  that  it  will  pay 
you  to  make  any  sacrifice  for  its  accomplishment.     If  you  believe 
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that  there  is  charity  on  this  earth;  that  heaven  is  straight  ahead 
of  you,  you  are  like  the  Sir  Knight  of  the  Crusadas,  who  knew 
that  every  link  in  his  armor  was  honestly  forged,  and  that  his 
bright  Damascus  blade  could  be  trusted  to  do  the  work  which  his 
strong  right  arm  might  dictate. 

"Temptation  is  the  peculiarity  of  a  weak  soul.  If  what  the 
world  calls  the  devil  knocks  at  your  door  and  finds  you  a  creat- 
ure of  impulse  or  caprice  with  no  aim  in  life,  no  faith  in  things 
above  or  things  below,  with  no  iron  of  integrity  in  your  blood,  it 
will  be  an  easy  task  to  entice  you  to  deeds  which  will  sooner  or 
later  undo  you  and  entail  regrets  whose  lengthening  shadows 
will  rest  across  your  path  forever.  But,  if  he  finds  you  a  whole 
man,  a  man  to  whom  meanness  is  unknown,  a  man  who  cannot 
be  swerved  from  what  he  knows  to  be  his  duty,  the  glittering 
promise  of  advantage  and  benefit  will  no  more  tempt  you  than 
would  an  invitation  to  partake  of  the  food  which  the  swine  do 
eat. 

"Noble  living  is  an  exact  science.  You  are  as  sure  as  you 
are  of  the  law  of  gravitation  that  wrong  never  ends  in  happiness; 
that  a  low  life  of  dissipation  will  bring  only  misery  in  the  end. 
The  spirit  of  evil  need  not  look  into  your  clear  eyes  to  see  that 
there  is  nothing  within  his  gift  that  can  allure  you,  and  your  ac- 
quaintance with  him  comes  to  an  abrupt  termination.  Life  is 
worth  living  and  it  is  worth  living  bravely.  It  has  its  periods  of 
disappointment,  even  of  torment.  The  martyrs  of  other  times 
who  were  burned  at  the  stake  did  not  suffer  more  than  some 
patient  men  of  our  day,  and  it  requires  just  as  much  heroism  in 
these  times  to  live  nobly  and  grandly  as  was  shown  by  those 
whom  Nero  cast  into  the  arena  as  food  for  lions.  The  men  who 
improve  are  the  men  who  triumph.  Exalted  ideals  sustain  men 
to  noble  aims  as  with  invisible  and  outstretched  arms. 

"As  if  in  answer  to  this  aspiration,  true  to  this  theory,  faith- 
ful to  the  cardinal  doctrines  of  the  order,  we  find  A.  T.  O.'s  in 
the  front  ranks  everywhere.  In  the  ministry,  commerce,  law, 
medicine  and  the  sciences,  they  have  written  bright  names  high 
on  the  roll  of  the  charmed  few  who  are  truly  good  and  success- 
ful, loyal  to  commonwealth  and  the  call  of  country,  with  patriot 
valor's  arm  they  have  won  the  battle's  prize.  And  nowhere  in 
the  forty-five  states  of  this  Union  need  any  man  blush  because  of 
his  brethren. 

"While  indulging  this  just  and  glowing  pride  because  of 
wh  at  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past,  we  must  keep  our  eyes 
to   the  morning  star  to  guard  well  the  future. 
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"Much  depends  upon  the  proper  and  wise  selection  of  youths 
to  become  initiates.  'The  boy  is  father  to  the  man, '  and  a  bad 
boy,  an  untruthful  boy,  can  never  make  a  good  Alpha  Tau. 
Much  depends  upon  a  lively  interest  on  the  part  of  the  maturer 
members,  and  more  than  all  upon  an  unbending  effort  to  main- 
tain a  high  standard  of  chivalrous  Christain  manhood  among 
ourselves. 

"We  live  in  the  age  of  material  progress  and  commercial  de- 
velopment. No  locality  is  now  so  sacred  but  business  dares  to 
encroach  upon  it.  Railroads  are  surveyed  and  built  through 
ancient  burial  grounds.  The  shrill  whistle  of  the  locomotive  is 
heard  among  the  hills  of  Judea,  and  the  brakeman  calls  'all  out 
for  Jerusalem.'  By  the  aid  of  mechanical  contrivance  the  face 
of  the  world  has  been  transformed,  and  nature  and  the  elements 
have  been  made  the  servant  couriers  and  messengers  of  man. 
The  last  thirty  years  have  witnessed  splendid  triumphs  in  art, 
manufacture  and  material  achievements.  The  world  has  worked 
itself  into  a  fever  of  activity  and  invention,  and  man  has  become 
the  mere  adjunct  of  machinery.  It  is  a  machine  made  age,  a 
civilization  built  upon  steam  and  electric  powers,  which  no  man 
knows  how  to  manage.  The  material  progress  has  actually  out- 
grown the  capacity  to  direct  and  control  it.  The  danger  now  is 
that  the  chivalrous  age  is  going — that  in  its  stead  we  will  have  a 
commonplace  and  calculating  era. 

'  'Edmund  Burke  saw  this  danger  among  his  own  people  and 
turning  to  the  fearless  Englishmen  around  him,  said:  'The  age 
of  Chivalry  is  gone.  That  of  sophisters,  economists  and  calcula- 
tors has  succeeded.  The  unbought  grace  of  life,  the  chief  de- 
fense of  nations,  the  nurse  of  manly  sentiment  and  heroic  enter- 
prise, is  gone. '  This  is  the  danger  of  our  time,  this  the  precipice 
toward  which  the  country  is  tottering. 

"The  knightly  sentiments  fostered  by  such  institutions  as 
this  will  avoid  the  threatened  ruin.  With  us  'That  man  is  great, 
and  he  alone  is  truly  great,  who  first  is  truly  good.'  We 
acknowledge  that  there  is  one  force  at  work  on  earth  that  can 
make  men  good.  We  say  that  the  civilization  of  the  world  had 
its  foundation  in  the  empty  sepulchre  of  our  risen  and  ascended 
Lord.  No  nation  has  yet  been  brought  to  a  lasting  and  uniform 
civilization  except  under  the  shadow  of  the  Cross.  If  the  script- 
ures be  not  inspired,  then  their  preservation  has  been  as  miracu- 
lous as  their  creation.  The  bible  is  the  mighty  bridge  that  spans 
the  chasm  of  the  ages,  and  on  its  great  girders  the  literature  of 
the  world  rests. 
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'  'In  the  flood  light  of  this  faith  we  seek  to  broaden  the  aims 
of  intellect,  to  enlarge  the  soul's  capacity.  'The  world  wants 
men,  large  hearted  manly  men,  and  Heaven  wants  souls.  My 
brother,  give  it  thine!'  We  work  at  cross  purposes  with  no 
church  or  creed,  proclaiming  that  he  who  walks  the  narrow  path, 
he  who  obeys  the  eternal  law,  he  who  aims  his  arrow  at  the 
gold,  cannot  fail.  We  seek  to  make  men  better  as  they 
multiply. 

"TJEie  spirits  of  our  departed  dead  look  down  upon  us,  pro- 
claiming that  'Godliness  is  profitable.'  The  Alpha  Tau  Omegas 
who  have  gone  hence,  to  that  great  chapter-house  not  built  with 
hands — eternal  in  the  heavens;  are  hostages  in  our  behalf  to  the 
King  of  Kings. 

"With  each  passing  year  fresh  names  are  added  to  this  list 
immortal.  Last  spring,  when  nature  was  radiant  with  light  and 
beauty,  and  decked  with  flower  and  bud,  a  brave  and  generous 
brother,  an  officer  in  the  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States, 
marched  forth  from  this  very  city,  full  of  patriotic  love  for  the 
flag  that  fluttered  above  him.  A  few  short  months  elapsed  and 
the  grim  enemy,  in  the  shape  of  a  slow  malignant  fever,  tight- 
ened its  grasp  around  his  fresh  young  life  and  carried  him  away. 
In  his  behalf  the  funeral  march  mingled  its  sounds  with  the 
ceaseless  murmur  of  the  sea  as  it  swept  the  marshy  coast  at 
Miami  and  Lieut.  Gordon  L.  Sneed  was  no  more  among  the 
earthly  wearers  of  the  cross. 

'  'The  gallant  Alston,  of  South  Carolina,  has  folded  his  stain- 
less hands  across  the  soldier's  breast  and  gained  a  grander  vic- 
tory than  generals  dream  of. 

"John  Gass  walked  uprightedly  all  his  days,  going  abont 
doing  good.  His  premature  grave  testifies  that  God's  ways  are 
not  our  ways,  the  inscrutable  orders  of  Providence  are  past  find- 
ing out. 

"The  peerless  Lovell  laid  down  his  life,  an  oblation  to 
duty,  the  simplest  yet  the  grandest  word  that  ever  stirred  a 
human  heart  or  blazed  upon  a  nation's  shield. 

"The  great  Bishop  and  Shepherd  of  the  flock  no  more  min- 
isters to  men,  and  the  saintly  spirit  of  Charles  Todd  Quintard 
has  gone — to  where,  beyond  these  voices,  there  is  Peace! 

'  'The  company  of  the  sainted  dead  increases  as  the  years  do 
multiply,  but  the  light  of  their  example  will  shine  upon  the  path 
of  generations  yet  unborn.  The  influence  of  our  brothers  who 
are  asleep  in  Jesus  will  still  exist  in  undiminished  force,  until 
Colleges  and  Universities  lie  in  rubbish  beneath  the  feet,  and  the 
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ivy    twines    around    the    fallen    columns    of    all    our    earthly 
habitations." 

The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  has  been  called  Southern, 
because  of  its  history  and  origin,  and  that  is  no  doubt 
why  there  are  so  many  eloquent  men  who  wear  the 
Maltese  Cross.  The  traditions  of  the  fraternity  are  full 
of  the  praises  of  our  Congress  oratory,  but  it  is  no  discredit 
to  them  to  say  that  by  the  earnest  delivery  of  Bro.  Fitts  and  his 
eloquent  words  his  audience  were  thrilled  and  carried  away  in  a 
manner  they  had  never  experienced  before.  They  were  held 
spellbound  until  the  end,  and  then  the  applause  was  deafening.  It 
was  the  touch  of  the  true  orator  and  Bro.  Fitts  received  a  most 
hearty  reception. 

There  were  among  the  audience  several  elderly  men,  who 
were  present  because  their  sons  or  other  relatives  were  Alpha 
Taus,  and  these  were  loud  in  their  praises  of  the  public  exer- 
cises, while  many  mothers  present  said  that  if  that  was  what 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  stood  for,  then  they  were  indeed  grateful  that 
they  had  sons  who  wore  the  Maltese  Cross,  and  on  every  hand 
the  highest  praise  was  given  all  the  speakers. 


THE  CONGRESS   BALL. 

Scarcely  had  Bro.  Nixon,  the  delegate  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon 
to  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress,  returned  to  New  Orleans 
than  our  loyal  and  enthusiastic  brothers  of  that  city  began  their 
preparations  for  the  entertainment  of  Congress.  Perhaps  it 
may  be  said  that  the  culmination  of  those  efforts  was  found  by 
many  of  the  visiting  brothers  in  the  Congress  ball,  and  it  was 
well  that  a  ball  which  had  been  looked  forward  to  by  many  a  fair 
debutante  and  belle  of  the  Crescent  City  for  many  a  month 
should  have  had  such  lavish  care  bestowed  upon  it.  As  has  al  - 
ready  been  said,  it  was  held  in  the  hall  in  which  the  afternoon 
public  exercises  were  given. 

The  AthensDum  hall  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  ballrooms 
in  the  South,  and  on  this  occasion  it  looked  its  prettiest,  for  the 
decorations  were   the  work  of  artists  who  knew  how  to  produce 
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the  desired  effect.  No  one  could  fail  to  see  at  a  glance  that  it 
was  both  a  Southern  ball  and  an  Alpha  Tau  Omega  ball.  As 
one  entered  the  Athenaeum,  the  wide  stairway  was  found  to  be 
lined  with  evergreens  and  orange  trees  bearing  the  fruit,  and 
with  sugar  cane.  In  the  outer  hall  above,  the  same  decorations 
were  found  in  profusion,  but  these  were  only  a  preparation  for 
the  splendid  decorations  in  the  great  ballroom.  Here  growing 
orange  trees  were  ranged  about  the  walls,  interspersed  with 
splendid  palms  and  tall  sugar  cane,  specially  brought  from  a 
plantation  in  the  vicinity.  Holly  and  holiday  plants  were  used 
to  cover  the  panels  between  the  windows,  and  long  festoons  of 
the  fraternity  colors  were  hung  over  the  hall,  with  baskets  of 
flowers  gracefully  suspended  from  the  girders,  while  the  grace- 
ful Southern  moss  played  an  important  part  in  the  soft  toning. 

On  the  platform  were  seen  the  beautiful  chapter  banners, 
which  had  previously  beautified  the  Congress  hall,  and  many  of 
them  were  works  of  art.  They  were  hung  among  tropical  palms, 
ferns  and  orange  trees. 

When  the  orchestra,  screened  behind  a  bank  of  ferns,  struck 
up  the  first  waltz,  the  hall  was  well  filled  with  members  of  the 
fraternity,  their  loyal  sisters  and  friends,  and,  from  the  gallery, 
the  scene  was  most  beautiful,  with  the  many  fair  girls  in  bril- 
liant costumes.     Looking  down,  one  conld  not  fail  to  be  reminded 

of  Byron's  oft-quoted,  but  still  expressive,  lines: 

"And  bright 
The  lamps  shone  o'er  fair  women  and  brave  men; 
A  thousand  hearts  beat  happily;  and  when 
Music  arose  with  its  voluptuous  swell, 
Soft  eyes  looked  love  to  eyes  that  spake  again, 
And  all  went  merry  as  a  marriage  bell." 

It   was   a   unique  gathering,   such   as  could   not   have   been 

drawn   together  by  any  other  organization  than   the  Alpha  Tau 

Omega  fraternity.     In   beauty  and   grace  the   fair  dancers  were 

unsurpassed  and  the   brothers   present  were  from  almost  every 

great  college  or  university  east   of  the   Rocky  Mountains.     The 

elite  of  the   exclusive  society  of  New  Orleans  were  present,  and 

the  ball  was  pronounced  by  those  present  and  by  the  press,  one 

of  the  great  social  events  of  the  gay  Southern  City. 
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Waltzes  and  two-steps  followed  one  another  in  quick  succes- 
sion, and  the  ribbons  with  the  names  of  visitors  soon  became  un- 
necessary and  were  discarded.     In  fact,  not  many  were  worn. 

Not  onljT-  did  the  local  committee  of  arrangements  provide 
melodious  music,  beautiful  decorations  and  charming  guests,  but 
they  had  also  arranged  for  a  lavish  supper,  which  was  served  in 
one  of  the  large  private  rooms  of  the  Athenaeum,  and  was  tasty 
and  elegant  in  every  respect. 

After  partaking  of  refreshments,  dancing  was  resumed,  and, 
finally,  several  Maltese  Cross  german  figures  were  danced,  led 
by  Bro.  W.  A.  Bell,  and  joined  in  by  nearly  all  the  dancers,  who 
kept  up  the  dancing  until  long  after  midnight,  finding  both  the 
ballroom  floor  and  the  music  all  that  could  be  desired.

THIRD  MORNING  SESSION. 

The  first  business  of  the  last  morning  session  of  Congress 
after  the  regular  opening  exercises,  was  very  pleasant,  being 
the  reception  of  an  invitation  from  the  Alpha  Tau  Sisters  of 
La.  Beta  Epsilon  to  a  reception  on  Saturday  afternoon,  Dec.  81st 
at  4  o'clock,  in  Newcomb  College,  Washington  Avenue.  Need- 
less to  say  the  invitation  was  accepted  with  hearty  thanks. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  Congress  were  extended  to  the  Pi 
Beta  Phi  sorority  at  Tulane  for  their  beautiful  floral  gift  at  the 
public  exercises. 

Bro.  Butler,  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  in  a  graceful  speech,  returned 
to  Congress  the  thanks  of  the  New  Orleans  brothers  for  the 
memorial  voted  to  Bro.  Lovell. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Scribe  then  read  return  greetings  from 
the  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity  in  session  at  Chattanoogo,  Tenn., 
which  contained  wishes  for  a  pleasant  and  profitable  meeting 
and  was  received  with  hearty  applause. 

Telegrams  were  also  read  from  Bro.  R.  W.  Bingham,  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  and  Bro.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  of  Tenn.  Omega,  ex- 
pressing their  regret  at  their  inability  to  attend  Congress.  A 
letter  was  also  read  from  Bro.  James  S.  Truman,  of  N.  Y.  Beta 
Theta,  in  regard  to  the  building  plans  of  his  chapter  and  asking 
the  support  of  the  general  fraternity,  and  one  from  Bro.  Thad- 
deus  M.  Jones,  of  N.  Y.  City,  suggesting  that  the  annual  chapter 
reports  be  made  uniform  in  size  and  general  makeup. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  then  presented  his 
report,  approving  that  of  the  W.  G.  K  E.,  and  recommending 
his  collection  of  the  outstanding  catalogue  credits. 

The  Nomination  Committee,  consisting  of  Bros.  Thomas 
Ruffin,  Louis  C.  Ehle  and  Robert  B.  Morton  was  then  appointed 
by  the  chair. 

Bro.  Ehle  then  submitted   a  resolution,  which  was  seconded 
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by  Bro.  Edward  Lyle,  providing  for  a  fund,  to  be  raised  by  the 
sale  of  certificates  of  membership  in  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fra- 
ternity to  brothers  in  good  standing,  the  proceeds  to  be  used 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  chapters  in  strong  financial 
condition  in  building  chapter  houses.  The  resolution  was  con- 
sidered of  such  importance,  that  it  provoked  quite  general  dis- 
cussion, and  many  suggestions  were  made.  Among  those  speak- 
ing upon  th'e  resolution  were  Bros.  James  B.  Green,  Otis  A. 
Glazebrook,  Lyle,  White,  Saner,  Nixon,  Rightor,  Martin  and 
Butler,  and  Bros.  Kightor,  Lamar  and  Saner  offered  amend- 
ments. 

As  a  result  of  the  apparent  difference  of  opinion,  the  matter 
was,  upon  motion  of  Bro.  Saner,  referred  to  a  committee,  on 
which  the  chair  appointed  Bros.  Ehle,  Saner  and  Rightor. 

At  this  time  Bro.  Lyon  appeared  in  the  hall  and  expressed 
his  regret  that,  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Lyon,  he  found  it 
necessary  to  leave,  and  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  expressed  the 
regret  of  Congress  at  the  information,  and  the  delegates  gave 
Bro.  Lyon  the  fraternity  yell. 

Upon  motion  of  Bro.  Waterman, the  resolution  for  a  memorial 
to  Bro  Lovell  was  reconsidered,  for  the  purpose  of  including 
Bro.  Gordon  Sneed,  and  a  new  resolution  for  a  memorial  tablet 
to  the  memory  of  both  of  these  heroic  New  Orleans  brothers  was 
unanimously  passed. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means,  which  was  delivered  by  the  chairman,  Bro. 
Otis  A,  Glazebrook.  It  covered  the  reports  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  High  Council,  the  Committee  on  Song  Book  and  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief,  and  found  that  the  first  needed  no  action  and  re- 
commended the  provision  for  the  publication  of  the  song  book, 
as  suggested,  with  the  exception  of  the  distribution  of  free  copies, 
and  that  an  adequate  appropriation  be  made  for  publication  ex- 
penses. 

As  to  the  excellent  report  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  the 
committee  called  attention  to  three  of  its  most  important  features, 
the  recommendation  in  regard  to  the  repeal  of  the  constitutional 
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provision  in  regard  to  honorary  membership,  the  consideration 
of  ribbon  societies  and  the  provincial  system. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Lamar,  the  recommendations  of  the  re- 
port were  considered  seriatim,  and  an  appropriation  for  the  pub- 
lication of  the  song  book  was  first  unanimously  voted. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Shives,  which  was  opposed  by  Bro.  White, 
a  resolution  repealing  the  honorary  membership  section  of  the 
constitution  (Article  II,  Sec.  8)  was  unanimously  carried,  and 
will  be  properly  submitted. 

Bro.  White  then  moved  that  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee in  regard  to  ribbon  societies  and  other  similar  organiza- 
tions be  adopted,  and  considerable  debate  on  this  question  ensued, 
Bros.  Hersey  and  Martin  opposing  proposed  action  on  the  matter, 
and  Bro.  Shives  speaking  in  favor  of  the  report.  Bro.  Nixon 
then  moved  that  the  committee's  report  be  amended  by  adopting 
the  suggestion  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  in  his  report,  that  the 
matter  be  left  to  the  Individual  chapters  for  action.  Bros.  W. 
B.  Thompson  and  Waterman  also  spoke  upon  the  matter,  giving 
their  experience  and  views,  and  Congress  unanimously  agreed  to 
the  passage  of  Bro.  White's  resolution,  as  amended  by  Bro. 
Nixon. 

The  question  of  the  provincial  system  was  then  fully  dis- 
cussed by  Congress,  and  all  appeared  to  be  impressed  by  the  re- 
port of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  on  this  subject,  but,  with  the 
characteristic  conservatism  of  Congress,  in  regard  to  any  tam- 
pering with  the  governmental  scheme  as  laid  down  in  the  con- 
stitution, it  was  decided  to  try  the  proposed  arrangement  before 
formally  and  finally  adopting  it.  The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and 
Bros.  Glazebrook  and  Shives  all  spoke  in  favor  of  the  experiment 
and  explained  its  nature,  and,  upon  motion  of  Bro.  Saner,  the 
recommendation  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee's  report, 
giving  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  High  Council  authority  to 
try  the  system  provisionally,  was  adopted,  and  upon  motion  of  Bro. 
Butler,  the  full  report  of  the  Committeee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
as  above  shown  to  have  been  amended,  was  unanimously  adopted 
by  Congress. 
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Bro.  James  E.  Green  then  presented  the  report  of  the  Com" 
mittee  on  Official  Register,  to  which  the  report  of  the  W.  G.  K. 
A.  had  been  referred.  The  committee  recommended  the  adoption 
of  that  report  and  congratulated  the  fraternity  on  the  excellent 
condition  of  the  affairs  of  this  office.  Upon  motion,  the  report 
was  adopted  as  read. 

Bro.  Thomas  Ruffin,  who  has  gained  a  reputation  at  Con- 
gress for  his  solicitation  in  regard  to  proper  attention  to  resolu- 
tions relating  to  such  matters,  then  presented  a  motion  that  a 
committee  be  appointed,  expressing  the  gratification  and  sense 
of  honor  entertained  by  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  at  the 
compliment  paid  the  fraternity  by  the  visiting  Alpha  Tau  ladies 
by  their  presence  in  New  Orleans  during  the. session  of  Congress. 
Bro.  James  B.  Green,  recognizing  the  talent  vested  in  that  office, 
moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  requiring  it  to  be  drafted  by 
the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and,  in  that  condition,  it  was  unani- 
mously carried. 

Thereafter,  the  Congress  adjourned  for  the  afternoon 
session. 


LAST  BUSINESS  SESSION   OF  CONGRESS, 

When  Congress  assembled,  the  attention  of  the  delegates 
was  called  by  Bro.  Ehle  to  certain  instances  of  looseness  in  pre- 
serving fraternity  secrets,  and  the  delegates  were  exhorted  to 
use  their  influence  to  preserve  the  secrets  of  the  fraternity  with 
the  most  scrupulous  care.  Certain  particular  features  of  this 
subject  were  then  generally  discussed,  but  no  formal  action  was 
taken  by  Congress. 

Bro.  Ira  Wise  then  called  up  an  important  question,  which 
had  been  broached  in  connection  with  the  reports  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  and  Delinquences.  It  was  in  regard  to 
the  actual  meaning  of  the  words  "active  brother"  in  the  legisla- 
tion requiring  representation  by  chapters  at  Congress. 

Bro.  Phillips,  seconded  by  Bro.  Butler,  moved  that  it  be  re- 
solved by  Congress,  that  to  constitute  an  active  member  of  a 
chapter,  a  brother  must  be  taking  courses  in  the  institution  at 
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which  the  chapter  exists,  and  the  resolution  was  discussed  by 
Bros.  Lamar,  Butler,  O.  A.  Glazebook  and  Harrington,  Bro. 
Glazebook  pointing  out  the  immense  benefit  to  be  derived  by 
each  chapter  from  the  representation  contemplated,  and  the 
great  detriment  arising  from  failure  to  be  represented. 

A  substitute  was  proposed  by  Bro.  Waterman  for  the 
original  motion,  in  which  it  was  provided  that  the  words  in 
question  as  used  in  the  resolution  by  Bro.  Johns  at  the  14th 
Biennial  Congress,  be  construed  to  mean  "any  hona  fide  student, 
under  or  post-graduate,  who  attends  the  meetings  of,  and  pays 
dues  to,  the  chapter  at  the  college  at  which  he  is  a  student,"  and 
after  further  discussion  by  Bros.  McCord,  Otis  A.  Glazebook, 
Butler  and  others,  the  substitute  was  put  to  a  vote  and  carried. 

The  decks  were  then  cleared  for  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  on  the  chapter  house  fund,  and  Bro.  Ehle  stated  that 
it  was  a  compromise  report,  embodying  the  suggestions  of  all 
the  members  of  the  committee,  each  of  whom  insisted  on  some 
feature  of  it.  In  the  interest  of  harmony  the  suggestions  of 
Bro.  Saner  and  Rightor  were  added  to  the  original  resolution  on 
this  subject.  The  new  resolution  contained  an  expression  of 
sentiment  on  the  part  of  Congress  that  it  was  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity  to  preserve  the  active 
interest  of  alumni,  and  that  the  building  of  chapter  houses  for 
certain  chapters  is  an  absolute  necessity,  and  that  while  it  is 
best  that  these  undertakings  should  be  left  mainly  in  the  hands 
of  the  chapters  in  question,  yet  the  building  of  such  chapter  houses 
is  a  source  of  great  benefit  to  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  as 
a  whole,  and  to  each  and  every  brother;  and  provided  that  for 
the  purpose  of  furthering  these  interests,  a  fund,  to  be  known  as 
the  "Chapter  House  Fund,"  should  be  established.  To  provide 
this  fund,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  should  be  empowered  to  ob- 
tain a  plate  for  a  certificate  of  membership  in  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity,  suitable  for  framing,  and  bearing  the  coat  of 
arms  of  the  fraternity  and  such  other  fraternal  devices  as  he 
might  think  fit,  and  reciting  that  the  brother  to  whom  it  is  issued 
is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  fraternity  and  giving  other 
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data.  The  expense  should  be  borne  by  the  fraternity,  and  the 
certificates  should  bear  the  signatures  of  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief,  Chairman  of  High  Council,  W.  G.  K.  E.  and  W.  G.  K.  A. 
and  the  fee  of  five  dollars  should  be  paid  into  the  Chapter  House 
Fund.  It  was  also  provided  that  the  High  Council  should  have 
full  authority  to  make  appropriations  from  this  fund  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  assisting  such  chapters  as  they  might  see  fit  in  the 
matter  of  building  chapter  houses,  but  no  appropriation  should 
be  made  unless  the  chapter  in  question  owned  a  suitable  lot  free 
and  clear  of  all  incumbrance  and  also  satisfactorily  demonstrated 
its  ability  to  raise  seventy- five  per  cent  of  the  expense  of  the 
chapter  house,  and  it  was  also  made  necessary  that,  upon  making 
such  advance,  the  High  Council  should  require  an  assurance  that 
the  title  to  the  chapter  house  property  should  vest  in  the 
general  fraternity,  in  case  at  any  time  the  chapter  organiza  don 
ceased  to  exist,  and  in  no  event  should  the  advance  exceed 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  chapter  house. 

It  was  further  provided  that  the  Chapter  Fund  should  be 
kept  in  the  hands  of  the  W.  G.  K.  E.,  separate  and  apart  from 
all  other  f laternity  funds  and  that  to  this  fund  might  be  added 
any  donations  or  contributions  from  any  source,  and  that  the 
issuance  of  a  certificate  in  the  case  of  any  brother  should  be 
noted  in  the  future  editions  of  the  catalogue. 

So  far  the  resolution  was  substantially  as  first  presented, 
and  the  resolution  as  presented  by  the  committee  contained  the 
further  provision  that  when  a  brother  was  about  to  graduate,  he  or 
any  alumnus  might  makeifive  notes  payable  one  each  year  for  five 
years,  |2.00  each,  for  which  he  would  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
membership  certificate  and  the  Palm  for  five  years,  the  amount 
being  equally  divided  between  the  Palm  and  Chapter  House 
Fund. 

On  Bro.  Rightor's  suggestion,  the  resolution  also  provided 
that  the  Chairman  of  the  High  Council  should  annually  forward 
to  each  chapter  a  set  of  interrogatories  to  ascertain  the  financial 
condition  of  each  chapter,  whether  it  has  a  chapter  house  or 
needs  one  or  a  better  one,  what  fund  it  has  for  the  purpose,  data 
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as  to  its  membership  and  its  ability  to  raise  funds,  which  interro 
gatories  shall  be  answered  within  ten  days  from  their  receipt 
by  the  chapter  in  meeting  assembled.  That  thereafter  the 
Chairman  of  the  High  Council  shall  inform  each  chapter  how 
much  money  it  must  raise  for  the  current  year  for  chapter  house 
purposes,  which  amount  must  be  paid  to  the  W.  G.  K.  E.  by  the 
chapter  during  the  year,  for  it  own  credit.  Then  no  chapter  can 
withdraw  money  from  this  fund  without  the  consent  of  the  High 
Council,  nor  can  the  High  Council  withdraw  it  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  chapter.  The  W.  G.  K.  E.  is  required  to  publish 
statistics  of  the  Chapter  House  Fund,  in  such  manner  as  the 
High  Council  may  see  fit,  and  whenever  a  chapter  becomes  ex- 
tinct, the  High  Council  shall  have  authority  to  appropriate  its 
credit,  for  the  purpose  of  building  chapter  houses  for  other 
worthy  chapters.  The  High  Council  is  empowered  to  make  such 
rules  as  they  may  think  proper  on  this  subject,  but  not  conflict- 
ing with  this  resolution. 

Considerable  discussion  follow^ed  the  making  of  this  report, 
but  it  was  finally  explained,  so  that  an  intelligible  vote  was 
possible,  and  after  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  eliminate  Section 
9,  upon  motion,  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  was  unani- 
mously adopted. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  selection  of  a  place  of 
meeting  for  the  Seventeenth  Biennial  Congress,  and  Bro.  West,, 
of  Mass.  Gamma  Beta,  placed  in  nomination  the  City  of  Boston, 
with  an  appropriate  speech,  and  the  nomination  was  fittingly 
seconded  by  Bro.  Butler,  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon.  Then  followed 
nominations  of  Pittsburg,  Chicago,  New  York  and  other  cities, 
but  the  brothers  nominating  all  agreed  to  give  way  to  Boston, 
and  only  wanted  second  choice.  The  speakers  were  Bros.  Shives, 
Ehle,  Saner,  Phillips  and  Lyle,  and  some  of  the  speeches  were 
eloquent,  as  well  as  witty  and  humorous,  but  there  was  no  mis- 
taking the  sentiment  of  Congress  that  the  next  meeting  must  be 
held  in  the  North-east,  and  it  was,  therefore,  no  surprise  that  on 
a  vote  Boston  was  found  to  be  the  unanimous  choice  for  1900. 

On  motion  of  Bro.    Nash,  the  Song  Book  Committee  was  in- 
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structed  to  select  a  national  fraternity  song  and  air,  and  Bro. 
Lamar  then  introduced  an  omnibus  vote  of  thanks,  which  was 
carried  with  enthusiasm  and  which  expressed  the  gratitude  of 
Congress  to  La.  Beta  Epsilon  chapter,  to  the  Alpha  Tau  sisters, 
to  the  sisters  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Alumni  of  New  Orleans  and  to 
the  citizens  generally  of  New  Orleans,  who  exerted  themselves 
so  unsparingly^,  and  with  such  signal  success,  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  Cengress;  and  also  to  the  clubs  of  New  Orleans  for 
their  courtesies,  and  to  the  press  for  its  very  full  and  accurate 
reports,  and  to  the  management  of  the  St.  Charles  for  the  ex- 
cellent manner  in  which  it  responded  to  the  needs  of  Congress. 

On  motion  of  Brs.  Shives,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Bro. 
Otis  A.  Glazebookfor  his  presence  at  Congress,  which  had  been  so 
much  appreciated  as  a  source  of  inspiration  by  each  brother 
present. 

Upon  motion  of  Bro.  Lamar,  Bros.  Glazebook,  High  Martin, 
R.  E.  L.  Saner  and  Ginder  Abbott  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  select  a  Congress  photograph. 

Next  came  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations, 
which  was  presented  by  Bro.  Thomas  Kuffin  in  his  usual  im- 
pressive and  inimitable  manner. 

The  slate  prepared  was  as  follows:  Worthy  Grand  Chief, 
Larkin  White  Glazebrook,  Washington,  D.  C;  Worthy  Grand 
Chaplain,  Bishop  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  of  Memphis,  Tenn. ;  Worthy 
Grand  Keeper  Exchequer,  Zac  Tolliver,  of  Lebanon,  Tenn.; 
Worthy  Grand  Keeper  Annals,  R.  E.  L.  Saner,  of  Dallas,  Tex. ; 
Worthy  Grand  Scribe,  George  H.  Lamar,  of  Washington,  D.  C. ; 
Worthy  High  Chancellor,  James  B.  Green,  of  Charlottesville, 
Va. ;  High  Council,  Rev.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  D.  D. ,  Elizabeth, 
N.  J.;  Edward  J.  Shives,  A.  M.,  Pittsburg,  Pa.;  William  T. 
Maginnis,  of  New  Orleans,  La.;  Frederick  Tupper,  Jr.,  of  Bur- 
lington, Vt.;  Robert  A.  Waller,  ot  Chicago,  Illinois;  Permanent 
Chairman  of  Catalogue  Committee,  Rev.  James  E.  Green,  Mor- 
rillton.  Ark. ;  Fraternity  Architect,  David  A.  White,  Mebane,  N. 
C. ;  Orator  of  next  Congress,  Edward  Lyle,  Roanoke,  Va. ;  Poet 
of  next  Congress,  James  H.  Gannon,    Jr. ,  of  New  York  City. 
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The  report  then  went  on  to  call  attention  to  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  a  policy  of  conservatively  introducing  new  men 
into  the  administrative  forces  of  the  fraternity,  in  obtaining  new 
energy  and  increasing  the  hold  of  the  fraternity  on  the  best 
abilities  of  its  alumni,  and  also  particularly  referred  to  the  case 
of  Bro.  James  B.  Green,  who  has  from  time  immemorial  been 
associated  with  our  High  Council,  but  whom  the  committee  had 
decided,  with  Bro.  Green's  approval,  to  recommend  for  the  office 
of  Chancellor,  because  it  was  considered  extremely  important  to 
enlist  his  wellknown  and  recognized  legal  ability  and  experience 
in  the  important  work  of  that  office,  which  has  not  always  re- 
ceived the  attention  it  deserves. 

Bro.  Ruffin  also  stated,  in  his  own  behalf,  that  he,  as  the 
only  Southern  man  on  the  committee,  had  called  particular  at- 
tention in  the  committee  room  to  the  very  large  number  of 
Southern  men  nominated,  but  that  the  committee  was  unaimous- 
ly  agreed  that  this  was  immaterial  and  of  no  significance,  and 
the  only  questions  were  whether  a  nominee  was  a  good  Alpha 
Tau  and  well  fitted  for  the  office,  irrespective  of  his  place  of  birth. 

Bro.  Butler,  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  as  a  whole;  but  Bro.  L. 
W.  Glazebrook  suggested  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  Bro. 
Ehle  should  be  nominated  as  Congress  poet,  and  Bro.  Ruffin,  as 
a  member  of  the  nomination  committee,  moved  the  substitution. 
Whereupon,  Bro.  Butler  withdrew  his  former  motion  and  moved 
that  the  report,  with  this  substitution,  be  adopted. 

Bro.  Phillips  also  moved  that  Bro.  Ehle  be  made  a  member 
of  the  High  Council,  and  Bro.  Ruffin  responded  that  he  was  very 
much  in  favor  of  this,  but  that  he  did  not  consider  it  good  policy 
while  Bro.  Ehle  was  under  the  control  of  the  High  Council  in 
connection  with  the  Palm.  After  discussion •  in  regard  to 
the  relation  of  the  magazine  to  the  High  Council,  and  an  ex- 
pression of  Bro.  Ehle's  desires  in  the  matter,  Bro.  Phillips  with- 
drew his  motion,  and  the  motion  of  Bro.  Butler,  with  the  substi- 
tution of  Bro.  Ehle  as  poet,  was  unanimously  carried  and  the 
officers  named  declared  duly  elected. 


I 
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Little  remained  to  do,  and,  according  to  custom,  a  few 
moments  were  pleasantly  and  profitably  consumed  in  listening 
to  addresses  in  a  happy  vein  by  Brothers  Otis  A.  Glazebrook, 
Dave  White,  Zac  Tolliver,  James  F.  Green,  Bishop,  and  the  re- 
elected Worthy  Grand  Cnief,  while,  much  to  the  disappointment 
of  Congress,  Bro.  James  B.  Green  preferred  to  save  his  oratory 
for  the  evening  session.  All  the  brothers  who  spoke  under  this 
head  of  good  of  the  order  were  filled  with  fraternity  enthusiasm 
and  loyalty,  and  their  words  were  an  inspiration  to  greater  love 
for  Alpha  Tau  Omega  to  those  who  were  present.  Bro.  Bishop, 
as  the  delegate  who  had  traveled  farthest,  received  an  enthusias- 
tic reception,  and  assured  Congress",  in  a  clever  speech,  that 
Boston  in  1900  would  endeavor  to  make  the  delegates  feel  quite 
as  much  at  home  as  they  did  in  New  Orleans  in  1898. 

Bro.  Ruffin  then  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  great 
fund  of  information  in  regard  to  the  fraternity  possessed  solely 
by  its  founder,  Bro.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  which  became  more  and 
more  valuable  as  time  passed,  and  moved  that  a  stenographer 
and  typewriter  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  our  beloved  brother, 
at  the  expense  of  the  fraternity,  and  that  he  be  requested,  when 
convenient,  to  dictate  for  permanent  preservation,  such  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  early  life  and  founders  of  the  fraternity  as 
he  might  consider  of  interest  to  Alpha  Taus,  and  this  motion 
was  carried  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

No  further  business  remaining  for  Congress  to  perform,  the 
brothers  formed  themselves  for  the  closing  exercises,  which  were 
impressively  performed.  Then  the  gavel  of  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  fell,  the  baldrics  were  laid  aside,  the  banners  were  re- 
moved from  the  meeting  room,  and  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Con- 
gress, which  has  been  well  characterized  as  '  'probably  the  most 
harmonious,  hardest  working,  most  effective  and  grandest  Con- 
gress ever  known  to  the  grand  old  Fraternity, "  was  at  an  end. 


THE    CONGRESS  BANQUET. 

AS  has  already  been  said  or  intimated,  the  Sixteenth  Biennial 
Congress  reached  the  high  water  mark  of  success.     Its  last 
regular  feature  was  no  exception  in  this  respect. 

The  banquet  was  held  in  the  dining  hall  of  the  St.  Charles 
Hotel  and  when  the  brothers  marched  in  they  found  every  ar- 
rangement made  for  a  tasty  and  bountiful  repast.  About  the 
walls  were  the  chapter  banners,  hung  among  palms  and  other 
plants,  while  at  the  speaker's  end,  an  excellent  orchestra  was 
located,  which  played  appropriately  throughout  the  evening. 

A  count  soon  established  the  fact  that  the  record  of  atten- 
dance at  Congress  banquets  was  broken,  as  there  were  110  broth- 
ers present. 

After  the  brothers  had  found  their  assigned  places  the  divine 
blessing  was  invoked  by  our  founder,  and  the  brothers  took  their 
seats  while  an  attempt  was  made  to  take  a  flash-light  photograph, 
which  did  not  prove  successful. 

At  the  tastily  decorated  tables  the  brothers  found  the  artis- 
tic menu  prepared  according  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief.  It  was  a  soft  sky-blue  cover,  bearing  a  beautifully 
engraved  stamp  of  the  fraternity  badge  in  black  and  gold,  and  in 
letters  of  gold  the  words  "Sixteenth  Congressional  Banquet, 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  New  Orleans,  La.,  December  30, 
1898,  New  St.  Charles."  There  was  also  attached  to  the  front 
cover  the  fraternity's  official  seal  in  gold  leaf,  while  on  the  last 
page  of  the  cover  appeared  a  flaunting  banner  of  gold,  bearing 
the  fraternity  yell  and  "La.  B.  E.  1887."  The  cover  was  bound 
with  narrow  ribbons  of  sky-blue  and  old  gold,  held  in  place  by 
the  official  seal. 

The  menu  was  printed  in  black  and  red  and  was  as  follows:

"But  with  the  morning  cool  reflection  came." 

The  menu  found  a  very  favorable  reception,  the  Southern 
dishes  appealing  strongly  to  the  curiosity  of  the  Northern  broth- 
ers, particularly  the  gumbo.  The  general  sentiment  was  that 
there  was  even  a  superabundance  of  the  parts  of  the  menu 
printed  in  red. 

There  were  many  impromptu  features  of  the  banquet  which 
enlivened  the  occasion,  particularly  the  college  yells  and  others 
manufactured  by  some  inspired  brother,  and  these  were  almost 
continuous  until  the  regular  toasts  were  reached. 

Bro.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook  always  commands  the  attention  of 
his  audience,  and  particularly  when  they  are  members  of  the 
glorious  organization  which  he  founded,  and  because  he  was  not 
present  at  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress,  the  delegates  to  the 
Sixteenth  Congress  were  particularly  anxious  for  his  inspiring 
words,  and  as  he  recounted  the  history  of  the  early  days,  the 
brothers  realized  that  the  speaker  was  the  only  one  who  could 
cover  that  ground.  He  related  how,  in  a  comparatively  few 
years,  the  fraternity  had  spread  its  influence  over  the  North  and 
South,  until  its  development  seemed  like  a  fairy  story.  The 
realization  seemed  even  beyond  the  dreams  of  the  founders,  and 
he  wished  that  he  could  take  the  brothers  present  back  with  him 
more  than  thirty  years  ago  to  the  beginning  on  the  banks  of  the 
James  in  Virginia,  where,  in  a  little  back  room,  three  young 
men  sat  together  and  thought  out  the  plans  of  a  great  national 
fraternity.  It  was  at  the  time  when  the  South  had  just  emerged 
from  a  great  civil  war,  and  prejudices  and  antipathies  were 
strong,  and  it  seemed  inevitable  that  a  sectional  organization 
would  have  been  planned,  but  this  was  not  the  case.  When  the 
time  came  to  advance  toward  the  North,  the  fraternity  constitu- 
tion needed  no  change.  The  fraternity  began,  in  Virginia  Mili- 
tary Institute  and  in  Washington  and  Lee  University,  under  the 
influence  of  General  Lee,  the  second  chapter  was  formed.     The 
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early  roll  of  Va.  Beta  contained  some  glorious  names — Webster, 
Clay,  Calhoun,  Breckinridge — names  that  were  as  much  to 
Massachusetts  as  to  Virginia. 

Our  distinguished  brother  then  recited  the  painful  events 
connected  with  the  differences  between  Marshall  and  Spiller,  and 
how  the  duel  between  them  caused  such  terrible  anguish  for  him, 
and  what  a  relief  it  was  when  they  both  returned  uninjured. 
Some  time  later  while  Marshall  was  engaged  as  a  civil  engineer 
on  a  railroad  between  Mobile  and  New  Orleans,  over  which  the 
Congressional  train  passed,  he  selected  Spiller  as  his  assistant, 
showing  that  the  spirit  of  fraternity,  inculcated  by  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  had  triumphed  over  their  differences,  and  it  was  in  the 
arms  of  George  Spiller  that  Alfred  Marshall,  stricken  with  yel- 
low fever,  breathed  his  last. 

N.  Wiley  Thomas  was  the  pioneer  Alpha  Tau  in  the  North, 
and  there  is  no  nobler  or  more  loyal  Alpha  Tau  than  he,  and  the 
indebtedness  of  the  fraternity  to  him  is  beyond  measure.  Bro. 
Glaze  brook  concluded  with  a  splendid  eulogy  of  Virginia,  the 
mother  state  of  Alpha  'Tau  Omega,  which  met  with  a  perfect 
storm  of  cheers,  fraternity  yells  and  yells  of  Washington  and  Lee 
and  Va.  Beta. 

It  was  now  a  few  minutes  of  midnight,  and  out  of  its  regular 
order,  the  toastmaster  announced  the  "Toast  to  the  Dead",  read- 
ing the  following  list,  doubtless  incomplete,  of  the  brothers  who 
had  died  since  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress:  Chas.

All  hail  our  brothers  true,

And  drink  this  toast  to  you ; 

All  hail  for  a  moment,  and  then — 

We  must  back  to  the  living  again. 

The  next  toast  was  by  Bro.  Ehle  on  the  '  'The  Sixteenth  Bi- 
ennial Congress,"  and  he  related  his  experiences  at  the  Congress 
at  Nashville,  in  1892;  Washington,  in  1894,  and  Cleveland,  in  1896. 
The  first  had  been  distinguished  by  the  magnificent  oration  of 
Bro.  Gailor  and  by  many  pleasant  social  features;  the  second  had 
brought  iato  the  active  official  service  of  the  fraternity  one  of  the 
most  loyal,  most  energetic  and  able  men  the  fraternity  had  ever 
had  upon  its  rolls — Larkin  White  Glazebrook,  our  present  Worthy 
Grand  Chief,  while  the  Cleveland  Congress  was  in  every  way  suc- 
cessful and  enjoyable  and  distinguished  by  its  action  upon  the 
fraternity  catalogue;  but  all  of  these  must  now  give  way  to  the 
New  Orleans  Congress,  which  had  more  than  redeemed  every 
pledge  of  the  delegate  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon  in  1896,  and  been 
marked  throughout  by  the  most  splendid  enthusiasm  and  success. 
It  would  require  too  much  time  to  enumerate  all  of  its  features, 
but  most  noteworthy,  perhaps,  was  the  absence  of  all  sectional 
prejudice  in  this  representative  gathering  of  young  men  from 
every  section  of  our  country  in  this  unique  Southern  city.  To 
paraphrase  Kipling: 

'  Oh,  North  is  North,  and  South  is  South, 
And  never  the  twain  shall  meet. 
Till  earth  and  sky  stand  presently 
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At  God's  great  judgment  seat; 
But  there  is  neither  North  nor  South, 

Border,  nor  breed,  nor  birth. 
When  Alpha  Taus  stand  face  to  face, 

Though  they  come  from  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

Next  followed  one  the  most  enjoyable  toasts  of  the  evening 
It  was  by  Bro.  Diipre,  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  speaker  was  in 
perfect  voice,  and  his  delivery  was  such  as  was  to  be  expected 
from  his  splendid  record  as  an  orator,  and  he  well  merited  the 
generous  round  of  applause  which  he  received.  The  toast  was 
to  "The  Fraternity's  Future,"  and  the  response  was  as  follows: 

"In  speaking  upon  so  inspiring  a  theme  as  'The  Fraternity's 
Future,'  there  is  danger,  especially  to  one  who,  like  myself,  has 
never  before  been  present  at  a  session  of  our  Congress,  and  who 
has  never  until  now  been  roused  to  that  hearty  appreciation  of 
and  genuine  enthusiasm  for  the  principles  of  our  Order  that  can 
be  realized  only  by  attendance  upon  this  earnest  and  devoted 
body  that  gathers  biennially  to  reiterate  our  gospel  of  Virtue, 
Truth  and  Love,  there  is  danger,  I  say,  that  under  such  conditions 
one  be  carried  away  by  the  glamor  of  the  occasion,  and  content 
himself  with  indulging  in  some  glowing  periods  of  prophetic  com- 
mon-places as  to  the  glorious  future  that  awaits  our  fraternity. 

"However,  brothers,  if  these  last  few  days  have  any  signifi- 
cance at  all,  if  this  large  attendance  of  followers  of  our  Cross,  come 
from  every  section  of  the  country  to  this  quaint  old  town  of  ours, 
means  anything,  unless  the  unanimity  of  our  deliberations,  and  the 
true  brotherly  spirit  that  has  characterized  our  meetings  be  but 
the  assumption  of  the  moment  and  the  loyalty  to  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  that  has  been  expressed  so  ardently  on  every  hand,  be 
mere  idle  words,  I  do  not  see  how  there  can  be  any  place  in  this 
poor  talk  of  mine  for  any  doubt  or  evil  forebodings  as  to  what  is 
in  store  for  us. 

' '  'The  best  of  prophets  of  the  future  is  the  past, '  some  one 
has  said.  If  that  be  true,  and  we  be  justified  in  taking  what  we 
have  accomplished  in  the  years  g©ne  by — years  of  weakness  and 
experiment  and  chaos — as  an  index  of  what  we  are  going  to  en- 
compass in  the  days  that  are  ahead,  then  indeed  may  we  look  for- 
ward with  an  abiding  faith  to  the  successful  future  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega. 

"Brothers,  you  have  just  heard  from  the  lips  of  our  revered 
founder  the  story  of  that  past.  I  doubt  if  any  organization,  fra- 
ternal or  otherwise,  can  point  to  such  a  record  as  ours.  Thirty- 
three  years  ago  our  brotherhood  came  into  existence,  the  fruit  of 
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a  friendship  binding  to  each  other  as  noble  a  trinity  of  fathers  as 
ever  sons  were  honored  with,  and  out  of  that  meeting  in  a  Rich- 
mond home  on  a  September  evening  has  sprung  a  fraternity  hold- 
ing in  its  magic  bond  of  union  more  than  live  thousand  loyal  ad- 
herents. Think  of  it,  brothers.  From  the  faint  flame  that  in  the 
early  sixties  was  burning  dimly  at  the  V.  M.  I. ,  the  light  has  so 
spread  until  now,  in  more  than  forty  colleges  and  universities  of 
the  country,  the  torch  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  burns  brightly. 
Within  three  decades,  a  chartered  organization  has  been  effected, 
financial  difficulties  surmounted,  an  elaborate  official  machinery 
set  going  and  made  to  work  without  a  jar,  a  high-toned  and  in- 
teresting official  publication  launched,  and  a  system  of  biennial 
congresses  established  which  are  numerously  attended  by  repre- 
sentatives of  our  fraternity  from  the  most  distant  points. 

'  'What  a  record  to  be  proud  of !  What  a  source  of  never- 
ceasing  glory  to  those  who  guided  our  footsteps  in  those  early 
days!  What  an  incentive  to  us  into  whose  hands  the  fraternity's 
destiny  is  to  be  confided  and  who  are  to  bear  its  banner  onward 
and  upward,  while  the  twilight  of  a  century  darkens  into  night 
and  the  dawn  of  another  cycle  breaks  in  upon  us. 

"But,  after  all,  brothers,  glorious  as  has  been  our  past,  our 
fraternity  will  be  what  we  make  of  it.  The  future  is  in  our  hands, 
and  the  fault  will  not  be  in  our  stars  but  in  ourselves,  if  we  be 
underlings.  The  outlook  could  not  be  more  encouraging.  The 
fraternity  is  enjoying  its  measure  of  prosperity,  our  internal  con- 
dition is  eminently  satisfactory,  our  officers  wise,  experienced  and 
devoted.  And  especially  is  the  time,  the  hour,  propitious  for  a 
glorious  fruition  to  such  an  undertaking  as  ours.  For,  brothers, 
in  spite  of  the  direful  prophecies  of  pessmistic  young  men,  and 
dyspeptic  old  ones,  the  world  is  growing  better,  life  is  becoming 
more  sweet  and  tolerable  for  those  who  live  in  it.  The  leaven  of 
brotherly  love  is  spreading  in  our  midst.  Man  day  by  day  looks 
upon  his  fellow-man  less  as  an  object  of  legitimate  prey,  regard- 
ing him  rather  as  a  brother  in  need  of  all  a  brother's  sympathy 
and  support.  There  can  be  no  question  that  this  new  view  of  life 
has  taken  strong  root,  and  that  it  is  destined  to  bring  about  far- 
reaching  results,  and  it  is  in  the  further  spread  of  this  edifying 
tendency  that  the  future  holds  out  its  highest  hope,  and  to  the 
whole  Greek  world  is  it  full  of  significance,  for  therein  lies  the 
way  to  a  realization  of  their  dream  of  universal  friendship,  which, 
since  the  birth  of  time,  humanity's  well-wishers  have  looked  for- 
ward to  as  the  salvation  of  the  human  race.  But  to  us  Alpha 
Taus,  especially,  does  this  changed   aspect  of  affairs  augur  well 
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for  the  future,  for  this  increasing  recognition  by  man  of  his  obli- 
gations to  his  fellow -man,  which  is  taking  place,  is  the  very  life- 
blood  of  our  fraternal  existence.  It  is  the  battle-cry  that  we 
have  sounded  unceasingly  from  the  moment  of  our  foundation, 
and  the  outside  world  in  rallying  to  it,  is  but  echoing  sentiments 
that  to  us  have  been  and  are  a  religion;  sentiments,  which,  if  we  be 
loyal  members  of  this  order,  find  crystallization  in  our  daily  words 
and  deeds  and  lives.  But  what  a  pow^erful  stimulus  to  renewed 
effort  on  our  part  to  feel  that  in  our  hopes  and  our  achievements 
we  are  supported  and  seconded  by  the  sympathy  and  good-will  of 
all  that  is  noblest  and  best  in  human  thought  and  human  aspira- 
tion outside  of  our  own  ranks.  How  cheering  to  know  that  an 
ever  increasing  number  are  worshiping  at  that  altar  wherein  our 
divinities  were  long  ago  enshrined."  One  needs  not  the  eye  of 
seer  to  see,  nor  tongue  of  prophet  to  tell,  that  as  the  years  go  by 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  bound  to  draw  new  strength  from  this  fos- 
tering atmosphere  that  is  destined  to  surround  her,  and  to  bear 
other  and  more  glorious  fruits  than  she  has  yet  borne. 

"Brothers,  events  of  moment  are  crowding  thick  and  fast 
upon  us  as  a  people,  the  country  itself  is  standing  upon  the  verge 
of  a  new  national  existence.  Why  should  we  not  share,  too,  in 
this  new  national  development?  There  is  nothing  to  hinder  us, 
nothing  in  our  tenets  or  composition  or  ideals  to  limit  in  %e 
slightest  degree  the  scope  of  our  usefulness.  A  band  of  brothers 
come  from  every  quarter  of  our  country,  we  have  no  sectional 
animosities  or  partisan  heartburnings.  Our  membership  includes 
brothers  of  all  ages,  from  the  college  boy,  with  the  memory  of 
initiation  night  fresh  upon  him,  to  the  mature  man  of  the  world, 
whose  college  days  are  far  behind  him,  but  who  finds,  as  many 
at  this  festal  board  will  proudly  testify,  that  the  staff  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega,  which  he  clung  to  for  support  in  his  boyhood  days, 
is  strong  enough  to  be  a  prop  and  mainstay  to  his  strong  man- 
hood. 

'  'Our  creed  is  catholic  enough  to  number  among  its  followers 
men  of  every  belief  and  religion  and  sect.  Our  liaison  d'etre  is  the 
binding  together  in  the  indissoluble  bonds  of  friendship  'that 
mysterious  cement  of  the  soul,  sweetener  of  life, '  of  an  ever  in- 
creasing, an  ever  worthier  number  of  aliens.  The  practice  of 
virtue  in  our  lives,  an  undeviating  loyalty  to  truth,  the  love  of 
man  by  hi«i  fellow-man — these  lie  at  the  corner-stone  of  our  ex- 
istence. Equipped  with  so  simple  a  creed,  devoid  of  the  narrow- 
ness that  dwarfs  and  the  sectarianism  that  kills,  with  youth's 
keen  ardor  tempered  by   the   sound  judgment  of  maturer  minds. 
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we  are   particularly  well  fitted  to  play  an  important  part  in  this 
new  national  life. 

'  'To  that  end  the  fraternity  calls  upon  every  man  to  do  his 
duty.  She  bids  every  brother  hold  fast  by  the  pledges  he  made 
when  he  became  an  Alpha  Tau,  she  urges  each  one  of  us  to  keep 
her  interests  ever  at  heart,  as  we  all  have  sworn  to  do.  Another 
speaker,  in  language  more  graceful  and  persuasive,  will  tell  us 
alumni  what  we  owe  to  the  fraternity.  Heed  well  his  words, 
brothers,  hearken  to  his  counsels.  Alas  for  human  frailty,  the 
time  comes  even  to  the  most  loyal  when  our  ardor  for  the  cause 
begins  to  flag,  our  love  for  the  cross  of  black  and  gold  begins  to 
lessen.  When  we  feel  ourselves  thus  drifting  away  from  our 
plighted  faith,  remember  what  other  brothers  have  done  for  the 
'good  of  the  order.'  Recall  the  years  of  labor,  the  unselfish  de- 
votion, the  undimmed  energy  of  our  guide,  philosopher  and 
friend,  our  beloved  founder,  whose  presence  here  tonight  among 
us  is  a  delight  and  an  inspiration  to  us  all.  Recall  the  zeal  of  his 
associates,  repeat  that  long  list  of  names  dear  to  the  heart  of 
every  Alpha  Tau,  which  time  forbids  me  here  to  mention.  Oh, 
brothers,  emulate  his  and  their  example.  It  will  not  be  given  to 
us  all  to  leave  behind  such  speaking  proofs  of  our  devotion  to 
the  cause,  but  it  is  given  to  us  all,  to  .each  one  of  us,  to  contribute 
his  mite  to  the  general  welfare  and  prosperity  of  our  beloved 
order.  If  each  one  but  do  that,  if  every  brother  do  whatever  he 
can,  whenever  he  can  and  wherever  he  can,  then  indeed  will  the 
'dream-bright  days  that  are  to  be'  prove  all  that  heart  could  wish 
or  fancy  picture." 

The  next  toast  was  to  have  been  by  Bro.  Wiggins,  but  much 
to  his  regret,  he  found  it  impossible  to  be  present.  The  Worthy 
Grand  Chief,  however,  found  one  present  whom  he  called  upon 
without  any  previous  notice,  and  who  again  thrilled  his  audience 
as  he  had  once  before  at  the  public  exercises.  Bro.  Fitts,  sitting 
at  the  toastmaster's  right,  was  indeed  taken  by  surprise  when 
called  upon  to  respond  to  the  toast  "Conservatism,"  but  like  the 
true  orator  that  he  is,  he  was  ready,  without  any  preparation, 
and  his  words  upon  his  topic  were  eloquent  and  apropos.  He 
spoke  of  conservatism  in  national  and  private  life  and  from  these 
drew  lessons  for  fraternal  life,  and  received  the  enthusiastic  ap- 
plause which  ever  attends  his  words. 

The  next   speaker  was  Bro.  James  B.  Green,  who  is  always 
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called  upon  at  Alpha  Tau  Omega  banquets,  and  whose  words  meet 
with  a  hearty  reception.  His  toast  to  "The  Crescent  City"  was 
no  exception,  as  may  be  gathered  from  his  response,  which  was 
as  follows: 

"Brother  Toastmaster  and  Boys: — I  call  you  boys  for  the 
same  reason  that  the  gentleman  in  the  play  is  called  Felix,  be- 
cause you  are  my  best  friends.  You  know  me  for  a  serious  man 
when  occasion  requires.  You  also  know  I  can  relax.  If  I  were 
casting  about  for  sad  topics,  I  might  open  by  saying  that  we  look 
at  Xmas  now  with  different  eyes  from  those  of  childhood — often 
through  tears,  missing  forms  and  faces  that  have  passed  from 
this  to  the  everlasting  Xmas,  but  we  are  not  here  to  mourn  or 
moralize;  it  is  a  time  for  thrusting  aside  the  obtrusive  troubles  of 
life.  My  remarks  are  not  to  be  embellished  by  gilding,  flowers, 
ribbons  and  fireworks  of  rhetoric,  nor  flights  like  that  of  the 
young  Jef  orator  who  said  'The  White  Bull  of  liberty,  placing  his 
forehoofs  on  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  his  hind  ones  on  the  At- 
lantic shore,  curls  his  tail  round  the  moon,  and  kicks  sand  into 
the  eyes  of  the  other  bull  that  carries  Europa. ' 

'  'I  was  glad  and  sorry  when  your  committee  assigned  me  to 
this  duty.  Glad  for  your  sakes  that  you  should  have  escaped  a 
twice-told  tale  about  the  law,  and  sorry  for  myself  to  be  cut  off 
and  set  adrift  from  well-known  moorings. 

"Rated  according  to  knowledge,  there  are  three  classes  of 
men;  the  generalist,  who  knows  something  about  everything;  the 
specialist,  who  knows  everything  about  something,  and  the  gen- 
eral specialist  who  knows  everything  about  everything,  a  rare 
bird,  inhabiting  the  loftiest  peaks.  You  will  probably  assign  me 
to  fche  second  class,  though  I  am  far  from  measuring  up  to  its  re- 
quirements. I  propose  to  deal  with  my  theme  from  historic,  com- 
mercial, social  and  miscellaneous  view-points.  My  earliest  im 
pressions  of  New  Orleans  were  derived  from  a  picture,  a  dog 
and  a  jug.  The  first  was  a  highly  colored  painting,  which  hung 
above  a  sideboard  in  my  grandfather's  house  ac  Baltimore.  It 
represented  lines  of  cotton  bales,  behind  which  the  American 
troops  were  sheltered  and  firing  on  ranks  of  red- coated  British 
soldiers  in  the  open.  General  Pakenham,  their  commander, 
was  falling  from  his  horse  mortally  wounded,  and  I  thought  the 
whole  scene  discreditable  and  cowardly  on  our  part.  Years  have 
taught  me  better.  Under  the  sideboard  I  spoke  of  was  a  looking- 
glass,  and  an  uncle,  who  had  traveled,  had  presented  me  with  a 
white  bull-dog  from  New  Orleans.     We  called  him  Bob,  not  as  an 
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abbreviation  of  Robert,  but  because  in  youth  he  had  undergone  a 
personal  abbreviation  by  way  of  cur- tail.  He  was  game  and  pug- 
nacious to  the  death.  At  a  quiet  moment  my  brother  and  I  showed 
him  his  reflection  in  the  glass.  There  was  a  growl,  a  dash,  shat- 
tering and  disappearing  of  boys  and  dog.  I  have  often  won- 
dered what  reflections  passed  through  his  mind  on  cause  and 
effect.  Having  been  sent  when  a  boy  to  a  neighboring  grocery 
store  for  a  gallon  of  New  Orleans  molasses,  I  witnessed  a  fight 
between  two  other  boys,  on  the  way  home,  set  the  jug  down  on 
the  pavement  for  relief,  on  picking  it  up  the  bottom  remained 
there,  and  a  lake  of  sweetness  spread  around.  There  was  a  fam- 
ily misunderstanding  about  it,  and  it  is  needless  to  say  who  got 
the  worst  of  it.  Thus  my  early  opinion  was  that  this  was  a  fight- 
ing town.  The  war — returning  board  controversy — custom  house 
riots — strikes  of  roustabouts  and  the  Mafia  subsequently  fur- 
nished evidence  to  confirm  this  opinion. 

"The  history  of  our  Gulf  Coast  has  a  tint  of  romance  beyond 
that  of  other  parts.  The  Spaniard  in  his  lust  of  gold  and  em- 
pire, threw  his  conquering  arm  around  it  and  ruled  with  blood 
and  iron.  He  has  had  his  grind  in  the  slow  grinding  mill  of  the 
Gods.  French  settlers,  like  the  Dutch  and  English,  thinking  of 
beloved  spots  in  the  fatherland,  named  the  town,  and  after  be- 
coming a  part  of  the  United  States,  appreciated  the  security  of 
life,  liberty  and  property,  the  pearl,  finding  which,  our  forefath- 
ers sold  all  they  had,  and  bought.  You  have  a  mixed  population. 
The  Irishman  coming  to  these  shores  and  sniffing  the  air  of  free- 
dom, feels  the  blood  of  ancestral  kings  jump  in  his  veins  and  de- 
termines to  take  a  hand  in  the  government.  He  becomes  a 
policeman,  a  garbage  man,  a  contractor,  and  perhaps  a  John  Mc- 
Donogh,  whose  memorial  urn  the  children  fill  with  flowers  and 
call  his  name  blessed.  Doubtless,  all  the  problems  of  city  gov- 
ernment, kings,  taxation,  franchises  and  the  like,  that  vex  good 
citizens  elsewhere,  confront  you,  and  it  behooves  the  young  men 
to  whom  I  speak,  to  solve  them  with  ability  and  integrity.  In 
the  past  twenty  years  your  sphere  of  commercial  influence  has 
widened  by  land  and  sea,  your  merchants  are  becoming  princes 
of  the  earth  and  your  commodities  are  in  the  marts  of  the  world. 
The  bar  has  a  national  reputation  for  zeal,  ability  and  courage. 
And  what  shall  I  say  of  that  other  profession  whose  members 
risk  and  lay  down  their  lives  to  save  their  f ellovf  men  from  pesti- 
lence? The  bubble  reputation  may  be  won  at  the  cannon's  mouth 
— a  ship  may  be  sunk  in  a  channel  under  one's  feet,  and  a  fleet 
may  sail  into  a  fortified  bay,  but  glory  shines  no  less  about  the 
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head  of  him  who  wins  this  victory  of  peace.  Socially,  we  have 
been  conquered  by  other  peaceful  processes.  The  "Maids  of 
Orleans"  have  managed  the  campaign,  mistresses  of  a  more  tell- 
ing strategy  than  that  of  Joan  of  Arc.  There  is  no  need  of  a 
prayer  that  the  Lord  may  keep  our  memory  green  concerning 
them  and  their  hospitality.  Gratitude  is  among  the  virtues  we 
inculcate,  and  when  these  heads  are  white  with  years,  this  Xmas 
week  will  be  a  picture  of  never  fading  colors  in  the  gallery  of  the 
mind.  Here  is  a  home-made  song  that  each  of  you  must  smg  to 
the  girl  of  your  choice  bef  ose  parting,  without  the  aid  of  a  band.

Tn  the  absence  of  Bro  Robert  W.  Bingham,  Bro.  Hugh  Mar- 
tin, of  Paris,  Tex.,  who  made  such  a  witty  response  to  'the  toast 
to  "The  Cowboys"  at  Washington,  in  1892,  responded  feelingly 
to  the  toast  "The  Duty  of  an  Alumnus"  impressing  the  brothers 
with  a  full  realization  of  their  duties  and  responsibilities  after 
graduation  and  renewing  his  own  pledges  of  loyalty  to  the  grand 
old  fraternity. 

Bro.  Hickok's  toast  was  to  "The  Chapter's  Ideal,"  and  the 
response  which  he  had  prepared  was  as  follovrs: 

'  'Worthy  Toastmaster,  Brothers  in  Alpha  Tau :  It  has  been 
well  said  that  the  ideal  of  the  fraternity  is  to  develop  character, 
to  make  men  in  the  broadest  and  fullest  sense  of  that  term.  If 
this  is  so,  as  it  certainly  is,  then  the  chapter's  ideal  must  be  the 
same,  to  lift  college  men  into  a  clear  and  full  appreciation  of  all 
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the  grand  duties,  privileges  and  opportunities  involved  in  and 
demanded  from  the  Ideal  Alpha  Tau,of  whom  Bro.  Massey  spoke 
so  eloquently  at  Cleveland  two  years  ago.  To  develop  this  Ideal 
Alpha  Tau,  then  must  be  the  Ideal  of  our  chapters  and  if  I  were 
to  make  but  one  point,  this  must  of  necessity  be  that  one,  but  I 
would  like  to  speak  of  three  phases  as  it  were  of  this,  the  chap- 
ter's Ideal  and  first  of  its  social  Ideal. 

'^The  Ideal  on  the  social  side  suggests  the  idea  of  gender.  Of 
course  it  could  not  be  feminine  gender  for  that  would  be  a  con- 
tradiction of  terms,  but  equally  impossible  would  it  be  to  speak 
of  the  ideal  as  masculine.  Adam  could  never  have  been  the  ideal 
man  without  Eve,  Eve  could  never  have  been  the  ideal  woman 
apart  from  Adam.  The  ideal  of  their  relation  ruled  in  creation 
and  the  ideal  of  their  relation  is  no  less  the  law  of  their  descend- 
ants. In  all  the  heavens  one  star  has  remained  unchangeable 
through  the  ages,  and  in  the  ideal  man  this  fact  has  been  one 
unchangeable  fact  of  human  nature.  Thus  the  ideal's  gender  is 
neither  masculine  nor  feminine,  and  must  be  common,  and  to  this 
fact  are  due  many  of  the  most  ennobling,  inspiring  and  uplifting 
elements  in  the  development  of  character  of  which  the  college 
man  can  know.  And  so  it  is  that  the  social  relations  and  privi- 
leges, for  which  the  chapter  provides,  furnish  one  of  the  largest 
and  best  tributaries  to  the  stream  of  good  flowing  through  the 
chapter  channel. 

'  'Then  multiplicity  in  unity  is  prominent.  It  takes  four  feet 
to  make  two  feet  in  the  Ideal  walk,  four  hands  to  make  two  hands, 
four  lips  in  juxtaposition  to  make — but  I  forbear  further  general- 
ization. Suppose  you  have  here  a  group  of  girls  twittering  like 
birds  for  their  feathered  mates,  here  a  group  of  grave  Alpha 
Taus  discussing  the  sociological  psychology.  The  picture  is 
beautiful  but  pales  away  from  the  ideal.  Suppose  they  approach 
under  the  law  of  attraction,  what  will  happen  then?  That  will 
depend  on  the  circumstances — on  what  kind  of  music  starts  up  at 
the  instant,  or  on  what  example  your  brothers  set  you,  but  mainly 
on  each  brother's  judgment  as  to  what  his  rights,  privileges  and 
opportunities  are  in  the  premises.  But  whatever  happens  the 
variable  is  approaching  its  limit — realization  of  the  ideal,  whose 
bottom  stratum  is  E  Pluribus  Unum,  and  we  feel  sure  that  the 
poet  must  have  been  there  who  sang 

Eyes  look  love  to  eyes  that  speak  again 
And  all  goes  merry  as  a  marriage  bell. 

"My  second  thought — the  ideal  in  relation  to  the  chapter. 
It  is  the  formula  for  Alpha  Tau  manhood,  the  imperative  for  life, 
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conduct  and  character.  As  of  old  the  tabernacle  was  built  after 
the  pattern  given  in  the  Mount,  so  each  member  who  realises  the 
standard  of  the  true  Alpha  Tau  must  build  after  the  pattern  of 
our  noble  ritualistic  ideal  and  think,  do,  and  be  according  to  it; 
more,  he  could  not  reach,   less  he  must  not  aspire  to. 

"The  chapters  are  the  whole  in  analysis,  this  body  all  the 
parts  in  synthesis,  and  they  must  rise  or  fall  together,  advance 
or  retrograde.  If  this  Congress  shall  continue  the  high  water 
mark  of  Alpha  Tau  achievement,  all  the  chapter  tributaries  must 
flow  bank  full  into  the  unified  current.  As  the  knights  of  old 
were  worthy  only  of  a  place  at  the  Round  Table  through  the 
possession  of  the  noblest  manhood,  so  conformity  to  our  ideal 
in  the  chapter  life  will  result  in  gathering  only  true  Alpha  Taus 
at  this,  our  national  banquet  board. 

"But  I  close  with  one  thought,  the  ideal's  objective.  If  the 
chapter  could  give  nothing  beyond  the  year's  of  college  experi- 
ence it  would  fall  far  short  of  its  goal  The  most  and  best  for 
the  years  of  college  life  are  much.  But  Alpha  Tau  Omega's  ob- 
jective is  most  and  best  beyond  the  college,  in  all  time,  aye  in 
eternity.  Nothing  less  will  answer  to  our  principles  and  we  will 
sink  below  our  ideal  when  we  are  satisfied  with  aught  else. 

"Manhood  after  the  type  of  that  manliness,  exemplified  by  the 
perfect  Galileean,all  round  manhood  for  this  world  and  the  next, 
manhood  which  is  the  living,  breathing,  acting  embodiment  of 
that  •  'Virtue  which  is  celestial.  Truth  that  is  radical  and  .Lo^ye 
that  is  Godlike;'    that  is  'The  Chapter's  Ideal.'  t  v  )  -  v-- 

The  next  toast  was  to  "Our  New- Born,"  and  the  response 
was  by  Bro.  Edwin  R.  Morrison,  our  soldier  brother  from  Neb. 
Gamma  Theta,  who  came  in  his  soldier  uniform  to  Congress, 
where  he  made  many  friends  and  was  one  of  the  most  popular 
delegates.  He  is  2nd  lieutenant  in  Co.  A  of  the  3rd  Nebraska 
V.  I,,  until  recently  under  the  command  of  Hon.  William  J. 
Bryan,  and  is  now  with  his  regiment  in  Cuba.  His  toast  was  as 
follows: 

"I  am  here  to  represent,  as  best  I  may,  Nebraska  Gamma 
Theta,  which  now  holds  the  place  that  each  has  held  in  turn, 
that  of  Alpha  Tau's  youngest  chapter.  You  have  dubbed  ours  in 
passing  the  baby  chapter;  one  facetious  member  has  even  re- 
ferred to  it  as  an  'infant  in  arms' — referring,  I  trust,  to  our  war 
record. 

'  'Youth  naturally  expects  to  give  way  to  age,  and  when  we 
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found  our  cha  »ter  so  highly  honored  as  to  be  placed  upon  the 
toast  program  we  felt  somewhat  like  a  rural  friend  of  mine  who 
wanted  a  certain  political  appointment.  To  obtain  this,  it  was 
necessary  to  secure  the  indorsement  of  his  congressman,  and  he 
went  to  Washington  after  it.  When  he  returned,  I  met  him  on 
the  street  and  said,  'Hello,  John,  how  did  your  trip  pan  out?  Do 
you  think  you'll  get  your  place?'  'Well,'  said  he  'I  don't  think  I 
will.     I  am  thinking  that  old  boy  was  too  durned  perlite. ' 

'  'Like  the  old  man,  I  was  wondering  as  I  sat  here  why  you 
had  been  so  'perlite'  to  the  infant  chapter;  why  she  has  been 
called  from  her  high-chair,  as  it  were,  to  make  this  response, 
while  so  many  representatives  from  time  honored  chapters,  which 
many  times  before  have  been  represented  round  such  a  festal 
board  as  this,  are  silent. 

"Nebraska  has  figured  now  and  then  prominently  before  the 
public.  But  perhaps  she  has  never  appealed  to  you  in  the  light 
which  she  now  gathers  from  association  with  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 
Information  takes  a  new  aspect  when  one  has  acquired  a  personal 
interest  in  the  subject  under  discussion.  Pacts  which  one  has 
passed  by  acquire  new  life  and  form.  So  perhaps  I  may  be  par- 
doned for  a  more  than  passing  reference  to  our  state. 

'•Nebraska  has  never  shone  more  brilliantly  than  in  the 
Trans-Mississippi  Exposition,  which  has  just  closed  in  Omaha, 
the  repetition  of  which  in  1899  is  now  being  agitated  there. 
Strangers  to  Nebraska  there  saw  her  in  all  her  strength  and 
glory,  and  even  the  shadow  of  the  great  Columbian  Exposition 
failed  to  dim  the  lustre  of  her  success. 

"Nebraska  has  the  lowest  percentage  of  illiteracy  of  any 
state  in  the  Union.  We  have  in  Lincoln  alone  four  universities 
whose  courses  of  study  are  of  standard  rank,  one  medical  school, 
and  three  great  normal  schools.  The  state  university  over- 
shadows all  in  endowment,  equipment,  and  the  high  rank  of  her 
courses  of  study,  both  graduate  and  undergraduate.  Some  of 
our  professors  have  more  than  local  reputations,  and  the  works 
of  some  are  considered  authority  even  in  the  Old  World.  Each 
year  witnesses  some  great  new  building  on  our  campus,  and  we 
are  proud  of  the  fact  that  they  are  all  overcrowded  with  students. 
Last  year  more  than  two  .  hundred  degrees  were  conferred  at 
commencement,  and  the  total  attendance  this  year  will  exceed 
twenty-five  hundred,  both  men  and  women  being  admitted. 

'  'In  the  field  of  athletics  this  year,  for  the  third  time,  Nebras- 
ka wins  the  pennant  on  the  football  field,  in  our  western  league, 
which  consists   of  the  state  universities  of  Iowa,  Kansas,  Mis- 
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souri,  and  Nebraska.  The  most  brilliant  half-back  and  at  the 
same  time  the  youngest  man  on  the  team  was  one  of  our  own 
Alpha  Taus. 

"It  was  the  Chairman  of  the  High  Council  that  was  dele- 
gated to  reveal  to  our  nine  charter  members  the  mysteries  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega.  He  was  the  Chairman  of  the  High  Council 
when  we  were  anticipating  his  arrival,  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
High  Council  when  he  had  gone.  But  while  he  was  with  us  he 
was  just  a  brother,  a  cordial,  generous,  open-he? Hed,  whole- 
souled  Alpha  Tau.  Why,  we  met  Bro.  Shives  at  the  station, 
strangers,  and  before  we  had  reached  the  hotel  he  was  calling  us 
unerringly  by  our  nick  names  until  we  wondered  whether  we  had 
ever  met  before.  I  need  not  speak  of  the  smoothness  and  pre- 
cision with  which  he  conducted  the  initiation  ceremonies,  nor  of 
the  ease  and  grace  with  which  he  presided  at  the  banquet,  nor  of 
the  touching  and  generous  manner  in  which  he  assisted  to  con- 
vert that  banquet  into  a  shadowy  memory.  We  lived,  drove  and 
ate  together,  and  far  too  soon  he  was  called  away  by  his  duties 
in  Ohio.  When  he  had  gone,  we  felt  that  we  had  met  a  man  who 
would  forever  typify  Alpha  Tau  Omega  to  us,  a  man  whose  char- 
acter was  sterling,  coined  in  a  true  mint,  without  dross  and  worth 
a  hundred  cents  on  the  dollar.  And  one  of  the  greatest  pleas- 
ures that  I  anticipated  in  coming  to  New  Orleans  was  grasping 
him  again  by  the  hand  and  hearing  the  hearty  welcome  that  I 
knew  awaited  me. 

"Nebraska  Gamma  Theta  is  not  now  what  she  was  then. 
Her  record  book  now  holds  twenty-two  names  where  then  there 
were  but  nine.  Our  policy  has  been  one  of  intense  conservatism 
in  the  selection  of  new  men.  We  have  been  constantly  watchful 
not  to  sacrifice  our  ideal  of  individual  worth  to  any  desire  to  con- 
trol the  election  of  football  manager  or  any  other  honor  which 
did  not  naturally  fall  to  our  share. 

"Two  class  presidencies  and  a  number  of  minor  offices, 
members  of  every  junior  or  senior  promenade  committee  since 
our  organization,  an  editor  on  the  junior  annual  board  and  the 
associate  editor  on  the  college  paper,  treasurer  of  the  athletic 
association,  captain  of  a  company  in  the  cadet  batallion,  a  cap- 
tain of  the  senior  foot-ball  team  last  year,  and  other  honors  of 
less  importance  have  fallen  to  our  lot. 

"Our  troubles  and  difficulties  have  been  so  light  and  so 
quickly  surmounted  that  I  think  I  had  best  apply  the  saying  of 
the  little  girl  who  had  been  taking  a  natural  history  lesson.  Her 
teacher  had  been  describing  a  certain  kind  of  fish.     'These  fish,'

she  said,  'have  no  tails  to  mention.'  A  few  minutes  later  she 
called  on  this  little  girl  to  describe  those  fish.  'Well,'  said  the 
little  girl,  'they  have  tails  but  they  mustn't  be  talked  about.' 
Taken  in  either  case,  then,  I  had  best  say  of  our  troubles,  we 
have  had  none  to  mention. 

'  'Nebraska  has  always  had  a  great  amount  of  military  spirit. 
In  the  60's  she  furnished  more  than  one-tenth  the  number  of  her 
whole  population  to  the  army.  Her  response  to  the  call  last  year 
was  one-fourth  more  than  the  number  assigned  to  her.  and  many 
men  who  begged  to  be  allowed  to  go  were  turned  away  by  the 
enlisting  officer.  Nebraska  Gamma  Theta  furnished  the  govern- 
ment one-third  of  the  total  number  of  men  on  her  chapter  roll. 
Six  men  went  out  in  blue,  a  number  which,  so  far  as  I  have 
learned,  was  exceeded  by  but  one  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

"Worthy  Toastmaster,  we  have  endeavored  to  lift  the  ban- 
ner of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  the  University  of  Nebraska.  We 
rejoice  that  we  are  numbered  among  your  great  family  of  chap- 
ters. We  shall  ever  strive  to  be  worthy  of  your  association  and 
fellowship." 

The  last  toast  on  the  list  was  by  Bro.  Edward  Rightor,  and 
was  "And  Now  for  Our  Girls."  The  response  was  fitting,  though 
brief,  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  and  Bro.  Rightor  was 
given  a  rousing  reception,  both  on  his  introduction  and  at  the 
close  of  his  response. 

The  banquet  ended  at  an  early  hour  in  the  morning,  with 
hearty  fraternity  yells,  and  with  it  Congress  was,  finally,  a  thing 
of  the  past.  The  brothers  lingered  in  the  banquet  hall,  reluc- 
tant to  acknowledge  the  fact,  but  all  that  remained  was  to  say 
goodbye,  save  for  those  who  stayed  over  for  the  excursion  to 
Bro.  Theodore  S.  Wilkinson's  plantation. 


TRIP  TO  BRO.  WILKINSOiN'S  PLANTATION. 

I^HOSE  who  were  compelled  to  leave  New  Orleans  immediate- 
ly after  Congress  was  over  were  extremely  unfortunate,  for 
they  missed  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and  profitable  features  of 
the  entertainment  provided  by  the  New  Orleans  brothers.  The 
same  remark  applies  to  a  number  of  the  delegates  who  had  not 
recovered  from  the  effects  of  the  Congress  banquet,  and  were 
still  wrapped  in  the  arms  of  Morpheus  when  the  early  start  for 
Myrtle  Grove,  as  Bro.  Theodore  S.  Wilkinson's  sugar  plantation 
is  called,  was  made  on  the  morning  of  Dec.  31,  1898. 

The  enterprising  brothers,  who  were  determined  not  to  miss 
this  treat,  gathered  at  an  early  hour  at  the  ferry  at  the  foot  of 
Canal  street,  and  found  there  the  visiting  ladies,  Mrs.  Glaze- 
brook,  Mrs.  Ehle,  Mrs.  Cowen,  and  Mrs.  Gaines,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  the  loyal  New  Orleans  sisters,  including  Mrs.  Gervais 
Lombard,  Miss  McMillan,  Miss  Pennie  Chaffe,  Miss  McConnico, 
and  others,  all  of  whom  had  been  present  at  the  ball. 

The  party  found  their  way  across  the  mighty  Mississippi  in 
the  ferry  boat,  Agila,  and  were  conducted  to  the  special  train, 
on  the  New  Orleans,  Ft.  Jackson  &  Grand  Isle  road,  provided  by 
Bro.  Wilkinson,  who  was  on  hand  with  his  agents  to  greet  the 
party  and  make  them  comfortable.  In  order  that  no  tardy 
brother  might  be  left  behind,  the  train  was  delayed  for  some 
time,  and  when,  at  last,  the  start  was  made  it  was  found  that 
two  coaches  were  well  filled. 

The  morning  was  chilly,  but  Bro.  Wilkinson's  guests  were 
comfortable,  as  all  had  brought  warm  wraps  and  coats.  Bros. 
Ehle  and  Martin  assumed  the  offices  of  president  and  general 
manager  in  the  engine  cab.  Some  of  the  passengers  blamed 
their  inexperience  for  the  slow  progress  made  at  times,  but,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  this  was  due  to  their  solicitation  on  the  part  of 
stray  cattle  and  venturesome  poultry  and  pickaninnies,  who  clev- 
erly avoided  injury  at  the  very  last  moment,  as  well  as  to  the 
fact  that,  on  account  of  a  change  in  the  levee,  the  roadbed   had 
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been  shifted  back  and  was  pretty  soft.  The  young  people  did 
not  seem  to  object  much  to  the  slow  progress,  however,  and 
seemed  to  enjoy  themselves  thoroughly.  The  New  Orleans 
brothers  pointed  out  the  many  points  of  interest  on  the  trip,  and 
it  was  instructive  to  note  the  characteristics  of  the  extensive 
cypress  swamp,  with  its  dead  trees  festooned  and  often  hidden 
in  soft,  artistic  drapings  of  Southern  moss,  while  here  and 
there  a  buzzard  was  wheeling  in  slow,  graceful  flight,  which  is 
quite  as  characteristic  as  the  other  well  known  habits  of  the  bird. 
Soon  the  canefields  came  in  view,  and  a  stop  was  made  so 
that  some  of  the  brothers  might  make  use  of  their  cameras  and 
load  up  with  sugar  cane.  But,  finally,  after  a  run  of  thirty-five 
miles,  Bro.  Wilkinson's  plantation  was  reached,  and  the  coaches 
were  side-tracked  and  the  party  was  immediately  taken  in 
charge  by  Bro.  Wilkinson,  whose  plant  is  most  perfect  and  com- 
plete in  every  particular,  the  machinery  representing  an  expen- 
diture of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars.  He  conducted  the  party 
through  each  stage  of  the  interesting  process  of  manufacturing 
sugar,  beginning  with  the  dark  long  stalks  of  cane,  which  were 
put  through  the  different  crushers,  and  gave  up  their  juice  in 
abundance,  forming  little  rivers  of  the  dark  liquid,  while  the 
pulp  came  out  so  dry,  that  it  was  fit  to  be  used  to  burn  in  the 
furnaces.  Next  the  different  stages  in  the  refining  processes  in 
the  great  successive  vats  were  shown,  with  the  vacuum  fan, 
until,  finally,  the  crude  sugar  was  produced.  Nearly  an  hour 
was  profitably  spent  under  the  guidance  of  our  hospitable 
brother,  and  the  guests  all  expressed  themselves  as  highly  de- 
lighted with  the  experience.  After  all  the  questions  were 
answered  and  the  curiosity  of  the  visitors  was  satisfied,  many 
tramped  down  to  the  levee,  and  were  deeply  impressed  by  this 
wonderful  device  to  keej)  the  broad  sweeping  waters  in  check. 
Then  after  some  group  pictures  had  been  taken  by  the  amateur 
photographers  present,  and  deep  inroads  made  on  Bro.  Wilkin- 
son's supply  of  cane,  he  was  most  heartily  thanked  for  his  kind- 
ness and  hospitality,  and  a  good  old  fraternity  yell  in  his  honor 
gave  emphasis  to  the  gratitude  of  his  guests. 
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On  the  return  trip,  the  inner  man  was  not  forgotten,  for  the 
brothers  had  supplied  a  generous  lunch  from  the  Pickwick  Club, 
which  those  present  found  very  acceptable  indeed  after  the 
morning's  jaunt.  All  seemed  to  be  in  lively  spirits,  and  an  im- 
promptu serenading  party  was  formed  by  some  of  the  brothers, 
and  they  went  from  seat  to  seat  wherever  some  fortunate 
brother  was  seated  with  some  fair  Southern  girl,  and  sang  ap- 
propriate songs,  while  all  joined  in  the  old  favorites.  It  was  a 
jolly,  congenial  party,  and,  although  the  trip  took  several  hours, 
yet  it  seemed  all  too  short  for  many  present;  but,  at  last,  the 
end  of  the  journey  was  reached,  the  ferry  recrossed,  and  the 
party  safely  home  again,  ready  for  the  afternoon  reception  at 
Newcomb  college.  Doubtless,  many  a  brother  carried  away 
with  him  sweet  memories  of  this  most  enjoyable  trip  which  had 
not  sugar  cane  alone  for  their  subject. 


MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES  ON  CONGRESS. 

NEVER  before  have  there  been  so  many  visiting  ladies  pres- 
ent at  Congress.  Mrs.Ehle  was  the  first  to  attend, at  Wash- 
ington, in  1894,  while  Mrs.  C.  K.  Cowen  and  she  were  the  only 
ladies  present  at  Cleveland,  in  1896,  while  at  New  Orleans,  these 
ladies  were  joined  by  Mrs.  L.  W.  Glazebrook,  Mrs.  C.  K.  Gaines, 
Mrs.  E.  P.  Lyon  and  Mrs.  James  E.  Green.  It  was  a  cause  of 
much  regret  that  Mrs.  Lyon,  owing  to  illness,  was  compelled  to 
leave  before  Congress  closed  its  sessions.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ehle  and  Bros.  Rutzler  and  Harrington,  of 
N.  Y.  Beta  Theta,  stayed  over  in  New  Orleans  for  the  Twelfth 
Night  Ball,  and  had  every  reason  to  congratulate  themselves  on 
their  determination,  as  the  Ball  was  a  magnificent  success,  even 
beyond  the  promises  made.  Needless  to  say.  Alpha  Taus  were 
prominent  in  this,  as  well  as  in  all  other  affairs  of  the  kind  in 
New  Orleans,  and-  while  the  names  of  the  maskers  are  religious- 
ly kept  secret,  it  is  violating  no  confidence  to  say  that  their 
leader  was  an  Alpha  Tau  and  that  there  were  many  others 
among  their  number.

Every  girl  at  the  A.  T.  O.  ball  was  a  wearer  of  the  Maltese 
Cross.     No  others  were  invited. 

A  good  deal  was  heard  at  the  St.  James  about  two  mysteri- 
ous articles:  "A  Sazerac  Cocktail"  and  an  "Imperial  Gin  Fizz." 
We  believe  they  had  reference  to  a  new  degree  instituted  by 
Bros.  Kuffin,  Martin  and  Lyle. 

There  were  some  beautiful  chapter  banners  at  New  Orleans. 
Some  of  the  most  noteworthy  were  those  of  111.  Gamma  Zeta, 
Ga.  Alpha  Beta  and  La.  Beta  Epsilon.  The  last  was  a  gift  from 
the  A.  T.  O.  girls  of  New  Orleans. 

It  is  whispered  that  the  entertainment  of  Congress  on  the 
very  lavish  scale  apparent  to  all  has  not  left  a  cent  of  debt  on 
the  active  chapter.  The  large  amount  necessary  was  raised  by 
subscription  and  speaks  eloquently  for  the  loyalty  of  the  New 
Orleans  brothers. 

We  hope  the  Leverich-Bell  quartette  will  appear  at  the 
Boston  Congress. 

Some  comment  was  made  on  the  large  size  of  the  pins  worn 
by  the  New  Orleans  brothers.  This  is  easily  explained.  The 
old  style  pins  of  ancient  days  are  worn  for  the  reason  that  the 
girls  have  all  of  the  small,  modern,  jewelled  ones,  and  are  proud 
of  them  too.  The  social  requirements  in  New  Orleans  are  such, 
that  each  brother  must  have,  at  least,  two  badges,  and  many 
have  more.  Statistics  do  not  yet  show  whether  all  the  delegates 
wore  their  badges  home.     Facts  may  leak  out  later. 

Everybody  regretted  very  much  that  Bro.  O.  N.  O.  Watts, 
the  founder  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  could  not  be  present  at  Con- 
gress; but  he   was   serving   his   country   as   Seargt.    of   Hood's 
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Immunes,  at  Holguin,  Cuba.  Another  brother  who  was  also 
greatly  missed  was  Frank  J.  Chalaron,  a  charter  member  of  the 
same  chapter,  who  was  acting  as  Major  Surgeon  of  the  2nd  La. 
V.  I.,  at  Havana,  Cuba. 

So  far  as  we  know,  there  is  no  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
merits  and  success  of  Congress,  but  we  have  thought  it  of  interest 
to  Palm  readers  to  read  what  two  of  the  most  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity  have  to  say  of  it.  The  following  letters 
are,  therefore,  self-explanatory: 

January  21,  1899. 

Mij  Dear  Brother  Ehle\ — One  more  golden  link — in  many  ways 
the  brightest — in  the  chain  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Congresses  has 
been  forged. 

Since  my  return  from  New  Orleans  I  have  been  feasting  upon 
the  memory  of  one  of  the  most  pleasant  weeks  of  my  life.  I  ar- 
rived in  the  Crescent  city  on  Xmas  morning  and  was  escorted  to 
the  St.  Charles  by  a  delegation  of  the  Tulane  boys.  From  this 
time  until  Tuesday  evening  I  improved  my  spare  time  by  sight 
seeing.  I  was  especially  fortunate  in  having  Bro  Garland  Dupre, 
a  bright,  young  Alpha  Tau  attorney  of  New  Orleans,  as  a  com- 
panion on  these  trips. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  accompanied  by  one  hundred  Alpha 
Taus,  I  went  to  the  station  to  meet  the  Congress  train  that  had 
started  at  Boston  and  had  gathered  up  the  delegates  from  the 
eastern  and  southern  states.  When  the  train  arrived,  fifty  strong 
poured  out  of  the  Pullman  coaches,  and  I  can  assure  you  it  did 
my  soul  good  to  greet  the  Glazebrooks,  Ehle,  Ruffin,  Geo.  Lamar, 
the  Greens,  Dave  White,  Ellsworth,  U.  B.  Phillips,  Bob  Saner, 
Hugh  Martin,  Lyle,  Zac  Tolliver  and  many  other  faces  familiar  at 
previous  Congresses.  On  this  same  train  I  was  most  pleasantly 
surprised  and  greatly  delighted  to  find  my  dear  brother  Edwin  R. 
Morrison,  of  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  I  had  first  met  Bro.  Morrison 
when  I  established  Nebraska  Gamma  Theta  at  the  University  of 
Nebraska  (Lincoln)  two  years  ago.  He  was  one  of  the  charter 
members  and  I  had  learned  to  love  him  during  my  short  stay  in 
Lincoln.  Ed.  is  now  in  Cuba,  and  is  winning  laurels  for  himself 
as  Second  Lieutenant  in  Co.  A  of  the  Third  Nebraska  Volunteer 
Infantry  (formerly  William  J.  Bryan's  regiment).  His  address  is 
Havana,  Cuba. 

I  can  well  remember  the  great  promises  Bro.  J.  O.  Nixon 
made  for  the  New  Orleans  boys  at  the  Cleveland  Congress,  and  I 
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must  confess  that  these  dear  brothers  not  only  redeemed  all 
those  promises  but  even  went  beyond  them.  They  made  the  Six- 
teenth Congress  a  great  success,  and  these  dear  boys  will  always 
have  a  large  place  in  my  heart,  for  I  shall  never  forget  the 
"smoker,"  the  Congress  ball,  the  Congress  banquet,  the  trip  to 
the  sugar  cane  plantation,  and  the  Newcomb  college  reception. 

The  almost  unanimous  representation  of  our  42  chapters  was 
very  encouraging  indeed.  The  only  disappointment  for  me  at 
the  Cleveland  Congress  was  the  absence  of  our  founder.  Dr.  Otis 
A.  Glazebrook.  We  were  more  fortunate  at  New  Orleans,  for  we 
had  the  good  Doctor  with  us  during  the  whole  week.  May  he  be 
spared  for  many  a  Congress!  I  was  heartily  in  favor  of  holding 
our  next  meeting  in  Boston,  and  I  am  exceedingly  glad  that  it 
was  selected  for  the  Congress  of  1900.  The  New  England  boys 
have  always  been  so  loyal  in  their  attendance  upon  Congress  that 
I  think  it  no  more  than  just  to  take  our  next  meeting  into  their 
midst. 

In  my  last  message  to  Congress  as  W.  G.  C,  I  recommended 
the  Province  System,  and  of  course  I  was  greatly  pleased  to  see 
the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  act  so  favorably  upon  this  mat- 
ter. My  views  in  the  matter  will  be  found  in  the  February  Palm 
of  1895. 

I  sincerely  trust  that  we  shall  have  at  least  a  half  dozen  more 
new  chapters  to  report  at  the  Boston  Congress.

My  Dear  Brother: — Just  a  line  to  say  that  I  had  a  charming 
time  at  New  Orleans.  I  never  saw  a  finer  looking  set  of  young 
men,  and  they  were  so  much  alike  in  appearance  and  general 
bearing  you  could  not  tell,  as  you  looked  over  them,  whether 
they  were  from  Maine,  Illinois,  Georgia  or  Louisiana.  The  at- 
tendance, too,  was  remarkable,  when  you  consider  the  extent  of 
territory  represented. 

From  the  reports  of  chapters  and  general  appearances,  it 
was  evident  the  fraternity  is  in  splendid  condition,  and  I  think  all 
the  legislation  enacted  will  but  tend  to  greatly  advance  the 
efficiency  and  influence  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

I  can't  think,  on  the  social  side,  that  any  Congress  of  our 
fraternity  could  have  surpassed  this  one.  The  most  delightful 
and  prominent  people  of  a  most  hospitable  city  did  all  in  their 
power  to  give  us  an  elegant  reception.     The   chapter  that  could 
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command  such  co-operation  and  enthusiasm  in  its  own  community 
must  be  at  the  very  zenith  of  favor  and  esteem. 

In  a  w  ord,  our  coming  together  in  New  Orleans  was  a  great 
success  in  all  respects,  and  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  must  be  written  down  in  big  letters — a  phen- 
omenal Congress.

OUR  NEW  OFFICERS    AND    CONGRESS  ORATORS. 

MANY  changes  have  been  madejin  the  officers  of  the  fraternity 
since  the  last  issue  of  the  Palm,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
some  old  familiar  names  appear  in  new  places.  Congress,  how- 
ever, saw  fit  to  make  no  changes  in  the  offices  of  Worthy  Grand 
Chief,  or  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  the  Exchequer,  while  Bros. 
E.  J.  Shives  and  Otis  A.  Glazebrook  retain  their  old  places  on 
the  High  Council,  as  we  trust  they  may  continue  to  do  for  many 
years  to  come. 

Bro.  Tolliver  was  elected  W.  G.  K.  E.  at  the  Nashville  Con- 
gress in  1892,  and  the  fraternity  has  never  had  a  more  faithful 
or  devoted  officer  in  any  department,  and  his  election  at  New  Or- 
leans was  a  matter  of  course. 

Bro.  Glazebrook  was  elected  Worthy  Grand  Chief  at  Wash- 
inton,  in  1894,  and  while  the  duties  of  his  office  have  been  onerous 
and  he  would  willingly  have  retired  in  favor  of  some  other 
brother.  Congress  would  not  permit  this,  and  he  gracefully 
yielded. 

Bishop  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  our  distinguished  brother  of  Ten- 
nessee, is  one  of  the  best  known  and  most  distinguished  of  the 
wearers  of  the  Maltese  Cross.  He  joined  Tenn.  Omega  chapter, 
at  the  University  of  the  South,  in  1882,  and  in  the  same  year,  he 
electrified  the  first  Washington  Congress  with  his  eloquence. 
Ten  years  later,  in  1892,  he  addressed  the  Thirteenth  Biennial 
Congress  in  Nashville,  and  no  one  who  was  present  will  ever  for- 
get his  noble  oration  or  his  impressive  manner.  The  effort  was 
indeed  a  masterpiece,  and  proved  Brother  Gailor  a  true  orator. 
He  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  being  professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  English 
Literature.  Later  he  became  assistant  bishop  of  Tennessee, 
being  associated  with  our  lamented  Bro.  Quintard.  He  was  also 
vice-chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and  is  now  bishop 
of  Tennessee,  with  headquarters  at  Memphis.  He  has  always 
been  a  loyal  Alpha  Tau,  and  deeply  interested  in   all  the  affairs 
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of  the  fraternity.  A  cut  of  him  appeared  m  the  Palm  when  Bro 
Glazebrook  was  acting  as  editor.  He  will  make  an  excellent 
Worthy  Grand  Chaplain. 

Bro.  George  Holt  Lamar,  our  present  Worthy  Grand  Scribe, 
is  a  member  of  Ala.  Alpha  Epsilon  chapter  which  he  joined  in 
1885,  and  he  belongs  to  a  family  of  Alpha  Taus.  He  took  his  de- 
gree of  B.  S.  at  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  later  took 
the  degree  of  B.  L.  and  L.  L.  M.  at  Georgetown  University, 
Washington,  where  he  practices  law  in  all  the  District  and  United 
States  Courts.  His  residence  is  at  Rockville,  Md.  A  fuller 
sketch  will  appear  in  next  Palm. 

Brother  Robert  E.  L.  Saner,  our  new  Worthy  Grand  Keeper 
of  Annals,  is  the  senior  member  of  the  enterprising  young  firm 
of  Saner  &  Saner,  attorneys,  of  Dallas,  Texas.  He  was  born  on 
a  farm  near  Washington,  Hempstead  County,  Arkansas,  Aug.  7th, 
1871,  and  attended  the  common  schools  of  that  county  until  1887, 
when,  in  a  competitive  examination,  he  won  a  scholarship  in 
Searcy  College,  located  at  Searcy,  Ark. ,  where  he  remained  until 
1 890,  teaching  school  in  country  districts  during  vacations.  He 
was  chosen  president  of  one  of  the  literary  societies,  and  was 
also  commencement  orator.  At  Searcy  he  was  also  the  founder 
of  the  first  daily  paper  published  at  that  place,  doing  this  work 
after  college  hours. 

In  1890,  he  was  made  general  agent  of  the  S.  &  W.  P.  Ry., 
Pacific  Express  Co.,  and  Waters-Pierce  Co.,  at  Searcy,  where  he 
demonstrated  his  ability  to  manage  large  business  interests.  He 
left  Searcy  in  the  summer  of  1892  to  enter  Vanderbilt  University, 
and  was  initiated  a  member  of  Beta  Pi  chapter  in  September  of 
that  year. 

He  early  became  prominent  at  Vanderbilt.  In  1892  he  won 
the  Young  medal  in  oratory,  and  was  chairman  of  the  reception 
committee  and  toastmaster  at  the  Thirteenth  Biennial  Congress. 
In  1893  he  was  made  president  of  the  Philosophic  Society,  and 
the  following  year,  took  second  place  in  the  Founder's  medal 
contest.  In  1895,  he  defeated  his  successful  opponent  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  by  winning  the  alternate's  place  in  the  Southern  In- 
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ter- State  Oratorical  Association.  In  1894,  he  was  orator  of  the 
Tennessee  Alumni  Association,  and  in  1894-5  he  was  business 
manager  of  the  Vanderbilt  Observer.  He  was  the  delegate  of  his 
chapter  to  the  Fourteenth  Biennial  Congress,  of  which  he  was 
appointed  Worthy  Grand  Usher. 

Bro.  Saner  was  the  Southern  representative  of  the  Belmont 
College  for  Girls  of  Nashville,  and  it  was  through  his  influence 
that  the  Belmont  reception  to  the  Thirteenth  Biennial  Congress 
was  arranged. 

Bro.  Saner  took  his  law  degree  at  the  University  of  Texas  in 
1896.  Here  he  was  treasurer  of  the  Senior  Law  Class  and  was 
chosen  by  the  judges  of  the  Texas  Supreme  Court,  sitting  as 
judges  in  the  annual  oratorical  contest,  as  alternate  to  the  South- 
ern Inter- State  Oratorical  Association. 

Bro.  Saner  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Dal- 
las immediately  after  his  graduation,  in  partnership  with  Bro.  J. 
F.  McKenzie,  also  of  Tenn.  Beta  Pi,  who  has  since  moved  to  his 
ranch  in  West  Texas.  Bro.  Saner  is  now  associated  with  his 
Bro.  John  C.  Saner. 

Bro.  Saner  has  already  risen  to  prominence  in  political 
circles  in  Texas,  and  was  one  of  the  managers  of  the  Sayers  gub- 
ernatorial campaign,  having  charge  of  the  North  Texas  district. 
His  candidate  was  elected  by  two  hundred  thousand  majority, 
the  largest  ever  given  a  Democratic  nominee  for  governor  in  any 
state  of  the  Union. 

Professor  Frederick  Tupper,  Jr. ,  the  new  member  of  the  High 
Council  from  Vermont,  was  born  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  South 
Carolina.  After  preparatory  studies  at  private  schools  and  at 
the  high  school  of  that  city  he  entered,  in  1886,  the  College  of 
Charleston,  from  which  he  graduated  valedictorian  of  his  class, 
in  1890.  In  October  of  the  same  year  be  entered  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University,  where,  in  1892,  he  was  elected  Fellow  in  English, 
and,  in  1893,  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  He  was  also  elected 
to  the  Maryland  Alpha  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  During  the 
year  1893-'84,  Prof.  Tupper  was  Professor  of  English  at  Wells 
College,    Aurora,    New  York,    where  he  was  one    of    the    two 
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bachelors  among  two  or  three  hundred  of  the  fairer  sex.  This 
does  not  seem  to  have  made  him  a  woman-hater,  still  he  has  not 
yet  married,  seeming  to  find  in  single  blessedness  a  contentment 
that  is  perfect  in  itself. 

Since  1894  he  has  occupied  the  chair  of  Rhetoric  and  English 
Literature  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion of  all  concerned.  His  relations  with  the  student  body  have 
always  been  the  most  cordial,  as  students  never  fail  to  recognize 
in  him  the  attributes  of  a  true  gentleman  and  they  have  always 
paid  to  him  a  deference  born  of  more  than  mere  respect  for  his 
scholarly  attainments. 

On  Feb.  16,  1889,  during  his  junior  year  at  the  College  of 
Charleston,  Prof.  Tupper  became  one  of  the  charter  members  of 
South  Carolina  Beta  Xi.  At  the  Richmond  Congress  of  1890  he 
represented  his  chapter  and  at  the  Congress  banquet  responded, 
in  a  witty  and  entertaining  manner,  to  the  toast  "The  Ladies." 
His  interest  in  the  fraternity  remains  unabated,  and  he  is  always 
ready  with  a  helpful  hint  or  more  material  suggestion  to  aid  Beta 
Zeta,  and  was  one  of  the  delegates  sent  by  that  chapter  to  the 
Washington  Congress  of  1894. 

Bro.  William  T.  Maginnis,  the  New  Orleans  member  of  the 
High  Council,  modestly  informs  us  that  there  isn't  very  much  to 
be  said  about  his  career.  If  this  had  been  true  before  the  Six- 
teenth Biennial  Congress,  it  would  no  longer  be  so,  as  can  be 
gathered  from  this  number  of  the  Palm.  But,  while  his  life 
has  fortunately  been  free  from  any  very  striking  incidents,  Bro. 
Maginnis  has  always  filled  a  very  large  and  prominent  place 
among  his  fellows  in  college  and  wherever  he  has  lived,  and  it  is 
unnecessary  to  consult  a  city  directory  to  get  information  about 
Willie  Maginnis  in  New  Orleans.  The  chances  are  very  strong 
that  the  first  well-dressed  man  you  met  could  tell  you  all  about 
our  popular  brother. 

Bro.  Maginnis  was  born  in  New  York  city  Dec.  7th,  1871,  and 
attended  King's  preparatory  school  at  Stamford,  Conn.,  for  six 
years.  In  1889  he  entered  Princeton  Scientific  School  and  stood 
very  well  in  his  work  there,  but  did  not  complete  his  course,  pre- 
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f erring  to  enter  active  business.  He  is  now  secretary  of  the 
large  Maginnis  Cotton  Mills,  whose  plant  occupies  the  entire 
block  in  New  Orleans  bounded  by  Calliope,  Poeyfarre,  Annun- 
ciation and  Constance  streets.  He  is  also  interested  in  several 
sugar  and  orange  plantations,  besides  manufacturing  industries 
in  New  Orleans. 

In  1890  Bro.  Maginnis  became  a  member  of  La.  Beta  Epsilon 
and  while  he  was  not  then  a  student  at  Tulane,  it  would  be  a 
misuse  and  distortion  of  words  to  say  he  was  an  honorary,  and 
not  an  active,  member  of  the  fraternity.  He  was  the  delegate  of 
his  chapter  to  the  Thirteenth  Biennial  Congress  at  Nashville, 
and  what  he  did  for  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  would  re- 
quire too  much  space  to  tell  here.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  best 
interests  of  our  Southern  brothers  could  not  be  better  represented 
than  by  Bro.  William  Tweed  Maginnis. 

The  unfortunate  death  of  Bro.  Robert  A.  Waller,  the  third 
new  member  of  the  High  Council,  is  chronicled  elsewhere  in  this 
number,  where  his  biography  will  also  be  found. 

It  was  expected  that  a  sketch  of  Bro.  Theodore  S.  Wilkinson 
might  also  be  presented  in  this  number,  but,  unfortunately,  the 
material  has  been  delayed,  and  must  be  reserved  for  a  later  num- 
ber. 

Bro.  Edward  Lyle,  who  responded  to  Bro.  Wilkinson's  ad- 
dress of  welcome,  has  attended  three  Congresses  of  the  fraternity; 
the  first  at  Richmond,  in  1890,  where  he  was  the  delegate  of  N. 
Y.  Alpha  Lambda,  the  second,  at  Cleveland,  in  1896,  where  he 
represented  the  New  York  Alumni  Association,  and  the  third  in 
New  Orleans,  where  he  also  represented  the  same  association. 
He  is,  therefore,  well  known  to  Alpha  Taus,  and  many  success- 
ful events  in  his  career  have  been  chronicled,  from  time  to  time, 
in  the  Palm. 

Bro.  Lyle  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Va.,  about 
twenty-eight  years  ago.  His  father  was  of  Scotch-Irish,  and  his 
mother  of  Huguenot  descent,  and  he  is,  therefore,  eligible  for 
membership  in  both  the  Scotch-Irish  Society  of  America  and  the 
Huguenot  Society  of  America.     He  first  attended  college  at  the 
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Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  was  first  lieutenant  of  the 
cadet  corps,  and  also  medalist  of  the  Lee  Literary  Society  for  two 
suscessive  years.  Later  he  studied  law  at  Columbia  College,  now 
Columbia  University,  in  New  York  city,  where  he  was  president 
of  his  class.  It  was  there  that  he  joined  Alpha  Lambda  chapter. 
Here  he  was  also  on  the  editorial  staff  of  some  of  the  college  pub- 
lications, among  them  the  Columbia  weekly  News. 

In  1894,  Bro.  Lyle  was  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law  in 
Virginia,  and  commenced  practice  in  the  City  of  Roanoke,  Va., 
where  he  was  elected  commonwealth's  attorney  in  1896.  In  1898, 
as  already  chronicled  in  the  Pai.m,  he  was  re-elected  by  one  of 
the  largest  majorities  ever  given  for  any  office  in  that  city. 

Edward  Lyle  is  a  typical  southern  gentlemen  and  a  loyal, 
true-hearted  Alpha  Tau,  who  is  destined  to  rise  to  great  promi- 
nence in  his  community.  He  will  be  the  orator  of  the  Seven-, 
teenth  Biennial  Congress. 

We  wish  we  might  be  able  to  present  a  full  sketch  of  Bro. 
William  C.  Fitts,  who  charmed  and  impressed  Congress  by  his 
splendid  oratory,  but  he  is  as  modest  and  unassuming,  as  he  is 
able  and  impressive,  and  our  material  is  scanty. 

He  was  born  in  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  Jan.  29th,  1866,  and  was 
graduated  at  Southwestern  Presbyterian  University,  at  Clarks- 
ville,  Tenn.,  in  June  1884,  and  in  June,  1890,  was  given  the 
honorary  degree  of  LL.  B.  by  the  University  of  Alabama. 

In  1894,  Bro.  Fitts  was  nominated  by  the  Democratic  party 
for  attorney  general  of  Alabama,  and  was  elected  to  that  office, 
and  later,   re-elected. 

Bro.  Fitts  is  a  member  of  the  Tenn.  Alpha  Tau  chapter,  and 
his  interest  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  deep  and  enduring,  as  was 
shown  in  his  attendance  at  the  New  Orleans  Congress  and  his 
remarkable  address  there.  He  is  known  throughout  the  South 
as  an  able  and  accomplished  orator,  and  it  was  indeed  fortunate 
that  his  convenience  and  fraternity  enthusiasm  brought  him  to 
the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  meet  a 
brother  of  such  pleasant  address  and  genial  manners. 

Bro.  Fitts  is  now  district  counsel  for  the  Mobile  &  Ohio 
Railroad  at  Tuscaloosa,  Ala. 


RECEPTION  AT  NEWCOMB  COLLEGE. 

IT  has  already  been  noted  that  Congress  gratefully  accepted 
the  invitation  extended  for  a  reception  at  Newcomb  College, 
and  all  of  the  brothers  who  remained  in  the  city  were  pleased  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  hospitality  of  the  loyal  New  Orleans 
sisters,  and,  after  their  return  from  Myrtle  Grove  plantation, 
repaired  to  Newcomb  Hall  on  Washington  Avenue. 

The  central  college  building,  in  which  the  reception  was 
held,  is  a  historical  one,  and  is  well  suited  to  its  present  use.  It 
was  formerly  known  as  the  Burnside  residence,  after  an  eccen- 
tric old  millionaire  who  once  lived  there,  and  was  originally  built 
by  a  great  banker  of  ante-bellum  days,  in  imitation  of  a  famous 
English  country  seat.  It  was  also  famous  at  one  time  as  the  re- 
pository of  a  famous  collection  of  paintings,  which  were,  how- 
ever, all  sold  some  time  since,  and  the  grounds  and  buildings  are 
now  the  property  of  Tulane  University,  owing  to  the  munificence 
of  Mrs.  J.  L.  Newcomb,  who  made  a  large  donation  to  that  insti- 
tution to  commemorate  the  memory  of  her  daughter,  Haryott 
Sophie,  after  whom  this  department  is  named.  It  is  one  of  the 
favorite  institutions  of  its  kind  in  the  South,  and  deservedly  so, 
for  it  is  admirably  equipped  with  all  appliances  for  instruc- 
tion. 

On  the  grounds  are,  in  addition  to  the  main  building,  to  which 
the  University  added  a  story,  an  academy,  a  chapel  containing 
some  magnificent  Tiffany  stained  glass,  an  art  building,  pottery 
and  gymnasium,  while  across  the  street  is  a  beautiful  dormitory, 
also  provided  by  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Newcomb.  - 

But  the  brothers  thought  of  grounds  and  educational  appli- 
ances only  as  a  background  for  their  charming  hostesses,  who  had 
provided  a  most  delightful  reception  and  tea.  The  refreshments 
were  tasty  and  elegant,  the  most  striking  feature  of  the  table  being 
the  frosted  cake,  bearing  the  badge  of  the  fraternity  in  its  colors. 
Very  fittingly,  it  was  cut  by  the  founder  of  the  fraternity,  and 
distributed  among  their  guests,  by  the  young  ladies  who  in  every 
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way  made  the  re3eption  extremely  pleasant,  won  and  the  hearts  of 
all  present  by  their  grace,  cordiality  and  winsomeness. 

The  decorations  were  extremely  pretty,  and  the  large  rooms 
afforded  a  splendid  opportunity  for  dancing,  of  which  many  of 
the  young  people  availed  themselves.  When  the  time  for  de- 
parture came,  it  was  indeed  sad  to  think  that  this  was  to  be  the 
last  opportunity  of  the  visitors  to  meet  those  who  had  made 
their  stay  in  New  Orleans  so  pleasant.  But  the  final  word  was 
not  -'Goodbye,"  but  "Au  revoir." 


ROBERT  ALEXANDER  WALLER. 
"  IT)  OB"  WALLER,  as  all  his  nearest  and  dearest  friends  loved 
iv  to  call  him,  is  dead.  It  would  require  a  large  volume  to 
tell  all  that  should  be  preserved  in  the  annals  of  our  fraternity 
about  the  lamented  death  of  our  dear  and  honored  brother.  The 
Chicago  newspapers  have  devoted  many  columns  to  articles 
about  him,  and  the  material  at  hand  is  abundant.  Unfortunate- 
ly, we  can  only  preserve  here  what  is  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance. 

Bro.  Waller  died  shortly  after  noon  on  the  17th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1899,  at  his  beautiful  residence  on  the  Sheridan  Road,  in 
Buena  Park,  one  of  Chicago's  most  beautiful  suburbs,  which  was 
laid  out  by  his  father,  and  where  he  lived  for  nearly  twenty 
years.  His  death  was  due  to  pneumonia,  following  upon  grip 
universally  considered  to  have  been  contracted  by  too  close 
devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  office  as  comptroller  of  the  City  .of 
Chicago. 

Our  lamented  brother  was  born  June  2nd,  1850,  at  Lexing- 
ton, Ky.,  being  a  descendant  from  two  of  the  most  distinguished 
families  in  that  section.  His  father  was  an  eminent  lawyer  and 
his  mother  was  a  Miss  Alexander,  whose  father  was  private 
secretary  to  Benjamin  Franklin  on  his  mission  to  France,  while 
his  uncle,  Sir  William  Alexander,  was  on  the  Queen's  Bench. 
Bro.  Waller  was  the  second  child  of  a  family  of  nine,  only  two  of 
whom  were  boys.  When  he  was  eight  years  of  age  his  family 
moved  to  Chicago  and  lived  for  a  time  on  the  site  of  the  present 
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Auditorium  Annex,  then  outside  the'business  district,  but,  short- 
ly after,  the  Buena  Park  homestead  was  built. 

Bro.  Waller  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  Chicago 
public  school,  s  but  at  an  early  age  entered  old  Washington  and 
Lee  University.  Doubtless,  his  choice  of  a  college  was  largely 
influenced  by  the  very  close  friendship  existing  between  the 
Waller  and  Lee  families.  From  this  institution  Bro.  Waller  was 
graduated  in  1871. 

One  of  the  most  important  facts  of  .  Bro.  Waller's  college 
career  was  his  initiation  as  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity.  He  was  one  of  the  earliest  recruits  of  old  Virginia 
Beta,  and,  to  his  dying  day,  one  of  the  most  loyal  and  en- 
thusiastic members  of  that  distinguished  chapter.  So  deeply 
interested  in  the  advancement  of  his  fraternity's  interests  was 
he,  that  he  determined  to  establish  a  chapter  in  the  North. 
There  was  then  no  great  college  in  Illinois,  such  as  he  con- 
sidered worthy  of  a  charter,  but  it  was  the  day  of  community 
chapters,  and  so  it  was  that  he  established  Illinois  Chi.,  at 
Chicago,  really  the  first  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  the 
North. 

As  has  been  related  in  an  earlier  number  of  the  Palm,  Bro. 
Waller  began  his  career  at  the  foot  of  the  ladder.  He  entered 
the  insurance  office  of  Daniel  M.  Bowmar  as  a  clerk,  but  within 
three  years  his  ability  and  devotion  to  his  work  won  him  a  place 
as  a  member  of  the  firm  and  when  in  1877  Mr.  Bowmar  retired, 
the  firm  name  became  R.  A.  Waller  &  Co.,  which  it  has  remained 
ever  since,  and  during  all  this  time  it  has  been  known  and  dis- 
tinguished by  its  sterling  honesty  and  integrity,  and  has  trans- 
acted one  of  the  largest  fire  insurance  businesses  in  the  country. 

In  1876,  Bro.  Waller  was  happily  married  to  Miss  Lina  N. 
Watson,  of 'Frankfort,  Ky.,  to  whom  he  had  been  attached  from 
his  early  youth,  and  who  now,  with  one  son,  Robert  A.  Waller, 
Jr.,  a  student  at  Yale,  survives  him.  Mrs.  Waller  is  a  niece  of 
Commodore  Watson,  U.  S.  N.  Bro.  Waller's  beautiful  residence 
was  located  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the  old  Waller  homestead. 

In  addition  to  his  large  insurance  business,  Bro.  Waller  had 
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large  real  estate  holdings  in  Buena  Park  and  Chicago,  and 
these  required  much  attention.  In  1892  he  built  the  sixteen- 
story  office  building,  known  as  the  Ashland  Block,  and  located 
at  the  north-west  corner  of  Clark  and  Randolph  streets  in 
Chicago,  to  which  was  later  joined  the  Ashland  Annex. 

Bro.  Waller  was  from  the  first  prominent  in  the  social  life  of 
Chicago,  in  spite  of  the  onerous  demands  which  business  made 
upon  his  time  and  energies.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Fellow- 
ship, Commercial,  Chicago,  Union  League,  Athletic,  Iriquois, 
University,  Saddle  and  Cycle,  Onwentsia  and  Chicago  Golf  Clubs 
of  Chicago,  and  of  the  Union  and  Reform  Clubs  of  New  York 
City. 

In  all  public  movements  of  his  city  Bro.  Waller  took  a  very 
deep  interest,  and  was  known  as  one  of  its  most  public  spirited 
men.  He  was  second  vice-president  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  World's  Columbia  Exposition,  to  which  he  contributed  much 
financial  support,  and  was  also  a  member  on  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  and  of  the  Insurance  Auxilliary  Committee.  He 
was  also  one  of  the  first  to  agitate  the  building  of  the  famous 
Sheridan  Drive,  which  is  eventually  to  connect  Chicago  and 
Milwaukee,  and  was  the  first  president  of  the  Sheridan  Drive 
Association.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Lincoln  Park  Board, 
and,  at  one  time,  its  president. 

Later,  Bro.  Waller  was  appointed  Democratic  member  of 
the  Chicago  Civil  Service  Commission  by  Mayor  Swift,  and  his 
appointment  gave  general  satisfaction,  while  he  did  an  immense 
amount  of  good  for  the  civil  service  idea  which  was  then  very 
experimental.  In  reality,  while  in  the  minority,  he  was  the 
most  active  and  influential  member  of  the  commission,  WhenMay or 
Harrison  was  elected,  he  surprised  the  professional  politicians 
by  nominating  Bro.  Waller  to  the  most  important  office  in  his 
cabinet,  that  of  Comptroller.  No  better  man  could  possibly  have 
been  selected  for  the  office.  The  city's  credit  was  not  strong, 
but  the  new  comptroller's  name  was  sufficient  to  change  this 
condition  of  affairs,  and  soon  bonds  at  high  rates  of  interest 
were  refunded  at  rates  sometimes  fifty  per  cent   lower,    and    the 
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city's  bonds  were  still  at  a  premium.  In  this  way,  the  city  was 
saved  immense  sums  of  money,  but  the  amount  of  work  which 
this  involved  was  enormous,  and  Bro.  Waller  died  a  victim  of 
over-work,  and  a  martyr  to  the  interests  of  the  city  he  loved. 

His  funeral  was  attended  by  delegates  from  all  the  clubs  to 
which  he  belonged,  all  of  which  passed  resolutions  on  his  death, 
while  the  city  hall  was  closed  and  its  flag  placed  at  halfmast  on 
receipt  of  news  of  his  death.  While  everywhere  the  event  ap- 
peared to  be  regarded  as  a  public  calamity,  and  only  the  kindest 
words  were  spoken  of  the  dead. 

We  are  most  interested  in  Bro.  Waller  as  a  fraternity  man. 
Something  has  already  been  said  about  this  aspect  of  his  life. 
He  was  proud  that  he  was  an  Alpha  Tau,  and  always  true  to 
the  teachings  of  his  fraternity,  and  he  loved  to  talk  of  its  history 
and  of  the  brothers  who  were  with  him  in  Washington  and  Lee. 
His  acquaintance  among  the  brothers  was  very  extensive,  and 
he  was  always  anxious  to  attend  any  occasion  at  which  he  might 
renew  old  memories  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

The  writer  remembers  well  the  first  meeting  of  the  Chicago 
Alumni  Association.  It  was  held  at  his  office  in  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Building,  and  Bro.  Waller  came  in  a  little  late,  and 
immediately  struck  up  an  acquaintance  with  every  brother 
present.  His  genial  presence  and  cordial  manner  made  the 
meeting  highly  enjoyable,  and  gave  a  great  impetus  to  the 
association's  interests.  He  was  elected  its  first  president.  A 
few  weeks  later,  the  first  banquet  was  held  at  the  Grand  Pacific 
Hotel,  and  although  Bro.  Waller  had  a  previous  engagement,  he 
came  in  a  little  late  and  was  immediately  the  centre  of  the  group 
of  brothers  present.  Several  [important  matters  of  fraternity 
policy  were  being  discussed,  and  it  was  interesting  to  note  the 
marvellous  grasp  of  this  extremely  busy  man  upon  the  details  of 
fraternity  management  and  policy.  In  regard  to  local  affairs, 
he  outlined  in  a  few  concise  words  the  policy  which  has  guided 
the  association  ever  since. 

Bro.  Waller  was  very  anxious  to  attend  a  Congress  of  the 
fraternity,  but  this  he  never  found   an  opportunity  to  do.     He 
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was  particularly  desirous  of  going  to  New  Orleans,  and  expressed 
a  strong  regret  later  that  he  was  detained.  The  writer  informed 
him  of  his  election  to  the  High  Council  and  he  replied  that  he 
felt  highly  honored  and  hoped  he  might  be  able  to  find  time  to 
attend  properly  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  duties  which  Providence 
had  decreed  he  should  never  assume. 

Bro.  Waller  was  generous  and  philanthropic  in  character, 
Many  a  young  man  has  been  assisted  by  him,  and  it  is  said  that 
he  habitually  gave  one-tenth  of  his  income  to  charity.  He  was 
a  patron  of  art  and  a  lover  of  rare  books.  Not  long  before  his 
death,  his  portrait  was  painted  by  the  artist  Vonnoh,  and 
was  hung  in  the  Chicago  Art  Institute,  of  which  he  was  a 
trustee. 

The  death  of  our  distinguished,  able  and  loyal  brother  is  in- 
deed a  great  loss  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Had  he  lived,  we  feel 
sure  that  he  would  have  shown  his  devotion  in  many  ways.  As. 
it  is,  every  brother  must  mourn  the  death  of  this  pioneer  wearer 
of  the  Maltese  Cross,  of  whom  it  may  be  said,  without  reserve, 
he  was  an  honest  man,  a  devoted  friend,  a  self-sacrificing  citizen 
a  cultured  and  disciminating  supporter  of  arts  and  sciences  and  a 
noble  and  worthy  Alpha  Tau. 

The  following  resolutions  have  been  adopted  by  the  High 
Council  and  the  Chicago  Alumni  Association: 

Whereas,  the  sad  intelligence  has  been  received  by  the  surviving  members 
of  the  High  Council  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  of  the  death  of 
Robert  Alexander  Waller,  who  has  ever  been  a  faithful  and  loyal  member  of 
our  fraternity,  and  who,  at  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress,  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  High  Council  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  delegates;  and 

Whereas,  the  death  of  Bro.  Waller  cannot  be  regarded  otherwise 
than  as  a  great  and  serious  loss  to  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  fitting  that  we,  as  his  associates  upon  the  High  Council, 
in  our  own  behalf  and  in  behalf  of  our  fraternity,  which  Bro.  Waller  loved 
so  well,  should  give  public  expression  of  our  sense  of  loss;  therefore  be  it 

Besolved,  that,  by  the  death  of  Robert  Alexander  Waller,  the  High  Coun- 
cil of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  is  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of 
one  who  was  willing  and  anxious  to  do  all  in  his  power  for  the  fraternity  of 
which  he  was  a  member,  and  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  surviving  members  of 
the  High  Council  that  death  has  deprived  them  of  the  assistance  of  a  wise 
councillor,  and  that  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  has  lost  one  of  its  ablest, 
most  distinguished,  loyal  and  upright  brothers;  and  be  it 

Besolved  that,  in  token  of  our  esteem  for  our  departed  brother,  these 
resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  High  Council,  and  published  in

brother's  family,  with  our  sincerest  sympathy  in  their  severe  trial.

MARION  ASHLEY  McCRANIE. 

Ti  FTER  all  the  gay  and  pleasant  features  of  Congress  one 
xV-  poor  brother  stayed  behind  to  die.  He  was  the  delegate 
from  old  Virginia  Delta,  Marion  Ashley  McCranie,  and  he 
was  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the  delegates  sent  to  New  Orleans. 
His  death,  which  was  due  to  pneumonia,  occurred  on  Friday, 
Jan.  13,  1899,  at  the  Hotel  Grunewald,  to  which  he  had  removed 
from  the  St.  Charles,  with  Bros.  Harrington  and  Rutzler,of  N.  Y. 
Beta  Theta.  He  complained  of  pain  in  his  lungs  on  the  night  of 
Dec.  31st,  and  a  physician  was  summoned  promptly,  and  at  once 
pronounced  the  case  serious.  Bro.  John  Elliott,  of  Tulane  Uni- 
versity, was  also  called  in  later,  and  both  physicians  gave  devoted 
attention  to  the  sick  man.  At  first  very  little  hope  of  recovery 
was  entertained,  but  when  the  last  of  the  delegates  left  on  the  8th 
of  January,  it  was  confidently  expected  that  our  sick  brother 
would  conquer  the  treacherous  disease.  The  dangerous  relapse 
came,  however,  with  the  results  above  mentioned. 

Bro.  McCranie  was  born  at  Homer,  La.,  nearly  twenty-one 
years  ago,  and  received  his  early  education  there.  Later  he  en- 
tered Bingham's  School,  at  Asheville,  N.  C,  and  entered  the 
University  of  Virginia  in  1895,  being  in  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment for  two  years,  and  then  remaining  out  of  college  in  Texas 
for  a  year.     Last  fall  he  began  work  in  the  Law  Department. 

Bro.  McCranie  took  a  prominent  part  in  college  athletics, 
being  a  member  of  the  University  of  Virginia  baseball  team  in 
1896,  while  his  pleasant  and  affable  manners  and  genial  disposi- 
tion made  him  a  general  favorite  at  college  and  he  became  a 
member  of  some  of  the  most  exclusive  clubs.  He  joined  Va. 
Delta  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  1895,  and  was  always 
prominent  in  the  afiairs  of  the  chapter,  and  a  most  enthusiastic 
worker. 

The  following  from  one  of  the  college  papers  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  deserves  to  be  preserved  in  the  Palm  as  a  true 
s  haracterization  of  our  dear,  dei)arted  brother: 
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'  'That  his  sterling  qualities  were  known  and  valued  is  shown 
by  his  popularity  and  by  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  the 
Faculty  and  students  alike.  Brave,  generous,  warmhearted, 
loyal,  cheerful  and  sunny  by  nature,  these  seem  to  be  some  of 
the  characteristics  of  him  who  is  gone  before,  and  who  leaves  to 
us  who  remain  behind  a  path  made  brighter  by  his  passage  and 
mingled  with  sorrow  over  his  untimely  taking  off,  the  joy  of  hav- 
ing known  him. 

'  'Yes,  we  who  have  known  him  intimately  and  have  been 
thrown  in  frequent  and  close  contact  with  him,  realize  well  what 
his  death  meant.  He  was  one  of  those  fortunates  who  have  the 
happy  faculty  of  seeing  the  joy  which  is  present  in  nature  and 
of  overlooking  the  darkness  and  the  gloom.  Who  of  us  does  not 
remember  his  cheerfulness,  his  way  of  always  looking  at  the 
bright  side  of  things?  Often  has  the  writer  seen  a  group  grow 
brighter  at  his  approach  and  in  a  few  minutes  smiles  and  laughter 
would  attest  his  arrival. 

"There  down  in  his  Southern  grave  he  rests.  As  James 
Lindsay  Gordon  wrote  on  a  similar  occasion  last  year,  'life  for 
him  seemed  so  well  worth  living,  that  more  than  usually  cruel 
seems  the  catastrophe  which  leaves  us  with  no  reason  to  give  for 
it  and  no  fact  to  evolve  from  it  save  that  he  is  gone. ' 

"Stricken  hearts  followed  him  and  the  loving  hands  of  his 
friends  and  comrades  lowered  him  into  the  breast  of  the  old 
mother  that  through  all  his  bright  young  life  he  had  revered  and 
loved.  There  *  *  *  we  left  him  to  sleep  among  his  sires  the 
endless  sleep.  Endless?  No,  surely  not  that.  'The  hope  of 
immortality  must  live  as  long  as  love  shall  kiss  the  lips  of  death.' 

'  'In  future  years  when  we  have  scattered  throughout  the 
country  and  Time  has  laid  his  hand  upon  lus,  then  shall  come 
over  us  dreams  of  the  old  life  here,  making  brighter  and  clearer 
the  pleasures  of  our  youth,  and  with  sympathetic  kindness  wip- 
ing away  the  unpleasant  and  the  sorrowful.  Then  shall  the  dead 
stand  before  us  as  we  knew  him  in  the  days  of  old,  and  the 
thought  of  the  poet  be  with  us, — 

"Thy  leaf  has  perished  in  the  green, 
And,  while  we  breathe  beneath  the  sun 
The  world  which  credits  what  is  done, 
Is  g-reen  to  all  that  might  have  been.'' 

And   then  we  shall   wonder   sadly   what  that  future  might  have 
been.     Requiescat  in  pace." 

From  the  beginning  of  his  illness  until  the  end,  Bro.  McCra- 
nie  received   every   possible   attention  from   the   New   Orleans 
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brothers.  His  mother  and  brother-in-law  arrived  a  few  days 
after  he  was  confined  to  his  bed  and  remained  'vith  him  to  the 
last,  and  when  the  sad  end  came,  the  remains  of  our  brother  were 
followed  to  the  train  by  the  brothers  of  Beta  Epsilon  chapter  in 
a  body,  and  when  they  turned  sorrowfully  away,  they  left,  as  a 
tribute  to  the  brother,  whom  in  a  short  time  they  had  learned  to 
love,  beautiful  floral  offerings. 

It  was  a  brave  spirit  that  animated  our  dead  brother.  He 
said  repeatedly  he  was  not  afraid  to  die,  and  remained  steadfast 
to  the  last,  winning  the  admiration  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact.  The  many  college  organizations  of  which  Bro.  McCra- 
nie  was  a  member  all  adopted  resolutions  expressive  of  love  for 
the  dead  and  admiration  for  his  character-  Among  these  were 
resolutions  by  the  P.  K.  Society,  the  T.  I.  L.  K.  A.  Society  and 
the  Law  Class  of  the  University  of  Virginia  and  the  following 
resolutions  of  Va.  Delta  and  La.  Beta  Epsilon  chapters  of  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity.

Whereas,  it  has  pleased  God  in  His  infinite  wisdom  to  remove  from 
among  us  our  beloved  brother,  Marion  Ashley  McCranie  and 

Whereas,  he  has  become  endeared  to  us  by  reason  of  his  genial  compan- 
ionship, his  unswerving  sense  of  honor  and  by  the  bonds  of  our  fraternity,  on 
whose  mission  he  was  taken  from  us,  therefore  be  it,

For  the  supreme  success  of  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress 
in  its  every  aspect,  the  fraternity  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude,  first 
of  all,  to  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  whose  strenuous  and  intelli- 
gent efforts  aroused  so  much  enthusiasm  in  this  event.  While 
it  was  necessary  that  many  of  the  most  important  events  of 
Congress  week  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  others,  he  did  an 
immense  amount  of  preparatory  work  and  attended  to  many  de- 
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tails,  so  that  when  the  time  arrived  everything  went  successfully 
and  the  attendance  at  Congress  was  unusually  large.  Again  was 
his  splendid  executive  ability  demonstrated.  But  the  social  ar- 
rangements of  Congress  were  almost  exclusively  in  the  hands  of 
our  New  Orleans  brothers,  and  they  did  their  work  most  thor- 
oughly and  well,  demonstrating  by  their  efforts  their  sincere  love 
and  loyalty  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  That  the  affairs  of  the  fra- 
ternity should  so  deeply  engage  the  interest  of  the  most  promi- 
nent people  of  one  of  the  gayest  cities  in  the  world,  in  the  holi- 
day season,  shows  the  strong  hold  which  our  brothers  have  upon 
the  affections  of  the  citizens  of  the  Crescent  City.

Never  has  the  press  of  a  city  where  Congress  has  been  held 
been  so  generous  in  its  'attention  and  in  devoting  space  to  that 
body  and  its  transactions  as  was  the  press  of  New  Orleans  with 
the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress.  During  the  stay  of  the  brothers 
in  the  city  many  columns  were  devoted  by  the  Times-Democrat, 
the  Picayune,  particularly,  to  news  of  Congress,  and  many  cuts  of 
the  fraternity  officers  and  prominent  brothers  were  also  given.

The  present  number  of  the  Palm  shows  one  less  chapter  on 
our  roll  than  the  last.  Ohio  Beta  Rho,  at  Marietta  College, 
Marietta,  O. ,  is  no  more.  Never  very  strong,  it  has  honorably 
terminated  a  noble  struggle  for  existence,  which  might  be  re- 
garded as  a  source  of  weakness  in  our  fraternity  system,  in  the 
face  of  most  adverse  circumstances.     The  chapter  was  estab- 
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lishecl  in  1890,  by  the  present  chairman  of  the  High  Council  at  a 
time  when  the  prospects  for  a  good  chapter  at  the  famous  old 
city  of  Marietta  seemed  excellent.  The  college  there  had  always 
ranked  well  among  the  smaller  institutions  of  learning  o£  the 
country,  and  at  that  time  there  were  eighty  students  in  the  four 
classes.  O.  Beta  Rho  started  out  with  eleven  charter  members, 
all  of  whom  were  excellent  men.  They  were:  Lewis  Henry 
Cisler,  Ph.  D.,  M.  D.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pensylva- 
nia  Medical  School,  aud  now  a  practicing  physician  at  Marietta; 
George  B.  Deshler,  Prin.  and  Supt.  of  schools  at  McConnells- 
ville,  O.;  Henry  L.  Schoolcraft,  B.  A.,  who  has  been  engaged  in 
educational  work,  and  held  a  fellowship  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  studied  in  Germany;  Charles 'Edgar  Athey,  a  phy- 
sician at  Lower  Salem,  O. ;  Oliver  M.  Elliott,  B.  A. ,  principal  of 
high  school.  Center  Point,  la. ;  Harry  R.  Green,  farmer,  New- 
port, O. ;  H.  H.  Itner,  manufacturer,  Omaha,  Neb. ;  Edward  Mc- 
Laughlin, journalist,  Washington,  D.  C;  Daniel  E.  Morgan, 
Oberlin,  O.;  John  E.  Nelson,  Idaho,  Neb.;  Edwy  R.  Brown, 
Olean,  N.  Y.  These  loyal  brothers  started  out  with  the  firm 
determination  to  make  their  chapter  the  strongest  at  Marietta. 
Although  four  other  fraternities  were  represented  at  Marietta, 
they  had  reason  to  believe  and  hoped  that  the  attendance  would 
increase  and  conditions  for  fraternity  work  improve.  In  this 
they  were  disappointed. 

Marietta   college   has   not   prospered   of  late  years,  and  the 
n  umber  of  men  availablo  for  fraternity  membership  has  steadily 
decreased.     As  a  result,    two  years  ago  the   Phi   Gamma   Delta 
fraternity  withdrew  its  chapter  at  Marietta,   and   it  has   several 
times  been  announced  in  the  fraternity  press  that  our  own  chap- 
ter was  no  more,  but  for  this  there  was  no  authority.     Beta  Rho 
has  always  been   distinguished   for  the   high   character   of  her 
membership,  and  occasionally  it  has   been   large   enough  to  en- 
courage hope  for  the  future,  but  invariably  something  has  trans- 
pired to  cut  down  the  roll  to  a  list  of  three  or  four  brothers.     At 
the  present  time  good  fraternity  material  is  scarcer  than  ever  at 
Marietta,  as  there  are  only  about   sixty   male   students  in  atten 
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dance,  while  there  were  four  fraternities  represented,  and  be- 
cause our  chapter  was  most  conservative,  it  suffered  most. 

In  an  admirable  letter  to  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  Bro.  Fol- 
lett,  the  last  W.  M.  of  Beta  Rho  chapter,  says:  "Were  there  any 
hope  that  conditions  would  improve,  we  would  continue  our 
efforts  in  the  old  way.  But,  having  carefully  considered  the  sit- 
uation and  prospects,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  Mari- 
etta college  is  no  longer  a  suitable  place  for  a  chapter  of  our  fra- 
ternity. The  duty  which  now  devolves  upon  us  as  loyal  members 
of  our  order  is  a  very  painful  one.  Did  we  consider  our  senti- 
ment in  the  matter,  we  would  fight  it  out  to  the  bitter  end;  but 
our  honest  convictions  are  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  gaining 
nothing  by  being  represented  at  Marietta.  We  are  happy  and 
proud  that  we  are  members  of  our  noble  order,  and  we  will  never 
forget  our  duties  to  the  brothers  in  the  bonds.  Our  present  de- 
sire is  that  our  fraternity  shall  continue  to  be  the  grandest,  and 
noblest,  and  best  that  the  world  has  ever  known." 

The  above  accounts  for  the  failure  of  Beta  Rho  to  be  repre- 
sented at  New  Orleans,  and  is  an  ample  explanation  of  the  with- 
drawal of  the  charter  of  a  chapter  which  has  given  many  loyal 
brothers  to  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  and  which  has 
ceased  to  exist  because  its  standard  was  too  high  for  its  location.

In  1894  at  the  Fourteenth  Biennial  [Congress  Bro.  Shives, 
then  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  called  attention  to  the  advisability  of 
adopting  a  provincial  plan  of  fraternity  government  and  recom- 
mended a  certain  arrangement  of  provinces,  but  the  plan  had  not 
been  sufficiently  considered  by  the  fraternity  lat  that  time.  It 
was  feared  that  possibly  it  might  complicate  the  fraternity 
system. 

Tho  present  Worthy  Grand  Chief  found  the  same  difficulties 
as  Bro.  Shives.  The  fraternity  has  grown  so  rapidly  that  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  who  performs  the  duties  of  his  office  as  con- 
scientiously as  Bro.  Shives  or  Bro.  Glazebrook,  has  little  time  for 
any  thing  else.  It  was  on  this  account  that  the  Sixteenth  Bien- 
nial Congress  considered  the  plan  very  favorably.     However,  it 
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was  not  disposed  to  act  blindly,  and  merely  authorized  the  Wor' 
thy  Grand  Chief  to  make  an  experiment. 

Accordingly  the  provincial  system  has  been  provisionally 
adopted,  and  the  fraternity  domain  has  been  divided  into  six  pro- 
vinces and  the  system  is  now  in  excellent  working  order,  and  in 
the  next  number  of  the  Palm  we  will  present  sketches  of  the 
brothers  who  have  been  appointed  province  chiefs. 

The  province  chiefs  who  have  accepted  appointments  and 
gone  energetically  to  work  are:  Bro.  Thomas  Ruffin,  for  Vir- 
ginia, North  Carolina  and  Pennsylvania;  Bro.  E.  P.  Lyon,  for 
Michigan,  Illinois,  Indiana  and  Nebraska;  Bro.  Thaddeus  M. 
Jones,  for  New  York  and  New  England;  R.  W.  Bingham,  for 
Ohio  and  Tennessee.

The  High  Council  has  chosen  Bro.  Emmett  F.  Eldredge,  of 
Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Bro.  Waller's  death. 
Bro.  Eldredge  is  well  known  in  the  fraternity  from  his  frequent 
attendance  at  Congress  and,  especially,  on  account  of  his  efforts 
to  entertain  Congress  at  Cleveland.  A  sketch  of  Bro.  Eldredge 
will  appear  in  the  next  number  of  the  Palm. 
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THE  personal  department  of  the  Palm  is  generally  considered 
about  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  magazine.  The  only 
way  for  the  editor  to  get  these  items  is  through  the  co-operation 
of  brothers  who  are  interested  in  the  success  of  the  Palm,  and  it 
is  urgently  requested  that  they  be  sent  in  whenever  possible.

— Four  members  of  this  chapter  were 
enlisted  in  the  volunteer  army  in  the  Spanish  war,  whose  names 
have  not  appeared  in  the  Palm.  Bro.  Clarence  B.  Hurrey  was 
a  member  of  Co.  A,  31st  Mich.  Vol.  Infantry,  and  was  stationed 
at  Camj)  Thomas,  Chickamauga,  Ga.,  and  Camp  Poland,  Knox- 
ville,  Tenn.,  and  Bro.  Frank  A.  Fall,  who  will  be  well  remem- 
bered as  the  delegate  of  his  chapter  to  Congress,  was  a  member 
of  Co.  L,  31st  Mich.  Vol.  Infantry,  and  was  stationed  at  the 
same  camps.  Bro.  Clarence  M.  Williams  was  a  member  of  Co. 
A,  32nd  Mich.  Vol.  Infantry,  and  was  stationed  at  Tampa,  Fla., 
Fernandina,  Fla.,  and  Huntsville,  Ala.,  while  Bro.  Will  C.

We  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report. 

Our  initiates  since  last  Congress  have  numbered  twelve. 
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It  is  our  sad  duty  to  note  the  deaths  of  two  of  our  active 
members.  Bro.  O.  H.  Gray,  '98,  was  taken  ill  while  in  college 
and  died  at  his  home  of  erysipelas.  He  enjoyed  the  respect, 
love,  and  admiration  of  his  fellow  students.  Bro.  J.  H.  Wynn 
died  from  the  results  of  a  slight  wound^  incurred  while  working 
some  machinery.  The  wound  in  itself  was  slight,  but  blood 
poison  set  in  and  quickly  his  life  came  to  a  close.  He  was  uni- 
versally popular  among  his  classmates  as  is  attested  by  the 
many  resolutions  of  sympathy  which  were  drawn  up  by  the  dif- 
ferent organizations  of  the  University. 

Almost  equally  sad  and  shocking  to  us  was  the  death  of 
Bro.  I.  E.  Teasly,  '96,  of  consumption.  He  was  a  teacher  rapidly 
gaining  a  reputation  in  his  profession;  and  of  Bro.  Edgar 
Demark,  law  '93,  who  was  a  brilliant  young  lawyer  in  Savannah.

As  to  finances  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  our  chapter  is  on  a 
firm  footing;  in  fact,  better  than  it  has  been  since  my  connection 
with  it  of  four  years.

The  two  years  that  have  passed  since  our  last  Congress  at 
Cleveland  have  witnessed  a  continuance  of  that  prosperity  which 
has  marked  the  history  of  Beta  Epsilon  since  her  existence.  Al- 
though there  are  local  chapters  of  seven  other  fraternities, 
Sigma  Chi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Delta  Tau  Delta,

Sneed's  death 
occurred  under  almost  equally  sad  circumstances,  but  a  short 
while  after  being  commissioned  a  Lieutenant  of  Louisiana  Volun- 
teers, and  was  a  loss  felt  most  deeply,  not  only  by  us,  but  by  his 
comrades  in  the  army  and  his  former  associates  in  the  newspaper 
world. 

It  is  a  regret  to  the  chapter  that  they  cannot  speak  of  the 
building  of  a  chapter  house  as  something  of  the  near  future,  but 
we  look  on  this  as  something  that  is  delayed,  and  not  given  up, 
and  in  the  meantime,  reminding  you  that,  as  our  order  inculcates 
lofty  sentiments,  a  lofty  abode  is  not  out  of  keeping,  we  extend  a 
cordial  invitation  to  all  of  the  visiting  brothers  to  visit  our  chap- 
ter hall  on  the  fourth  floor  of  No.  206  St.  Charles  St. ,  opposite 
the  Congress  headquarters. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  things  in  connection  with  the  sub- 
mitting of  this  report  is  the  opportunity  to  mention  the  never- 
failing  support  which  our  alumni  throughout  the  state  accord 
the  active  chapter,  and  our  prosperous  condition  today  is  largely 
due  to  the  close  bond  which  has  always  existed  between  Beta  Ep- 
silon  chapter  and  her  alumni.

Our 
men  have  acceptably  filled  the  offices  of  baseball  and  football 
captain,  football  manager,  basket  ball  captain,  and  president  of 
the  athletic  association,  with  other  important  offices  in  that  or- 
ganization. We  have  been  uniformly  well  represented  in  the 
baseball,  football,  basket  ball  and  track  teams,  and  can  show 
scores  of  medals  won  in  the  Michigan  Intercollegiate  Field  Day 
contests.  High  grade  tennis  is  also  the  rule  at  Albion,  and  the 
college  representatives  at  the  Kenwood  Country  Club  matches  in 
Chicago  for  several  years  have  been  wearers  of  the  Maltese 
Cross. 

Our  social  gatherings  have  been  decidedly  successful.  Be- 
lieving that  a  spirit  of  courtesy  to  all  students  of  the  college, 
whether  fraternity  or  non-fraternity,  should  be  encouraged,  we 
have  given  frequent  informal  parties  at  our  rooms,  with  a  view 
to  entertaining  every  student  in  the  institution  at  least  once 
during  the  year.  These  have  gained  us  many  friends,  especially 
among  the  non- fraternity  students  and  the  citizens  of  Albion,  who 
are  unanimous  in  their  condemnation  of  the  spirit  of  narrowness, 
selfishness  and  bigotry  displayed  by  cerlain  chapters  at  the  col- 
lege. At  these  entertainments  a  thirty-minute  talk  on  a  live  col- 
lege topic  is  given  by  some  member  of  the  faculty,  or  some  well 
known  speaker  from  outside  the  college,  and  the  rest  of  the  even- 
ing is  spent  with  games  and  light  refreshments.  At  our  first 
party  of  this  kind  next  term  the  new  President  of  the  college, 
Dr.  John  P.  Ashley,  will  address  us  on  "Fraternities  in  Europe." 
We  frequently  entertain  our  loyal  sisters  and  other  peoples'  sis- 
ters, and  in  the  spiking  season  our  custom  is  to  give  what  we  call 
peanut  parties,  always  informal  and,  needless  to  say,  "strictly 
stag." 

Of  the  fourteen  active  members  of  the  chapter  at  present, 
every  man  is  more  or  less  musically  inclined.  Since  the  last 
Congress  a  mandolin  and  banjo  club  has  been  organized,  and  our 
glee  club  serenades  have  gained  us  much  of  hearty  praise.  Our 
pledged  men  sing  with  us,  making  a  glee  club  of  seventeen  mem- 
bers.

We  purpose  to  emphasize  two  things  especially  in  all  our 
future  chapter  life:  conscientious  observance  of  all  the  cere- 
monies prescribed  by  our  constitution  and  unswerving  loyalty  to 
the  general  fraternity.

NEB.    GAMMA   THETA,    UNIVERSITY  OF  NEBRASKA,    LINCOLN. 

The  induction  of  the  charter  members  of  this  organization  in 
the  State  University  of  Nebraska  was  the  result  of  a  sustained 
effort  which  began  almost  five  years  ago  and  continued  until, 
after  a  three  years'  struggle,  a  charter  was  granted  for  our  insti- 
tution. Of  the  original  petitioners,  who  were  at  first  refused  a 
charter  by  a  vote  of  this  organization,  two  kept  in  touch  to  the 
last,  and  it  was  owing  in  great  measure  to  these  two  brothers,  R. 
H.  Graham  and  H.  E.  Covell,  that  a  charter  was  finally  obtained. 
Bro.  E.  J.  Shives  who  had,  with  others,  been  largely  instrumental 
in  extending  the  circle  of  chapters  to  Nebraska,  was  authorized 
to  initiate  our  charter  members.  He  arrived  in  Lincoln  on  May 
29,  1897.  The  initiation  ceremonies  were  held  that  afternoon  and 
evening  in  one  of  the  parlors  of  the  Lincoln  hotel,  and  were  fol- 
lowed by  a  banquet  and  a  series  of  informal  toasts.  The  new 
chapter  was  born  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  Of  the  nine 
men  who  then  entered,  five  were  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the 
following  year.  With  these  five  men  we  entered  the  field  against 
seven  other  national  and  two  strong  local  fraternities.  The  av- 
erage strength  of  these  organizations  was  then  about  sixteen  men 
each.  Competition  for  desirable  men  was  naturally  strong.  To 
offset  these  difficulties  were  the  size  of  our  institution,  then  con- 
taining about  1400  men,  and  the  generous  spirit  in  which  we  were 
from  the  first  received  by  the  other  fraternities.  To  these  facts 
we  owe  in  large  part  cur  success. 

We  began  by  renting  a  chapter  house  and  purchasing  fur- 
niture and  carpets  to  fully  equip  it.  Our  chapter  rajDidly  grew 
until,  shortly  after  Christmas,  it  reached  a  strength  of  fourteen 
men.  We  inaugurated  at  that  time  a  series  of  informal  dances, 
alternating  with  stag  banquets  at  intervals  of  a  fortnight. 

Of  our  active  members  who  went  to  the  front  in  the  spring, 
all  but  two  returned  for  the  fall  term.  Two  more  were  lost  by 
graduation.  But  we  were  fortunate  in  having  several  brothers 
who  had  left  college  re- affiliate  v^ith  us,  so  that  at  the  outset  of 
this  year  we  had  twelve  active  members.     That  number  has  nosv 
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been  increased  to  fifteen.  We  have  initiated  two  men  this  fall 
and  have  pledged  three  more  who  will  enter  immediately  after 
the  holidays. 

During  the  summer,  rather  than  pay  rent  on  an  empty  house 
for  three  months,  we  vacated  our  chapter  house,  and  this  fall 
rented  a  suite  of  rooms  on  the  corner  of  Eleventh  and  M  streets, 
consisting  of  a  reception-room,  drawing-room,  billiard-room  and 
sleeping  apartments. 

We  have  had  at  all  times  our  full  share  of  honors  in  college 
life  Absolute  accord  prevails  among  our  members,  and  we  are 
determined  not  only  to  maintain  our  place  among  the  best  chap- 
ters in  our  institution,  but  we  will  make  it  our  aim  to  become  the 
leader  there;  we  feel,  that  we  owe  that  much  to  our  national 
brotherhood. 

You  have  received  our  chapter  with  a  warmth  and  cordiality 
which  ?ias  given  us  added  strength  at  home,  and  in  return  we 
will  try  to  give  you  a  loyal,  earnest,  devoted  chapter  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega. 

To  give  you  a  list  of  members  initiated  since  the  last  Con- 
gress would  be  to  give  our  entire  chapter  roll  of  twenty  one 
members. 

In  response  to  the  request  that  we  mention  institutions  in 
which  we  believe  chapters  of  our  fraternity  could  be  advan- 
tageously located,  our  chapter  desires  to  express  through  their 
delegate,  the  belief  that  Kansas,  Iowa,  Missouri  and  Colorado 
offer  a  fie^d  which  has  great  possibilities  for  the  future.

During  the  past  two  years  our  chapter  has  maintained  her 
usual  progress  and  high  standing.  Since  the  founding  of  our 
chapter  in  1882,  it  has  been  a  proud  fact  to  Alpha  Taus  that  she 
has  been  the  leader  of  her  rivals.  Being  the  oldest  fraternity  at 
Mt.  Union  we  have  had  a  marked  advantage  in  having  the  larg- 
est roll  of  Alumni  in  the  city  and  in  the  district  patronizing  the 
college.  There  are  sixteen  loyal  members  in  the  city,  who  are 
faithful  to  the  prosperity  of  their  beloved  order  and   contribute 
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much  good  to  the  endeavors  of  the  active  members.  Since  the 
last  Congress  we  have  initiated  twenty  loyal  wearers  of  the 
Maltese  Cross. 

Death  has  called  two  of  our  brothers  from  our  midst. 
Bro.  Thomas  Rees  Morgan  died  Sept.  6,  1897.  He  was  the 
founder  and  owner  of  the  celebrated  Morgan*  Engineering  Works 
of  the  city.  One  of  the  college  buildings,  the  Morgan  Gymna- 
sium, was  raised  by  his  generous  hand.  He  was  connected  with 
many  organizations  and  industries  around  Alliance. 

Bro.  Rolin  William  Sadler  died  in  April,  1897.  He  was  a 
practitioner  in  law  at  Akron,  O.,  and  was  one  of  the  ablest 
lawyers  of  Eastern  Ohio.  While  in  school  he  was  a  student  of 
the  first  rank.  He  honored  his  college  in  1876  by  winning  the 
oratorical  contest  in  a  state  league.  He  became  an  honary  mem- 
ber of  Alpha  Nu  in  1895. 

Six  of  our  brothers  were  graduated  in  1897  and  six  in  1898. 

In  college  honors  Alpha  Nu  has  been  well  represented. 
Bro.  Whitehill  is  editor  of  the  Unonian,  the  College  Annual;  Bro. 
Boone  was  president  of  the  Oratorical  Association  in  1897;  Bro. 
Davis,  debater  in  the  inter- society  contest;  Bro.  McCall,  business 
manager  of  the  Dynamo;  and  on  Dec.  21st,  Bro.  King  won  the 
local  contest  in  oratory  from  five  rivals. 

The  brothers  have  likewise  been  prominent  in  athletic 
circles.  Bros.  Whitehill,  A.  T.  Snyder  and  J.  R.  Snyder  were 
representatives  on  the  baseball  team  of  '98;  Bro.  West  was  a 
member  of  the  champion  basket  ball  team  of  last  year,  while  this 
year  he  is  manager  and  four  other  brothers  are  connected  with 
the  team.     Bro.  West  is  also  director  of  the  gymnasium. 

We  still  occupy  the  same  chapter  house.  Going  into  lodges 
of  our  own  necessitated  some  indebtedness;  this  has  been  paid 
off  in  part  and  while  there  is  considerable  due  the  General  Fra- 
ternity, yet  the  chapter  is  on  a  fair  financial  footing.  The 
changes  characteristic  of  a  progressive  institution  have  occurred 
in  the  college.  Five  new  faces  have  appeared  among  the 
Faculty,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  we  were  given 
a  new  president  in  the  person  of  Dr.  Riker.  By  the  retirement 
of  Pres.  Marsh  the  fraternities  lost  a  warm  and  enthusiastic 
sympathizer  for  the  cause  of  Greekdom.  It  was  under  his  en- 
couragement that  they  reached  a  level  worthy  of  the  highest 
respect  from  both  professor  and  student.  But  the  Faculty  has 
little  hostile  feeling  toward  the  Greek  letter  societies,  and  with 
most  flattering  prospects  ahead  for  the  institution,  it  is  safe  to 
predict  a  bright  and  unprecedented  career  for  our  fraternity. 
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With  besVwishes   to  the   fraternity  everywhere  in  its   en- 
deavor   to  yli^ind    men    together — we   respectively   submit    th' 
report.

U.  S.  A., 
secretary  of  the  O.  W.  U.  Republican  Club,  secretary  of  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  of  Delaware  county  for  the  reception  of  the 
Fourth  Ohio,  and  city  editor  of  the  Daily  Herald,  Bro  Taylor  is 
president  of  the  Athletic  Association,  and  president  of  Zeta- 
gathean  Literary  Society.

Ohio  Beta  Omega  Chapter  rejoices  that  she  has  the  pleasure 
to  once  more  extend  a  cordial  greeting  to  Congress,  and  lend  aid 
and  support  to  the  grand  cause  of  the  fraternity.  Since  the  last 
great  rally  of  Alpha  Taus  at  Cleveland,  Beta  Omega  has  made 
rapid  and  steady  progress  along  with  the  University,  and  to-day 
is  one  of  its  leading  Greek  Letter  societies. 

The  Ohio  State  University,  the  home  of  Beta  Omega,  con- 
sists of  six  distinct  colleges  with  an  attendance  of  nearly  eleven 
hundred  students,  and  it  is  a  rapidly  growing  institution.  Three 
new  buildings  have  just  been  recently  completed,  the  Agricult- 
ural hall,  the  Biological  hall,  and  the  gymnasium.  Each  of 
these  are  very  fine  and  especially  the  gymnasium,  which  is  as 
elaborate  in  design,  equipments,  and  size  as  any  in  the  West.

Already  there  are  fourteen  fraterni- 
ties and  four  societies,  and  the  importance  of  having  a  strong 
chapter  of  Alpha  Taus  here  is  evident  to  us  all.  At  present 
Beta  Omega  ranks  with  the  best  and  the  active  members  and 
alumni  are  making  most  earnest  endeavors  to  have  her  continue  so. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  and  satisfation  that  Beta  Omega 
looks  back  to  the  Ohio  Congress  at  Wooster  last  February,  and 
only  hopes  that  the  good  work  continues  as  well  as  it  was  begun. 

In  the  last  two  years  we  initiated  eleven  new  men  and  just 
now  the  chapter  has  sixteen  active  members.

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The  struggle  for  college  honors  in  the  last  two  years  among 
the  fraternities  has  been  an  earnest  one — yet  Beta  Omega  has 
carried  away  more  than  her  share.  We  had  a  representative  in 
the  intercollegiate  debate;  the  editor-in-chief  of  the  college 
paper;  brothers  on  the  college  annual  each  year;  captain  in  the 
batallion;  leader  of  the  Guitar  and  Mandolin  club;  directors  on 
the  Athletic  Association  board;  officers  in  the  various  literary 
societies  and  brothers  on  the  Glee  club.  Like  all  Alpha  Taus 
we  gain  athletic  honors  all  over.  Had  the  captain  of  '97  foot- 
ball team  and  three  brothers  on  the  eleven;  manager  of  '97  base- 
ball team  and  three  brothers  on  the  team;  captain  of  '97  track 
team  and  two  brothers  on  the  team.  An  Alpha  Tau  was  the 
champion  hurdler  of  the  state  intercollegiate  games  and  a  Tau 
holds  the  record  for  the  440  yards  dash.

Just  ten  years  ago,  Ohio  Beta  Mu  chapter  was  established 
at  the  University  of  Wooster,  its  charter  members  being  initiated 
into  its  mysteries  in  the  presence  of  our  Chairman  of  the  High 
Council,  Bro.  E.  J.  Shives.  And  now  at  the  close  of  this,  our 
first  decade  of  chapter  history,  we  feel  it  a  great  pleasure  as 
well  as  privilege  to  be  able  to  acknowledge  the  debt  of  grati- 
tude we  owe  to  that  brother  whose  interest  in  our  chapter  and 
for  all  Alpha  Taus  has  been  so  unceasing.  Bro.  Shives  has  been 
with  us  at  our  meetings  and  social  gatherings  on  many  occasions, 
has  helped  us  by  his  advice  continually,  and  in  more  than  a  few 
cases  has  proved  himself  a  "rusher"  whom  no  man  could  refuse. 

During  these  short  ten  years  of  our  history  our  progress 
has  been  remarkable,  and  for  several  Congresses  we  have  been 
abl,e  to  report  our  standing  as  second  to  none,  and  now,  at  this 
time  we  would  be  far  from  willing  to  lower  our  claim.

Theta  Nu  Epsilon  and  Beta  Delta  Beta,  and  two  sororities.  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  and  Kappa  Gamma.  At  present  there  are  indica- 
cations  also  of  the  appearance  of  a  new  chapter  in  our  midst. 

In  the  ten  years  of  our  history,  eighty- six  members  have 
given  their  solemn  oath  and  taken  sacred  obligations  in  our  hall 
and  in  the  two  years  since  our  last  report,  we  have  ushered 
eleven  men  through  our  initiation  ceremony.  We  now  have  a 
chapter  of  sixteen  active  members  and  two  pledged,  both  of 
whom  will  be  initiated  next  term,  and  absolute  harmony,  united 
effort,  and,  above  all,  enthusiastic  love  for  our  fraternity  make 
our  chapter  life  exceedingly  pleasant.  We  try  to  make  Satur- 
day night,  when  we  meet,  the  most  pleasant  night  of  the  week 
and  have  a  genuinely  social  time,  one  with  another,  both  before 
and  after  our  meeting,  and  in  all  our  chapter  life  we  try  to  con- 
form as  nearly  as  possible  to  all  the  requirements  of  our  Consti- 
tution and  Secret  Work- 
Believing  that  the  more  we  know  of  our  glorious  fraternity 
as  a  whole,  the  deeper  and  truer  will  be  our  love  for  it,  we  con- 
ducted last  year  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  history  of  the  fra- 
ternity and  of  its.  founders,  and  learned  the  Greek  names  of  the 
various  chapters,  together  with  something  of  its  standing  and 
that  of  the  college  at  which  it  is  located,  and  this  work  we  will 
probably  repeat  this  year. 

We  have  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  our  chapter 
hall  and,  as  a  result,  are  a  trifle  in  debt  but  this  will  be  paid  off  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  year.  We  have  always  been  fortunate  in 
having  the  largest  and  best  fraternity  room  in  the  city  and  now 
we  can  add  as  well  that  they  are  as  attractively  furnished. 

Our  class  room  standing  and  social  standing  are  equally 
high  and  we  are  proud  of  both  and  there  is  not  an  athletic  team 
in  college  on  which  there  are  not  one  or  more  Alpha  Taus. 

Of  college  honors,  I  might  mention  the  following:  Several 
class  presidents,  beside  university  officers,  the   president  of   our 
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Athletic  Association,  four  members  of  the  Glee  Club,  the 
winners  of  the  inter-oratorial  contest  for  two  years  and  the 
essay  contest  one  year,  pipe  of  peace  contest  last  year,  and  ivy 
orator  of  this  year,  president  of  the  State  Oratorical  Association 
of  this  year,  valedictorian  of  last  year's  class,  both  editors  of 
the  College  Weekly,  business  manager  last  year  and  editor-in-chief 
this  year  of  the  college  annual,  one  or  other  of  which  offices  we 
have  held  for  four  years. 

We  have  suifered  the  loss  of  nine  splendid  men  by  gradua- 
tion, seven  of  whom  are  in  professional  schools  and  two  teach- 
ing. Of  our  brothers  five  responded  to  the  call  for  volunteers 
and  served  during  the  late  war,  one  in  Cuba,  one  in  Porto  Rico, 
and  the  others  in  camps  in  this  country.

Forty  Alpha  Taus 
were  present  from  the  six  chapters  and  a  great  uplift  was  given 
to  us  in  our  fraternity  work. 

As  we  look  back  we  feel  that  we  have  been  prospered  and 
we  look  forward  to  an  equally  bright  future.  Ohio  Beta  Mu 
wishes  to  commend  the  |  Palm  and  assure  its  editors  that  we 
watch  its  arrival  with  the  greatest  interest,  also  to  reaffirm  our 
devotion  to  the  general  fraternity  and  to  its  grand  officers  and 
the  High  Council,  in  whose  hands  its  work  has  been  so  well  con- 
ducted.

In  September,  1897,  the  chapter  moved  into  the  spacious  and 
commodious  three-story  house  at  present  occupied  by  us. 

Since  moving  into  our  chapter  house  the  boys  all  realize  that

In  our  college  life  there  is  nothing  which  a  Tau  wants  that 
he  cannot  get.  In  fact  every  Alpha  Tau  is  a  "boss"  in  college 
politics,  and  in  the  social  life  of  our  city  the  brothers  are  all  of  the 
highest  standing.

H.  W.  Hopkins,  '99,  has  entered  the  University  of 
Vermont  Medical  school,  and  Bro.  Emery,  '97,  who  is  in  business 
in  the  city,  coached  the  football  team  during  the  past  season. 

Our  chapter  is  well  represented  in  every  department  of 
college  work,  and  her  members  have  received  a  large  number  of 
college  honors.

We  are  doing  our  best  to  develop  the  social  side  of  the  fra- 
ternity. An  A.  T.  O.  Whist  Club  has  been  formed  composed  of 
ten  of  the  brothers  and  some  of  the  best  young  ladies  of  the  cit\\ 
Meetings  are  held  twice  a  month  at  the  home  of  the  young 
ladies.  Besides  this,  a  fraternity  social  is  held  once  a  month  in 
one  of  the  swell  halls  in  the  city.  A  couple  of  hours  are  spent 
in  playing  whist,  followed  by  dancing.  These  socials  have  beeii 
a  great  success  the  past  year,  as  they  have  given  the  young- 
ladies  a  chance  to  see  what  a  splendid  lot  of  fellows  we  have, 
and  a  bid  to  an  A.  T.  O.  social  is  eagerly  sought  for  by  all  the 
young  ladies  who  have  heard  of  them. 
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We  rent  a  house  in  which  twelve  of  the  brothers  live.  Last 
year  we  were  able  to  purchase  a  pool  table  and  this  has  been 
placed  in  the  chapter  house.  One  of  the  largest  and  best  rooms 
in  the  house  has  been  fitted  up  especially  for  a  general  reception 
room  and  in  this  room  we  hold  our  meetings  each  week. 

Fraternity  spirit  runs  high  and  the  past  year  two  new  fra- 
ternities have  made  their  appearance,  Kappa  Sigma  and  Delta 
Tau  Delta,  making  fourteen  in  all,  so  that  competition  is  keen, 
but  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  in  saying  that  we  get  our 
share  of  all  college  honors. 

There  is  not  very  much  clashing  between  the  different  fra- 
ternities, although  sometimes  combinations  are  formed  in  order 
to  control  the  class  elections,  but  we  have  always  kept  out  of 
any  combinations,  and  to  this  fact  we  owe  the  strength  of  our 
chapter,  for  we  are  the  only  fraternity  in  college  that  receives 
the  support  of  the  non-fraternity  men. 

We  believe  in  the  policy  of  extension,  if  the  chapters  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  place  where  the  new  chapter  is  to  be  started 
highly  recommend  the  application,  provided,  of  course,  that  the 
grand  officers  advise  that  a  chapter  be  located  at  that  place. 
Especially  this  is  the  case  here  in  New  England,  where  the 
fellows  are  of  a  different  sort  of  timber  than  in  the  Middle  West 
or  South;  for  we  would  like  to  see  two  more  chapters  at  least 
here  in  NeAv  England  and  we  firmly  believe  that  it  would  add 
much  to  the  strength  of  the  fraternity  in  the  North  if  more 
chapters  were  established  he^^e.  Our  chapter  is  in  favor  of 
holding  %h.e  next  Congress  in  Boston.  With  best  wishes  to  our 
Worthy/Grand  Officers  and  sister  chapters,  this  report  is  respect- 
fully sybmitted.

This  is  neither  the  time  or  place  to  speak  of 
the  sadness  of  the  death  of  a  young  man  cut  off  in  the  full  enjoy- 
ment of  youth  and  pleasure,  but  we  take  this  occasion  to  say  to 
the  fraternity  at  large  that,  by  Bro.  McCranie's  decease,  it  has 
lost  a  valuable  member;  for  he  was  one  of  the  most  generous  and 
whole-souled  characters  we  ever  knew,  while  among  his  college 
mates  he  was  deservedly  popular  because  of  his  free  and  kindly 
humor,  combined  with  manners  of  the  most  cordial  and  open- 
hearted  type.  Resolutions  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  num- 
ber. On  the  football  team  we  were  represented  by  Bros.  Estes, 
and  on  the  glee  club  by  Bros.  Foster,  Farrar,  Stiles  and  Abbott 
(the  last  being  leader). 
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CHAPTER  HOUSES. 

AFTER  a  college  fraternity  has  established  a  certain  number 
of  chapters  and  acquired  a  little  age  and  dignity,  no  ques- 
tion becomes  more  important  than  that  of  chapter  house  build- 
ing. The  pace  has  been  set  by  the  better  fraternities,  and  it 
becomes  necessary  to  either  keep  up  with  the  procession  or  set- 
tle down  to  a  position  of  mediocrity,  which  will  prove  very  un- 
satisfactory and  dispiriting. 

There  have  been  successful  fraternity  chapters  where  no 
other  fraternity  has  been  represented,  but  the  best  development 
results  from  a  strong  and  honorable  competition  and  rivalry  with 
other  chapters,  and  when  the  other  chapters  have  chapter  houses 
instead  of  lodge  rooms  or  halls,  it  is  necessary  to  fall  in  line. 

This  problem  is,  in  my  opinion,  one  of  the  most  important 
which  confronts  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  today,  and  I  re- 
gret to  say  that,  except  in  a  very  few  instances,  it  has  received 
little  attention. 

This,  I  believe,  is  the  secret  of  the  practical  defeat  of  a  bit  of 
legislation  intended  to  give  encouragement  to  chapters  which 
need  chapter  houses,  which  was  proposed  at  New  Orleans.  It 
was  expected  that  the  beginning  would  be  modest,  and  the  plan 
submitted  was  most  conservative.  It  was  thought  not  advisable 
to  draw  upon  the  present  fraternity  resources,  which  are  needed 
for  other  purposes,  and,  therefore,  an  entirely  new  source  of 
revenue  was  established.  This  was  by  the  selling  of  certificates 
of  fraternity  membership  of  attractive  appearance  at  $5  each, 
the  proceeds  to  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  of  assisting  chapters 
in  building  houses   where  necessary.     But  it  was  first  required 
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that  the  -chapter  should  own  its  own  lot  free  of  any  incumbrance 
and,  in  addition  to  this,  should  raise  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  building  its  house.  The  contribution  was  to  be  an  out- 
right gift,  as  the  fund  could  be  used  for  no  other  purpose.   . 

The  consideration  for  this  gift  on  the  part  of  the  general 
fraternity  must  be  obvious.  On  the  local  chapter  usually  falls 
almost,  if  not  quite,  the  entire  burden  of  expense  in  building  a 
chapter  house.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  open  to  all  members  of 
the  fraternity  from  ©ther  chapters,  and  more  than  this,  it  is  ex- 
tremely beneficial  to  the  general  fraternity  as  a  most  creditable 
kind  of  advertising,  as  it  contributes  to  give  a  solid  and  dignified 
position  in  the  fraternity  world.  This  constitutes  a  very 
equitable  reason  why  the  general  fraternity  should  contribute 
toward  the  expense  of  chapter  houses. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  something  may  be  done  to 
farther  this  important  part  of  fraternity  work  under  this  plan, 
and,  in  this  connection,  it  would  appear  to  be  best  for  the  High 
Council  to  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  legislation 
rather  than  its  letter,  which  latter  would  prove  extremely 
difficult. 

But,  of  course,  each  chapter  must  w^ork  out  its  own  salvation. 
And,  under  this  plan,  the  aid  which  it  is  possible  for  the  High 
Council  to  give  is  quite  limited. 

The  great  question,  then,  is  as  to  how  the  chapter  can  best 
accomplish  the  building  of  a  house.  There  are,  doubtless,  some 
so  fortunate  as  to  be  able  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  without 
any  difficulty,  or  a  limited  number  of  loyal  men  may  assume  the 
burden.  This  is  seldom  the  case,  nor  is  it  desirable  that  this 
should  be  done.  The  best  results  are  obtained  where  every 
member  of  the  chapter  contributes  somethiug,  and  the  most 
feasible  plan,  where  ready  money  is  not  available,  as  is  usually 
the  case,  is  by  obtaining  from  each  member  of  the  Chapter  a 
series  of  notes,  payable  in  comparatively  small  installments  and 
running  for  ^ve  or  ten  years. 

It  is  best  that  a  chapter  which  decides  to  build  a  chapter 
house  should  become  legally  incorporated,  and  to  the  corporation 
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the  notes  should  be  made  payable.  Many  chapter  houses  have 
been  built  in  this  way,  and  the  plan  has,  therefore,  been  justified 
by  experience. 

I  have  in  mind  the  case  of  a  chapter  whose  members,  when 
they  left  college,  each  executed  notes  in  favor  of  the  chapter  for 
at  least  ^100,  payable  ^10  a  year  for  ten  years,  while  some  gave 
five  or  ten  times  this  amount.  As  a  result,  the  chapter  now 
owns  a  magnificent  house,  subject  to  a  comparatively  small  in- 
cumbrance, while  the  plan  is  kept  up  and  will  eventually  free 
the  chapter  from  all  debt. 

Beginning,  for  example,  with  the  year  1890,  with  an  average 
number  of  five  leaving  college,  it  will  be  seen  that  with  a  plan  of 
thus  giving  ten  dollars  a  year  for  ten  years,  at  the  end  of  the 
present  year  the  amount  paid  in  would  be  $2, 750,  with  notes  for 
$2,250  outstanding.  This  would  go  far  toward  the  expense  of 
acquiring  a  lot  and  building,  and,  before  many  years,  the  plan 
would  place  the  chapter  in  excellent  financial  condition. 

I  understand  that  this  plan  of  raising  money  has  been  in 
operation  in  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity  for  several  years, 
and  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Several  chapters 
have  built  in  this  way,  the  notes  being  made  payable  for  a  period 
of  ten  years. 

Sigma  Chi  has  accomplished  some  great  things  in  a  financial 

way   in   recent   years,    and   has   devised  a  scheme  whereby   the 

general  fraternity  organization  does  much  in  the  way  of  building 

caapter  houses.     The  publication  of  the  catalogue  and  history  of 

this  fraternity  cost  |6,000.     This  exhausted  at  the  time  all  of  the 

fraternity's  available  resources,  and  left  a  debt  of  $3,000,  which 

it  required   a  struggle  of   three  years  to   pay.     The   catalogue 

^sinking  fund  was  established,  and,  in  1895,  after  the  payment  of 

bhe  balance  of  the   catalogue  debt,  it  showed  a  balance  of  about 

^50.     Then  a  chapter  house  sinking  fund  and  a  railway  expense 

jinking   fund   were   established,  and  half   of  the   balance  in  the 

jatalogue   sinking   fund   was  transferred   to  the   chapter  house 

jinking  fund.     This  latter  fund  was  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 

taking  loans  to  chapters  which  had   already  made  a  good  start 
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toward  securing  a  chapter  house,  and  was  made  up  of  the  $428.13 
derived  from  the  catalogue  sinking  fund,  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
national  fraternity's  initiation  fee,  required  of  each  initiate,  and 
ten  per  cent  of  the  annual  dues  to  the  general  fraternity,  re- 
quired of  each  active  member. 

In  1897,  after  having  made  a  loan  of  $900  to  the  Cornell 
chapter,  there  was  still  a  balance  of  $481.78  in  the  chapter  house 
fund.  The  chapter  house  fund  was  then  displaced  by  an  endow- 
ment fund,  which  is  made  up  of  all  money  of  the  fraternity  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  at  the  end  of  each  year.  It  is  used  in 
loans  to  chapters  on  good  security,  to  assist  them  in  the  acqui- 
sition of  chapter  houses  and  otherwise,  the  money,  when  repaid, 
returning  to  the  fund,  and  the  income  from  this  fund  may  be 
used,  in  case  of  extreme  need,  to  defray  the  legitimate  expenses 
of  the  fraternity. 

This  fund  received  the  amount  of  $481.78  from  the  old  chap- 
ter house  fund,  and  also  had  to  its  credit  the  $900  loaned  to  the 
Cornell  chapter  at  four  per  cent.  It  also  receives  $2.50  from 
each  initiate  into  the  active  chapters,  and  this  produced  last  year 
the  sum  of  $623.50.  Alumni  are  now  asked  to  snbscribe  $25 
each  to  the  endowment  fund,  payable  in  five  annual  installments, 
no  note  being  payable  until  500  sets  have  been  obtained.  This 
would  make  a  total  of  $12, 500. 

There  is  one  feature  I  like  about  this  Sigma  Chi  plan,  and 
that  is  that  it  seems  to  place  a  high  value  on  fraternity  member" 
ship.  After  having  paid  a  heavy  debt  of  $6,000  for  a  catalogue 
and  raised  money  in  addition  for  chapter  house  purposes,  it  is  no 
wonder  that  this  fraternity  now  contemplates  raising  $12, 500  in 
five  years  for  fraternity  purposes.  Sigma  Chi  must  be  dear  to 
those  who  wear  her  white  cross,  and  if  there  is  any  criticism 
which  I  should  like  to  emphasize  as  to  our  present  fraternity 
system  it  is  that  in  my  opinion,  it  is  on  too  cheap  a  basis.  It  is 
my  belief  that  there  should  be  annual  dues  payable  by  active 
members  to  the  general  fraternity  and  some  hold  should  be  re- 
tained on  alumni  after  graduation.  When  Alpha  Taus  get  in  the 
way  of  paying  more  for  fraternity. -privileges,. I  believe  that  fra-

ternity  enthusiasm  will  be  correspondingly  higher  and  there  will 
be  much  more  substantial  evidences  of  material  prosperity  in  her 
affairs,  certainly  more  chapter  houses. 

And  I  certainly  should  like  to  see  the  Palm  agitate  the 
chapter  house  question,  because  I  am  convinced  of  its  vital  im- 
portance. Let  us  have  a  symposium  on  this  subject  in  the  next 
number.  I  feel  it  will  do  very  much  good.  Every  little  while  I 
notice  in  the  chapter  letters  references  to  this  question,  and  I 
would  suggest  that  the  province  chiefs  give  their  views  in  the 
Palm. 

Trusting  that  this  trespass  on  the  space  of  our  dear  maga- 
zine will  not  appear  unwarranted,  I  shall  be  content  if  it  excites 
lively  discussion  of  this  live  topic.

PROVINCE   CHIEFS. 

SECTION   ONE. 

Bro.  Arthur  W.  McCord,  Provincial  Chief  of  Section  1,  is  an 
Alumnus  of  that  sterling  Chapter,  Alabama  Beta  Beta. 

He  was  born  in  Escambia  County,  Florida,  July  8,  1875.  His 
early  life  was  spent  on  a  farm  in  Lowndes  County,  Ala. ,  where 
he  was  instructed  in  the  plain  but  wholesome  elementary  knowl- 
edge such  as  our  country  institutions  provide. 

In  1888  he  moved  to  Birmingham,  Ala.,  where,  three  years 
later,  he  connected  himself  with  the  local  branch  of  the  mercan- 
tile agency  of  R.  G.  Dun  &  Co. ,  with  which  firm  he  is  at  present 
associated  in  capacity  of  traveling  representative,  with  head- 
quarters at  Montgomery,  Alabama. 

Desiring  to  comj)lete  his  education,  he  resigned  the  position 
of  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Birmingham  branch,  and  in  the  fall  of  1895 
entered  the  Southern  University  at  Greensboro,  where  he  re- 
mained two  sessions.  He  was  initiated  a  member  of  Beta  Beta 
in  September,  1895,  and  from  the  first  took  an  active  interest  in 
all  that  related  to  the  welfare  of  his  chapter. 

Although  Bro.  McCord's  college  life  was  of  only  two  years' 
duration,  he  several  times  had  the  privilege  of  reflecting  credit 
on  himself  and  the  chapter,  having  filled  the  respective  positions 
of  society  debater,  commencement  speaker  and  alumnus  orator. 

In  his  present  position  with  R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.,  he  has  an 
opportunity  of  coming  in  contact  with  a  number  of  Alpha  Taus 
in  different  parts  of  the  state. 

Believing  that  the  future  of  the  fraternity  depends  largely 
upon  the  amount  of  interest  marifested  by  the  alumni,  he  has 
since  locating  at  Montgomery  organized  the  Montgomery  Alumni 
Association,  which  he  represented  at  the  Sixteenth  Biennial 
Congress. 

Feeling  that  there  were  among  the  alumni,  many  more 
worthy  of  the  honor  of  provincial  chief  of  his  section,  he  re- 
luctantly accepted   the  position   and  has  entered  upon  his  duties 
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with  a  determination  to  make  his  section  not  only  "first"  numer- 
ically, but  in  actual  good  accomplished. 

Bro.  McCord  has  actively  taken  up  the  question  of  chapter 
house  building  a^id  his  energy  is  bound  to  produce  good  results 
in  this  field.  He  urges  both  alumni  and  active  brothers  to  exert 
their  utmost  endeavors  and  cooperate  in  this  direction.  His  sys- 
tematic training,  added  to  his  enthusiasm  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
will  cooperate  to  make  Section  One  among  the  best  regulated  and 
most  prosperous  in  our  fraternity  system. 

SECTION  TWO. 

Bro.  Elias  Potter  Lyon  was  born  Oct.  20,  1867,  on  a  farm 
near  Hillsdale,  Mich.  His  father  and  mother  were  originally 
from  v/estern  New  York.  Bro.  Lyon  attended  first  the  country 
schools  and  later,  the  family  moving  to  Hillsdale,  the  public 
schools  of  that  little  city.  Graduating  from_  the  high  school  in 
1884,  he  went  to  Chicago  and  for  nearly  two  years  drove  a  milk 
wagon.  With  the  money  saved  in  this  business-^of  course  these 
were  the  good  old  days  before  milk  inspectors  and  hydrometers 
were  invented — he  returned  to  Hillsdale  and  entered  the  college 
there,  intending  to  take  only  a  commercial  course.  But  the  in- 
fluence of  good  friends  directed  his  attention  to  literary  and 
scientific  work,  and  he  became  a  regular  student  in  the  college. 
After  two  or  three  years  in  the  science  course  he  took  up  also 
the  study  of  Greek,  and  so  was  enabled  to  graduate,  in  1891,  as 
Bachelor  of  Science  and,  in  1892,  as  Bachelor  of  Arts,  taking,  on 
the  last  occasion,  both  the  mathematical  and  literary  prizes. 

In  1888,  when  Michigan  Beta  Kappa  Chapter  was  organized, 
Bro.  Lyon  was  one  of  the  charter  members,  and  throughout  his 
college  days  was  one  of  the  chapter's  hardest  workers.  He 
helped  initiate  the  chapters  at  Albion  and  the  University  of 
Michigan,  and  was  delegate  of  his  chapter  to  the  Nashville  Con- 
gress. 

In  1892,  Bro.  Lyon  was  appointed  Instructor  in  Science  in  the 
Harvard  School,  Chicago.  This  is  one  of  the  afiiliated  schools 
of  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  Bro.  Lyon's  instinct  soon  led 
him  to  this  then  new,  but  strongly  organized  institution.     Study- 
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ing  at  first  Saturdays  and  other  odd  times,  he  afterward  made 
arrangements  with  the  Harvard  School  to  teach  half  time,  and 
thus  was  enabled  to  put  more  effort  into  his  university  work. 
Having  chosen  biology  as  his  specialty,  he  found  at  Chicago  a 
strong  faculty  and  every  incentive  to  progress.  Summers,  also," 
were  not  wasted.  In  the  summer  of  1894  he  was  biologist  of  the 
Cook  Greenland  Expedition  which,  it  will  be  remembered,  met 
with  so  many  disasters  before  reaching  home.  First  they  col- 
lided with  an  iceberg;  later,  striking  a  reef,  they  lost  their  ship, 
together  with  all  their  clothing,  food  and  supplies,  and  were 
stranded  for  some  weeks  among  the  Eskimos.  Only  by  the  for- 
tunate appearance  of  a  fishing  schooner,  were  they  able  to  return 
before  winter  set  in.  In  the  summer  of  1895,  Bro.  Eyon  studied 
at  the  Marine  Biological  Laboratory  at  Woods  Holl,  Mass.  In 
1896,  he  was  appointed  Fellow  in  Physiology  at  Chicago  Uni- 
versity, and  in  1897  took  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy, 
magna  cum  laude.  During  that  summer  he  was  an  instructor  in 
the  University. 

September  1,  1897,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Nellie  P.  East- 
man, of  Limerick,  Maine,  and  on  October  1  began  work  as  head 
of  the  Biology  Department  and  Examiner  at  the  Bradley  Poly- 
technic Institute,  then  just  opening  its  doors  at  Peoria,  111.  This 
school,  backed  by  an  endowment  of  over  two  million  dollars  and 
strengthened  by  close  affiliation  with  the  University  of  Chicago, 
is  rapidly  becoming  an  educational  power  in  Central  Illinois. 
Brother  Lyon  stands  in  the  closest  relations  with  the  Director 
and  Board  of  Trustees  and  finds  in  moulding  a  new  school  and 
building  up  a  department,  opportunity  both  for  development  as 
a  teacher  and  growth  in  administrative  power.  Summers  he  goes 
to  Woods  Holl,  Mass.,  as  an  instructor  in  the  Marine  Biological 
Laboratory. 

As  a  member  of  Alpha  Tau,  Bro.  Lyon  has  always  been  un- 
swerving in  his  loyalty.  While  in  Chicago  he  was  for  two  years 
Secretarj^  and  Treasurer  of  the  Alumni  Association.  In  com- 
pany with  Bro.  Thornton,  of  Chicago,  he  assisted  Bro.  Atwood 
in  installing   the   chapter   at   the   University  of  Illinois.     Last 
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Christmas  the   periodical  magnetism  of  Congress  drew  him  and 
Mrs.  Lyon  to  New  Orleans. 

The  brothers  of  the  second  province,  over  which  he  has  been 
appointed  Chief,  may  feel  sure  of  prompt  response  and  support 
from  Bro.  Ltjon  whenever  they  may  call  upon  him. 

PROVINCE   FOUR. 

There  is  no  pleasure  greater  than  that  which  comes  out  of 
the  privilege  and  opportunity  of  paying  tribute  to  the  virtues  of 
the  friend  one  has  watched  and  loved  through  years  of  changing 
scenes  and  circumstances.  This  pleasure  is  keen,  and  the  oppor- 
tunity is  priceless  to  me  now,  as  I  contemplate,  with  pen  in  hand, 
the  23ast  life  and  history  of  Robert  Worth  Bingham.  Beginning 
with  the  old  college  days,  when  our  hearts  together  looked  out 
on  the  far-away  world  of  men  and  affairs  as  an  El  Dorado,  whose 
shores  we  would  some  day  touch,  and  whose  gld^ies  we  would 
claim  as  our  own,  and  springing  by  the  magic  of  graduation  to 
the  world  of  action  and  strife,  there  has  been  that  bond  between 
him  and  myself  which  no  time  can  ever  change.  If  friendship 
were  to  draw  its  chronicles  from  the  dairy  of  love,  the  world 
would  say  "he  writes  of  a  hero."'  And  so  I  do,  but  I  must  leave 
that  diary  closed,  with  its  sacred  pages  preserved  for  my  own 
heart's  eyes,  and  I  must  turn  to  the  facts  and  happenings  in  his 
life.  This  I  must  say,  however,  that  I  feel  at  this  moment  the 
inspiration  which  comes  from  an  assurance  that  my  highest  en- 
coniums  would  create  in  the  world  of  young  men  where  "Bob's" 
name  is  known,  a  response  as  earnest  and  sincere  as  his  life  and 
character,  and  loyalty  towards  friends  have  been  irresistible  in 
the  creation  of  love  for  him.  In  the  outset,  I  wish  to  be  under- 
stood as  to  this — "Bob  is  still  living."  His  toes  do  not  yet  indi- 
cate the  location  of  daisies.  So  prone  are  we  to  lock  up  the 
heart  with  all  its  friend-history  until  after  final  ceremonies!  No, 
Robert  Worth  Bingham  is  in  excellent  health  and  spirits,  and 
each  morning  at  his  home  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  he  goes  down  to 
his  law"  office  knighted  for  life's  battle  among  men-by  the  kiss 
of  a  noble  and  beautiful  wife.  An  individual  whom"  we  will  st3^1e 
"little  Bob,"  also  rumples  up  his  hair  and  pulls  his  cravat  out  of 
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place  as  he  kisses  "papa"  good-bye  on  said  occasions.  I  need  go 
no  further  in  the  history  of  my  friend.  Already  he  has  done 
nobly.  I  have  spoken  of  the  sacred  climax  of  life  and  manhood 
before  tracing  the  path  by  which  it  has  been  attained. 

On  November  8th,  1871,  in  Orange  County,  North  Carolina, 
Robert  Worth  Bingham  was  born.  He  is  the  great-grandson  of 
the  distinguished  educator  who  founded  the  famous  Bingham 
School  in  1783.  His  ancestors  and  their  lives  are  a  part  of  the 
history  of  the  Old  North  State.  At  their  feet  great  men  sat,  and 
their  sterling  worth  has  gone  into  the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  old 
comm^onwealth.  In  the  Autumn  of  1887  he  was  initiated  into 
North  Carolina  Alpha  Eta  Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  In  the 
spring  of  1888  he  was  the  Worth}^  Master  of  his  chapter.  As 
adjutant  of  the  cadet  corps  and  as  captain  of  the  Bingham 
School  footbcfll  and  baseball  teams  he  sustained  him  pelf  with 
great  honor  and  success.  As  the  wearer  of  the  medals  of  honor 
he  graduated  in  June  1888.  In  the  opening  of  the  collegiate 
term  of  that  year  he  entered  the  sophomore  class  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina.  It  was  here  I  met  him.  Our  friendship 
began  at  Chapel  Hill,  the  old  University  town,  in  the  fall  of 
1888.  We  were  classmates.  He  was  an  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  I 
w^as  a  Phi  Delta  Theta.  The  "goat"  had  chewed  our  coat-tails 
before  we  met.  If  that  had  not  been  true  this  pen  might  be  now 
scribbling  this  artticle  for  The  Scroll  or  I  might  have  been  sign- 
ing myself 1  don't  know  how  you  Alpha  Tau  people 

sign  yourselves.  We  do  it  this  way — "Yours  in  the  bond." 
After  all  it  meant  this  between  our  chapters — "Alpha  Tau's 
'scrap'  is  Phi  Delta  Theta's  private  and  personal  and  highly 
prized  property  with  all  its  college  political  results  and  black- 
eyes  in  the  bargain,  and  vice  versa."  In  the  fall  of  1889,  Bing- 
ham, with  the  assistance  of  Drew  Patterson  (Sigma  Alpha  Epsi- 
lon)  and  other  members  of  our  class  organized  the  first  football 
team  of  our  college.  It  was  a  class  team  and  carried  foot  ball 
fur  the  first  time  beyond  the  college  campus  in  the  game  with  the 
corresponding  class  team  of  Wake  Forest  College  at  Raleigh. 
Bingham  was  captain  of  this  team  and  a  fine  half-back  he  was.     In 
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his  first  work  of  inter-collegiate  sports  North  Carolina's  glory- 
crowned  team  had  an  origin  for  its  spirit  of  success.  He  was 
afterwards  the  captain  of  the  "Varsity"  and  led  the  Titan  band 
to  fields  of  honor  and  triumph.  Alpha  Tau  prospered  under  him 
at  the  university  as  the  chapter's  Worthy  Master.  He  won  in 
the  Dialectic  society  the  declaimer's  medal  of  1889  and  the  repre- 
sentative's medal  in  the  inter- society  oratorical  contest  of  1890. 
The  balmy  spring  days  found  him  crossing  bats  and  curving 
balls  as  a  "crack"  member  of  the  team.  ^  The  glee  club  and  the 
banjo,  guitar  and  mandolin  clubs  claimed  him  as  their  own,  and 
he,  I  will  remark  in  passing,  sounded  a  minstrels'  glorious  tenor 
and  struck  a  muse's  chord.  In  1890  he  reorganized  North  Caro- 
lina Xi  at  Trinity  College,  where  the  chapter  prospered  with 
new  life.  Perhaps  just  here  I  should  mention  the  part  of  his 
history  which  bears  upon  an  organization -at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  which  has  become  widely  knov/n  throughout  the 
south.  I  refer  to  the  order  known  as  Gimghoul.  Bingham 
(Alpha  Tau  Omega),  Shepard  Bryan  (Alpha  Tau  Omega),  Wray 
Martin  (Alpha  Tau  Omega),  Henry  Johnson  (Phi  Kappa  Sigma), 
and  myself  (Phi  Delta  Theta),  together  with  several  other  fra- 
ternity men  whose  names  escape  me  because  I  am  not  at  present 
in  possession  of  the  record,  organized  the  inter-fraternity  order 
of  the  above  name.  The  membership  was  limited  lo  fifteen  and 
was  drawn  only  from  the  senior,  junior  and  post-graduate  classes. 
The  idea  and  plans  of  organization  originated  with  Bingham 
and  myself  in  one  of  our  long  rambles  over  the  hills  and  dales 
near  Chapel  Hill.  He  was  ever  full  of- the  brightest  thoughts 
and  his  plans  borrowed  from  his  cloudless  imagination  a  beauty 
and  scope  peculiarly  their  ov/n,  Out  of  it  all  came  the  order — 
Gimghoul.  After  two  years  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
he  entered  the  University  of  Virginia  where  he  studied  for  a 
year.  At  this  University  he  v*^as  a  member  of  Tilka  and  the 
Jefferson  Literary  Society.  Here  he  also  held  his  place  on  the 
foot-ball  teams  and  in  the  glee  club.  Virginia  Delta  chapter  had 
truest  cause  to  be  proud  of  the  gallant  "Tar  Heel"  who  had  come 
to   its  portals.     In  his  college   career  he  displayed  a  masterful 
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ability  in  the  languages,  both  ancient  and  modern,  and  he  made 
the  highest  records  in  them  as  well  as  international  law,  philos- 
ophy, history  and  literature.  I  guess  his  chtimming  with  me 
made  him,  as  the  old  darkey  said,  ''kinder  skittish"  of  "math." 
God  rest  the  bones  of  that  old  "Conica"  in  peace  there  under  the 
big  Founders'  Tree  in  the  campus  at  Chapel  Hill!  May  the 
volume  never  rise  to  haunt  my  dreams!  For  a  year  after  being 
at  the  University  of  Virginia  he  traveled  and  then  accepted  the 
professorship  of  ancient  and  modern  languages  in  Bingham 
School,  Asheville,  North  Carolina.  After  teaching  two  years  he 
studied  law  and  is  a  graduate  with  highest  honors  of  the  law 
school  of  the  University  of  Louisville  Here  he  won  the  orator's 
and  debater's  prizes  and  was  class  president  and  representative 
orator.  In  May,  1896,  he  married  Miss  Eleanor  E.  Miller  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky.  It  is  just  here  that  I  would  pause  and  say 
of  my  friend  that  surely  his  life  of  sunny  loveableness,  his 
character  of  sterling  worth,  his  abilities  akin  to  genius  and  his 
heart  and  life  of  truth  and  love  and  loyalty  have  found  a  truly 
divine  reward.  This  is  the  climax  of  which  I  spoke.  Tli3  little 
fellow  who  rumples  his  papa's  hair  is  named  Robert  Norwood 
Bingham.  In  masonry  Bingham  (not  "little  Bob")  is  of  high 
rank.  He  is  a  Knight  Templar  and  has  attained  the  thirty- 
second  degree.  He  occupies  a  strong  place  in  the  love  and 
esteem  of  the  people  of  Louisville,  his  home,  and  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  he  holds  the  ranking  place  among  the  young 
attorneys  of  his  city.  His  heart  of  sunshine  and  his  stalwart 
hand  of  true  faith  and  loyalty  win  men's  souls  and  his  power  of 
mind  and  character  inspire  and  hold  confidence  and  support  in 
the  busy  world's  work.  I  am  one  of  thousands  who  say  with  pride 
"he  is  my  friend. '  I  am  told  by  all  men  that  such  as  he  are 
examplars  of  Alpha  Tau's  teachings.

V^ILLIAM  LINCOLN  JONES. 

In  the  death  of  Bro.  William  Lincoln  Jones,  which  occurred 
at  Wilmington,  Mass.,  Friday,  May  6th.  1899,  Gamma  Alpha 
Chapter  and  the  general  fraternity  have  sustained  a  loss  that  is 
well  nigh  irreparable. 

Brother  Jones  was  born  in  Fairfield  Me.,  A^pril  8th.  1867  and 
during  his  boyhood  attended  the  common  schools  of  his  native 
place.  In  1887,  he  entered  Coburn  Classical  Institute,  at  Water- 
ville,  where  his  ability  and  zeal  as  a  student  at  once  placed  him 
among  the  very  best  in  his  class.     He  was  graduated  from  the

Institute  in  the  summer  of  1890,  having  one  of  the  class  parts,  and 
entered  the  Freshman  class  of  Colby  University  in  the  fall  of 
the  same  year. 

At  the  Freshman  Exit  in  Skowhegan,  Bro.  Jones  pronounced 
the  oration.  His  fluency,  native  wit,  and  intensity  lent  them- 
selves readily  to  the  eifort  and  the  result  marked  him  as  one  of 
the  very  best  speakers  in  the  college.  Throughout  the  college 
course,  his  ready  command  of  English  v/as  evidenced  by  essays 
of  various  kinds,  articles  on  many  subjects  and  two  lectures 
delivered  before  the  class  in  Rhetoric. 

As  associate  Editor  of  the  Oracle,  published  in  1894,  he  reached 
his  best  and  has  left  as  an  enduring  monument  several  specimens 
of  most  beautiful  English  prose.  On  the  Commencement  Stage 
he  delivered  the  address  to  undergraduates  and  also  one  of  the 
Commencement  parts.  These  are  a  few  of  his  best  efforts  while 
in  college.  He  appeared  at  nearly  every  public  exercise  of  the 
class  and  his  every  effort  denoted  careful  study  and  great  ability 
in  thought  and  execution. 

After  graduation,  Bro.  Jones  taught  with  marked  success  the 
High  Schools  at  South  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  and  Millbridge,  Me., 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Superintendent  'of  Schools  at 
Wilmington,  Mass. 

Within  tha  walls  of  the  Fraternity,  he  was  in  every  respect  a 
"worthy  brother."  Clean  in  thought  and  deed,  upright  in 
character,  and  spotless  in  reputation,  he  was  a  man  of  whom  we 
were  all  proud.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Chapter  and  no  work  was  too  hard,  no  sacrifice  too  great  to  be 
cheerfully  done  or  made  for  the  sake  of  Gamir  a  Alpha.  He  was, 
I  believe,  the  first  man  initiated  after  the  organization  of  the 
chapter  in  1892,  and  likewise  he  is  the  first  to  die.  His  loss  will 
be  very  deeply  felt.

William  Ruffin  Tucker  was  born  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
on  March  1,  1866,  and  died  in  the  same  city  on  January  16th, 
1899.  While  Alpha  Delta  Chapter  bows  humbly  to  the  divine  will, 
her  heart  is  wrung  with  sorrow  at  Brother  Tucker's  death.  He 
graduated  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  1887,  and 
during  his  college  career  and  in  maturer  years,  when  the  stern 
affairs  of  life  pressed  hard  upon  him,  he  was  a  loyal  and  loving 
son  of  our  glorious  order.

OUR  WORTHY  GRAND  SCRIBE. 

Brother  George  H.  Lamar,  our  new  Worthy  Grand  Scribe, 
is  thirty-two  years  of  age,  and  was  born  and  reared  at  Auburn,  Lee 
County,  Alabama,  where  he  graduated  from  the  Alabama  Poly- 
technic Institute  with  the  degree  of  Bachellor  of  Science  in  June 
1887.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  entered  the  Georgetown 
University  Law  School  in  Washington,  D.  C,  from  which  institu- 
tion he  took  the  degree  of  L.  L.  B.  in  1889,  and  that  of  L.  L.  M. 
in  1890.  He  entered  the  practice  of  law  at  Washington,  D.  C  ,in 
the  spring  of  1891,  since  which  time  he  has  concentrated  his  bus- 
iness energies  on  his  chosen  profession  and  is  now  a  member  of 
the  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  .States.  For  several 
years  past,  he  has  represented  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  litiga- 
tion there,  and  has  won  for  the  State  several  signal  victories 
where  important  questions  and  large  property  interests  were  in- 
volved. He  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  of  the  younger  mem- 
bers of  the  Washington  bar  and  is  honored  and  esteemed  by  all 
who  know  him . 

He  belongs  to  the  southern  branchy  of  the  Lamar  family,  be- 
ing a  son  of  Dr.  Williams  H.  Lamar,  originally  of  Georgia.  His 
mother  was  Ann  M .  Glenn,  a  daughter  of  Rev .  John  B .  Glenn, 
who  was  one  of  the  pioneer  Methodist  preachers,  who  went  to 
Alabama  from  Georgia  while  the  Indians  were  yet  there . 

Brother  Lamar  was  the  third  member  of  his  immediate  fam- 
ily to  become  an  Alpha  Tau  (in  1885),  the  other  two,  William  H.; 
Jr.,  and  Howard  Lamar, being  charter  members  of  the  Ala.  A.  E. 
Chapter  at  Auburn. 

After  his  church,  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  is  the  in- 
stitution which  has  ever  been  nearest  his  heart.  While  at  col- 
lege, the  honors  won  were  almost  as  much  for  his  fraternity  as 
for  himself.  Among  the  honors  won  at  college,  he  took  the  So- 
phomore medal  as  the  best  speaker  in  his  class, received  certifi- 
cates of  distinction  in  each  class,  held  several  cadet  offices  and 
graduated  as  the  chief  officer  on  the  commandant's  staff. 
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During  the  whole  time  of  his  residence  at  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  Washington  he  has  been  active  in  the  promotion  of  the  inter- 
ests of  the  order  there;  he  has  held  the  offices  of  W.  S.  and  W. 
M.  in  the  D.  C.  Alumni  Association,  and  was  one  of  its  represen- 
tatives both  at  the  Richmond  and  New  Orleans  Congress.  It  is 
safe  to  say,  that  although  he  lives  at  Rocksville,  Md.,  he  has  not 
missed  a  meeting  of  his  alumni  association  for  the  last  five  years. 
In  the  absence  of  the  W.  G.  S.  at  the  Washington  Congress,  bro- 
ther Lam^ar  was  the  W.  G.  S.  jjto  tempore. 

On  Ayjril  18,  1894,  brother  Lamar  was  married  to  Miss  Edith 
M.  Stonestreet  of  Rockville,Marylajnd.  He  is  domestic  in  his  tastes 
and,  if  he  and  Mrs.  Lamar  have  an  idol,  it  is  little  Rebecca 
Barry,  their  only  child,  who  is  now  nearly  three  years  of  age. 

Their  home  is  a  suburban  residence  just  out  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  in  Rookville,  Maryland,  where  brother  Lamar 
has  a  vote  and  the  consequent  temptation  of  all  young  lawyers  to 
enter  politics;  but,  so  far,  he  has  steadfastly  maintained  his  res- 
olution to  abstain  from  an  indulgence  in  so  enticing  a  field  of  ac- 
tivity. 

Brother  Lamar  is  also  a  Mason,  and  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  by  reason  of  his  being  the  second 
officer  in  his  local  lodge.  He  is  active  in  the  work  of  the  Ep- 
worth  League  of  the  M.  E.  Church  South  and  holds  and  has  held 
many  official  positions  in  the  various  branches  of  the  work  as 
prosecuted  through  Chapter,  City,  District,  Conference  and  In- 
ternational oro^anizations. 


EDITORIALS. 

So  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  and,  we  must  confess  that  the 
reports  which  have  reached  the  Pai.m  are  not  so  full  as  might  be 
desired,  the  provisional  provinical  system,  adopted  by  the  last 
Congress,  is  working  splendidly,  and  will  greatly  benefit  our 
fraternity  organization.  All  of  the  appointed  chiefs  ha^ve  gone  to 
.w^ork  with  the  enthusiasm  of  their  college  days,  and,  we  believe, 
this  enthusiasm  has  proved  contagious.  Many  personal  visits  to 
chapters  have  been  made  and  this  contact  with  the  representatives 
of  the  general  fraternity  organization  has  stimulated  the  brothers 
visited  to  renev/ed  efforts  to  keep  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  the  front 
rank  of  college  fraternities  wherever  represented. 

New  Alumni  Associations  have  been  formed  by  the  province 
chiefs  and  old  ones,  which  have  been  allowed  to  become  inactive, 
have  been  revived.  A  great  movement  in  the  direction  of  chapter 
house  building  has  been  started  or  strengthened,  and,  in  every 
way,  the  bonds  which  bind  together  alumni,  active  chapter 
members,  and  officers  of  the  general  fraternity,  have  been  greatly 
strengthened. 

Sometimes  it  happens  that  a  chapter,  left  to  itself,  with  no 
strong  rivalry  of  other  fraternities  to  meet,  becomes  inactive  and 
neglectful  of  fraternity  requirements.  This  will  no  longer  be  the 
case.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  province  chiefs  to  remedy  all  weakness 
and  develop  all  beneficial  efforts  in  our  fraternity.  In  this,  they 
will  have  the  cordial  support  and  assistance  of  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief,  the  High  Council  and  all  Alpha  Taus.  We  believe  that  the 
inevitable  result  will  be  the  establishment  of  a  higher  standard  of 
fraternity  menibership. 

The  efforts  of  the  province  officers  will  not  meet  with  the 
desired  success,  however,  unless  they  have  the  active  assistance 
of  all  the  brothers  in  their  province,  and  we  sincerely  trust  this 
will  be  forthcoming. 

Constant  vigilance  and  intelligent  effort  are  in  these  days 
necessary  to  success  in  the  fraternity  v/orkl,  as  elsewhere.     Un- 
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doubtedly,  every  fraternity  has  weak  chapters.  These  should  be 
strengthened  or  eliminated,  because  their  continued  existence  is 
a  menace  to  general  prosperity.  We  believe  that  along  these 
lines  the  province  chiefs  should  mainly  direct  their  efforts.  •While 
a  long  list  of  dead  chapters  is  sometimes  considered  as  a  reproach 
to  a  fraternity,  yet  the  existence  of  inactive  chapters,  which  are 
merely  parasites  upon  the  general  fraternity  and  absorb  rather 
than  contribute  strength,  is  much  more  harmful.  Let  not  the 
province  chiefs,  therefore,  fear  to  recommend  drastic  measures 
where  they  are  necessary.  The  fraternity  requires  them  to  do 
their  duty  in  this  respect,  as  well  as  in  more  pleasant  ways. 

All  in  all,  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  province  system  will  be 
formally  adopted  at  Boston  in  1900.  Surely,  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  could  not  have  chosen  more  loyal  or  efficient  lieutenants 
than  he  has. 

While  we  have  had  no  very  late  report  on  the  song  book,  we 
understand  that  good  progress  is  being  made,  and  that  the  work 
will  be  a  credit  to  the  fraternity.  Certainly,  it  is  much  needed, 
and  it  is  w^ell  that  the  committee  are  so  conscientious  and 
thorough.  We  hope  in  our  next  number  to  be  able  to  make  a 
definite  anouncement,  as  to  the  time  of  publication.

The  Chicago  Record  of  recent  date  contained  an  article  by  W. 
E.  Curtis,  which  we  believe  will  prove  of  special  interest  to  col- 
lege graduates,  and  very  instructive  to  all  of  our  readers.  It 
related  to  the  maximum  salaries  and  incomes  in  various  profes- 
sions and  callings. 

In  the  ministry,  it  was  stated  that  Dr.  Emil  G.  Hirsch  has  a 
contract  with  Sinai  congregation  for  a  salary  of  ^15,000  a  year 
for  fifteen  years  Bishop  Potter  of  New  York,  receives  the  same 
salary,  with  the  addition  of  a  private  secretary  and  a  rectory 
furnished,  heated  and  lighted  free  of  cost.  "  The  late  Dr.  Hall, 
pastor  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  York, 
received,  during  his  last  years,  the  largest  salary  ever  paid  a 
clergyman  in  the  United  States,  being  |20,000,  with  a  manse. 
Henry  Ward  Beecher  received  $20,000,  without  a  manse.  Dean 
Farrar  of  England,  receives  a  salary  of  $7,000.  The  archbishop 
of  Canterbury  receives  $60,000  a  year,  but  is  under  enormous  ex- 
penses to  maintain  Lambeth  Palace,  and  for  social  and  ecclesias- 
tical obligations.  The  average  pay  of  an  English  vicar  is  $3,500, 
outside  of  the  large  cities.  In  the  latter,  salaries  run  from  $2,500 
to  $10,000.  In  this  country  the  Episcopalian  and  Presbyterian 
churches  pay  most  liberally;  but  the  eight  Dutch  Reformed 
churches  of  New  York  have  an  endowment  which  amounts  to 
several  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  year,  and  the  pastors  receive 
$10,000  a  year  for  life,  retiring  at  the  age  of  sixty-five.  Trinity 
Church  has  an  income  of  $30,000  a  year,  and  this  supports 
several  churches.  Its  pastor  receives  $12,500.  The  average 
salary  in  New  York  City  is  $6,000. 

The  highest  editorial  salary  in  this  country  is  $15,000. 
Probably  sixteen  New  York  editors,  not  proprietors  of  papers 
receive  salaries  of  $10,000  a  year  or  over.     The  Journal  and  World 
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have  four  each,  the  Herald  two,  the  Thres,  Post  and  Brooklyn 
Eagle,  one  each.  The  best  editorial,  writers,  news  editors  and 
managing  editors  on  the  large  dailies  receive  from  f.5,000  to 
$7, 500  a  year. 

Among  physicians  two  or  three  Nev/  York  specialists  make 
over  ^50,000  a  year,  and  probably  ten  make  125,000,  and  twenty, 
from  ^15,000  to  ^25,000.  ^10,000  a  year  is  considered  a  large 
income. 

College  professors  do  not  receive  as  much  in  this  country  as 
in  Europe,  but  public  school  teachers  are  much  better  paid  here. 
It  is  stated  that  the  salary  of  college  professors  runs  from  $1,500 
to  f^4,000,  but  the  maximum  is,  undoubtedly,  higher.  -Teachers 
in  ordinary  schools  in  Europe  are  considered  well  paid  at  $25  a 
m.onth,  but  several  chairs  at  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Edinburgh, 
Glasgow  and  other  universities  pay  from  $10,000  to  $12,000  a  year. 
The  chair  of  anatomy  of  Edinburgh  medical  faculty  is  said  to  be 
the  most  valuable  professorship  in  the  world,  paying  about 
$25,000.  Berlin  has  one  professorship  which  pays  $15,000  a  year, 
but  there  compensation  depends  on  popularity.  Some  of  the 
professors  in  Europe  enjoy  hereditary  grants  and  fees. 

As  to  lawyers.  Nelson  Cromwell,  of  Nevf  York,  has  the  rep- 
utation of  receiving  the  largest  fee,  $260,000  cash,  for  rendering 
a  single  service.  It  was  paid  by  the  brokers  Decker,  Howell  & 
Co.,  for  advice  and  assistance  during  the  panic  caused  by  the 
collapse  of  the  Villard  syndicate  in  Northern  Pacific,  about 
twelve  years  ago.  The  fee  was  cheerfully  paid,  and  the  clients, 
after  the  settlement  of  their  affairs,  gave  Mr.  Cromwell  a  hand- 
some silver  service,  properly  inscribed  as  a  testimonial  of  their 
confidence  and  gratitude.  It  is  said  that  this  attorney  received 
a  similar  amount,  or  even  more,  for  his  services  as  counsel  for 
the  receivers  of  the.  Northern  Pacific  and  Wisconsin  Central 
Railroads.  The  sum  of  $300,000  was  paid  the  attorneys  who 
advised  the  reorganization  committee  of  the  Union  Pacific,  but 
their  services  extended  over  several  months,  and  the  fees  were 
divided  among  five  or  six  firms.  Jose  Ignatio  Rodriguez,  of 
Washington,  is  said  to  have  received  $200,000  for  his  services  in 
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settling  the  Mora  claim  against  Sixain,  Ex-president  Cleveland 
was  given  a  check  for  ^100,000  by  E.  C.  Benedict,  for  his  advice 
in  regard  to  the  organization  of  the  gas  trust;  and  Walter  S. 
Logan,  of  New  York,  received  a  fee  of  the  same  amount  in  a 
recent  Connecticut  will  case.  The  recent  organization  of  trusts 
has  resulted  in  the  payment  of  very  large  fees  to  corporation 
lawyers.  The  fees  average  at  least  ^^25,000,  but  usually  are 
divided  with  several  partners,  while  the  offices  which  do  this 
class  of  work  usually  employ  a  very  large  force  of  clerks,  sten- 
ographers and  assistants,  sometimes  as  many  as  twenty-five  or 
thirty.  Judge  Dillon  receives  a  salary  of  |25,000  a  year  from 
the  Gould  system,  and  Judge  Gary,  of  Chicago,  is  said  to  have 
been  paid  ^100, 000  for  the  work  of  a  few  weeks.  Ex-president 
Harrison  will  receive  150,000  for  his  services  at  Paris  in  l^half 
of  the  Venezuelan  government  before  the  Boundary  Arbitration 
Committee,  and  Ex- secretary  Tracey,  his  associate,  will  receive 
^^25,000.  John  W.  Foster  received  |100,000  for  his  advice  to  the 
Chinese  government  in  regard  to  the  peace  treaty  with  Japan. 

The  largest  salary  paid  in  the  United  States  was  that  of  the 
late  president  of  the  Equitable  Life  Insurance  Co.,  $100,000.  He 
owned  the  controlling  interest  of  the  company.  The  president 
of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  receives  $50,000,  and  f 25, 000  is  said 
to  have  been  the  salary  of  Chancey  M.  Depew,  as  president  of 
the  New  York  Central;  and  that  amount,  or  more,  is  paid  to 
many  railroad  presidents.  President  Gates,  of j  the  Illinois  Steel 
Co.,  received  a  salary  of  |40,000  a  year.  Four  of  the  managers 
of  the  Carnegie  company  receive  a  salary  of  $25,000  a  year,  and 
at  least  twelve  superintendents  receive  $10,000.  George  Gould, 
president  of  the  Union  Pacific,  and  other  large  corporations, 
receives  no  salary. 

Bank  presidents  in  large  cities  receive  from  $10,000  to 
$25,000  a  year,  and,  in  addition,  enjoy  unusually  good  opportu- 
nities for  making  money .  The  president  of  the  famous  Chemi- 
cal bank  of  New  York  receives  only  $100  a  month. 

The  above  data  are  neither  complete  nor  entirely  accurate, 
but  indicate  somewhat  the  financial  opportunities  of  this  country. 
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These  positions  are  not  all  held  by  college  men,  but  many  of 
them  are,  and  we  trust  that  ere  long  some  of  our  readers  may  be 
in  the  enjoyment  of  these  splendid  incomes.  If  their  sole  aim, 
however,  is  the  acquirement  of  wealth,  and  they  have  ability  in 
that  line,  doubtless,  they  will  find  the  most  lucrative  feld  to  be 
the  promotion  of  great  corporate  enterprises.  Millions  have 
been  made  in  this  way,  but  this  work  requires  remarkable  ability 
and  financial  resources. 

We  believe  Mr.  Curtis  is  not  accurate  in  his  statement  of 
college  salaries,  as  we  know  of  several  instances,  at  least,  where 
salaries  range  from  $6,000  to  110,000  a  year,  and  the  positions 
also  afford  splendid  opportunities  for  making  much  in  addition 
by  lectures  and  writing.

and  standard-bearer  of  the  died-in-the-wool  Republicans.  In 
addition  to  the  combined  Democratic  strength,  Mr.  Hayes  was 
supported  by  the  Independent  Republicans  and  a  large  number  of 
leading  Prohibitionists.  The  fight  was  the  first  in  the  history  of 
the  city  divorced  from  State  and  national  elections.  The  battle 
was  waged  along  the  line  of  good  government,  rather  than  part- 
isan disposition. 

"The  campaign  throughout  was  devoid  of  anything  smacking 
of  mudslinging  or  personal  animus.  The  principal  papers  of  the 
city,  together  with  the  Reform  League  and  independent  element, 
took  exception  to  the  administration  of  Mr.  Malster,  and  urged 
that  ex-Mayor  Hooper,  also  a  republican,  but  a  man  of  indepen- 
dent views,  be  the  nominee  of  that  party.  Mr.  Hooper  was 
defeated  in  the  primaries  by  reason  of  questionable  methods,  and 
the  good-government  people  united  with  the  Democrats  in  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  Hayes. 

"The  latter  is  an  ex-State  Senator,  a  leading  attorney  of  the 
city,  and  one  of  the  framers  of  the  new  city  charter,  which  goes 
into  effect  when  the  successful  candidate  of  to-day  takes  his  seat. 

"The  Malster  element  solidified  the  colored  vote,  but  lost 
greatly  iu  the  independent  Republican  ranks.  The  loss  per 
precinct  in  the  twenty -four  wards  for  the  Republicans  was  at  a 
ratio  of  8  per  cent. 

'  'Another  incentive  for  opposition  to  Mayor  Malster  was  the 
increase  of  negro  rowdyism  during  his  administration.  Early  in 
the  campaign  Mr.  Hayes'  adherents  adopted  the  slogan  of  ^'A 
White  Man's  City,'  and  this  war  cry  was  not  without  effect. 

"The  city  to-night  is  in  the  wildest  state  of  excitement,  bon- 
fires and  fire-works  illuminating  the  town.  The  indications  are 
that  the  new  City  Council  will  be  Democratic  on  joint  ballot.  The 
Vice  Mayor  is  President  of  the  second  branch  of  City  Council. 
The  City  Comptroller  will  also  be  a  Democrat. 

'  'Mr.  Malster,  the  defeated  candidate  for  Mayor,  is  President 
of  the  Columbian  Iron  Works.     The  day  was  an  ideal  one  for  an 
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election,  and  the  entire  voting  strength  of  both  sides  was  brought 
into  play.  Senators  Wellington  and  McComas,  of  Maryland,  had 
both  worked  hard  in  the  interests  of  Mr.  Malster," 

The  Richmond  Dispatch  of  April  10th,  last  says  of  Bro.  Horace 
Epes,  of  Va.  Alpha: — "  The  Board  of  School  Trustees  has 
endorsed  Professor  H.  H.  Epes,  principal  of  the  High  School,  for 
one  of  the  instructors  in  the  Summer  Normal  School.  Mr.  Epes 
received  a  unanimous  endorsement,  and  will  no  doubt  be  appointed 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  He  is  one  of  the  best-known 
educators  in  the  State,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Virginia  Military 
Institute,  and  has  peen  engaged  in  educational  work  for  the  past 
twenty  years.  Professor  Epes  is  a  brother  of  ex-Congressman 
Epes,  who  was  recently  unseated  by  the  Republican  party."

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It  is  said  that  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  arranging  to  enter  the 
University  of  Missouri.  The  fraternity  is  already  represented 
at  William  Jewell  College  at  Liberty,  Mo. 

With  the  recent  establishment  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  at 
Tulane,  that  University  now  has  eleven  fraternities,  in  addition 
to  Theta  Nu  Epsilon. 

The  University  of  California  is  only  about  thirty  years  old. 
The  attendance  has  increased  from  400  in  1890  to  2400.  The  Uni- 
versity has  received  very  liberal  benefactions  from  the  Califor- 
nia millionaires  like  the  Floods, Hearts,  Licks  and  Searles;  Mrs. 
Hearst  has  provided  a  fund  of  !|iOO,000  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining plans  for  a  complete  scheme  of  University  buildings. 
The  competition  has  been  thrown  open  to  the  architects  of  the 
world,  with  absolutely  no  conditions,  and  the  municipality  of 
Antwerp  was  given  the  task  of  passing  upon  the  plans.  The 
jury  of  five  which  met  there  last  fall  selected  the  five  best  plans 
^nd -distributed  among  the  successful  competitors  prizes  amount- 
ing to  126,000.  Although  all  were  from  the  Ecole  dis  Beaux 
Arts  of  Paris,  three  of  them  were  Americans.  This  was  a  prelim- 
inary award,  and  the  contestants  have  twice  visited  Berkeley 
and  made  a  study  of  the  landscape  "and  local  conditions.  New 
plans  will  then  be  made  and  the  final  selection  will  follow.  It  is 
well  known  that  there  has  always  been  a  close  rivalry  between 
Stanford  and  the  University  of  California,  which  has  tended  to 
make  the  benefactors  of  these  institutions  unusually  lavish  in 
their  donations. 
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Phi  Gamma  Delta  may  revive  its  Harvard  chapter,  as  it  has 
lourteen  members  of  the  fraternity  in  attendance  there.  The 
follov/ing  is  a  list  of  the  fraternities  at  Correll,  giving  date  of  es- 
tablishment of  chapter  and  munerical  strength;  the  first  four- 
teen of  which  own  houses:

The  prospects  of  De  Pauw  University  are  becoming  brighter, 
as  the  Methodists  of  Indiana  have  pledged  themselves  to  raise 
1500,000  for  its  benefit  by  1900.  The  college  suffered  like  Le- 
high and  Johns  Hopkins  from  depreciation  in  the  value  of  invest- 
m^ents.  At  the  University  of  Wisconsin  the  munerical  strength 
of  the  fraternities  is  as  follows:  Chi  Psi,  22;  Phi  Gamma  Delta, 
26;  l^hi  Delta  Theta,  26;  Psi  Upsilon,  30;  Beta  Theta  Pi,  27;  Phi 
Kappa  Psi,  21;  Delta  Upsilon,  20;  Theta  Delta  Chi,  22;  Sigma 
Chi,  17;  Delta  Tau  Delta,  18;  Phi  Rho  Beta,  13;  Kappa  Sigma, 
14.  There  is  also  a  chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  in  the  law  school, 
and  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  the  academic  department,  and  all  of 
the  prominent  sororities  are  represented. 

Delta  Psi  is  said  to  be  the  only  fraternity  which  has  not  es- 
tablished a  new  chapter  in  the  last  ten  3^ears.  The  University 
of  Rochester  charter  was  withdrawn  several  years  ago,  because 
not  up  to  the  standard.  The  University  of  Pennsylvania  chap- 
ter will  invest  ^8,000  in  a  house  and  lot  on  Woodlawm  avenue, 
Philadelphia. 

A.  J.  Beveridge,  recently  elected  U.  S.  Senator  from  Indi- 
ana, was  born  in  1862,  and  is  the  youngest  member  of  the  sena- 
torial body.  He  is  the  member  of  the  D.  K.  E.  fraternity.  He 
is  a  self  made  man,  having  been  successively  plow-boy, teamster, 
and  finally  a  waiter  in  a  boarding  house  at  De  Paner,  He  is  fa- 
mous as  an  orator. 

There  are  fifteen  regular  college  fraternities  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  with  an  average  membership  of  27,  Phi 
Kaiopa  Sigma  leads  with  a  membership  of  42,  while  Delta  Psi  has 
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40  members.     The  percentage  of  fraternity  men  in  the  Universi- 
ty is  about  one- sixth. 

The  financial  condition  of  Marietta  college,  O.,  the  home  of 
defunct  Beta  Rho.  has  very  much  improved  of  late.  Som^e 
moths  since,  D.  K.  Pearsons,  the  Chicago* millionaire,  offered  to 
give  125,000,  provided  all  the  college  debts  were  paid  and. 
§75,000  addition £il  was  raised.  These  conditions  have  recently 
been  complied  with,  and  the  college  endowment  now  amounts  to 
over  $200,000.

DEATH    OP   BRO.    SIDNEY   JOHNSON. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Clarence  E.  Wood,  editor  of  the 
Sigma  Mu  Delta,  we  have  received  the  following  clipping  in 
regard  to  the  lamentable  death  of  Bro.  Sidney  Johnson,  of  old 
Kentucky  Zeta,  located  at  Central  University,  taken  from  the 
Richmond  Climax,  of  March  22nd,  last,  of  which  Mr.  Wood  is 
associate  editor,  and  is  the  author  of  this  tribute  to  his  friend. 

"Sidney  Johnson  is  dead!  This  annoncement  will  cause 
great  sorrow  here  to  many  friends.  He  died  at  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  last  Friday  night,  aged  about  33  years.  Few  students  of 
C.  U.  have  ever  attained  the  position  in  the  hearts  of  the  citizens 
held  by  this  splendid  type  of  southern  manhood.  It  has  been 
thirteen  years  since  he  was  graduated,  since  we  heard  him 
deliver  his  never-to-be-forgotten  oration,  "Night  Brings  Out 
The  Stars."  The  University  was  hardly  out  of  its  swaddling 
clothes,  friends  had  risen  in  its  hour  of  need,  thousands  had 
been  contributed  to  give  it  strength  and  permanence.  This  w^as 
the  central  idea  of  his  theme,  and  as  a  climax  thereto  he  turned 
and  pointed  to  the  portrait  of  the  University's  beloved  bene- 
factor. Singleton  P.  W^alters,  as  the  bright  particular  star  that 
burst  like  the  arm  of  God  from  the  sleeve  of  darkness,  and  saved 
the  University.  But  the  gentle,  chivalrous,  brainy  boy  is  no 
more.  The  traits  and  talents  that  won  the  love  and  admiration 
of  his  college  companions  were  glorified  in  his  maturer  years, 
and  to  the  circle  of  friends  who  mourn  him  here  are  added 
thousands  of  others  who  will  rejoice,  as  we  do,  that  he  was  their 
friend.— C.  E.  W." 

The  Climax  condenses  as  follows  the  account  of  Bro.  John- 
son's death  to  which  many  columns  were  devoted  by  the  Little 
Rock  papers: 

"All  Little  Rock  grieves  over  the  death  of  Mr.  Johnson, 
which   occurred  at  10:30  a.  m.  yesterday,  at  his  residence,  1404 
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Scott  street.  The  announcement  that  the  end  had  come  was  a 
shock  to  the  city.  It  was  known  that  Mr.  Johnson  had  been 
confined  to  his  home  since  February  8,  at  which  time  he  s\iifered 
a  broken  leg  while  coasting  with  a  party  of  friends  on  Rapley 
Hill.  He  improved  apparently  right  along,  however,  only 
Thursday  night  his  condition  appeared  so  favorable  that  his 
wife  and  brothers  were  happy  over  the  thought  that  he  would 
soon  be  well.  Ten  days  ago  the  attending  physician  expressed 
the  apprehension  that  possibly  complications  resultant  from  the 
injured  leg  might  involve  the  heart.  The  hope  was  expressed, 
however,  that-  such  a  possibility  v/ould  not  be  realized.  This 
hope  was  strengthened  by  improvement  from  day  to  day  in  his 
condition.  A  fatal  turn  came  yesterday  about  7:30  a.  m.  and 
Mr.  Johnson's  death  soon  became  a  matter  of  but  a  few  hours 
and  the  fear  expressed  by  the  physician  was  sadly  realized. 
Mr.  Johnson  was  concious  to  the  last,  though  suffering  intensely. 
His  wife  and  his  two  brothers  were  with  him  to  the  end. 

"On  December  9,  1892,  Mr.  Johnson  was  married  to  Miss 
James  Wilson  Norfleet,  daughter  of  Hon.  F.  M.  Norlleet,  one 
of  the  leading  citizens  of  Memphis,  Tenn.  No  children  were 
born  to  the  couple.  Mrs.  Johnson  is  a  social  favorite,  as  was 
her  husband,  and  the  tears  of  many  saddened  friends  will  be 
mingled  with  hers  in  the  great  bereavement." 

W.  G.  K.  A.  Green  has  also  forwarded  many  clippings  in 
regard  to  this  sad  event,  and  we  regret  that  we  cannot  produce 
them  all,  as  they  all  express  such  strong  appreciation  of  the 
noble  qualities  and  popularity  of  our  lamented  brother.  The 
Board  of  Trade  and  other  organizations  passed  feeling  reso- 
lutions of  regret  on  account  of  the  sad  event.  Our  brother's 
fatal  injury  resulted  from  his  self-sacrifice  in  endeavoring  to 
preyent  injury  to  a  lady  friend,  who  was  one  of  his  coasting

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A   NOVEL   CASE. 

IN  the  last  number  of  the  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  Key,  bearing 
date  October,  1899,  there  appears  an  innovation  on  the  page 
giving  the  list  of  "corresponding  secretaries,"  which  is  well 
calculated  to  excite  curiosity.  It  is  an  asterisk  prefixed  to  the 
name  of  one  of  the  chapters  "Beta  Beta,  St.  Lawrence  Uni- 
versity, Canton,  N.  Y."  In  explanation  there  appears  at  the 
foot  of  the  page  the  curt  and  surprising  phrase,  ' 'By  order  of 
the  court."  The  reference  to  courts  of  the  law  as  the  expla- 
nation of  the  existence  of  a  chapter  of  a  "fraternity,"  as  Kappa 
Kappa  Gamma  is  called,  is  so  unusual  as  to  require  investigation. 
It  develops  that  the  circumstances  which  have  given  rise  to 
this  unusual  procedure  are  extraordinary  and  the  principles  laid 
•down  by  the  courts  are  of  much  interest  as  showing  the  legal 
status  of  college  fraternity  organizations. 

St.  Lawrence  University  is  not  unknown  to  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  as  one  of  the  best  a^nd  oldest  of  her  northern  chapters 
was  established  there,  and  is  still  flourishing,  and  the  institution 
has  a  long  and  honorable  hivstory.     Beta  Beta  chapter  of  Kappa 

'Kappa  Gamma  was  founded  there  nearly  twenty  years  ago. 
It  -is  surprising  to  learn  that,  after  having  been  established  so 
long,  an  attempt  was  made  by  the  officers  of  the  fraternity  to 
withdraw  the  charter  for  reasons  "That  the  standard  of  the 
college  was  low,  that  the  women  of  tiie  tov/n  and  college  were 

■  deficient  in  culture  and  refinement,  and  that  it  v/as  believed  th:-it 
the  members  of  the  chapter  would  not  be  congenial  to  those  of 
any  other  chapter."     No  self-respecting  association   of  college 
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men  or  women  could  afford  to  allow  such  charges  to  go  un- 
challenged, and  the  m^embers  of  Beta  Beta  chapter  were  not 
slow  to  take  effective  action  to  preserve  their  reputation  and 
rights.  They  expended  much  money  and  devoted  much  time  in 
efforts  to  preserve  their  membership  and  honorable  standing  by 
means  provided  by  the  fraternity  organization,  and  after 
exhausting  these,  and  feeling  that  they  did  not  receive  fair 
treatment  or  consideration,  they  felt  compelled  to  present  their 
grievances  to  a  court  of  law. 

This  was  the  occasion  of  two  actions  entitled  Lucia  E. 
Heaton  et  al  vs.  Mary  Josephine  Hull  et  al,  in  the  New  York 
Supreme  Court,  St.  Lawrence  County.  Among  the  plaintiffs  v/e 
find  the  name  of  one  of  the  ladies  who  attended  our  congress  at 
New  Orleans,  Mrs.  Camxpbellina  P.  Gaines,  and  with  her  were 
associated  other  members  of  Beta  Beta  chapter  of  Kappa  Kappa. 
Gamma,  w^hile  the  defendants  were  the  officers  of  the  fraternity, 
only  one  of  Vv^hom,  Miss  Hull,  the  editor  of  the  Key,  the  official 
publication,  was  served  with  process  and  apper.red.  The  first 
action  was  commenced  June  17,  1898,  and  a  temporary  injunction 
was  issued  Dec.  3,   1898.     The  second  action  was  begun  Dec.  7, 

1898,  and  was  tried  at  St.  Lawrence  Special  Term  March    3rd 
last   by  Judge   Russell,  whose  decision  was  rendered  June  23, 

1899.  We  will  make  use  of  his  v/ritten  opinion  as  affording  a 
full  exx^Ianation  of  the  difficulty. 

After  stating  the  purx30se  of  plaintiffs  to  be  to  enjoin  the 
defendants  from  consummating  the  wrongful  withdrawal  of 
Beta  Beta  chapter  and  from  publishing  in  the  Key  the  mislead- 
ing statement  of  such  withdrawal,  alleged  to  have  never  been 
effectively  accomplished,  the  court  goes  on  to  say: 

"These  plaintiffs  are  resident  and  non-resident  members  of 
the  local  chapter  at  a  college  towm  in  New  York,  of  this 
collegiate  iTaiernity,  which  Is  composed  of  chapters  in  various- 
States  of  the  Union,  and  governed  by  the  rules  established  by  its 
National  Convention  under  a  w^ritten  Constitution  framed  by  the 
Convention.  In  18S1  a  Browning  society  existed  at  this  college- 
town  v/bicii  was   that   year,  at   the   request  of   the  Kappa  Fra- 
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ternity,  transformed  into  the  Beta  Beta  chapter  of  the  fraternity 
As  the  years  passed  by  many  young  women  became  members  of 
the  chapter,  and,  upon  graduation  from  college,  passed  into 
AlumnsB  membership,  most  of  them  leaving  for  other  parts 
of  the  country,  but  some  remaining  residents  within  the  chapter 
jurisdiction.  The  current  of  association  with  other  cha^pters  of 
the  fraternity  seems  to  have  run  smoothly  for  seventeen  years 
until  April,  1898,  when  the  grand  president  of  the  fraternity 
made  a  short  visit  to  the  chapter.  No  intimation  of  hostile 
action,  or  examination  of  the  merits  of  the  chapter,  was  then 
had,  but  at  once  after  the  grand  president  had  returned  to  her 
home;  she  instituted  proceedings  through  which,  without  notice 
to  the  Beta  Beta  chapter  or  its  members,  in  May,  1898,  the 
grand  council  of  the  fraternity,  an  executive  committee  of  the 
order,  voted  to  withdraw  the  charter  of  the  chapter,  upon 
charges  against  the  standing  of  the  college  and  the  lack  of 
cultur  e  and  refinement  among  the  women  of  the  college  and 
the  town.  This  vote  was  taken  by  correspondence  and  evidently 
upon  information  furnished  by  the  grand  president. " 

The  opinion  then  recites  the  institution  of  injunction  pro- 
ceedings against  the  grand  president,  ta  Boston,  and  mailing  a 
notice  by  her  to  the  chapter  that  the  question  of  the  with- 
drawal of  its  charter  would  be  brought  up  before  the  grand 
council  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  the  proposed  action  being  based 
on  the  charges  of  lack  of  proper  material  for  the  chapter  and 
infringement  of  the  secrecy  rule  by  handing  a  copy  of  the  printed 
constitution  to  an  attorney.  Action  unfavorable  to  the  chapter 
was  there  taken,  although  no  proof  was  offered  of  infringement 
of  rules,  and  the  chapter  was  not  given  an  opportunity  to  meet 
the  first  charge. 

Upon  the  trial  there  was  also  no  proof  made  of  breach  of 
rules  except  as  to  the  exhibition  of  the  constitution  to  an 
attorney,  and  this  ground  was  not  relied  on  As  to  the  charge 
of  unfitness  for  fraternity  membership,  the  court  says: 

"So  far  as  the  masculine  judgment  of  feminine  culture  and 
refinement,  limited  as  it  is  in  the  finer  lines,  c?tn  judge  of  such 
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delicate  subjects  from  the  appearance  of  the  ladies  who  were 
witnesses  upon  the  trial,  the  members  of  other  chapters  would 
need  to  be  of  a  rare  order  to  justify  holding  themselves  so 
superior  in  acquired  and  natural  qualities  as  to  render  uncon- 
genial to  them  the  active  and  Alumnae  members  of  Beta  Beta 
chapter. 

The  argument  of  the  defendants  was  that  courts  would  not 
take  cognizance  of  such  slight  injuries  as  those  complained  of 
and  so  far  removed  from  material  considerations,  and  that  the 
action  had  been  taken  by  those  possessed  of  the  requisite 
authority.  But  the  court  points  out  that  the  proceedings  were 
not  regular, and, as  to  the  nature  of  the  injury,  says:  "It  will  not 
answer  to  say  that  a  prosecution,  which  was  instituted  upon  the 
basis  of  unfitness  for  refined  feminine  association  and  culmi- 
nated in  a  judgment  of  perpetual  exclusion,  is  purified  and  made 
the  proper  foundation  for  such  a  judgment  because,  while  it  did 
not  in  any  way  pass  against  the  truth  of  the  more  precise 
charge  of  want  of  culture  and  refinement,  it  ostensibly  placed 
such  judgment  on  the  general  ground  which  might  cover  any 
unfitness,  "because  of  lack  of  proper  material  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  chapter."  The  material  referred  to  is  animate 
and  not  inanimate.  Translated  in  the  light  of  the  charges,  the 
finding  means  the  want  of  proper  young  women  to  keep  the 
chapter  fit  for  the  association  of  other  members,  by  reason  of 
the  lack  of  culture  and  refinement." 

The  court  points  out  the  far-reaching  effects  of  the  action 
and  then  shows  the  necessity  of  an  appeal  to  law  for  redress,  and 
the  nature  of  equity  jurisdiction  as  applied  to  the  case,  and  cites 
certain  pertinent  authorities,  and,  in  conclusion,  says:  "For  the 
reasons  which  have  been  stated  in  this  opinion,  the  chief  value  of 
membership  and  association  with  members  of  other  chapters  lies 
in  the  initiation  by  a  chapter  of  good  standing,  and  the  con- 
tinuances of  privileges  as  members  of  the  local  chapter.  When 
that  value  has  been  destroyed,  by  an  expulsion  of  the  chapter 
on  the  assumption  that  it  is  not,  and  never  has  been,  worthy  of 
maintenance,  from  the  character  of  the  material,  the  blow  comes 
home  directly  to  all  of  those  who  have  become  members  under 
the  authority  of  that  chapter,  and  so  their  individual  rights 
have  been  invaded.  Let  a  judgment  go  for  the  relief  demanded, 
in  the  nature  of  an  injunction.

EMMETT  FRANKLIN  ELDREDGE. 

BROTHER  Emmett  Franklin  Eldredge,  who  was  recently 
elected  to  the  High  Council  is  an  Ohio  man.  He  was  born 
in  Portage  County,  on  the  Western  Reserve,  in  1870.  Both  of  his 
parents  were  of  New  England  stock.  His  father  died  when 
Brother  Eldredge  was  but  two  years  of  age,  and  the  infant  was 
brought  up  by  an  uncle  and  aunt  at  Newcomerstown,  in  the 
-southeastern  part  of  the  state. 

He  attended  Mt.  Union  college  at  Alliance,  Ohio,  and  grad- 
^nated  with  honor  in  1892.  During  the  last  year  at  college  he 
tutored  in  Latin  and  at  the  same  time  pursued  his  senior  stuudies. 

He  was  among  the  best  students  that  ever  graduated  from 
Ms  alma  mater.  Brother  Eldredge  is  bright,  conscientious, 
painstaking,  generous  to  a  fault,  thoroughly  refined,  and  a 
■christian  gentleman. 

He  became  an  Alpha  Tau  at  Mt.  Union  in  1887,  and  during 
his  course  in  college  was  one  of  the  most  influential  men  in  his 
chapter.  Since  he  left  college  he  has  been  very  active  in  frater- 
nity matters  and  is  one  of  the  most  loyal  Alpha  Taus  in  our  be- 
loved brotherhood.  His  genial  disposition  has  won  him  many 
■friends  and  his  success  in  life  is  due  to  his  many  personal  at- 
tractions and  his  innate  worth. 

After  his  graduation  from  college  he  was  elected  to  a  posi- 
tion in  the  Sandusky,  Ohio,  High  School,  and  was  associated 
with  Brother  E.  J.  Shives  in  school  work  there  for  three  years. 
So  great  was  his  success  as  a  teacher  that  the  city  of  Cleveland 
offered  him  a  position  in  one  of  her  High  Schools,  which  he  ac- 
cepted. He  has  met  with  the  same  success  in  his  new  field  and 
still  holds^this  position. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  fortunate  in  having  such  an  honored 
son  and  we  are  especially  glad  that  the  High  Council  has  made 
this  wise  choice. 

Brother  Eldredge  has  two  brothers,  one  a  minister  and  the 
^other  a  High  School  principal;  both  are  loyal  iVlpha  Taus.     The 
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one,  L.  O.,  was  a  delegate  to  tlie  Nashville  Congress  and  the- 
other,  Albert,  attended  the  Cleveland  Congress. 

At  the  Cleveland  Congress,  Brother  Emmett  Eldredge  was 
the  chah^man  of  the  Committee  of  arrangements,  and  to  him  was 
due  the  great  success  of  this  grand  Congress.  The  Cleveland 
address  of  Brother  Eldredge  is  96  Duane  street.  All  Alpha  Taus- 
passing  through  Cleveland  will  be  welcomed  by  our  new  member 
of  the  High  Council.

Founded  1867,  by  Thomas  T.  Eaton  (Va.  B.),  James  Arm- 
strong Leiper  (Va.  B.)  and  James  H.  Jamison  (Va.  B.).  Founded 
as  a  Community  Chapter,  at  Mursfreesboro,  but  afterwards  trans- 
ferred to  Union  University.

A  REPORT  ON  THE  SONG  BOOK. 

•''P'HE  Song  Book  Committee  wishes  to  place  before  the  general 
JL  fraternity  the  following  facts  regarding  the  present  status 
of  its  work  and  to  make  several  suggestions  looking  to  its 
completion:  In  entering  upon  its  work  the  committee  took  as  a 
basis  for  the  new  book  the  book  published  by  Pennsylvania 
Alpha  Upsilon  chapter  in  1886,  now  used  by  the  fraternity  as  its 
song  book.  Althoug  that  book  was  particularly  well  adapted 
to  the  uses  for  which  it  was  intended  at  that  time  the  committee 
felt  that,  for  many  reasons,  the  new  book  would  have  to 
differ  from  the  old. 

The  idea  will  be  carried  out  through  a  modernizing  and 
readaptation  of  the  words  and  music  of  the  old  book  to  meet 
what  is  believed  to  be  the  demand  of  present  day  college  men. 

The  first  step  taken  by  the  committee  after  the  final  make- 
up was  determined  by  the  New  Orleans  Congress  was  to  send  to 
the  correspondents  of  each  chapter  a  circular  letter  em  oodying 
the  aims  of  the  committee  in  regard  to  the  character  and  scope 
of  the  book,  and  asking  the  hearty  co-operation  of  each  member 
of  the  chapters  in  the  furtherance  of  these  aims.  To  this 
circular  not  a  single  omsidpt  was  received,  much  to  the  surprise  of 
the  commit te.  It  is  now  proposed  to  address  a  second  circular 
to  the  present  correspondents  of  each  chapter  in  hopes  that 
better  results  will  follow. 

The  only  contributions  to  the  work  so  far  received  have 
been  from  individual  members  of  the  fraternity  and  these  con- 
tributions hojve  been  so  few  as  to  be  of  no  practical  vv^orth  to  the 
committee. 

The  committee  itself,  in  view  of  this  dearth  of  material,  has 
done  its  utmost  to  supply  the  deficiency  by  remodeling  the  songs 
in  the  old  book  as  to  both  words  and  music;  but  the  result  is  far 
from  satisfactory.  The  committee  also  feels  that  a  book  con- 
taining its  work  for  the  most  part  is  not  what  the  fraternity 
wishes,  but  that  the  book  as  completed  should  contain  many 
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contributions  from  the  fraternity  at  large,  in  order  that  it  may 
possess  general  interest. 

To  this  and  several  suggestions  are  offered:  (1).  Each 
■college  has  one  or  more  songs  typical  and  descriptive  of  itself. 
The  music  of  such  songs  may  appeal  favorably  to  college  men  in 
general,  and  if  it  is  thought  that  it  will,  verses  should  be  written 
to  it.  These  verses  may  deal  with  fraternal  subjects — in  which 
case,  no  especial  emphasis  should  be  laid  on  secret  words — or 
with  college  life  in  general — or  they  may  treat  of  subjects 
pertaining  to  home,  country  and  the  nobler  impulses  of  life . 

(2).  The  numbers  are  to  be  arranged  for  male  voices  and 
contributors  of  music  should  bear  this  in  mind.  The  arrang- 
ment  may  be  made  by  the  contributor,  but  it  is  not  essential. 
The  first  desideratum  in  these  contributions  is  that  they  be 
original,  but  the  committee  will  be  glad  to  receive  musical 
settings  for  which  original  words  might  be  written. 

(3).  There  shall  be  a  certain  number  of  songs  dealing  with 
particular  features  of  fraternity  life — for  instance,  songs  com- 
plete or  words  or  music  are  desired  v/hlch  are  adapted  solely  to 
special  occasions,  such  as  a  chapter  banquet,  a  chapter  meeting, 
a  meeting  of  Congress  and  a  general  fraternity'  song.  This  last 
is  much  needed,  as  there  is  absolutely  nothing  of  the  kind  at 
present. 

(4).  In  order  that  the  book  ma}^  be  of  general  interest,  it  is 
thought  that  a  few  typical  college  songs,  such  as  are  to  be 
found  in  any  strictly  college  song  book,  might  well  be  included. 
With  this  in  view,  it  is  suggested  that  each  chapter  make  a  list 
of  its  favorite  songs  of  this  character  and  send  it  to  the 
committee . 

(5).  Any  songs,  any  words,  or  any  music  which  any  member 
of  any  chapter  may  think  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  new  song 
book  should  be  sent  immediately  to  the  committee.

THE   CHAPTER   HOUSE   QUESTION. 

**  71  LUMNUS"  has  clone  well  in  calling  attention  to  the  chapter" 
11  house  question  and  pressing  upon  the  fraternity  its  para- 
mount importance  at  the  present  stage  of  our  fraternity's 
growth.  There  is  not  a  chapter  in  our  fraternity  which  could 
not  well  ask  itself  these  questions:  Do  we  not  need  a  chapter 
house?  Could  we  not  by  vigorous  effort  secure  one?  But  the 
importance  of  the  problem  is  equalled  by  the  difficulty  of  its- 
solution.  There  are  two  things  that  we  should  consider:  first,, 
what  the  chapter  can  do  in  its  own  behalf;  second,  what  the 
fraternity  can  do  to  assist  its  chapters  in  building  houses. 

The  best  plan  for  any  chapter  to  adopt  depends  largely 
upon  the  situation  of  the  particular  chapter.  Certainly,  how- 
ever, there  are  few  chapters  who  can  depend  upon  large 
donations  from  a  few  generous  and  wealthy  brothers,  for  that 
sort  of  thing  does  not  often  materialize.  With  most  of  our 
chapters  it  will  take  hard  work  for  a  long  time,  careful  husband- 
ing of  small  sums  and  self-denying  contributions  on  the  part  of 
every  member  to  bring  about  the  desired  result.  The  plan  of 
taking  from  graduating  members  a  series  of  notes  for  small 
amounts  to  fall  due  annually  for  a  number  of  years,  is  perhaps 
the  most  practicable  that  has  been  mentioned,  though,  per- 
haps, a  chapter  ought  not  to  confine  itself  to  any  one  plan,  but 
resort  to  every  means  in  its  power — appeals  to  the  older  alumni, 
taxes  on  the  active  chapter,  etc.  Get  your  chapter  house  fund 
started  and  then  add  to  it  by  every  proper  means  you  can 
devise. 

In  the  second  place,  I  think  there  can  no  longer  be  any 
doubt  that  the  general  fraternity  can  and  should  do  something 
to  assist  chapters  in  building  houses.  Of  various  plans  I  have 
heard  suggested  the  most  feasible  seems  to  be  for  the  fraternity 
to  require  annual  dues  from  active  members.  I  often  wonder 
that  this  has  not  been  done  before.  The  fraternity  certainly 
has  a  right  to  ask  for  more  than  the  small  initiation  fee.     There 
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should  be  an  annual  fee  from  all  active  members  of,  say,  five 
dollars,  or  at  least  three  dollars;  let  part  of  it  go  to  the  Palm 
and  the  balance  to  the  chapter  house  fund. 

My  only  objection  to  the  plan  outlined  by  ''Alumnus"  is 
making  the  money  a  gift  to  the  chapter.  I  think  it  should  be 
made  in  the  form  of  a  loan,  to  be  repaid  in  easy  installments 
with  moderate  interest,  and  the  fund  thus  be  made  self-perpetu- 
ating. In  this  way  every  chapter  house  built  by  the  aid  of  the 
general  fraternity  would  be  an  assurance  that  at  some  time 
another  one  can  be  built.  Besides,  after  a  chapter  is  possessed 
of  a  chapter  house  it  is  in  better  position  financially  than  ever 
before.  Hall  rent  and  other  expenses  are  curtailed  and  it  can 
well  afford  to  pay  what  the  fraternity  has  advanced  it,  if  the 
payments  are  made  light,  and  thus  help  to  build  a  chapter  house 
somewhere  else.  According  to  the  other  plan,  when  a  chapter 
gets  into  its  house  it  would  likely  loose  considerable  of  its 
interest  in  the  chapter  house  fund,  and  the  burden  would  fall  all 
the  heavier  on  the  remaining  chapters  who  were  not  so  fortunate 
as  to  get  their  houses  built  first. 

But,  after  all,  while  it  is  well  to  propose  and  discuss  ways 
and  means  that  future  Congresses  might  adopt  to  this  end,  it  is 
more  immediately  profitable  that  we  make  the  best  use  of  the 
means  now  at  hand.  Therefore  it  seems  to  me  that  thejfive 
dollar  certificate  plan,  adopted  by  the  last  Congress,  should  be 
pushed  by  every  officer  and  member  of  the  fraternity,  and  as 
large  a  fund  as  possible  raised  from  it.  It  is  my  understanding 
that  there  are  several  chapters  with  sufficient  funds  on  hand 
to-day  to  build,  if  they  could  get  a  few  hundred  dollars  from  the 
fraternity.  The  plan  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
alumni  by  means  of  circulars,  etc.,  and  to  keep  it  before  the 
the  fraternity  I  suggest  that  the  list  of  those  who  have  bought 
certificates  should  be  published  in  the  Palm,  thus  keeping  us 
informed  as  to  the  growth  of  the  fund,  and  enabling  us  to  know 
just  who  the  alumni  ''in  good  standing"  of  our  fraternity  are.

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Bear  Brother  Ehle: 

I  had  just  read  with  interest  the  article  on  Chapter  Houses, 
signed  "Alumnus,"  in  the  last  number  of  the  Palm  when  I  re. 
ceived  your  request  for  my  views  on  the  same  subject  for  the 
next  number. 

I  am  in  hearty  accord  with  "Alumnus"  that  tlie  chapter 
house  question  is  one  of  the  most  important  questions  today  be- 
fore the  Fraternity.  In  fact,  beyond  those  questions  involving 
the  purely  intrinsic  or  moral  phases  of  fraternity  life,  I  think  it 
the  most  important  question  that  confronts  the  Fraternity,  and 
that  upon  its  successful  solution  largely  depends  the  Fraternity's 
future  prosperity. 

"Alumnus,"  however,  seems  to  deplore  the  defeat  of  certain 
chapter  house  legislation  proposed  at  New  Orleans,  and  attrib- 
utes that  defeat  to  the  chapter  house  question  having  received 
but  little  attention;  and  I  believe  a  good  many  of  the  advocates 
of  said  legislation  feel  as  he  does.  In  this  I  do  not  agree  with 
Mm  or  them,  and,  in  defense  of  the  action  of  the  New  Orleans 
Congress,  I  am  led  to  state  the  reasons  for  my  disagreement. 

The  proposed  legislation,  as  I  recollect,  was  to  establish  a 
"Chapter  House  Fund"  from  the  general  sale  of  membership 
certificates,  from  contributions  and  other  sources,  a  portion  of 
this  general  fund  to  be  donated,  in  the  discretion  of  the  High 
Council,  to  a  particular  chapter  for  building  purposes,  when  such 
chapter  should  make  a  required  showing.  Instead  of  this,  the 
legislation  found  on  pages  49  et.  seq.  of  the  minutes  was  passed. 
I  have  construed  this  substitute  law  to  mean  that  a  like  fund  to 
that  above  proposed  shall  be  raised  from  certificates,  contribu- 
tions and  installment  notes,  but  the  amount  so  raised  is  to  be 
held  in  trust  for  the  particular  chapter  to  which  the  members 
originating  it  may  belong,  and,  upon  a  proper  showing,  with  the 
consent  of  the  High  Council,  may  be  withdravf n  by  the  particular 
chapter  for  building  purposes.  The  essential  difference  in  the 
legislation  proposed  and  that  passed  is  thus  seen  to  be  that  by 
the  former  it  was  to  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  High  Council  to 
donate  money  from  a  general  fund  to  a  particular  chapter,  while 
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by  the  latter  the  money  raised  by  respective  chapter  members  is 
to  be  reserved  for  their  particnlar  chapter. 

That  it  was  wise  to  pass  the  substitute,  rather  than  tha  orig- 
inal measure  scarcely  admits  of  a  doubt  in  my  mind.  In  the  first 
place,  even  in  our  Fraternity  the  principle  that  ''patriotism  be- 
gins at  home"  must  be  recognized.  To  suppose  that  a  man  will 
contribute  as  willingly  and  freely  to  a  fund  with  the  chances  20 
to  1  that  it  will  be  used  as  a  gift  for  another  chapter,  as  he 
would  to  a  fund  expressly  to  be  reserved  for  his  own  chapter,  is 
too  violent  a  presumption  even  for  the  eiosilon  'pi  nature  of  an 
Alpha  Tau.  And,  in  the  second  place,  having  overcome  my  first 
objection  (the  same  as  presented  by  Bro.  Edw.  Rightor,  at  New 
Orleans,  if  you  remember),  and  raised  the  fund,  have  we  not 
raised  with  it  a  chapter  rivalry — an  unwholesome,  mercenary- 
rivalry — as  to  who  shall  have  the  benefit  of  it?  This  rivalry 
might  become  bitter  and  might  develop  into  a  factor  in  the 
election  of  friends  of  aspirant  chapters  to  our  honored  High 
Council.  These  appeal  to  me  as  possible,  if  not  probable,  conse- 
quences of  legislation  like  that  defeated,  and  certainly  the  con- 
dition described  would  be  more  to  be  deplored  than  the  absence 
of  all  chapter  houses. 

For  these  reasons  I  cannot  deplore,  with  ''Alumnus,"  the 
defeat  of  the  proposed  legislation;  and,  as  in  our  Congress, 
"legislation  doesn't  make  money,"  but  whatever  fund  of  this 
kind  that  accumulates  will  necessarily  come  from  the  pockets  of 
members  and  alumni  of  various  chapters,  it  follows  that  I  would 
be  opposed  to  any  such  scheme  for  donating  houses  to  particular 
chapters  from  general  fraternity  funds. 

The  logic  of  my  conclusions  is  that  a  chapter  house  is  a 
local  affair.  Of  course,  in  a  way,  as  "Alumnus"  remarks,  it  is 
an  affair  of  the  fraternity  at  large,  in  its  advertising  feature  and 
its  open  door  to  all  Alpha  Taus,  but  primarily  and  almost 
entirely  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  local  chapter.  The  way  to 
build  a  house,  then,  is  for  the  chapter  to  look  to  its  own  members 
and  alumni  for  the  wherewithal.  The  plan  adopted  at  New 
Orleans  1  think  is  good,  in  that  it  is  simply  in  the  nature  of  a

saving  institution  wherefrom  the  chapters  can  withdraw  their 
savings  only  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  only  when  the 
wise  heads  of  the  High  Council  decide  it  to  be  practicable 
for  them  to  undertake  building. 

The  question  then  resolves  itself  into  how  shall  a  chapter 
get  money  from  its  members  and  alumni.  The  certificate  plan 
for  alumni,  it  seems  to  me,  is  good,  the  giving  of  installment 
notes  for  such  amounts  as  men  on  leaving  college  feel  able  to  give 
is  better,  and  the  securing  of  all  possible  contributions  from  men 
in  college  and  out  may  be  better  still,  and  the  combination  of 
these  three  seductive  methods,  worked  continually  by  a  pro- 
gressive and  enthusiastic  chapter  committee,  with  the  proceeds 
taken  care  of  by  the  W.  G.  K.  E-,  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
adopted  at  New  Orleans,  is  hardly  to  be  improved  upon,  and  I 
think  leaves  little  to  be  desired,  save  a  fair  trial. 

The  successful  plan  of  Sigma  Chi,  cited  by  "alumnus,"  was 
to  make  loans,  and  not  gifts,  to  the  chapters.  I  do  not  wish  to 
seem  opposed,  on  account  of  my  "local"  views,  to  such  a  plan  as 
this,  for  I  think,  if  the  state  of  exchequer  would  permit  and 
loans  could  be  made  on  a  business  basis  (not  mortgages  on  the 
houses  which  in  the  nature  of  things  the  fraternity  could  not 
foreclose),  it  would  succeed  admirably,  certainly  unless  discord 
should  be  developed  in  the  selection  of  the  chapters  to  which 
loans  were  made.  But  our  exchequer  has  not  such  rotundity  of 
proportion  as  to  warrant  the  discussion  of  this  plan  for  the 
present. 

Finally,  I  agree  wiih  "Alumnus"  that  the  more  a  ma^n  pays 
for  the  privilege  of  membership  in  an  organization  the  more  he 
is  apt  to  value  it;  and  I  think  the  alumni  certificate  plan  will 
prove  somewhat  of  a  stimulus  in  this  way  and  is  certainly  a  step 
in  the  right  direction.  If  a  fair  number  of  these  certificates 
shall  be  sold  and  many  contributions  b  •  secured  from  alumni  and 
college  men,  much  v/ill  have  been  done  toward  sustaining  a 
fraternity  spirit  and  interest  as  well  as  toward  the  more 
material  production  of  chapter  houses. 

In  closing  I  beg  leave  to  urge  upon  chapters  and  chapter 
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vofficers  the  importance  of  the  appointment  of  suitable  committees 
to  carry  on  this  important  chapter  house  work.  Let  the  com- 
mittee be  carefully  selected  of  capable  and  active  men,  and  then 
let  them  be  prompted  and  sustained  by  a  chapter  sentiment  of 
the  importance  of  their  duties,  and  I  believe  that,  proceeding 
under  our  present  plan,  time  will  have  to  record  few  failures  to 
gain  the  coveted  goal.

In  discusssing  this  matter,  I  wish  to  proceed  on  the  assump- 
tion that  the  "Question"  involved  is  not  as  to  whether  chapter 
houses  are  desirable  or  undesirable,  but  that  this  question  is 
settled  beyond  argument  in  favor  of  their  desirability,  and  hence 
the  only  question  involved  is  the  best  method  of  acquiring  them. 
Having  occasion  to  spend  some  time  during  the  past  summer  at 
Ann  Arbor,  I  investigated  the  chapter  house  system  in  use  at 
the  University  of  Michigan,  and  perhaps  some  of  the  infor- 
mation gathered  may  prove  interesting  and  beneficial  to  Alpha 
Taus. 

In  the  first  place, — the  student  body  at  the  University  ot 
Michigan,  while  comparing  favorably  with  that  of  any  other 
institution  in  the  country,  does  not  contain  a  very  large  pro- 
portion of  wealthy  students,  and  there  is  nothing  the  fraternities 
there  have  accomplished  which  is  not  within  the  reach  of 
fraternities  in  other  institutions.  Now  there  are  at  Ann  Arbor 
a  large  number  of  chapter  houses,  many  of  them  really  hand- 
some and  all  of  them  attractive.  The  D.  K.  E's  have  a  beautiful 
stone  house  which  cost  about  135,000,  with  every  comfort  and 
convenience  of  a  well  regulated  home.  The  Psi  U's  have  a 
large  brick  house,  which  cost  about  ^40,000  and  is  complete  in 
every  way.  The  Alpha  Delta  Phis,  Phi  Kappa  Psis,  Beta 
Theta  Pis,  and  many  others  have  handsome  houses.  The  S.  A. 
E's  are  there  too  with  a  very  attractive  house,  which  must  have 
cost  ^12,000  or  ^15,000,  and  the  sororities  also  have  their  own 
houses,  and  very  nice  ones  too.      I  discussed    the  subject  of 
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chapter  houses  with  a  number  of  students,  first,  and  then  inter- 
viewed several  members  of  the  faculty,  and  found  no  deviation 
from  the  judgment  that  chapter  houses  are  desirable  from  every 
standpoint.      From   the   student's   standpoint,    it   means  home, 
close  association  with  his  friends,  comfort,  the  growth  of  fra- 
ternal  spirit   and   pride,    confidence,    economy   if    desired,  and, 
finally,  iKrmanence.     From  the  professor's  standpoint,  it  means- 
fixing   the  responsibility  upon  the  boys  to  conduct  themselves 
proiDerly  and  to  restrain  themselves  within  proper  bounds,  and 
many   a   hilarious  fellow  will  curb  himself  when  he  knows  his- 
fraternity   standing   is   at   stake,  and  even  its  existence  in  the 
college,  for  with  each  fraternity  collected  in  its  own  house  it  is 
comparatively  easy  to  ^zl  the  responsibility  for  any  outbreaks 
against  college  rules.     At  least  this  is  thetview  Michigan  pro- 
fessors take  of  it,   and  it   seems  a  very  reasonable  one  to  me. 
The  Fraternities  at  Ann  Arbor  entertain  delightfully  in  their 
houses,  even  to  the  extent  of  house  parties  and  balls,   when  the 
boys  turn  over  the  house  entirely  to  their  "Sisters  and    their 
cousins  and  their  aunts",  and  everybody  has  a  good   time.     The 
pieasantest   memories  I  have  of  my  summer  in  Ann  Arbor  are  of 
some  little  sujppers  at  the  D.  K.  E.   and  Beta  Theta  Pi  housesf 
There  were  many  good  things  to  eat,  perhaps  a  ' '  drop  or  two  of 
the  craytur,"  just  for  appearance's  sake,  and  a  plentiful  amount 
of  good  fellowshi|),  and  I  am  sure  that  there's  nothing  but  a  tat- 
tered, frazzled  end  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line   left,    if   that,  after 
the  assaults  made  on  it  at  those  meetings  between  those  Northern 
fraternity  men  and  such  an  arch  rebel  as  myself.     I  want  to   see 
every  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  in  a  suitable  house, 
and  I  am  satisfied  that  this  is  a  feasible  project.     The  houses  at 
Ann  Arbor  were  built  for  the  most  part  by  one  of  the  two  follow- 
ing plans. 

First,  A  contractor  or  real  estate  man  builds  a  house,  re- 
tains a  mortgage  on  the  property,  and  the  active  members  of  the 
chapter  pay  enough  rent  to  satisfy  the  interest  and  pay  a  part  of 
the  principal  every  year. 

Second.     Enough  bonds  are  issued  at  a  low  interest    rate,. 
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and  in  small  clenom inations  to  buy  a  lot  and  bnild    the  house; 
these  are  turned  over  to  the  active  members   and   the   alumni. 
As  in  the  former  case,  the  boys  pay  enough  rent  to  take  care  of 
the   interest   and  make  a  sinking  fund  for  the  bonds.     In  both 
cases  the  chapter  should  be  incorporated,  probably  in  the  name 
of    the   alumni    v;ho   are   permanently   located   in   or  near   the 
college  town.     Many  an  alumnus  will  take  a  ^20  or  |50  bond  at 
four  ]3or  cent.,  secured  by  a  real  estate  mortgage,  whose  enthus 
iasm  has  cooled  beyond  the  point  v/here  he  would  give  the  same 
amount  outright,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  believe  that  money 
advanced  in  this  v/ay   will  have  a  better   effect  on  the   chapter 
than  if  given  outright.     It  is  customary  at  Ann  Arbor  for  the 
boys  to  take  their  meals  in  their  houses.     To  this  end  the  one  of 
number  is  elected  to  take  charge  of  the  table  and  is  given  entire 
control  over  everything  pertaining  to  it,  and  by  proper  manage- 
ment, while   securing  good  board  at  a  reasonajble  rate,  a   small 
proS.t  may  be  made  and   applied   to  paying  off   the   mortgage. 
In  many  of  the  smaller  towns  of   the  South  where  our  chapters 
exist,  the  second  plan  will  probably  prove  the  better,  and,  I  can 
see   no  reason  why   a   suitable  house  should  not  be  secured  by 
every  chapter  we  have,  by  one  or  the   other  of   these  methods. 
Except  in  some  of  the  large  Northern  institutions,  I  should  say 
that  a  house  costing  $5,000  v/ould  be  amply  sufficient  for  any  of 
our  chapters. 

Assuming  an  average  membership  of  ten  men,  the  cost  to 
each  of  the  active  members  would  be  small.  As  a  starter 
for  discussion  I  suggest  the  following  plan.  Let  the  chapter 
first  incorporate,  then  secure  an  option  on  a  suitable  lot;  after 
this  is  done,  bonds  in  denomination  from  $20  to  $50  should  be 
issued  bearing  interest  at  four  per  cent,  and  secured  by  a  mort- 
gage on  the  property.  A  sinking  fund  should  be  provided  for, 
which  will  retire  the  bonds  at  the  end  of  twenty  or  thirty  yearc, 
and  the  right  to  call  for  any  bond  at  any  time,  should  be 
reserved.  Assuming  an  issue  of  $5,000,  and  a  bonded  period  of 
twenty  years,  this  will  lay  upon  the  chapter  having  ten  active 
members,  the  sum   of   $450  per  year.  $200  for  interest  and  $250 
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for  sinking  fund  requirements,  which  would  mean  ^45  for  each 
man.  By  lengthening  the  term  of  the  bond  to  thirty  or  even 
fifty  years,  of  course,  this  amount  would  be  correspondingly 
reduced;  the  sum  necessary  to  retire  ^5,000  of  bonds  in  fifty 
years  being  only  ^100  per  year.  For  t^45  a  year,  then  each  man 
would  have  his  room,  for  which  he  would  pay  otherwise  perhaps 
not  less  than  $25  and  in  some  cases  very  much  more,  and  the 
rest  of  his  quota  could  be  made  by  making  a  small  monthly 
profit  on  the  table  board.  In  this  way  the  chapter's  work  out 
othir  own  salvation  and  the  alumni,  while  aiding  their  fra- 
ternities, as  every  alumnus  should  be  glad  to  do,  are  not  called 
on  to  make  an  outright  gift  for  a  house  which  they  will  never 
use  and  may  never  even  see,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  not  only  will 
many  consent  to  take  such  bonds  as  have  been  described  who 
could  never  be  induced  to  subscribe  money  otherwise,  but  that 
such  a  plan  is  actually  better  for  the  individual  chapter,  tending 
to  produce  a  feeling  of  resxDonsibility  among  the  members,  and 
giving  them  an  object  to  work  for,  to  relieve  their  house  from 
debt. 

These  rather  disconnected  observations  are  offered  merely 
as  a  contribution  to  the  discussion  of  this  subject  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  needs  of  our  own  fraternity,  and  trusi  that 
whatever  flaws  my  plan  contains  may  be  clearly  shown  up  in 
succeeding  issues  of  the  Palm.  It  is  a  plan,  however,  which 
has  met  with  entire  success,  not  only  at  the  University  of 
Michigan,  but  at  numerous  other  institutions  and  therefore 
deserves  serious  consideration  at  our  hands.  In  some  of  the 
small  colleges  of  the  West  and  South  it  may  be  possible  for  our 
chapters  to  live  and  flourish  without  houses  of  their  own,  but  in 
large  colleges  everywhere,  and  especially  in  the  East,  w^e  simply 
cannot  hope  to  exist  in  competition  with  other  fraternities  with- 
out them.  But  at  all  colleges,  wherever  located,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  every  object  for  which  we  aim  can  be  more  surely 
reached  by  having  brothers  together  in  one  house,  as  brothers 
should  be,  and  so  giving  boys  away  from  home  a  homelike 
atmosphere,  where  the  qualities  for  which  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
stands  may  reach  their  fullest  and  surest  development.

EARNEST   GIBSON. 

On  the  night  of  June  10th,  last,  the  spirit  of  Brother  Earnest 
<3ribson  passed  from  earth  into  the  realms  of  the  better  world. 
In  June  1891,  just  eight  years  ago,  almost  to  the  day.  Brother 
Oibson  graduated  from  the  city  schools  of  Newnan,  G-a.  He  took 
a  good  stand  in  his  classes  and  was  beloved  by  both  his  asso- 
ciates and  teachers.  Desiring  to  better  equip  himself  for  the 
duties  of  life,  he  entered  Mercer  University,  Macon,  Ga. ,  in  the 
fall  of  the  same  year. 

He  remained  at  college  one  year,  conducting  himself  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  win  the  love  and  admiration  of  all  v/ith  whom  he 
-came  in  contact.  At  this  time  I  was  attending  school  at  this  in- 
stitution and  was  a  member  of  Alpha  Zeta  Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  fraternity.  Having  a  personal  acquaintance  with  him 
and  linowing  that  he  had  in  him  the  elements  which  make  true 
Alpha  Tau's,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  our  fraternity. 

His  high  sense  of  honor  and  noble  traits  of  character  soon 
won  for  him  the  respect  and  esteem  of  his  brothers  and  associates 
in  college.  But  being  possessed  of  a  desire  to  enter  early  and 
actively  into  the  business  world,  he  remained  at  Mercer  only  one 
year.  Securing  a  position  as  clerk  with  the  Southern  railroad, 
in  their  offices  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  he  began  the  race  of  life. 

He  made  his  employers  an  honest  and  faithful  man,  always 
on  the  alert  to  further  their  interest  and  benefit  their  cause, 
From  time  to  time  he  was  promoted,  until  he  held  a  very  re- 
sponsible position,  carrying  with  it  honor  and  trust.

EDITORIALS. 

We  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  the  report  of  the  song- 
book  committee  which  appears  in  this  number  of  the  Palm.  It 
needs  no  comment,  for  the  reason  that  its  suggestions  must  com- 
mend themselves  to  the  reason  of  every  reader;  but  we  wish  we 
could  impress  upon  every  brother  how  powerless  the  committee 
is  unless  it  receives  general  support  and  the  co-operation  of  all 
Alpha  Taus.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Palm,  it  is  desired  that  the 
publication  should  be  representative  of  the  fraternity,  and  not 
the  work  of  a  few  individuals. 

We  have  often  advocated  the  necessity  of  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  Chapter  to  fraternity  music,  and  the  appointment  of 
a  standing  committee  to  make  this  feature  prominent,  and  now 
renew  the  suggestion,  with  added  emphasis.  Let  every  Chapter 
have  such  a  committee,  of  from  one  to  three,  and  let  the  mem- 
bers be  especially  delegated  to  help  the  song-book  committee,  by 
complying  with  the  suggestions  made  in  this  report;  but  let  the 
committee  also  have  charge  of  the  musical  program  in  Chapter 
meetings.  Every  brother  knows  how  large  a  part  music  plays 
in  college  affairs,  and  also  that  unless  it  is  placed  in  charge  of 
some  particular  person  or  persons,  it  does  not  receive  proper  at- 
tention, and  there  is  nothing  so  unsatisfactory  as  music  which 
does  not  show  preparation  and  evidence  proper  organization.  No 
one  who  has  been  at  a  college  or  fraternity  banquet  needs  to  be 
told  this,  and  it  is  only  necessary  to  consider  the  matter,  to  real- 
ize its  importance.  We  hope  that  action  will  follow  with  a;ll  our 
Chapters. 

It  is  natural  to  appeal,  first  of  all,  to  the  organized  Chapters 
in  such  matters  as  this,  but  individual  brothers  of  musical  tastes, 
alumni  or  otherwise,  can  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  committee, 
and  as  w^e  understand  and  have  above  indicated,  it  is  desired  to 
receive  assistance  with  the  song-book  from  every  possible 
source. 

Let  every  brother  carefully  read  the  committee's  report  and 
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act  upon  its  suggestions  as  promptly  as  possible.  It  is  not  de- 
sired that  the  work  shall  be  remarkably  original,  but  that  the 
tunes  shall  be  familiar  and  that  the  words  shall  be  enthusiastic 
and  inspiring.  If  each  Chapter  will  send  the  music  for  one 
favorite  song  and  words  for  same,  the  work  can  be  issued  very 
promptly . 

Bro.  Shives  has  been  instrumental  (no  pun  intended)  in  ob- 
taining the  dedication  of  another  musical  work  to  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  He  may  always  be  counted  on  to  take  advantage  of  an 
opportunity  of  this  kind,  or  any  other  kind,  for  that  matter,  for 
the  benefit  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  This  time  it  is  a  new  set  of 
waltzes  that  is  coming  out,  and  they  are  entitled  ''The  Blue  and 
the  Gold".

This  brother  has  insisted  that  the  chapters  in  his  province 
should  keep  up  their  annals,  pay  up  their  Palm  dues  and  gefe 
out  their  annual  reports  promptly,  and,  in  general,  should  strict- 
ly comply  v/ith  all  requirements  of  the  fraternity.  ¥Ath  all  of 
his    chapters,  except   one,    he    was    successful.     That    chapter 
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fieenied  to  igi^ore  him  in  many  respects,  and  this  experience 
seemed  to  convince  him  that  a  province  chief  can  accomplish 
little  if  a  chapter  ignores  his  efforts.  The  brother  in  question 
has  been  very  scrupulous  in  performing  his  own  duties,  and  it 
was,  naturally,  disappointing  to  find  a  chapter  not  acting  in  the 
same  spirit.

We  are  glad  to  present  a  bigraphical  sketch  and  portrait  of 
Bro,  Eldredge,  who  has  succeeded  Bro.

After  a  determined  effort,  the  present  editor  of  the  Palm 
succeeded  several  5  ears  ago  in  arranging  its  publication  so  as  to 
run  with  the  college  year.

We  are  very  glad  indeed  to  have  in  the  present  number  the 
views  of  three  of  our  province  chiefs  on  the  chapter  house 
question,  and,  while  they  differ  as  to  methods,  all  of  the  articles 
are  worthy  of  the  most  careful  consideration,  because  they  each 
show  much  thought  on  the  part  of  the  writer,  and  it  is  well  to 
note  the  main  point  of  agreement,  that  the  chapter  house  question 
is  now  most  important  and  demands  attention.  We  believe  this 
will  be  universally  conceded  by  our  readers,  and  nothing  but 
good  can  come  of  the  agitation  of  the  subject. 

The  points  of  difference   arise  as  to   the  best  method  of 
obtaining  means  to  build  and  as  to  how  and  how  far  the  general 
fraternity   should   assist  the  chapter.     No  one  who  has  yet  dis- 
cussed the   subject  in  the  Palm  or  at  Congress  has  ever  sug- 
gested that  the  general  fraternity  should  primarily  assume  the 
burden.     This,  it  is  agreed,  is  the  duty  of  the  chapter,  and  the 
legislation  at  the  last  Congress  expressly  recognizes  this  fact. 
Whatever  has  been  accomplished  by  our  chapters  thus  far  has 
been  accomplished  without  any  aid  from  the  general  fraternity. 
This  is  true   of   Tenn.  Omega,  Tex.   Gamma  Epsilon,  and  N.  C. 
Alpha  Delta,  who  have  already  built  chapter  halls  or  lodges,  and 
it  is  also  true  of  the  chapters  who  have  now  made  considerable 
progress  toward  building.     The   difficulty   usually  is   that   our 
chapters  are  not  old  enough  to  have  a  long  list  of   alumni,  and 
young  college  men  these  days  often  find  the  struggle  a  hard  one 
after  graduation,  because  they  have  to  make  their  own  way  in 
the  midst  of  the  strongest  competition.     In  spite  of  these  facts, 
however,  our  chapters   enter   into   a   rivalry   with   chapters  of 
other  fraternities  whose  greater  age  gives  them  greater  financial 
resources,  so  that  they  are  enabled  to  provide  themselves  with 
satisfactory,  and  often  luxurious,  chapter  houses.     To  maintain 
standing  at  our  great  institutions   of   learning  costs  money,  but 
he  chapter  house  is  a  necessity.     The  need  of  assistance   is 
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-obvious,  and  just  how  such  assistance  shall  be  rendered  by  the 
general  fraternity,  without  discrimination  or  possibility  of 
exciting  chapter  jealousies,  is  the  question. 

The  pages  of  the  Palm  are  open  for  discussion  of  this 
important  subject  and  we  will  gladly  give  space  to  thoughtful 
articles.  We  must  make  a  better  showing  in  the  fraternit}^ 
world  in  a  material  way,  and  we  are  anxious  to  have  every 
possible  suggestion.  It  is  our  personal  belief  that  an  annual 
tax  of  a  reasonable  anlount  for  chapter  house  purposes  would 
produce  good  results,  and  this  is  the  view  of  Bro.  Mitchell  and 
**Alumnus,"  and  we  also  infer  that  it  is  not  inconsistent  with 
Bro.  Ruffin's  ideas  or  those  of  Bro.  Bingham. 

It  will  be  noted  that  Bro.  Bingham  has  made  a  special 
investigation  of  the  chapter  house  situation  at  one  of  the  great 
western  universities,  where  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  once  well 
represented,  and  where  she  should  be  represented  now.  This 
gives  his  article  great  practical  inportance,  and  the  schemes 
which  he  has  outlined  ought  to  prove  very  helpful. 

We  are  very  glad  that  to  accompany  Bro.  Bingham's  article 
we  are  able  to  present  a  cut  of  this  loyal  and  energetic  brother, 
so  well  and  favorably  known  to  all  Alpha  Taus.  It  could  not  be

OUR   BICYCLE  CHAMPION. 

Bro.  Rtirry  Culver,  of  Nebraska  Gamma  Theta  chapter,  at 
the  University  of  Nebraska,  made  many  acquaintances  with 
Alpha  Tau  brothers  in  the  South  and  won  much  glory  in  cycling 
circles,  on  a  record-breaking  trip  from  his  home  in  Lincoln, 
Neb. ,  to  New  York.  A  ride  between  the  two  cities  on  a  straight 
line  would  not  have  been  a  remarkably  rovel  performance J3ut. 
Bro.  Culver  took  the  long  way  around  and  passed  through 
Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Indian  Territory,  Texas,  Louisiana, 
Mississippi,  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  South  Carolina,  North 
Carolina,  Virginia,  Maryland,  Delaware,  Pennsylvania,  New 
Jersey  and  New  York,  covering  a  distance  of  4,120  miles  in  only 
fifty-three  days,  and  about  forty  days  of  actual  riding  time,  and 
making  him  long  distance  champion  bicycle  rider. 

All  along  the  line  of  his  travels  Bro.  Culver  received  much 
attention,  and  a  collection  of  newspaper  clippings  in  regard  to 
him  would  probably  fill  a  large  volume,  but  we  can  give  here 
only  a  brief  summary  of  the  trip. 

^  He  started  on  May  10th*  last,  with  a  companion,  who,  how- 
ever rode  only  1,200  miles  to  Galveston,  where  he  was  taken 
sick  but  Bro.  Culver  pluckily  continued  on  and,  for  the  remain- 
inp-  2  920  miles,  rode  almost  alone,  although  occasionally  paced 
by  some  cyclist.  Early  in  his  trip  he  was  greatly  bothered  with 
rain  which  forced  him  to.  walk  the  railroad  tracks  for  quite  a 
distance.  He  found  the  roads  from  Texas  to  Georgia  very 
sandy,  and  from  the  latter  state  to  New  York  they  were  quite 
mountainous,  but  on  this  home  stretch,  he  averaged  the  long 
distance  of  115  miles  per  day,  and  he  wound  up  his  long  trip 
with  the  marvellous  performance  of  riding  the  distance  from 
Philadelphia  to  New  York,  107  miles,  in  seven  hours  and  fifteen 
mnnutes.  His  general  average  for  the  entire  trip  appears  to  be 
77.7  miles  per  day,  and  his  best  run  of  123  miles  was  made  in 
Texas,  and  his  longest  day's  work  was   twelve  hours. 

Brother  Culver  stood  the  long  strain  of  his  ride  remarkably 
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well.  His  weight  dropped  from  144  to  127  pounds,  and  he  was 
in  splendid  condition  until  he  reached  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  from 
there  on  he  felt  overexertion  and  arrived  at  New  York  pretty 
well  used  up.  Three  days  in  bed  under  a  doctor's  care  and 
a  short  vacation  from  riding  put  him  in  excellent  trim  again  and 
he  rapidly  regained  weight.  He  used  one  wheel  throughout  the 
entire  trip,  with  only  one  new  pair  of  tires,  and  disposed  of  two 
cycle  suits,  two  pairs  of  shoes  and  two  hats.  His  wheel,  when 
fully  equipped  with  a  frame  case,  pouch  and  six-shooter, 
weighed  forty-live  pounds. 

When  it  is  considered  that  Bro.  Culver  is  only  19  years  of 
age,  his  exploit  seems  all  the  more  wonderful.  He  is,  however 
of  splendid  physical  proiDoroions  and  development,  his  muscles 
being  strong  as  drawn  wire,  and  he  combines  with  this  a  spirit 
of  .remarkable  perseverance  and  indomitable  pluck  and  resource- 
fulness. Last  year  he  was  one  of  the  Alpha  Taus,  enlisted 
under  the  stars  and  stripes,  as  sergeant-major  with  Grigsby's 
famous  cowboys. 

Bro.  Culver  had  some  very  interesting  experience,  on  his 
long  ride.  While  crossing  the  Sabine  river  from  Texas  to 
Louisiana,  he  was  held  up  by  two  men,  but  frightened  the 
robbers  off  with  his  revolver,  and  that  weapon  is  also  supposed 
to  have  caused  the  death  of  at  least  one  dog  per  day  on  the  trip. 
One  night  he  went  to  sleep  in  a  box  car,  and  in  the  morning  was- 
surprised  to  find  it  in  rapid  motion,  unfortunately  in  the  wrong 
direction.  At  China  Grove,  N.  C,  he  fell  twenty-five  feet  off 
the  wall  of  a  bridge,  receiving  injuries  which  delayed  him  half 
a  day. 

Bro.  Culver  is  a  very  enthusiastic  Alpha  Tau,  and  on  his 
way  visited  many  of  our  Southern  chapters,  as  will  be  seen  from 
letters  in  this  number.  He  also  called  upon  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  Glazebrook  at  Washington,  where  he j  was  delayed  forty- 
eight  hours  for  a  special  tire.  All  along  the  way  he  made 
friends  and,  at  the  end  of  his  journey,  was  lionized  at  New 
York,  as  the  previous  world's  record  was  only  3,700  miles,  from 
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New  York  to  San  Fransisco,  made  in  seventy-four  days,  which 
Bro.  Culver  beat  twenty- three  days,  mostly  over  bad  roads. 

The  above  is  only  a  brief  sketch  of  our  young  brother's 
splendid  record,  but  it  will  serve  to  show  the  kind  of  material 
that  goes  to  make  up  Neb.  Gamma  Theta  chapter  and  the  kind 
of  men-  the  West  turns  out  for  fraternity  purposes.  It  is  a 
strong  argument  for  Western  extension.

Ga.  Alpha  Theta. — Dr.  W.  E.  Quillian,  ex  '97,  attended  the 
St.  Louis  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  last  year,  where 
he,  for  the  second  time,  won  the  scholarship.
